When,  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it  lieeomes  necessary  for  one  people  to 
dissolve  the  iwlitical  bands  wliich  have  connected  tlieni  -^vith  another,  and  to  assume 
among  the  powers  of  the  earth  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  tiie  laws  of  na- 
ture and  of  nature's  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind 
requires  that  they  should  declarejhe  causes  wliich  impel  theni  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident;  that  all  me]i  are  created  equal;  that  they 
are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienal)le  riglits;  that  among  these  are 
life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness;  that,  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are 
instituted'aniong  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from,  the  consent  of  the  governed; 
that,  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive  of  these  en<ls,  it  is  the 
right  of  the  people'to  alter  or  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  new  government,  laying  its 
foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall 
seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Prudeiice,  indeed,  v>-ill  dictate 
that  governments  long  established  should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  traiisient  cau- 
ses; and,  accordingly,  all  experience  hath  shown  tliat  mankind  are  more  disposed  to 
suffer,  while  evils  are  sufferable,  than  to  right  themselves  liy  abolishing  tlie  forms  to 
Avhich  they  are  accustomed.'  But  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursu- 
ing invari'aljly  the  same  object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  tliem  under  absolute  des- 
potism, it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  ofl["such  government,  and  to  provide 
new  guards  for  their  future  security.  Such  lias  been  the  patient  sulferance  of  these 
colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former 
system  of  government.  The  history  of  the  present  king  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history 
of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having  indirect  object  the  establishnient  of  an 
absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  facts  lie  submitted  to  a  candid 
world: — 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws  the  most  wlvoiesome  and  necessary  to  tin;  public 
good. 

He  has  forbidden  liis  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and  pressing  import- 
ance, unless  suspended  in  tlieir  operation  till  his  assent  sliould  be  oidained;  and,  when 
so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large  (Hstricts  of  peo- 
ple, unless  those  people  would  relinquisii  the  right  of  representation  in  the  legisla- 
ture— a  right  inestimable  to  them,  and  formidal)le  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortal)le,  and 
distant  from  the  repository  of  their  public  records,  foi-  the  sole  ])urpose  of  fatiguing 
them  into  compliance  with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolve<J  repr(>sentative  houses  repeatedly  for  opposing  wilii  manly  lirm- 
•ness  his  invasions  on  the  riglits  of  the  peo])le. 

He  has  refused,  for  a  long  time  after  sueii  dissolutions,  to  cause  olhcrs  to  Ik* 
elected;  whereby  the  legislative  powers,  incapabkrofanniliilation,  have  returned  to  the 
people  at  large  tor  their' exercise— the  State  remaining,  in  tlie  mea7itime,  exposed  to  ail 
the  dangers  of  invasion  from  witliou(.  and  e()nvulsions  >\'ithin. 

He  has  endeavored  to  proivent  the  population  of  these  States— for  that  purpose  ol)- 
.•^iructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners,  refusbig  to  jiass  others  to  encourage 
their  migration  hither,  and  raising  the>  conditions  of  new  appi-opnalioiis  ot  lands. 
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He  has  obstiaicted  the  administration  of  justice,  by  refusing  his  assent  to  laws  for 
establishing  judiciary  i^owers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone  for  the  tenure  of  their  offices  and 
the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  officers  to 
liarass  our  people  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies,  without  the  consent  of 
our  legislatures. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of,  and  superior  to,  the  civil 
power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  jurisdiction  foreign  to  our  constitu- 
tion, and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws — giving  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended 

legislation.  , 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us; 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any  murders  which 
they  should  comrnit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these  States; 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world; 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent; 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury; 

For  transi^orting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  otFences; 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring  province,  estab- 
lishing therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render 
it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into 
these  colonies; 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  laws,  and  altering, 
fundamentally,  the  forms  of  our  governments; 

For  susijending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested  with 
power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  jirotection  and  wa- 
ging war  against  us.  .  » 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns,  and  destroyed  the 
lives  of  our  people. 

He  is  at  this  time  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  mercenaries  to  complete  the 
works  of  death,  desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty 
and  perfidy  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the 
head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  captive  on  the  high  seas,  to  bear 
arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren, 
or  to  fall  themselves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  among  ns,  and  has  endeavored  to  bring  on 
the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of 
warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions,  we  have  petitioned  for  redress  in  the  most 
humble  terms.  Our  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injurj'. 
A  prince,  v/hose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is 
unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Is  or  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  t<)  our  British  brethren.  We  have  warned 
them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attempts,  by  their  legislature,  to  extend  an  unwarrantable 
jurisdiction  over  vis.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration 
and  settlement  here.  Yf  e  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and 
we  have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred,  to  disavow  these  usurpa- 
tions, which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our  connexions  and  correspondence.  They, 
too,  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore, 
acquiesce  in  the  necessity  which  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold 
the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace,  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  general  Con- 
gress assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  World  for  the  rectitude  of  our 
intentions,  do,  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies, 
solemnly  publish  and  declare  that  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be, 
free  and  independent  states;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British 
crown,  and  that  ail  political  connexion  between  them  and  the  state  of  Great  Britain 
is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved;  and  that,  as  free  and  independent  states,  they  have 
full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  estiiblish  commerce,  and  do 
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all  other  acts  and  things  which  independent  states  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence, 
we  mutually  pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.

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ARTICLES    OF    CONFEDERATION.

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE    PBESENTS    SHALL    COME,   WE,   THE    L'NDEKSIGNED,    DELE- 
GATES OF  THE  STATES  AFFIXED  TO  OUR  NAMES,   SE>{D  GREETIXG: 

Whereas,  the  delegate^!  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
(lid,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy -seven,  iind  in  tlie  second  year  of  the  independence  of  America, 
agree  to  certain  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  Union  between  the  .States  of 
New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  Bay,  Khode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  Con- 
necticut, New  York,  New  Jersey,"  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia, 
North  Carolina^^  South  Carolina,  and  (k'orgia,  in  the  words  following,  viz: — 

Articles  of  Confederation  and 2Jerpctual  Union  betiueen  the  iS'tates  of  New  Hamjjshirc, 
Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island,  and  Providence  Plantation's,  Connecticut,  Neiv 
.   York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virc/inia,  North  Cafblina, 
South  Caro  Una,  and  Georgia. 

ARTICLE  1. 
^The  style  of  this  eonfedracy  shall  Ijc,  "The  United  States  of  America." 

ARTICLE  II. 

Each  state  retains  its  sovereignty,  freedom,  and  independence,  and  e\-ory  power, 
Jurisdiction,  and  right,  which  is  not  by  this  confederation  expressly  delegated  to  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled.' 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  said  states  hereby  severally  enter  into  a  firm  league  of  friendship  with  each 
other  for  their  common  defence,  tlie  security  of  their  liberties,  and  their  mutual  and 
general  welfare;  binding  themselves  to  assist  each  other  against  all  force  offered  to,  or 
attacks  made  upon  them,  or  any  of  them,  on  account  of  religion,  sovereignty,  trade, 
or  any  other  pretence  whateA'er." 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  better  to  secure  and  perjietuate  mutual  friendship,  and  intercourse  among  the 
people  of  the  difierent  States  in  this  Union,  the  free  inhabitants  of  each  of  these  States, 
paupers,  vagabonds,  and  fugitives  froni  justice,  excepted,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privi- 
leges and  iinmunities  of  free  citizens  in  the  several  states;  and  the  people  of  each  state 
shall  have  free  ingress,  and  regress  to  and  from  any  other  state,  and  shall  enjoy  therein 
all  the  privileges  of  trade  and  commerce  subject  to  the  same  duties,  impositions,  and 
restrictions,  as  the  inhabitants  thereof  respectively;  provided  that  such  restrictions 
shall  not  extend  so  far  as  to  prevent  the  removal  of  property  imported  into  any  state 
to  any  other  state,  of  which  the  owner  is  an  inhabitant;  provided  also,  that  no  impo- 
sition, duties,  or  restriction,  shall  be  laid  by  any  state  on  the  property  of  the  United 
States  or  either  of  them. 

If  any  person  guilty  of  or  charged  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  high  misdemean- 
or, in  any  state,  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  any  of  the  United  States,  he 
shall,  upon-  demand  of  the  governor  or  executive  power  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled, 
be  delivered  up  and  removed  to  the  state  having  jurisdiction  of  his  offence. 
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Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  of  tliese  states  to  the  records,  acts,  and 
judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts  and  magistrates  of  every  other  state. 

ARTICLE  V. 

For  the  more  convenient  management  of  the  general  interests  of  the  United  States, 
delegates  shall  be  annually  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  each  state 
shall  direct  to  meet  in  Congress  on  the  first  Monday  in  Xovember,  in  every  year,  with 
a  power  reserved  to  each  state  to  recall  its  delegates  or  any  of  them,  at  any  time  within 
the  year,  and  to  send  others  in  their  stead  for  the  remaincler  of  tiie  year. 

No  state  shall  be  rej^resented  in  Congress  by  less  than  two,  nor  by  more  than  seven 
members;  and  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  a  delegate  for  more  than  three  years 
in  any  term  of  six  years;  nor  shall  any  person,  being  a  delegate,  be  capable  of  holding 
any  office  vnider  tlie  United  States,  for  which  he,  or  another  for  liis  benefit,  receives 
any  salary,  fees,  or  emolument  of  any  kind. 

Each  state  shall  maintain  its  own  delegates  in  a  meeting  of  the  States,  and  while 
they  act  as  members  of  the  committee  of  the  states. 

In  determining  cxuestions  in  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  each  state 
shall  have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  Congress  shall  not  be  impeached  or  questioned 
in  any  court  or  place  out  of  Congress;  and  the  members  of  Congress  shall  be  protected 
in  their  persons  from  arrests  and  imprisonments,  during  the  time  of  their  going  to, 
and  from,  and  attendance  on  Congress,  except  for  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  tlie 
peace. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

No  state,  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall 
send  any  embassy  to,  or  receive  any  embassy  from,  or  enter  into  any  conference,  agree- 
ment, alliance,  or  treaty,  with  any  king,  prince,  or  state;  nor  shall  any  person  holding 
any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them, accept  of  any  present, 
emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  jjrince,  or  foreign 
state,  nor  shall  the  I'liited  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  or  any  of  them,  grant  any 
title  of  nobility. 

No  two  or  more  states  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  confederation,  or  alliance  wdiat- 
ever,  between  them,  without  the  consent  of  tiie  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled, 
specifying  accurately  the  ])urposes  for  wliich  ilie  same  is  to  be  entered  into  and  how 
long  it  shall  continue. 

No  state  shall  lay  any  imposrs  di-  duties,  which  may  interfere  witli  any  stii)ula- 
lions  in  treaties  entered  into  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  v,'ith  any 
king,  prince,  or  state,  in  pin-suance  of  any  treaties  already  proposed  by  Congress  to  the 
courts  of  France  and  Spain. 

No  vessels-of-war  shall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  ijeace  by  any  State,  except  such  num- 
ber only  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  for 
the  defence  of  such  state  or  its  trade;  nor  shall  any  body  of  forces  be  kept  up  by  any 
state  in  time  of  peace,  except  such  number  only  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  United 
States,  in  Congress  assembled,  sliall  be  deemed  requisite  to  garrison  the  forts  necessary 
for  the  defence  of  such  state;  but  every  state  shall  always  keep  up  a  well-regulated  and 
disciplined  militia,  sufficiently  armed  and  accoutred,  and  shall  provide  and  have  con- 
stantly ready  for  use,  in  public  stores,  a  due  number  of  field  i^ieces  and  tents,  and  a 
proper  quantity  of  arms,  amunition,  and  camp  equipage. 

No  state  shall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  consent  of  tlie  United  States,  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  unless  such  state  be  actually  invaded  by  enemies  or  shall  have  re- 
ceived certain  advice  of  a  resolution  being  formed  by  some  nation  of  Indians  to  invade 
such  state,  and  the  danger  is  so  imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a  delay  till  the  United 
States,  in  Congress  assembled,  can  be  consulted;  nor  shall  any  state  grant  commissions 
to  any  shijis  or  vessels-of-war,  nor  letters  of  marque  or  reprisal,  except  it  be  after  a  de- 
claration of  war  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  and  then  only  against 
the  kingdom  or  state,  and  the  subiects  thereof,  against  which  war  has  been  so  declared, 
and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  established  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress 
assembled,  unless  such  state  be  infested  by  pirates,  in  which  case  vessels-of-war  may 
be  fitted  out  for  that  occasion,  and  kept  so  long  as  the  danger  shall  continue,  or  until 
the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  determine  otherwise. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

When  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  state  for  the  common  defence,  all  officers  of  or 
under  the  rank  of  colonel,  shall  be  apj^inted  by  the  legislature  of  each  state  respectively, 
bv  whom  such  forces  shall  be  raised,  or  in  such  manner  as  such  state  shall  direct;  and 
ail  vacancies  shall  bo  filled  up  liy  tho  state  which  first  made  tlie  appointment. 
• 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 


All  charges  of  war,  and  all  other  expenses  that  shall  be  incurred  for  the  common 
defence  or  general  welfare,  and  allowed  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled, 
shall  be  defraj^ed  out  of  a  common  treasury,  which  shall  be  supj^lied  by  the  several 
states  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  all  land  within  each  state  granted  to  or  surveyed, 
for  any  person,  as  such  laud  and  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  shall  be 
estimated  according  to  such  mode  as  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall 
from  tirae  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion  shall  be  laid  and  levied  by  the  authority  and 
direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states,  within  the  time  agreed  uj)on  by  the 
United  States,  in  Congress  assembled. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right 
and  power  of  determining  on  peace  and  war,  except  in  the  eases  mentioned  in  the 
sixth  article — of  sending  and  receiving  ambassadors — entering  into  treaties  and  alli- 
ances; provided,  that  no  treaty  of  commerce  shall  be  made  whereby  the  legislative 
power  of  the  respective  states  shall  be  restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts  and 
duties  on  foreigners  as  their  own  i:)eople  are  subjected  to,  or  from  prohibiting  the  ex- 
portation or  importation  of  any  species  of  goods  or  commodities  whatsoever—of  estab- 
lishing rules  for  deciding  ia  all  cases,  what  captures  on  land  or  water  shall  be  legal, 
and  in  what  manner  prizes  taken  by  land  or  naval  forces  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  divided  or  appropriated — of  granting  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in 
times  of  peace — appointing  courts  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on 
the  high  seas,  and  establishing  courts  for  receiving  and  determining  finally  appeals  in 
all  cases  of  captures:  provided,  that  no  member  of  Congress  shall  be  appointed  a  judge 
of  any  of  the  said  courts. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  also  be  the  last  resort  on  appeal 
in  all  disputes  and  diflterences  now  subsisting,  or  that  hereafter  may  arise,  between  two 
or  more  states  concerning  boundary,  jurisdiction,  or  any  other  cause  whatever;  which 
authority  shall  always  be  exercised  in  the  manner  following: — Whenever  the  legisla- 
tive or  executive  authority  or  lawful  agent  of  any  state  in  controversy  with  another 
shall  present  a  petition  to  Congress,  stating  the  matter  in  question,  aiid  praying  for  a  . 
hearing,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  order  of  Congress  to  the  legislative  "or  execu- 
tive authority  of  the  other  state  in  controversy,  and  a  day  assigned  for  the  ap])earance 
of  the  parties,  by  their  lawful  agents,  who  shall  then  be  directed  to  appoint  by  joint 
consent  commissioners  or  judges  to  constitute  a  court  for  hearing  and  determining  the 
matter  in  question;  but  if  they  cannot  agree,  Congress  shall  name  three  persons  out  of 
each  of  the  United  States,  and  from  the  list  of  such  persons  each  party  shall  alternately 
strike  out  one,  the  petitioners  beginning,  until  the  number  shall  be  reduced  to  thirteen; 
and  from  that  number  not  less  than  seven  or  more  than  nine  names,  as  Congress  shall 
direct,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  Congress,  be  drawn  out  by  lot;  and  the  persons  whose 
names  shall  be  so  drawn,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  or  judges,  to  hear 
and  finally  determine  the  controversy,  so  always  as  a  major  part  of  the  judges,  who 
shall  hear  the  cause,  shall  agree  in  the  determination:  and  if  either  party  shall  neglect 
to  attend  at  the  day  appointed,  without  showing  reasons  which  Congress  shall  judge 
sufficient,  or  being  present  shall  refuse  to  strike,  the  Congress  shall  proceed  to  nomi- 
nate three  persons  out  of  each  state,  and  the  secretary  of  Congress  shall  strike  in  behalf 
of  such  party  absent  or  refui^ing;  and  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the  court  to  be 
appointed  in  the  manner  before  prescribed,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  if  any  of 
the  parties  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  the  authority  of  such  court,  or  to  appear,  or  de- 
Ifend  their  claim  or  cause,  the  court  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to  pronounce  sentence 
or  judgment,  which  shall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  decisive,  the  judgment  or  sen- 
tence and  other  proceedings,  being  in  either  case  transmitted  to  Congress,  and  lodged 
among  the  acts  of  Congress  for  the  security  of  the  parties  concerned;  provided,  that 
every  commissioner,  before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  administered 
by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  "or  superior  court  of  the  state,  where  the  cause 
shall  be  tried,  "well  and  truly  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  question,  according 
to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  without  favor,  affection,  or  hope  of  reward;"  provided 
also,  that  no  state  shall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of  the  United  States. 

All  controversies  concerning  the  private  right  of  soil,  claimed  under  different 
grants  of  two  or  more  states,  whose  jurisdiction  as  they  may  respect  such  lands  and  the 
states  which  passed  such  grants  are  adjusted,  the  said  grants  or  either  of  them  being 
at  the  sanae  time  claimed  to  have  originated  antecedent  to  such  settlement  of  jurisdic- 
tion, shall,  on  the  petition  of  either  party  to  t^e  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be 
finally  determined,  as  ncjar  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  before  prescribed  for 
deciding  disputes  i-especting  territorial  jurisdiction  between  different  states. 
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that  of  the  respective  states;  fixing  the  standard  of  weights"^  and  measures  throughout 
the  United  States;  regulating  tlie  trade  and  managing  all  afTairs  with  the  Indians,  not 
members  of  any  of  the  states;  provided  that  the  legislative  right  of  any  state,  within 
its  own  limits,  be  not  infringed  or  violated;  establishing  aiid  regulating  post  oflfices 
from  one  state  to  another,  throughout  all  the  United  States,  and  exacting  such  postage 
on  the  papers  passing  through  the  same,  as  may  be  requisite  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  said  office;  appointing  all  oflleers  of  the  land  forces  ia  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  excepting  regimental  officers;  appointing  ail  the  officers  of  the  naval  forces, 
and  commissioning  all  officers  whatever  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  making 
rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  said  land  and  naval  forces,  and  direct- 
ing their  oi)erations. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee, to  sit  in  the  recess  of  Congress,  to  be  denominated,  "a  committee  of  the  states,'' 
and  to  consist  of  one  delegate  from  each  state  ;  and  to  appoint  such  other  committees 
and  civil  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  managing  the  general  affairs  of  the  United 
States  under  their  direction  ;  to  appoint  one  of  their  nuinber  to  preside  ;  provided  that 
no  person  be  allowed  to  serve  in  the  office  of  president  more  than  one  year  in  any 
term  of  three  years;  to  ascertain  the  necessary  sums  of  money  to  be  raised  for  I  lie 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  to  ai)propriate  and  apply  the  same  for  defraying  the 
public  expenses ;  to  borrov.^  money  or  emit  bills  on  "the  credit  of  the  United  States, 
transmitting  every  half  year  to  the  respective  states  an  account  of  the  sums  of  money 
so  borrowed  or  emitted  ;' to  build  and  equip  a  navy  ;  to  agree  upon  the  number  of  land 
forces,  and  to  make  requisitions  from  each  state  for  its  quora,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  white  inhabitants  in  such  state,  which  requisition  shall  be  binding  ;  and 
thereupon  the  legislature  of  each  state  shall  api^oint  the  regimental  officers,  raise  the 
men,  and  clothe,  arm,  and  equip  them,  in  a  soldier-like  manner,  at  the  expense  of 
the  United  States ;  and  the  officers  and  men  so  clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  shall 
march  to  the  place  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  Unitect  States,  in 
Congress  assembled;  but  if  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall,  on  con- 
sideration of  circumstances,  judge  proi^er  that  any  state  should  not  raise  men,  or  should 
raise  a  smaller  number  than  its  quota,  and  that  any  other  state  should  raise  a  greater 
number  of  men  than  the  quota  thereof,  stich  extra  number  shall  be  raised,  officered, 
clothed,  armed  and  equipped,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  quota  of  such  state,  unless 
the  legislature  of  such  state  shall  judge  that  such  extra  number  cannot  be  safely  spared 
out  of  the  same,  in  which  case  they  shall  raise,  officer,  clothe,  arm,  and  equip,  as  many 
of  such  extra  number  as  they  judge  can  be  safely  spared,  and  the  officers  and  men  so 
clothed,  armed,  and  equipi^ed,  shall  march  to  the  place  apiDointed,  and  within  t!u; 
time  agreed  on  by  the  UiiitedStates,  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  shall  never  engage  in  a  war,  nor  grant 
letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  in  time  of  peace,  nor  enter  into  any  treaties  or  alliances, 
nor  coin  money,  nor  regulate  the  value  thereof,  nor  ascertain  the  sums  and  expenses 
necessary  for  the  defence  and  v/elfare  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  nor  emit 
bills,  nor  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  nor  appropriate  money, 
nor  agree  upon  the  number  of  vessels  of  v/ar  to  be  built  or  i^urchased,  or  the  number 
of  land  or  sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  ov 
navy,  unless  nine  states  assent  to  the  same,  nor  shall  a  question  on  any  other  point, 
except  for  adjourning  from  day  to  day,  be  determined,  unless  by  the  votes  of  a 
majority  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  any  time  within 
the  year,  and  to  any  i^lace  within  the  United  States,  so  that  no  period  of  adjournment 
be  for  a  longer  duration  than  tiie  space  of  six  months,  and  shall  publisli  the  journal  of 
their  proceedings  monthly,  except  such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances,  or 
military  operations,  as  in"^tlieir  judgment  require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the 
delegates  of  each  state,  on  any  question,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  when  it  is  de- 
sired by  any  delegate;  and  the  delegates  of  a  state,  or  any  of  them,  at  his  or  tlieir  re- 
quest, shall  be  furnished  witli  a  transcript  of  the  said  journal,  except  suoli  ]>arts  as  are 
above  excepted,  to  lay  before  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states. 

7VRTICLE  X. 

The  committee  of  the  states,  or  any  nine  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to  execute, 
in  the  recess  of  Congress,  such  of  the  powers  of  Congress  as  tlie  United  States,  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  by  the  consent  of  nine  states,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  think  expe- 
dient to  vest  them' with;  provided  that  no  power  be  delegated  to  the  said  committee, 
for  the  exercise  of  which,  by  the  articles  of  confederation,  the  voice  of  nine  states,  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  assembled,  is  requisite. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

Canada  uceecliug-  to  this  eouiederation,  and  .joiuiiip:  in  tlic  measures  of  the  United 
States,  shall  he  admitted  into,  and  entitled  to  all  the  aTlvantages  of  this  Union;  but  no 
other  colony  shall  he  admitted  into  tiie  ssime,  unless  sucli  admission  ]>c  ajtrveed  to  by 
nine  states. 

ABTICLE  XTl.  ' 

All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  moneys  borrowed,  and  debts  contracted  by  or  under  the 
authority  of  Congress,  before  the  assembling  of  the  United  States,  in  pursuance  of  the 
present  confederation,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  a  charge  against  the  United 
States,  for  payment  and  satisfaction  whereof  the  said  United  States  and  the  public 
faith  are  hereby  solemnly  pledged. 

ARTICLE  XITL 

Every  state  shall  alnde  liy  the  determinations  of  the  United  States,  in  Congress 
assembled,  on  all  questions  w'hich  by  this  confederation  are  submitted  to  them.  And 
the  articles  of  this  confederation  shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  every  state,  and  the 
Union  shall  be  perpetual;  nor  shall  any  alteration  at  any  time  hereafter  be  made  in 
any  of  them,  unless  such  alteration  be  agreed  to  in  a  Congress  of  the  Ignited  States, 
and  be  afterwards  confirmed  by  tJie  legislatures  of  every  state. 

And  whereas  it  hath  pleased  tlic  great  Governor  of  the  Avorld  to  incline  the  hearts 
of  the  legislatures  we  respectfully  represent  in  Congress,  to  approve  of,  and  to  author- 
ize us  to  ratify  the  said  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union.  Know  ye,  that 
we,  the  undersigned  delegates,  liy  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  to  us  given  for 
that  i^urpose,  do^  by  these  presents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  our  respective  constitu- 
ents, fully  and  entirely  ratify  and  confirm  each  and  every  of  the  said  articles  of  con- 
federation and  i^erpetual  union,  and  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  therein 
contained.  And  Ave  do  further  solemnly  plight  and  engage  the  faith  of  our  respective 
constituents,  that  they  shall  abide  by  the  determinations  of  the  United  States,  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  on  all  questions  whicli  by  the  said  confederation  are  submitted  to 
them;  and  that  the  articles  thereof  shall  be  inviolably  observed  by  the  states  we  re- 
spectively represent,  and  that  the  Union  shall  be  perpetual. 

In  witness  whereof,  w^e  have  hereunto  set  our  hands,  in  Congress.  Done  at  Phil- 
adelphia, in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the  ninth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  and  in  the  third  year  of  the  Independence  of 
America: —

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AN   ORDINANCE, 


FOK  THE  GOVERNMENT  OP  THE  TERRITORY  OF    THE    UNI'BED    STATES,   NOBTH-\VE,ST 

OK  THE  RIVER  OHIO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  said  territory, 
for  the  purposes  of  temporary  government,  be  one  district;  subject,  liowever,  to  be 
divided  into  two  districts,  as  future  circumstances  may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress, 
malce  it  expedient. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  autliority  aforesaid.  That  the  estates  both  of  resident  and 
non-resident  proprietors  in  tlie  said  territory,  dying  intestate,  shall  descend  to  and  bo 
distributed  among  their  childrenj  and  the  clescendants  of  a  deceased  child,  in  equal 
l)«rts;  the  descendants  of  a  deceased  child  or  grand  child,  to  take  a  share  of  their  de- 
ceased parent  in  equal  parts  among  them;  and  where  there  shall  Ijc  no  children  or 
descendants,  then  in  equal  parts  to  the  next  of  kin,  in  equal  degree;  and  among  col- 
latterals,  the  children  of  a  deceased  brother  or  sister  of  the  intestate  shall  have,  in 
equal  parts  among  them,  their  deceased  parent's  share;  and  there  shall,  in  no  case,  be 
a  distinction  between  kindred  of  the  whole  and  half  blood;  saving,  in  all  cases,  to  the 
widow  of  the  intestate  her  third  part  of  the  real  estate  for  life,  and  one  third  part  of  the  per- 
sonal estate;  and  this  law  relative  to  the  descents  and  dower  shall  remain  in  full  force  unti  1 
altered  by  the  legislature  of  the  district.  And  until  the  governor  and  judges  shall 
adopt  laws,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  estates  in  the  said  territory  :nay  be'  devised  or- 
bequeathed  by  wills  in  writing,  signed  and  sealed  by  him  or  her,  in  whom  the  estate 
maybe,  (being  of  full  age,)  and  attested  by  three  witnesses;  and  real  estates  may  be 
conveyed  by  lease  and  release,  or  bargain  and  sale,  signed,  sealed,  and  delivered  b,v  the 
person,  being  of  full  age,  in  Avhom  the  estate  may  be,  and  attested  by  two  witnesses, 
provided  such  wills  be  duly  proved,  such  conveniences  be  acknowledged,  or  the 
execution  thereof  duly  proved,  and  be  recorded  within  one  year  after  proper  mag- 
istrates, courts  and  registers  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose;  and  personal  proi)erty 
may  be  transferred  by  delivery;  saving,  however,  to  the  French  and  Canadian  inhab- 
itants, and  other  settlei's  of  the  Kaskaskias,  Saint  Vincents,  and  the  neighboring  vil- 
lages, who  have  heretofore  professed  themselves  citizens  of  Virginia,  their  laws  and 
customs  now  in  force  among  them,  relatiA'e  to  the  descent  and  conveyance  of 
property. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  there  shall  ))e  appointed,  from  time 
to  tiixie,  by  Congress,  a  governor,  whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  Congress;  he  shall  reside  in  the  district, 
and  have  a  freehold  estate  therein,  in  one  thousand  acres  of  land,  while  in  theexercise 
of  his  office. 

There  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  by  Congress,  a  secretary  vvhose  com- 
mission shall  continue  in  force  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  revoked;  he  shall  reside  in 
the  district,  and  have  a  freehold  estate  therein,  in  live  hundred  acres  of  laud  vviiile  in 
the  exercise  of  his  office.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  and  preserve  tlie  acts  and  laws 
passed  by  the  legislature,  and  the  public  records  of  the  district,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  governor  in  his  executive  department;  and  transmit  authentic  copies  of  such  acts 
and  proceedings  every  six  months,  to  the  secretary  of  Congress.  There  shall  also  be 
appointed  a  court-,  to  consist  of  three  judges,  any  two  of  wliom  to  Ibrm  a  court,  who 
shall  have  a  common  law  jurisdiction,  and  reside  in  the  district,  and  have  each  therein 
a  freehold  estate  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  Avhile  in  the  exercise  ol"  IheJr  oflices; 
and  their  commissions  shall  continue  in  force  during  good  behavior. 

The  Governor  and  judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  adojit  and  pul)Iish,  in  the 
district,  such  laws  of  the  origiruil  states,  criminal  and  civil,  as  may  l)e  necessary  and 
best  suited  to  the  circumstances  of  the  district,  and  report  tlu'ni  to  Congress  from  time 
time;  which  laws  shall  be  in  force  in  the  district  until  the  organization  of  ihr.  generut 
a*isembly  therein,  unless  disapin-oved  of  by  Congress;  but  afterwards  tii(>  legislature 
shall  have  authoritv  to  alter  them  a:*  they  shall  think  tit. 
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The  Governor  for  the  thne  being  shall  be  comtnander-in-ehief  of  the  militia,  ap- 
jDoint  and  commission  all  officers  in  the  same,  below  the  rank  of  general  officers;  all 
general  officers  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  Congress. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  general  assembly,  the  governor  shall  appoint 
such  magistrates  and  other  civil  officers,  in  each  county  or  township,  as  he  shall  find 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  j^eace  and  good  oi-der  'in  the  same.  After  the  general 
assembly  shall  be  organized,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  magistrates  and  other  civil 
officers  shall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  the  said  assembly;  but  all  magistrates  and 
other  civil  officers,  not  herein  otherwise  directed,  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  fliis 
temporary  government,  be  apjjointed  by  the  governor. 

For  tiie  prevention  of  crimes  and  injvnies,  the  laws  to  be  adopted  or  made  shall 
liavc  force  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  for  the  execution  of  process,  criminal  and 
civil,  the  governor  shall  make  proper  divisions  thereof;  and  he  shall  proceed  from  time 
to  thne,  as  circumstances  may  recxuire,  to  lay  out  the  parts  of  the  district,  in  which  the 
Indian  titles  shall  have  been  extinguished,  into  counties  and  townships,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  such  alterations  as  may  thereafter  be  made  by  the  legislature. 

So  soon  as  there  shall  be  five  thousand  free  male  inhabitants  of  full  age,  in  the 
district,  upon  giving  proof  thereof  to  the  governor,  they  shall  receive  authority,  with 
time  and  place,  to  elect  representatives  from  their  counties  or  townships,  to  represent 
them  in  the  general  assembly;  Provided,  That  for  every  five  hundred  free  male  in- 
habitants, there  shall  be  one  representative,  and  so  on  progi-essively  with  the  number 
of  free  male  inhabitants,  shall  the  right  of  representation  increase,  until  the  number 
of  representatives  shall  amount  to  twenty-five,  after  which  the  number  and  propor- 
tion of  representatives  shall  be  regulated  by  the  legislature:  Provided,  That  no  person 
be  eligil)le  or  qualified  to  act  as  a  representative,  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  citizen  of 
one  of  the  United  States  three  years,  and  be  a  resident  in  the  district,  or  unless  he 
shall  have  resided  in  the  district  three  years,  and  in  either  case  shall  likeM^se  hold  in 
his  own  right,  in  fee  simple,  two  hundred  acres  of  land  within  the  same:  Provided,  also, 
That  a  freehold  in  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  district,  having  been  a  citizen  of  one  of 
the  states,  and  being  resident  in  the  district,  or  the  like  freehold  and  tAvo  years  resi- 
dence in  the  district  shall  be  necessary  to  qualify  a  man  as  an  elector  of  a  represen- 
tative. 

The  representative  thus  elected  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years;  and  in  case 
of  the  death  of  a  representative,  or  removal  from  office,  the  governor  shall  issue  a  writ 
to  the  county  or  township  for  which  he  was  a  member,  to  elect  another  in  his  stead, 
to  serve  for  the  residue  of  the  tei-m. 

Tlie  general  assembly,*  or  legislature,  shall  consist  of  the  governoi',  legislative 
council,  and  a  house  ol\  representatives.  The  legislative  council  shall  consist  of  five 
members,  to  continue  in  office  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  congress,  any 
three  of  whom  to  be  a  quorum.  And  the  members  of  the  council  shall  be  nominated 
and  appohited  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit:  As  soon  as  representatives  shall  be 
elected,  the  governor  shall  apjjoint  a  time  and  place  for  them  to  meet  together,  and 
when  met,  they  shall  nominate  ten  persons,  residents  in  the  district,  and  each  i)os- 
sessed  of  a  freehold  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  return  their  names  to  congress, 
five  of  whom  congress  shall  appoint  and  commission  to  serve  as  aforesaid;  and  when- 
ever a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  council,  by  death  or  removal  from  office,  the  house, 
of  representatives  shall  nominate  two  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  for  each  vacancy, 
and  return  their  names  to  congress,  one  of  whom  congress  shall  appoint  and  coni- 
missiori  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  And  every  five  years,  four  months  at  least  belba'c 
the  expiration  of  the  time  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  council,  the  said  Uouso 
shall  nominate  ten  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  and  return  their  names  to  congress, 
five  of  whom  congress  shall  appoint  and  commission  to  serve  a«  members  of  the  coun- 
cil five  years,  unless  sooner  removed.  And  the  governor,  legislative  council,  and 
house  of  representatives  shall  have  authority  to  make  laws,  in  all  cases,  for  the  good 
government  of  the  district,  not  rej)ugnant  to  the  principles,  and  articles  in  this  ordi- 
nance esta1)lished  and  declared.  And  all  bills,  having  passed  by  a  majority  in  the 
house,  and  by  a  majority  iu  the  council,  shall  be  referred  to  the  governor  for  hi« 
assent;  hut  no  bill  or  legislative  act  whatever,  shall  be  of  any  force  without  his  assent. 
The  governor  sliall  liave  power  to  convene,  prorogue,  and  dissolve  the  general  as- 
sembiy,  wIk'U  in  his  opinion  it  shall  be  expedient. 

The  govertsor,  judges,  legislative  council,  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  aw 
congress  shall  appoint  iu  the  district,  shall  take  au  oatli  or  affirmation  of  fidelity  and 
of  office;  the  governor  before  the  president  of  congress,  and  all  otho]-  officers  before 
the  goverpov.  As  soon  as  a  legislature  shall  be  formed  in  the  district,  the  council  and 
hous:'  -assembled,  in  one  room,  shall  have  authority,  by  joint  ballot,  to  elect  a  delegaic 
Lo  (<Hi-;ress,  who  shall  have  a  seat  in  congress,  with  a  right  of  debating,  but  not  of  votr, 
ing,  during  this  temporary  government.        »  ' 

And  Ibr  extendijig  the  fundamental  principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  which 
form  the  basis  whereon  these  republics,  their  laws,  and  constitutions  are  erected;  to

fix  and  establish  those  principles  as  the  basis  of  all  laws,  constitutions  and  govern- 
ments, which  forever  hereafter  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory;  to  provide  also 
for  the  establishment  of  states,  and  permanent  governments  therein,  and  for  their 
achnission  to  share  in  the  federal  councils,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states, 
at  as  early  periods  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest: 

It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  following 
articles  shall  be  considered  as  articles  of  compact  between  the  original  states,  and  the 
people  and  states  in  the  said  territory,  and  forever  remain  unalterable,  unless  by  com- 
mon consent,  to  wit: 

ARTICLE  I. 

No  person  demeaning  himself  in  a  peaceable  and  orderly  manner,  shall  ever  be 
molested  on  account  of  his  mode  of  worship,  or  religious  sentiments,  in  the  said 
territory. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  inhalHtants  of  the  said  territory  shall  always  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  trial  by  jury;  of  a  proportionate  representa- 
tion of  the  peoi^Ie  in  the  legislature,  and  of  judicial  ])roceecUngs  according  to 
tlie  course  of  the  common  law.  All  persons  sliall  be  bailable,  unless  for  capital 
oltences,  where  the  proof  shall  be  evident,  or  the  j^resumption  great.  All  fines 
shall  be  moderate;  and  no  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  shall  be  infiicted.  Xo  man 
shall  1)6  deprived  of  his  liberty  or  property,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the 
law  of  the  land;  mid  should  the  public  exigencies  make  it  necessary,  for  the  common 
IJ reservation,  to  take  any  person's  property,  or  to  demand  his  particular  services,  full 
compensation  shall  be  made  for  the  same.  And  in  the  just  preservation  of  rights  and 
property,  it  is  understood  and  declared,  that  no  law  ought  ever  to  be  made,  or  have 
force  in'  the  said  territory,  that  shall  in  any  manner  whatever  interfere  with  or  aflifect 
private  contracts  or  engagements  bonaflde,'and  without  fraud  previously  formed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge  being  necessary  to  good  government  and  the 
happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means  of  education  shall  forever  be  encou- 
raged. The-  utmost  good  faith  shall  always  be  observed  towards  the  Indians;  their 
lands  and  property  shall  never  be  taken  from  them  M^ithout  their  consent,  and  in 
tlieir  property,  rights,  and  liberty,  they  never  shall  be  invaded  or  disturbed,  unless  in 
just  and  lawful  wars,  authorized  by  congress;  but  laws,  founded  in  justice  and  hu- 
manity, shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  for  preventing  wrongs  being  done  to  them, 
and  for  preserving  peace  and  friendship  with  them. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  said  territory,  and  the  states  which  may  be  formed  therein,  shall  forever  re- 
jiuvin  a  part  of  this  confederacy  of  the  United  States  of  America,  subject  to  the  articles 
of  confederation,  and  to  such  alterations  therein  as  shall  be  constitutionally  made; 
and  to  all  the  acts  and  ordinances  of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  con- 
formable thereto.  The  inhabitants  and  settlers  in  the  said  territory  shall  be  subject 
to  pay  a  part  of  the  federal  debts  contracted,  or  to  be  contracted,  and  a  proportional 
part  of  the  expenses  of  government,  to  be  apportioned  on  them  by  congress,  accord- 
ing to  the  same  common  rule  and  measure  by  which  apportionments  thereof  shall  he 
made  on  the  other  states;  and  the  taxes  for  paying  their  proportion  shall  be  laid  and 
levied  by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of  the  district  or  districts,  or 
new  states,  as  in  the  original  states,  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the  United  States 
in  congress  assembled.  The  legislatures  of  those  districts  or  new  states,  shall  never 
interfere  with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil  by  the  United  States  in  congress  assem- 
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and  the  carrying  places  between  the  same,  shall  be  common  highways,  and  loreycr 
free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory,  as  to  the  citizens  ot  the  Lniteii 
States,  and  those  of  any  other  states  that  may  be  admitted  into  the  confederacy,  witii- 
out  any  tax,  impost,  or  duty  therefor. 

ARTICLE  V. 

There  shall  be  formed  in  the  said  territory,  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  five 
states;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  states,  as  soon  as  Virginia  shall  alter  her  act  or 
cession,  and  consent  to  the  same,  shall  become  fixed  and  established  as  follows,  u) 
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:  The  western  state  in  the  said  territory  shall  be  bounded  by  the  Mississippi,  the 
_i(),  and  Wabash  rivers;  a  direct  line  drawn  from  tJie  Wabash  and  Post  Vincents, 
due  north  to  the  territorial  line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada;  and  by  the 
said  territorial  line  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  Mississippi.  I'he  middle  state  shall 
be  bounded  by  the  said  direct  line,  the  Wabash  from  Post  VinccBts  to  the  Ohio,  by 
the  Oliio,  by  a  direct  line  drawn  due  north  from  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Sliami  to  the 
said  territorial  line,  and  by  tlie  said  territorial  line.  The  eastern  state  shall  be  bounded 
by  the  last  mentioned  direct  line,  the  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  the  said  territorial 
line:— Provided,  however,  and  it  is  further  understood  and  declared.  That  the  bound- 
aries of  these  three  states  shall  be  subject  so  far  to  be  altered,  that  if  congress  shall 
liereafter  find  it  expedient,  they  shall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  states  in  that 
part  of  the  said  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  east  and  west  line  drawn  through  the 
southerly  bend  or  extreme  of  Lake  Michigan.  And  whenever  any  of  the  said  states 
shall  have  sixty  thousand  free  inhabitants  therein,  such  state  shall  be  admitted,  by 
its  delegates,  into  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  states,  in  all  respects  whatever;  and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  form  a  permanent 
constitution  and  state  government:  Provided,  the  constilution  and  governmeiit  so  to 
be  formed,  shall  be  republican,  and  in  conformity  to  the  principles  contained  in  these 
articles;  and  so  far  as  it  can  be  consistent  with  the  general  interest  of  the  confederacy, 
such  admission  shall  be  allowed  at  an  earlier  period,  and  when  there  may  be  a  leiss 
number  of  free  inhabitants  in  the  state  than  sixty  thousand. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Tliere  shall  bo  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  the  said  territory, 
otherwise  than  in  the  puniskment  of  crimes,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly 
eonvicted:  Provided,  always,  that  any  person  escaping  into  the  same,  from  whom 
^labour  or  service  is  lawfully  claimed  in  any  one  of  the  original  states,  such  fugitive 
may  be  lawfully  reclaimed  and  conveyed  to  the  person  claiming  his  or  her  labor  or 
service,  as  aforesaid. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  resolutions  of  the  twenty-third 
of  April,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four,  relative  to  the  subject  of  this 
ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  declared  null  and  void. 

Done  by  the  United  States,  in  congress  assembled,  the  thirteenth  day  of  July,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  of  their 
sovereignty  and  independence  the  twelfth.

We,  the  people  of  tlio  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish 
justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the 
general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity, 
do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  the  United  8tates  of  America. 

ARTICLE    I. 

SECTION  I. 

Ail  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  iu  a  Cungi^ss  of  the  United 
States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  senate  and  house  of  representatives. 

SECTION  If. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members  choBen  every  second 
year  bv  the  people  of  the  several  state-s,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the 
qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  state  legisla- 
ture. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of 
twenty-live  years,  and  ):>een  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  Avho  shall 
not,  when  elected,  l>e  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportion e<l  among  the  several  states 
which  mav  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers, 
which  shah  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including 
those  bound  to  service  for  a  tt'rm  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three- 
tifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years 
after  the  iirst  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within  eveiy  subse- 
quent term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of 
representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each  state  shall 
have  at  least  one  representative;  and  until  such  enuuieratlon  shall  ))e  made,  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  tJiree,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  live.  New  York  six,  New  Jersey 
four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maiyland  six,  Virginia  ten,  North  Carolma 
live,  vSouth  Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  state,  the  executive 
authority  thereof  shall  iss-ue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  house  of  representalives  shall  choose  t*heir  speaker  and  other  ofticers,  and 
shall  have  the  sole  power  of  imi)eachment. 

SECTION    111. 

The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  senators  from  each 
state,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof,  for  six  years;  and  each  senator  shall  Jiave 

one  vote.  ■    ,      ^    j     ,     4.- 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  tussembled  in  consequence  ot  the  first  electioji, 
they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  ot  the  sena- 
tors of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  ot  tJie 
second  class  at  the  expiratien  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  it 
vacancies  happen  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  ot  tlie  legislature  oi 
any  state,  the  executive  thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such  vacaneiew.    '  v  :' 
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Xo  person  yhall  be  a  senator  who  pliall  not  have  attained  to  the  aa;eof  thirtv  years, 
and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  sliail  not,  when  clortcd, 
{ie  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  for  whicli  he  sliall  be  chosen. 

Tlie  vice-president  of  the  United  States  sluill  I>e  president  of  the  senate,  but  shall 
have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  president  pro  tempore,  i)i 
the  absence  of  the  vice-president,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  oflice  of  president  of 
tJie  United  States. 

The  senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  inii)eachnieiiis;  Avhen  sitting  for 
that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affinnation.  When  the  jn-esident  of  the  United 
States  is  tried,  the  chief  justice  shall  preside;  and  no  ])erson  shall  be  convicted  without 
(he  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  meniliers  i:» resent. 

Judgment  in  cases  o*f  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from 
otlice,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under 
the  United  States;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  sul>ject  to 
indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

SECTIOIS"    fV. 

The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  senators  and  rc])resenta- 
tives  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state  by  the  legislature  (hereof;  luit  the  Congress  may 
at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  i\s  to  the  places  of  choosing 
senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall 
be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  bv  law  appoint  a  difierenl 
day. 

SKCTION   v.  • 

Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  ami  «iuaIilications  of  its 
own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  ))iay  be  autliorized  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  i)enalties  as  each, 
house  may  provide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punisli  its  members  for 
disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a.  member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a  jourmil  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to  time  publisli 
tlie  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  require  secresy;  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  eithe'r  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of 
one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  i)lace  than  that  in  which 
the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

SECTIOX    Vi. 

The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  a  compoisation  for  their  services, 
to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  They 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  speecli  or  debate  in  either  house  they  shall 
not  be  questioned  in  any  other  jjlace. 

No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be 
appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall 
iiave  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such 
time:  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  a  member  of 
cither  house  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

SKCTION   Vil. 

All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house  of  represeutiitives;  but  the 
senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  senate, 
shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  president  of  the  United  States;  if  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  house 
III  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their 
.iournal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that 
house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the 
other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and 
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agaJust  the  bill  sliall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectivelv.  If  any  bill 
Hhall  not  be  returned  by  the  ]n-esident  within  ten  davs  (Sunday  excepted)  after  i+ 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had 
.signed  it,  unless  the  consrress  by  their  adionrnnient  preveiit  its  return,  in  which  case 
it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  tlie  concurrence  of  the  senate  and  house

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  ex- 
cises, to  pay  the  debts  and  i)rovide  Ibr  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of  the 
United  States,  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the 
United  States; 

To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States; 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  ami  among  the  several  states,  and 
vrlth  the  Indian  tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  tiie  subject 
of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States; 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  ot"  foreign  coin,  and  to  tix  tlje 
standard  of  weights  and  measures; 

To  23rovide  for  tb.e  i)unishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  (-oin  of 
the  United  States; 

To  establish  poiit  oflices  and  post  roads; 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited  times 
to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their' respective  writings  and  (Hs- 
coveries; 

To  constitute  tribunals  Inferior  to  the  supreme  court; 

To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  ami 
oftenees  against  the  law  of  nations; 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concern! ii.l;- 
captures  on  land  and  water; 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be 
for  a  longer  term  than  two  years; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy; 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces; 

To  iirovide  for  callijig  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  sup'press 
insurrections  and  repel  invasions; 

To  ijrovide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  governing 
such  part  of  them  as  may  be  emi:)loyed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving 
to  the  states  resiiectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  train- 
ing the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusi>'e  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district  i  not 
exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by  cession  of  particular  states,  and  the  acceiit- 
unce  of  Congress,  become  the  ,seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  ami  lo 
exercise  like  autliority  o^'er  all  places  i^urchased  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  ot 
the  state  in  v.'hich  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arseii.-ds, 
dockyards,  and  other  needful  buildings;— And 

To  make  all  la%\'s  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution 
the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vesteii  by  this  constitution  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  office  thcre<:)f. 

•SECTION  IX. 

The  migration,  or  irn]K)rt:itioii  of  such  persons  as  any  of  the  states  now  existing 
...hall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  i)rior  to  ttie  ycjii- 
one  thousaiid  eight  humlred  imd  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposet.!  on  siicii  iii!- 
portation,  n.ot  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  jjerson. 

The  privilege  of  the  v/rit  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  jji. 
cases  of  rebellion  or  ijivasion  the  public  safety  may  recpiire  it.  .1    ,>  ,[.,1. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  j)ost  facto  lavv  sb.all  be  i:)assed. 

No  capitation  or  othei-  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  indess  in  propitj'tioii  to  liie  census 
or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  state. 
'  No  preference  shad  be,  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce  oi   levenue  to  tiie 
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ports  of  one  state  over  those  of  anotlier,  nor  shall  vessels  boimd  to  or  fVoiii  oiie  state 
be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  he  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations 
made  by  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  accoimt  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
all  public  money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States;  and  no  person  holduig 
any  office  of  profit  or'trust  under  them  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress, 
accept  of  any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any 
king,  prince,'  oi;  foreign  state, 

SECCIOX   X. 

No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  confederation;  grant  letters 
of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  anything  but  gold  and 
silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  fiicto  law, 
or  law  impairing  the  obligation  6f  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  imposts  or  duties  on 
imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspec- 
tion laws;  and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts  laid  by  any  state  on  imports 
or  exports  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  huvs 
shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  the  Congress. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep 
troojjs,  or  ships-of-war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or  compact  witli 
another  state,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or 
in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not  achnit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE    n. 

SECTION  T. 

The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with 
the  vice-president,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  thereof  may  direct,  a 
number  of  electors,  equal  to  tlie  v>-hole  immlx;r  of  senators  and  representatives  to 
v.'hich  the  state  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress;  but  no  senator  or  representative,  or 
pei-son  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointe<i 
ail  elector. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors,  and  the  day  on 
which  they  shall  give  their  votes;  which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United 
States. 

No  person  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  offioe  of  president; 
neither  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  "of  the  removal  of  the  president" from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation,  or 
inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve 
on  the  vice-president,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal, 
death,  resignation  or  inability,  both  of  the  president  and  vice-president,  declaring 
what  officer  shall  then  act  as  president,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until 
the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  president  shall  be  elected. 

The  president  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  sendees,  a  compensation 
which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive  witliin  that  period  any  other  emolument 
from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  following  oatli  or 
affirmation: — "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affiiTn)  that  I  will  faithfully  exocuti;  the  (office 
of  president  of  the  United  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect 
and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

SFX'TION  II. 

The  president  shall  be  commaiider-iu-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  states  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in 
each  of  the  executive  departments,  u])ou  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  and  he  shall  have  jjower  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offences 
against  the  United  States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  to  make 
treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate, 
and  by  and  with  the  ad\nce  and  consant  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadei-s, 
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other  puUlic  iniiiiKters  aiid  cousuIh,  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  officers 
of  the  United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for  and 
wliich  shall  be  established  by  law;  but  the  Congress  may  by  laAV  vest  the  appointment 
of  such  inferior  oflficers,  as  they  think  ])roper,  in  tJie  president  alone,  in  the  courts  of 
law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  president  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  during  the 
recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  connnissions  which  shall  ex]iii"e  at  the  end  of  their 
next  session. 

SKCTIOX  rii. 

He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the 
Union,  ami  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge 
necessary  and  expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  houses, 
or  either  of  them,  and,  in  case  of  disagreemeiit  between  them  Avith  respect  to  the  time 
of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall 
receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers;  lie  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be 
faithfully  executed,  and  sliall  commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

SECTION  TV.. 

The  president,  vice-president  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for  and  conviction  of  treason,  bribery,  or  other 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE    lil. 

SECTIOX    1. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and 
in  such  inferioiwcourts  as  the  congress  may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish. 
The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts  shall  hold  their  offices  during . 
good  behavior;  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation 
which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

SECTION  II. 

The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and  equity  arising  under  this 
constitution,  tlio  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
consuls;  to  ail  cases  of  admiralty  and  mai-itimc  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which 
the  United  States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  betvfeen  two  or  more  states,  be- 
tween a  state  and  citizens  of  another  state,  between  citizens  of  different  states, 
between  citizens  of  the  same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states, 
and  between  a  state  or  the  citizens  thereof  and  foreign  states,  citizens,  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  and  those 
ia  which  a  state  shall  be  a  party,  the  supreme  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction. 
Tn  all  the  other  cases  before  mentioned  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appelate  juris- 
diction, both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury;  and  such 
trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state  where  the  said  crimes  sliall  have  been  committed;  but 
when  not  committed  within  any  state,  the  trial  sliall  be  at  such  ]ilace  or  places  as 
congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 

SECTION  iir. 

Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against  them, 
or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be 
convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
or  on  confession  in  open  court. 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  juini^hment  of  treason,  but  no  at- 
tainder of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  l)]ood,  or  foi-feiture,  except  during  the  hie 
of  the  person  attainted. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

SECTION   I. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  state  to  the  public  acts,  records,  and 
judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  state.     And  the  congress  may,  by  general  laws 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  i-ecords  and  j)roceednigs  siiall  be  ])rovcd,  aiut 
the  effect  thereof, 
c 
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SECTION   II. 


The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  immunities 
of  citizens  in  the  several  states. 

A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  crime,  who  shall 
flee  from  justice  and  be  found  in  another  state,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive 
authority  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  state 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  state,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping 
into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  dischargee! 
from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom 
such  service  or  labor  may  be  due. 

SECTION  III. 

New  states  may  be  admitted  by  the  congress  into  this  Union;  but  no  new  state 
shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  state;  nor  any  state 
be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of  states,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  legislatures  of  the  states  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  congress. 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other  property  belonging  to  th«  United  States; 
and  nothing  in  this  constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 

•  sp:ction  IV. 

The  United  States  shall  guaranty  to  every  state  in  this  union  a  republican  form 
of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion;  and  on  application 
of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened) 
against  domestic  violence.  ^ 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  it  necessary,  shall 
propose  amendments  to  this  constitution,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures 
of  two-thirds  of  the  several  states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments, 
which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  con- 
stitution, when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states,  or 
by  conventions  iji  three-fourths  thei'eof,  as  the  one  or  other  mode  of  ratification  may 
be  proposed  by  the  congress;  provided,  that  no  amendment,  which  may  be  made 
priitr  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  shall  in  any  manner  afl^'ect 
the  first  aiui  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  article;  and  that 
no  state,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate. 

A  B  T  I  g  L  E    VI. 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into  before  the  adoption  of  this 
constitution  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United  States,  under  this  constitution,  as 
under  the  confederation. 

This  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  shall  be  made  in  pur- 
suance thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made  under  the  authority  of 
tile  United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  judges  in  every 
state  shall  be  bound  thereby,  anything  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  state  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  senators  and  repres-entatives  before  mentioned,  and  the  members  of  the 
several  state  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  several  states,  shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support 
this  constitution,  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any 
office  or  public  trust  under  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE    VIL 

'I'he  ratification  of  the  (^inventions  of  nine  states  shall  be  sufficient  for  the 
estfiblishtneiit  of  this  constitution  between  the  states  so  ratifying  the  same. 

Done  in  Convention,  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  states  present,  the  seventeenth 
day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eiglity  seven,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  of  America  the 
iwelftb.     ]n  witness  whereof  w'e  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names.

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AMENDMENTS 


fP  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  RATIFIED  ACCORDING  TO  THE 
PROVISIONS  OF  THE  FIFTH  ARTICLE  OF  THE  FOREGOING  CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibit- 
ing the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or 
the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a 
redress  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE  II. 

A  well  regulated  militia'being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  state,  the  right 
of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner,  nor  in  a  time  of  war,  but  ia  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and  effects, 
against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants 
shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  par- 
ticularly describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  per?on  or  things  to  be 
seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime, 
unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the 
land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  pub- 
lic danger;  nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness 
against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process 
of  law;  nor  shall  private;  property  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  iust  com- 
pensation. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a  speedy  and 
public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  state  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall 
have  been  committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law, 
and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with 
the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in 
his  favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  ex^ed  twenty 
dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  trief  by  a  jury, 
shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to 
the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

xVRTICLE  VIIi: 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and 
unusual  punishments  inflicted. 
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ARTICLE  IX.

The  enumeration  in  the  constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not  be  construed  to 
deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people* 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  '.United  States  by  the  constitution,  nor  pro- 
hibited by  it  to  the  states,  are  reserved  to  the  states  respectively,  or  to  the 
people. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any 
suit  in  law  or  equity  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by 
citizens  of  another  state,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  state. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states  and  vote  by  ballot  for  president 
and  vice-president,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same 
state  with  themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  pre- 
sident, and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  vice-president,  and  they  shall 
itiake  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  president,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  vice-president,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign 
and  certify,  and  ti'ansmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
directed  to  tlie  president  of  the  senate;  the  president  of  the  senate  shall,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the 
votes  shall  th-en  be  counted; — the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for 
president  shall  be  the  president,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons 
having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  pre- 
sident, the  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  presi- 
dent. But  in  choosing  the  president  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  repre- 
sentation from  each  state  liaving  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist 
of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  house  of  representatives  shall  not 
choose  a  president  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before 
the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  vice-president  shall  act  as  presi- 
dent, as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  president. 
The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  vice-president  shall  be  the  vice- 
president,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed; 
and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list, 
the  senate  shall  choose  the  vice-president;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the 
oflftce  of  president  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  vice-president  of  the  United  States. 
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NATURALIZATION    OF    ALIENS 


SECTION  I. 

Any  alien,  being  a  free  white  person,  may  be  admitted  to  become  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  of  them,  on  the  followln,2:  conditions,  and  not  otherwise: 

First — That  lie  shall  have  declared,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  before  the  supreme, 
superior,  district,  or  circuit  court,  of  some  one  of  the  states,  or  of  the  territorial  dis- 
tricts of  the  United  States,  or  a  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or  before 
the  clerk  of  either  of  such  courts,  two  years  at  least,  before  his  admission,  that  it  was 
bonaiide  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  to  renounce  for- 
ever all  allegiance  and  fidelity  to  any  foreign  prince,  potentate,  state,  or  sovereignty 
whatever,  and,  particularly,  by  name,  the  i)riuce,  ])otentate,  state  or  sovereignty 
whereof  such  alien  may,  at  the  time,  be  a  citizen  or  subject. 

Second — That  he  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  application  to  be  admitted,  declare  on 
oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  one  of  the  courts  aforesaid,  that  lie  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  that  he  doth  absolutely  and  entirely  renounce 
and  abjure  all  allegiance  and  fidelity  to  every  foreign  prince,  potentate,  state,  or  sov- 
ereignty whatsoever,  and  particularly,  by  lianie  the  prince,  potentate,  state,  or  sov- 
ereignty whereof  he  was  a  citizen  or  subject;  which  proceedings  shall  bo  recorded  by 
the  clerk  of  the  court. 

Third — That  the  court  admitting  such  alien  shall  be  satisfied  that  he  has  resided 
within  the  United  States  five  yeai-s  at  least,  and  within  the  state  or  territory  where 
such  court  is  at  the  time  held,  one  year  at  least;  and  it  shall  further  appear  to  their 
satisfaction,  that  during  that  time  he  has  behaved  as  a  man  of  good  moral  character, 
attached  to  the  principles  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  well  disposed 
CO  the  good  order  and  happiness  of  the  same:  Provided,  tliat  the  oath  of  the  applicant 
shall,  in  no  case,  J)e  allowed  to  prove  his  residence. 

SECTION  II, 

Any  alien  who  was  residing  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  may  be  admitted  to  become  a  citizen,  un  due  proof  made  to  some  one 
of  the  courts  aforesaid,  that  he  has  resided  two  years  at  least  within  and  under  the  ju- 
risdiction of  the  United  States,  and  one  yeai-  at  least  immediately  preceding  his  apjjli- 
cation,  within  the  state  or  territory  where  such  court  is  at  the  tune  lield;  and  on  his  declar- 
ii )  g  on  oath ,  or  atfirmation ,  that  he  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  he  doth  absolutely  and  entirely  renounce  and  abjure  all  allegiance  and  fidelity  to 
any  foreign  prince,  potentate,  state  or  sovereignty  whatever,  and  particularly,  by 
name,  the  prince,  potentate,  state  or  sovereignty  whereof  he  was  before  a  citizen  or 
subject;  and,  moreover,  on  its  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that,  during 
the  said  term  of  two  years  he  has  behaved  as  a  man  of  good  moral  character,  attached 
to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  well  disposed  to  the  good  order  and  hap- 
Ijiness  of  the  same;  and  where  the  alien  applying  for  admission  to  citizenship  shall 
have  borne  any  hereditary  title,  or  been  of  any  of  the  orders  of  nobility  in  the  kingdt)m 
or  state  from  which  he  came,  on  his  moreover  making  in  the  court  an  express  renun- 
ciation of  his  title  or  order  of  nobility,  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  such  admission; 
all  of  which  proceedings  required  in  this  proviso  to  be  performed  in  the  court,  shall  be 
T'eeorded  by  the  clerk  thereof. 

Any  alien,  being  a  free  white  person,  who  was  residing  within  the  limits  and  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  at  any  time  between  the  eighteenth  day  of 
June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  fourteenth  day  of  April, 
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one  tliousaud  eight  hunclred  nud  two,  and  w)k>  ha^  contiiuuid  to  reside  witliiii  the 
same,  may  be  admitted  to  become  a  eitizeii  of  the  United  States,  without  a  compliance 
with  the  first  condition  sijccified  in  the  lirst  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  es;- 
tablish  a  unilbrm  rule  of  naturalizutioTi,  and  to  repeal  the  acts  heretofore  pasi^e<l  on  that 
subject.'' 

Nothing  in  the  first  section  of  ilie  act  22nd  of  IMarcli,  1S1B,  siiall  lie  construed  to 
exclude  from  admission  to  citizenship,  any  free  vv'liite  person  who  was  residing  within 
the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of'  the  ITnited  States  at  any  time  between  the 
eighteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  four- 
teenth day  of  April,  one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  two,  and  M'ho,  having  continued 
to  reside  therein  withou.t  liaving  made  any  declaration  of  intention  liefore  a  court  of 
record  as  aforesaid,  may  Ijc  entitled  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  according 
to  act  26th  of  March,  1S04.  Whenever  any  person  Avithout  a  certificate  of  such  dechir- 
ation  of  intention,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  application  to  be  admitted  a  citizen  of  tlie 
United  States,  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  applicant  was 
residing  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  tlie  United  t^tates  l^efore  the 
fourteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  and  has  con- 
tinued to  reside  within  the  same,  or  he  shall  not  be  so  admitted.  And  tlie  residence 
of  the  applicant  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ignited  States  for  at 
least  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  such  application  shall  be  proved  V»y 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  which  citizens  shall  be  named  iii 
the  record  as  "witnesses.  And  such  continued  residence  within  the  limits  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  when  satisfactorily  proved,  and  the  place  or 
Ijlaces  where  the  applicant  has  resided  for  at  least  five  years,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  stated 
and  set  forth,  together  with  the  names  of  such  citizens,  in  the  record  of  the  court  ad- 
mitting the  applicant,  otherM'ise  the  same  shall  not  entitle  him  to  be  considered  and 
deemed  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Any  alien,  being  a  free  white  person,  who  was  residing  within  the  limits  and  un- 
der the"  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  betw-een  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight 'hundred  and  two,  and  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twelve,  and  who  has  continued  to  reside  within  the  same,  may  be  adn.iit- 
ted  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  withoxit  having  made  any  previous  de- 
claration of  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen:  Provided,  That  Avhenever  any  person, 
without  a  certificate  of  such  declaration  of  intention,  shall  make  application  to  l)e  ad- 
mitted a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
that  the  applicant  was  residing  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Uiiited  States  before  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twelve,  and  has  continued  to  reside  within  the  same,  or  he  shall  not  be  so  admitteci; 
and  the  residence  of  the  applicant  within  the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  t'le 
United  States,  for  at  least  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  such  a])piica- 
tion,  shall  be  proved  by  the  oatii  or  affirmation  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  wliich 
citizens  shall  be  named  in  the  record  as  witnesses;  and  such  continued  residence  within 
the  limits  and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  when  satisfactorily  proved, 
and  the  place  or  places  where  the  applicant  has  resided  for  at  least  five  years,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  stated  and  set  forth,  together  with  the  names  of  such  citizens,  in  the  re- 
cord of  the  court  admitting  the  applicant;  otherwise  the  same  shall  not  entitle  him  to 
be  considered  and  deemed  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Any  alien,  being  a  free  M'hite  person  and  a  minor,  under  the  age  of  twent>-oue 
years,  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  United  States  three  years  next  preceding  Jiis  ar- 
rival at  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  and  who  shall  have  continued  to  reside  therein  to 
the  time  he  may  make  application  to  be  admitted  a  citizen  thereof,  may,  after 
he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twentv-one  years,  and  after  he  shall  have  resided  five  years 
within  the  United  States,  including  the  three  years  of  his  minority,  be  admitted  a  cit- 
izen of  the  United  States,  without  having  made  the  declaration  required  in  the  first 
condition  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  to'which  this  is  in  addition,  three  years  pre\ious 
to  his  admission:  Provided,  Such  alien  shall  make  the  declaration  required  therein  at 
the  time  of  his  or  her  admission;  and  shall  further  declare  on  oath,  and  prove  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court  that,  for  three  vears  next  preceding,  it  has  lieen  tlie  bonafide 
intention  of  such  alien  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States;  aud  shall,  in  all  otlici' 
respects,  comply  with  the  laws  in  regard  to  naturalization. 

In  case  the  alien  aj)i)lvinu-  to  l>e  admitted  to  citizenship  sliall  have  borne  any 
hereditary  titl6,  or  been  of  linv  of  tlie  orders  of  nobility  -in  the  kingdom  or  state  Ironi 
which  he  came,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  above  requisites,  make  an  ex])ress  reiiuii- 
clationof  his  title  or  order  of  nobilitv,  in  the  court  to  Avhich  his  application  shal  be 
made,  which  renunciation  shall  be  recorded  in  the  said  court:  Provided,  That  no  alien 
who  shall  be  a  native  citizen,  denizen,  or  subject  of  any  country,  state,  or  sovereign, 
with  whom  the  United  States  shall  l)e  at  war  at  tlie  time  of  his  appli.-atioii,  shall  Uv 
then  admitted  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
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'       SI'X'TION   III. 

And  whereas  doubts  liave  aiisen  whether  certain  courts  of  record  iji  some  of  the 
states  are  hickided  within  the  description  of  district  or  circuit  courts:  Be  it  further 
enacted  that  every  court  of  record  in  any  individual  .state,  having  common  law  juris- 
diction, and  a  seal  and  cleric  or  prothonotory,  shall  be  considered  as  a  district  court 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act;  and  every  alien  who  may  have  been  naturalized  in 
any  such  court  shall  enjoy,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  same  rights  and 
privileges  as  if  he  had  been  naturalized  in  a  district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United 
States. 

SECTION  iV. 

The  children  of  persons  duly  naturalized  under  any  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  who,  previous  to  the  passing  of  any  law  on  that  subject  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  may  have  become  citizens  of  any  one  of  the  said  states,  under  the  laws 
thereof,  being  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  at  the  time  of  their  parents  being  so 
naturalized  or  admitted  to  the  rights  of  citizenship,  shall,  if  dwelling  in  the  United 
States,  be  considered  as  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  the  children  of  persons  who 
now  are  or  have  been  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall,  though  born  out  of  the 
limits  and  jurisdiction  of  tJie  United  States,  be  considered  as  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  The  right  of  citizenship  shall  not  descend  to  persons  whose  lathers  liave  never 
resided  within  the  United  States.  And  no  person  heretofore  proscribed  by  any  state,  or 
who  has  been  legally  convicted  of  having  joined  the  army  of  Great  Britain  dux'ing  the  war 
of  the  revolution,  shall  be  admitted  a  citizen  v/ithout  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of 
the  state  in  which  such  person  was  proscribed.  Ciiildren  of  persons  naturalized  before 
the  fourteenth  of  April,  1S02,  uzider  age  at  the  time  of  their  parents'  naturalization, 
were,  if  dwelling  in  the  United  States  on  the  fourteenth  of  April,  1802,  to  be  coiisidered 
as  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

When  any  alien  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  first  condition  specified  in  tlie 
first  section  of  the  said  original  act  (of  14th  April,  1802)  and  who  shall  have  pursued 
the  directions  prescribed  in  the  second  section  of  the  said  act,  may  die  before  he  is  ac- 
tually naturalized,  the  widow  and  the  children  of  such  alien  shall  be  considered  as 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  sliall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  as  such, 
upon  taking  the  oaths  prescribed  by  law. 

No  person  who  shall  arrive  in  the  United  States  after  February  the  seventeentli,  1815, 
shall  be  admitted  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  not,  for  the  con- 
tinued term  of  five  years  next  preceding  his  admission,  have  resided  wdthin  the 
United  States,  without  being  at  any  time,  during  the  said  five  years,  out  of  the  territory 
of  the  United  States. 
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AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH 


TERRITORIAL  GOVERNMENT  FOR  UTAH. 


Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  llepresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled:  That  all  that  part  of  the  Territory  of  the 
United  States  included  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit:  bounded  on  the  west  by 
the  State  of  California,  on  the  north  by  the  Territory  of  Oregon,  and  on  the  east  li>y 
tlie  summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  on  the  south  by  the  tliirty-seventh  parallel 
of  north  latitude,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  into  a  temporary  government  by 
the  name  of  the  Territory  of  Utah;  and,  when  admitted  as  a  State,  tlie  said  Territory, 
or  any  portion  of  the  same,  shall  be  received  into  the  Union,  with  or  v.ithout  slavery, 
as  their  Constitution  may  prescribe  at  the  time  of  theh'  admission:  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  inhibit  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  from  dividing  said  Territory  into  two  or  more  Territories,  in  such  man- 
ner and  at  such  times  as  Congress  shall  deem  convenient  and  i^roper,  or  from 
attaching  any  portion  of  said  Territory  to  any  other  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  2.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  Executive  power  and  authority  in 
and  over  said  Territory  of  Utah  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor,  who  sliall  hold  his 
office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removeVl  by  the  President  of  the  United.  States,  The  Governor  shall  reside 
within  the  said  Territory,  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  jMilitia  tliereof,  shall 
perform  the  duties  and  receive  the  emoluments  of  Superintendent  of  Indian  Aflairs, 
and  shall  approve  all  laws  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  beiore  tiiey  shall  take 
effect;  he  may  grant  pardons  for  offences  against  the  laws  of  said  Territory,  and  re- 
prieves for  offences  against  the  laws  of  the  United  States  until  the  clecision  of  the 
President  can  be  made  known  thereon;  he  shall  commission  all  officers  who  shall 
be  appointed  to  ofiice  under  the  laws  of  the  said  Territory,  and  shall  take  care  that  the 
laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  3.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  there  shall  be  a  Secretary  of  said  Terri- 
tory, who  shall  reside  therein,  and  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States;  he  shall  record  and  preserve  all  the  laws  and 
proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  hereinafter  constituted,  and  all  the  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  Governor  in  his  executive  department;  he  shall  transmit  one  copy 
of  the  laws  and  one  copv  of  the  executive  proceedings,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  vear,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  at  the  same  time 
two  copies  of  the  laws  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Senate,  for  the  use  of  Congress.  And  in  case  of  the  death,  removal, 
resignation,  or  other  irecessary  absence  of  the  Governor  fi'om  the  Territory,  the  Sec-  < 
retarv  shall  have,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  execute  and  perform 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Governor  during  such  vacancy  or  necessary  absence, 
or  until  another  Governor  shall  be  dulv  appoin.ted  to  fill  sucli  vacancy. 

Sec,  4.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  legislative  power  and  authority  ol 
said  Territory  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governor  and  a  Legislative  Assemlily.  Ihe 
liCgislative  Assembly  shall  consist  of  a  Council  and  House  of  Representatives.  Ihe 
C:ouncil  shall  consist  of  thirteen  members,  having  the  (jualilicalioiis  of  voters  as  here- 
inafter prescribed,  whose  term  of  service  shall  eontinuc  (wo  y(>ars.     The  House  ot  Rc- 
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presentatives  shall  consist  of  twenty -six  raeinljors,  possessmg  the  sumo  qualifications 
as  prescribed  for  members  of  the  Council,  and  whoso  term  of  sei'vice  shall  continue 
one  year.  An  apportionment  shall  be  made,  a?  nearly  equal  as  practicable,  among  the 
several  counties  or  districts,  for  the  election  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, giving  to  each  section  of  the  Territory  representation  in  the  ratio  of  its  popu- 
lation, Indians  excepted,  as  neai'ly  as  may  be.  And  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  reside  in  and  he  inJiabitants  of  the  district  for 
which  they  may  be  elected  respectively.  Previous  to  tlie  first  election,  the  Governor 
shall  cause  a  census  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  counties  and  dis- 
tricts of  the  Territory  to  be  taken,  -and  the  first  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
places,  and  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint  and  direct: 
and  he  shall,  at  the  same  time,  declare  the  nimiber  of  mc^mbers  of  the  Council  and 
House  of  Representatives  to  which  each  of  the  counties  or  districts  shall  be  entitled 
under  this  act.  The  number  of  persons  authorized  to  be  elected  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  in  each  said  Council  districts,  for  members  of  the  Council,  shall 
be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  be  duly  elected  to  the  Council;  and  the  person  or 
persons  authorized  to  be  elected  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
House  of  Representatives,  equal  to  the  number  to  which  each  county  or  dis- 
trict shall  be  entitled,  shall  be  declared  by  the  Governor  to  be  duh^  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives:  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a  tie  betAvecn  two 
or  more  persons  voted  for,  the  Governor  shall  order  a  new  election  to  supply 
the  vacancy  made  by  such  a  tie.  And  the  persons  thus  elected  to  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly shall  meet  at  such  i^lace  and  on  such  day  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint;  but 
thereafter,  the  time,  j^lace  and  manner  of  holding  and  conducting  all  elections  by 
the  people,  and  the  apportioning  the  representation  in  the  several  counties  or  dis- 
tricts to  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  population,  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law,  as  well  as  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  regular  sessions 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly:  Provided,  that  no  one  session  shall  exceed  the  term  of 
forty  daj's. 

Sec.  5.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  every  free  white  male  inhabitant  above 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  said  Territory  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  first  election,  and  shall 
be  eligible  to  any  office  wi,thin  the  said  Territory;  but  the  qualifications  of  voters  and 
of  holding  office  at  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly:  Provided,  that  the  right  of  suffrage  and  of  holding  office  "shall 
be  exercised  only  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  including  those  recognized  as  citi- 
zens by  the  treaty  with  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  concluded  i-'ebruary  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-eight. 

Sec.  6. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  Legislative  power  of  said  Territory 
shall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation,  consistent  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  no  law  shall  be  passed  interfering 
with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil;  no  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  the  property  of 
the  U^nited  States;  nor  shall  the  lands  or  other  property  of  non-residents  be  taxed 
higher  than  the  lands  or  other  property  of  residents.  All  the  laws  passed  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  and  Governor  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  if  disapproved  shall  be  null  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  7. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  all  township,  district,  and  county  offi- 
cers, not  herein  otherwise  i^rovided  fbr,  shall  be  appoiuted  or  elected,  as  the  ease  may 
be,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  Territory  of  Utah.  The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and.  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  appoint  all  officers  not'  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided for;  and  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor  alone  may  appoint  all  said  officers, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  end  of  the  first  session  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, and  shall  lay  off  the  necessary  districts  for  members  of  the  Council  and  House  of 
Representatives,  and  ail  other  oln'ees. 

Sec.  8. — And  l>e  it  further  enacted:  That  no  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
shall  hold  or  be  appointed  to  any  office  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  salary 
or  emoluments  of  v/hich  shall  have  been  increased  while  he  was  a  member,  during  the 
term  for  vvhieh  he  was  elected,  and  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  such  term;  and 
no  person  holding  a  commission  or  appointment  under  the  L^nited  States,  except  post- 
mtiiters,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Assemblv,  or  shall  hold  any  office  under 
the  government  of  said  Territory. 

Sec.  9.— And  be  it  further 'enacted:  That  the  judicial  power  of  said  Territoiy 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  District  Court's,  Probate  Courts,  and  injustice's 
of  the  x'eace.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and  two  Associate 
J  ustlces,  any  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  who  shall  hold  a  term 
:it  the  seat  of  government  of  said  Territorv  annually,  and  thev  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  the  period  of  four  years.  The  said  Territory  shall  be  'divided  into  three  judi- 
cial distriets,  and  a  district  court  shall  be  held  in  each  of  said  districts  by  one  of  the 
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justices  of  the  supreme  court,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  and 
the  judges  shall,  after  their  appointmenta,  respectively  reside  in  the  districts  which 
shall  be  assigned  them.    The  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  herein  provided  for, 
both  appelate  and  original,  and  that  of  the  probate  courts,  and  of  justices  of  the  peace' 
shall  be  as  limited  by  law;  Provided,  that  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  any  matter  in  controversy  when  the  title  or  boundaries  of  land  may  be  in  dis- 
pute, or  where  the  debt  or  sum  claimed  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  and  the  said 
supreme  and  district  courts  respectively  shall  possess  chancery  as  well  as  common  law 
jurisdiction.    Each  district  court,  or  the  judge  thereof,  shall  appoint  its  clerk,  who 
shall  also  be  the  registrar  in  chancery,  and  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  place  where  the 
court  may  be  held.    Writs  of  error,  bills  of  exception,  and  appeals  shall  be  allowed  in 
all  cases  from  the  final  decisions  of  said  district  courts  to  the  supreme  court,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  in  no  case  removed  to  the  supreme 
court  shall  trial  by  jurj^  be  allowed  in  said  court.    The  supreme  court,  or  the  justices 
thereof,  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  and  every  clerk  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  court  for  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed.    Writs  of  error  and  appeals 
from  the  final  decision  of  said  supreme  court  shall  be  allowed,  and  may  be  taken  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  as  from  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States,  where  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty or  the  amount  in  controversy,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
either  party,  or  other  competent  witness,  shall  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  except 
only,  that  in  all  cases  involving  title  to  slaves,  the  said  writs  of  error  or  appeals  shall 
be  allowed  and  decided  by  the  said  supreme  court,  without  regard  to  the  value  of  the 
matter,  property,  or  title  in  controversy;  and  except,  also,  that  a  writ  of  error  or  appeal, 
shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  Supreme  Co\irt  of  the  United  States,  from  the  decisions  of  the 
said  supreme  court  created  by  this  act,  or  of  any  judge  thereof,  upon  any  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  involving  the  question  of  personal  fi-eedom;  and  each  of  the  said  district  courts 
shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States  as  is  vested  in  the  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the 
United  States;  and  the  said  supreme  and  district  courts  of  the  said  Territory,  and  the 
respective  judges  thereof,  shall  and  may  grant  writs  of  habeas  corpus  in  all  cases  in 
which  the  same  are  granted  by  the  judges  of  the  United  States  in  the  district  of 
Columbia;  and  the  first  six  days  of  every  term  of  said  courts,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  be  necessary,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  trial  of  causes  arising  under  the  said 
Constitution  and  laws;  and  writs  of  error  and  appeal,  in  all  such  cases,  shall  be  made 
to  the  supreme  court  of  said  Territory,  the  same  as  in  other  cases.  The  said  clerk  shall 
receive  in  all  such  eases  the  same  tees  which  the  clerks  of  the  district  courts  of  Oregon 
Territory  now  receive  for  similar  services. 

Sec'  10.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  there  shall  be  appointed  an  Attorney 
for  said  Territory,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by 
the  President,  and  who  shall  receive  the  same  tees  and  salary  as  the  attorney  of  the 
United  States  for  the  present  Territory  of  Oregon.  There  shall  also  be  a  Marshal  tor 
the  Territory  appointed,  who  shall  hold  hisottice  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed 
by  the  President,  and  who  shall  execute  all  processes  issuing  from  the  said  courts 
when  exercising  their  jurisdiction  as  circuit  and  district  courts  of  the  United  States; 
he  shall  perforin  the  duties,  be  subject  to  the  same  regulation  and  penalties,  and  he 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  the  marshal  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  present  Territory  of  Oregon,  and  shall,  in  addition,  be  paid  two  hundred  dollars 
annually  as  a  compensation  for  extra  services. 

Sec.  11.— And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  governor,  secretary,  chief  justice  . 
and  associate  justices,  attorney,  and  marshal,  shall  be  nominated,  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
Tlie  govei-nor  and  secretary  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  shall,  before  they  act  as  such, 
respectively  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  district  judge,  or  some  justice  of  tl^i 
peace  in  the  limits  of  said  Territorv,  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  afflrrra- 
tions  by  the  laws  now  in  force  therein,  or  before  the  chief  justice  or  some  associf.te 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  to  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices; 
which  said  oaths,  when  so  taken,  shall  be  certified  by  the  person  by  whom  the  same 
shall  have  been  taken,  and  such  certificates  shall  be  received  and  recorded  by  the  said 
secretary  among  the  executive  proceedings;  and  the  chief  justice  and  associate  justices, 
and  all  other  civil-  officers  in  said  Territory,  befoi-e  they  act  as  such,  shall  take  n  like 
oath  or  affirmation  before  the  said  governor  or  secretary,  or  some  judge  or  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  Territory  who  may  be  duly  commissioned  or  qualified,  which  said 
oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  certified  and  transmitted  by  the  person  taking  the  same 
to  the  secretary,  to  be  by  him  recorded  as  aforesaid;  and  afterwards,  the  like  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  taken,  certified,  and  recorded  in  such  manner  and  forrn  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law.  The  Governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  as  governor,  and  one  thousand  dollars  as  Superintendent  of  Indian  Aflfairs. 
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The  Chief  J  ustice  and  Associate  Justices  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  l^ic  said  salaries  shall  be  paid  quarter-yearly,  at;  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States.  The  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
three  dollars  each  per  day  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  thereof,  and  three 
dollars  each  for  twenty  miles'  travel,  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  said  sessions, 
estimated  according  to  the  nearest  usually  traveled  route.  There  shall  be  appropriated 
annually  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  by  the  Governor  to  defray 
the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Territory.  There  shall  [also  be  appropriated  annually 
a  sufficient  sum  to  be  expended  by  the  iSeeretary  of  the  Territory,  and  upon  an  esti- 
mate to  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  printing  of  the  laws,  and  other  incidental 
expenses;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  shall  annually  account  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  for  the  manner  in  which  the  aforesaid  sum  shall 
have  been  expended. 

Sec.  12. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah  shall  hold  its  first  session  at  such  time  and  place  in  said  Territory  as  the 
Governor  thereof  shall  appoint  and  direct;  and  at  said  first  session,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  shall  pro- 
ceed to  locate  and  establish  the  seat  of  government  for  said  Territory,  at  such  place  as 
they  may  deem  eligible;  which  place,  however,  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  be 
changed  by  the  said  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly.  And  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  is 
liereby  appropriated  and  granted  to  said  Territory  of  Utah  to  be  aj^plied  by  the  Go- 
vernor and  Legislative  Assembly  to  the  erection  of  suitable  public  buildings  at  the 
seat  of  government. 

Sec.  13. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  a  Delegate  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  to  servo  during  each  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
may  be  elected  by  the  voters  qualified  to  elect  members  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  are  exercised 
and  enjoyed  by  the  delegates  from  the  several  other  Territories  of  the  United 
States  to  the  said  House  of  Represeutatives.  The  first  election  shall  be  held 
at  such  time  and  i)laces,  and  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  and  direct;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  times,  places,  and  manner  of 
holding  the  elections  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared~by  the  (governor  to  be  duly  elected,  and  a  certificate 
thereof  shall  be  given  accordingly:  Provided,  That  said  delegate  shall  receive  no 
higher  sum  for  mileage  than  is  allowed  by  law  to  the  delegate  from  Oregon. 

Sec.  14. — iind  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  be  exi)ended  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Governor  of  the 
Territory  of  |Utah,  in  the  purchase  of  a  library,  to  be  kept  at  the  seat  of  government 
for  the  use  of  the  Governor,  Legislative  Assembly,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
Secretary,  Marshal,  and  Attorney  of  said  Territory,  and  such  other  persons  and  under 
such  regulations  as  shall  he  preseriV^ed  by  law . 

Sec.  15. — And  be  it  fia-ther  enacted:  Tliat  when  the  lands  in  said  Territory  shall 
be  surveyed  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  preparatory 
to  bringing  the  same  into  market,  sections  numbered  sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  eacli 
township  in  said  Territory  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  reserved  for  the  puri:)Ose 
of  being  applied  to  schools  in  said  Territory,  and  in  the  States  and  Territories  here- 
after to  be  erected  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  16. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  temporarily,  and  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  the  Governor  of  said  Territory  may  define  the  judicial  districts  of  said 
,Territory,  and  assign  the  judges  who  may  be  appointed  for  said  Territory  to  the  several 
districts,  and  also  appoint  the  times  and  places  for  holding  Courts  in  the  several  coun- 
ties or  subdivisions  in  each  of  said  judicial  districts,  by  proclamation  to  be  issued  by 
him;  but  the  Legislative  Assembly,  at  their  first  or  any  subsequent  session,  may  organ- 
ize, alter,  or  modify  such  judicial  districts,  and  assign  the  judges,  and  alter  the  times 
and  places  of  holding  the  Courts,  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper  and  convenient. 

Sec.  17. — And  be  it  further  enacted:  That  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  are  hereby  extended  over  and  dechu'ed  to  be  in  force  in  said  Territory  of  Utah, 
so  far  as  the  same,  or  any  provision  thereof,  may  be  applicable.

Skc.  t. — Be  it  enactfil  hy  the  Governor  taul  tlie  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Utah:  That  the  District  Courts  shall  exercise  original  .jurisdiction,  both  in 
civirand  criminal  cases,  when  not  otherwise  i>rovided  by  law.  They  shall  also  have 
a  general  supervision  over  all  inferior  Courts,  to  iirevent  and  correct  abuses  where  no 
other  remedy  is  provided. 

Sec.  2.— The  SherilT  of  the  county  wherein  tlie  Court  is  lield,  together  witli  all 
necessary  assistants,  must  attend  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Court,  if  required. 

Sec."  o. — The  clerlv  of  each  district  or  county  shall  keej)  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Court,  under  the  direction  of  the  Judge.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  read 
over  all  entries  tlierein  in  open  court,  wliicli,  when  correct,  siiall  be  signed  by  the 
Judge.  Entities  made  in  vacation  shall  lie  read  and  approved  at  tlie  next  term  of  the 
Court,  and  may  be  amended,  or  any  entries  therein  expunged  at  any  time  during  the 
term  of  the  Court  at  which  it  is  made,  or  before  it  is  signed  by  the  .judge  as  aforesaid; 
but  entries  made,  appro\ed,  and  signed  l>y  the  Judge,  cannot  be  altered  only  to  correct 
an  evident  mistake. 

Sec.  4. — The  Judges  of  the  District  Courts,  respecti^•ely,  shall  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature at  each  regular  session  tliereof,  all  omissions,  discrepancies,  or  other  evident 
imperfections  of  the  law  which  have  fallen  under  their  observation. 

Sec.  -3.— The  Judges  of  the  Court  may  re])ort  their  own  decisions,  or  tliey  may 
appoint  a  reporter  who  shall  hold  his  office  at  tlie  pleasure  of  the  Court,  and  all  decis- 
ions or  o})inious,  and  all  (questions  received  on  appeal,  as  well  as  motions,  collateral 
questions,  and  points  of  i)ractice,  as  they  may  tliink  of  sulticient  importance,  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  tiled  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  (i. — Each  of  the  clerks  must  keep  a  com])lete  register  of  all  proceedings  of  the 
Court,  with  an  index  to  the  saiue;  and  generally  they  must  perform  all  the  other 
duties  ordinarily  pertaining  to  their  ottk-es. 

Sec.  7. — The  said  Courts  may  adopt  all  sucli  rules  as  they  nuiy  deeni  expedient, 
consistent  with  the  law,  the  prime  object  of  whicli  shall  be  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  statutes,  and  to  subserve  the  ends  of  justice,  dispensing  with  ail  lU'edless  forms, 
and  disregarding  and  abridging  all  technical  pleadings  with  a  view  to  the  attainment 
of  justice;  all  technical  forms  of  actions  and  pleadings  an;  hereby  abolished. 

Sec.  8. — Any  pleading  Avhicli  possesses  the  following  recjuisites  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient:  First,  when  to  the  common  understanding  it  conveys  a  reasonable  cer- 
tainty of  meaning.  Second,  when  by  a  lair  and  natural  construction  it  shows  a  sub- 
stantial cause  of  action  or  defence.  If  defective  iu  the  lirst  above  particulars,  the  Court 
shall  direct  a  more  specific  statement.  If  in  the  latter,  it  is  ground  for  demurrer;  de- 
murrers for  formal  defects  are  abolished,  those  for  substantial  defects  must  set  forth 
the  true  ground  of  objection  to  I  he  pleading  demurred  to;  upon  the  determination  of 
any  demurrer,  the  party  failing,  may  amend  or  plead  ui)on  siicli  Icriiis  ;is  the  Court 
deems  just,  or  as  it  niay  by  general  ride  prescribe. 

Sec.  9.— Immaterial  variancies,  errors,  or  defects,  may  l)e  disregarded,  or  the  Courl 
may  direct  an  amendment,  with  or  without  costs.  No  variance,  error,  or  defect  shall 
bt»<le<nned  material,  unless  the  Courl  is  satisfied  that  the  objecting  party  will  be  pre- 
judiced by  disregarding  it,  or  by  allowing  it  to  be  amended,  'i'lu' Coiu't  may  allow 
mat<;rial  amendments  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  ui)on  such  terms,  and  sulijcct  <<• 
such  rules  as  it  may  prescribe.  If  aii  original  pleading  or  paper  be  lost,  or  withheld 
by  any  person,  the  Com-t  may  authorize  a  copy  thereof  to  bt;  iil.>d  .lud  used  instead  ot 
the  original. 
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Sec.  10. — By  the  consent  of  the  Court  and  the  parties,  any  person  may  be  selected 
to  act  as  Judge  for  the  trial  of  any  particular  cause  or  question;  and  while  thus  acting 
lie  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  the  District  Judge  in  the  ease. 

Sec.  11. — Tlie  plaintiff  cannot  take  a  non-suit  without  the  consent  of  tlae  defend- 
ant, after  the  latter  has  clainxed  a  set-off":  but  he  may  dismiss  his  cause  of  action,  leav- 
ing tlie  defendant  to  proceed  on  his  set  off  in  the  capacity  of  plaintiff;  either  may 
withdraw  his  claim  at  any  time  before  the  jury  retire,  but  not  after. 

(Sec.  12. — Costs  may  be  apportioned  to  either  party,  or  apportioned  between  them, 
as  shall  be  deemed  equitable  by  the  Court. 

Sec.  13. — When  a  judgment  is  set  aside  or  satisfied  by  execution  or  otherwise,  the 
Clerk  shall  enter  a  memorandum  thereof  in  the  column  left  for  that  purpose  in  the 
judgment  docket. 

Sec.  14. — Parties  to  a  question  in  difference,  which  might  be  the  subject  of  a  civil 
action,  may  present  an  agreed  statement  of  the  facts  thereof  to  any  Court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter. 

Sec.  15. — It  must  be  shown  by  affidavit  ttiat  the  subject  Cnatter  is  real,  and  tiiat 
the  proceeding  is  in  good  faith  to  determine  the  rights  of  the  parties  thereto. 

Sec.  16. — The  Court  must  thereupon  hear  and  determine  the  case,  and  the  judg- 
ment rendered  thereon  M'ill  be  the  same  in  ail  respects  as  though  suit  had  been 
Ijrought  in  the  regular  manner,  and  will  be  followed  by  the  same  consequences. 

^  Sec.  17. — All  judicial  proceedings  must  be  public,  unless  otherwise  specially  pro-' 
vided  by  statute,  or  otherwise  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 

Sec.  is. — The  Judge  or  Justice  shall  not  be  disqualified  in  consequence  of  interest, 
consanguinity,  or  otherwise,  unless  objected  to  previous  to  the  parties  joining  issue 
and  introducing  testimony. 

Sec.  19. — The  Court  shall  have  power  to  punish  by  fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both, 
ai  their  discretion,  for  contempts,  or  any  wilful  disturbing  calculated  to  interrupt  the. 
due  course  of  its  official  proceedings,  or  which  may  tend  to  impair  the  3'espect  due  to 
its  authority. 

Sec.  20. — Public  buildings  owned  by  tlie  Territory,  or  any  county,  city,  school 
district,  ward,  univei'sity,  or  religious  society,  and  burying  grounds  are  exempt  from 
execution. 

Sec.  21. — The  following  property  of  individuals  is  also  exempt  from  execution;  all 
wearing  apparel  kept  for  actual  use  and  suitable  to  the  condition  of  the  party,  and 
trunks  and  other  receptacles  to  contain  the  same;  one  musket,  or  rifie,  and  accoutre- 
ments, andamunition  required  for  one  hundred  charges  of  loading;  the  proper  tools, 
instruments,  or  books  of  any  farmer,  mechanic,  surveyor,  pliysician,  teacher,  or  pro- 
fe.-isor;  the  Jiorse  or  team,  and  wagon  or  other  vehicle  with  the  proper  harness  or 
tackle  by  the  use  of  which  any  physician,  public  officer,  farmer,  teamster,  or  other 
laborer  habitually  earns  his  living;  all  libraries;  family  books,  portraits  and  paint- 
ings; any  interest  owned  by  the  debtor  or  his  parents  in  one  house  of  public  worship, 
school  house,  or  burying  ground.  If  the  debtor  is  head  of  a  family,  thei'e  is  a  further 
exeniijt  from  execution;  one  Cow  and  calf  for  every  three  persons  in  the  family;  one 
horse;  fifty  sheep  and  the  wool  therefrom;  five  hogs  and  all  pigs  luider  six  rnonths 
old;  tlie  necessaiy  food  for  all  animals  for  sixty  days;  all  flax  raised  by  the  defendant, 
and  the  manufactures  therefrom;  one  bedstead  and  the  necessary  bed  and  bedding  for 
every  two  in  the  family;  all  cloth  manufactured  in  the  family  of  the  defendant,  or  by  . 
the  defendant;  household  and  kitchen  furniture  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in 
vuUie;  all  spinning  wheels  and  looms  and  other  instruments  of  domestic  labor  kept 
for  actual  use;  and  the  necessary  provisions  and  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  family  for  six 
moi.'fhs;  said  term  family  does  not  include  strangers  or  boarders.  The  earnings  of 
.such  debtor  for  his  personal  services  or  those  of  his  family  at  any  time  within  ninety 
days  next  })receding  the  levy  are  also  exempt  from  execution  or  attachment. 

Sec.  22. — None  of  the  exemptions  herein  made  are  ihtended  for  the  benefit  of  non~ 
^e^i!lents,  but  their  property  is  liable  to  execution,  with  tlie  exception  ef  the  ordinary 
Avearing  apparel;  but  any  person  coming  within  the  Territory  with  the  intention  of 
remaining  is  a  resident  within  the  meaning  of  this  act;  and  nothing  herein  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  exempt  the  property  of  any  transient  person  or  persons  about  to  de- 
part from  the  Territory  or  county,  with  the  intention  of  removing  their  effects  there- 
from.

Sec.  2o. — The  Probate  Court  shall  be  c-onsidercd  in  law  a.s  ahvavs  open;  but  the 
Judge  shall  hold  regular  sessiojis  on  the  ?K>cond  Mondays  of  March,  June,  September 
and  December  of  each  year,  and  shall  continue  at  tiiioh  •■soKsion  one  week,  or  u'ntil  the 
l)usiness  ready  for  trial  shall  be  disposed  of. 

Sec.  26.— When  the  District  court  in  to  sir  in  a  county  on  any  of  the  davs  appoint- 

, ed  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  sessions  of  the  Probate"^ court,  the  latter  shall  beheld 

on  the  JNIonday  preceding,  and  when  the  Judge*is  required  by  law  to  perform  any  duty 

which   takes  him  from  the  county,  on  one  of  the  appointed  days,  the  session  of  the 

court  shall  be  holden  on  the  following  Monday,  or  such  day  as  the. Judge mav  appoint. 

Sec.  27. — The  Judga  of  Probate  lias  jurisdiction  of  the  Probate  of  Will's,  rhe  ad- 
ministration of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  and  of  the  .iruardianship  of  minors, 
idiots  and  insane  persons. 

Sec.  28. — The  Probato  records  phall  be  kept  in  books  se]:)arate  from  those  of  the 
other  business  of  the  court. 

Sec.  29. — The  several  Probate  courtn  in  their  respective  counties  have  power  to 
exercise  original  jurlsdietion  both  civil  and  criminal,  and  as  w-ell  in  Chancery  as  at 
Common  law,  when  not  prohibited  )3y  legislative  enactment;  and  they  shall  be  go- 
verned in  all  respects  l:)y  the  same  general  rules  and  regulations  as  regards  practice" as 
the  District  courts. 

Sec.  30. — Appeals  are  allowed  from  all  decrees  or  decisions  of  the  l^robate  to  the 
District  courts,  except  when  otherwise  expressed  on  tlie  merit  of  any  mattci-  affecting 
the  rights  or  interests  of  individuals;  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  within  thirty  days 
from  the  day  on  which  the  decision  was  made,  and  shall  be  taken  by  claiming  the  a])])e'al 
and  filing,  in  the  clerk  of  the  Probate  court's  oflice,  a  bond  with  one  or  more  sureties 
and  a  penal  suin  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  .Judge  or  clerk;  said  bond  shall  be  con- 
ditioned that  said  aiipeilant  will  prosecute  the  appeal  with  effect;  that  if  the  appeal  be 
dismissed  or  thejudgrnent  below  affirmed,  he  will  conaply  with  the  judgment  autl  or- 
ders made  by  the  coltrt  below,  and  that  he  will  pay  all  costs,  and  sums  of  money  tliat 
may  be  adjudged  against  him  in  the  court  appealed  to,  and  will  comply  with  th.e  or- 
ders of  tliat  court;  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  to  the  next  term  of  the  District  court  in 
the  county,  or  next-  nearest  county,  where  the  same  shall  he  holden,  if  there  be  leu 
cftiys  between  the  day  Avhen  thejudgrnent  was  rendered  and  theday  ofthesittingof  the 
District  court. 

Sec.  si.— Vv^'ithin  twenty  days  from  the  day  of  the  appeal,  and  within  five  dayri 
in  the  case  mentioned  in  the  last  joaragraph  of  the  preceding  section,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Probate  Court  is  required  to  file  a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  the  matter  in  which 
the  appeid  is  taken,' authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Probate  Court,  with  tlie  Cleric  of 
the  i>istrict  Court,  who  shall  enter  the  same  among  the  cases  pending  in  that  Court. 
Transcripts  of  the  records  and  copies  of  the  papers  pertaining  to  the  Prol)ate  Court, 
may  be  certified  and  signed  by  either  the  Clerk  or  Judge. 

Sec.  32. — The  Probate  Judges  in  their  respective  counties  shall  appoint  a  Ciork, 
who  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  county  seat,  and  who  shall  attend  all  sessions 
of  the  Probate  Court,  as  also  sessions  of  the  County  Court  for  the  transaction  of  county 
business.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  to  keep  a  true  aiid 
faithful  record  of  all  the  i:)roceedings  in  the  I'robate  Court  in  session,  entering  dis- 
tinctly each  step  in  the  progress  of  any  proceedings;  but  such  record  shall  be  equally 
valid  if  made  by  the  Judge. 

Sec.  33.— The  Clerks'of  the  District  Courts  and  of  the  Probate  Courts  respect! vt-ly 
are  hereby  required  to  report  to  the  Secretarv  of  the  Territory,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  November  of  each  year,  the  numl^cr  of  convictions  for  all  crime  and  misde- 
meanors in  their  respective  courts  for  the  year  preceding  such  report;  shall  show  the' 
character  of  the  offence  and  the  sentence  of  punishment,  the  occui)ation  of  thecoii- 
vict,  whether  he  can  read  or  write,  and  his  general  habits,  and  also  the  expenses  of  the 
county  for  ei'iminal  ])rosecution  during  the  year,  including  but  distintiuishing  the 
compensation  of  the  prosecuting  attorney.  The  Clerks  aforesaifl  sliall  also  forward  to 
the  Secretary  copies  of  all  rep';rtf>  made  of  decisions  and  opinions,  wliieh  slinll  be  re- 
ported or  filed  in  his  office. 

Sec.  34.— The  Judge:- of  the  District  and  Probate  Courts  shall  be  con.'■'er^•ators  of 
the  peace  in  their  respective  districts  and  counties  throughout  the  Territory,  and  it.  is 
their  duty  to  use  all  diligence  and  influence  in  their  power  to  prevent  litipition. 

Sec.  SB. — Any  matter  involving  litigation  may  lie  referred  to  arbitrators  or  refer,  es. 
who  may  be  chosen  by  the  parties,  or  telccted  by  "the  court,  as  the  parties  shall  elect; 
all  euch  arbitrators  haVe  authority  to  subpoena  witnesses,  administer  oaths  or  afllrm.i- 
tions,  and  issue  process  as  the  court.  And  when  they  shall  have  made  their  decision 
shall  report  th«  eaao,   if  necessary  ttj  enforce  the  samo,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
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in  which  the  case  has  arisen ^  or  when  the  case  has  not  arisen  in  any  court,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  Probate  Court;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  in  whose  office  any  such  de- 
cision has  been  filed,  to  make  a  record  thereof,  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  case  had  been  prosecuted  and  decided  in  the  usual  manner.

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CHAPTER    II. 

An  ACT  Containing  provisions  a2:>pUGable  to  the  Lmvs  of  the  TerrUory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  questions  of  law,  the  meaning  of  writings  other  than  laws,  and 
the  admissibility  of  testimony,  shall  be  decided  by  the  court;  and  no  laws  nor  i:)arts  of 
laws  shall  be  read,  argued,  cited,  or  adoj)ted  iii  any  court,  during  any  trial,  except 
those  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  this  Territory,  and  those 
passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  LTnited  States  when  applicable;  and  no  report,  decision 
or  doings  of  "any  court  shall  be  read,  argued,  cited,  or  adopted  as  precedent  in  any 
other  trial. 

Sec.  2. — The  repeal  of  a  law  docs  not  revive  one  previously  repealed  by  it,  nor 
affect  any  rights,  duties,  or  penalties  which  have  arisen  under  it. 

Sec.  3. — Laws,  and  parts  thereof,  and  words,  and  phrases,  shall  be  construed  in 
accordance  with  the  customary  usage  of  the  language. 

Sec.  4. — Words  used  in  one  tense  may  include  either;  and  words  used  in  one  gen- 
der may  include  either;  the  singular  may  be  read  plural,  and  the  plural  singular; 
"l>erson"  may  include  a  partnership,  and  a  body  corporate  and^Dolitic;  "writing"  may 
include  printing;  "oath"  may  include  aflirmation  or  declaration;  "signature"  or  "sub- 
scrij)tion"  maj-  include  a  mark,  with  the  j^erson's  name  written  near  it,  and  witnessed 
by  one  who  can  write.  "Property"  includes  everything  usuallj'  bought  and  sold,  un- 
less restricted.  Joint  authority  given  to  three  or  more  persons  is  given  to  the  ma- 
jority, unless  restricted.

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CHAPTER    III. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  each  Precinct  in  this  Territory  shall  elect  one  Justice  of  the  Peace,  an(l 
one  Constable,  and  the  same  may  be  increased  in  any  Precinct  ]\y  the  ('ounty  court, 
whenever  they  shall  deem  that  the  public  good  requires  it. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Constable  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  and 
give  bond,  with  approved  securitief-:,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  County  court,  and  illed  in  the  clerk's  office;  said  .Justices  and 
Constable  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  and  they  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  examine  strictly  and 
faithfully  into  the  merits  and  demerits  of  all  civil  and  criminal  cases  which  may  come 
before  him,  and  execute  justice  without  respect  to  persons,  or  favor,  or  the  technicali- 
ties of  the  law;  preserve  the  public  j^cace;  sit  in  juctgment  in  all  cases  referred  to  him; 
and  keep  a  true  record  of  all  proceedings  laid'  before  him;  and,  in  case  of  apjjeal, 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  which  the  appeal  is  made, 
within  five  days  from  the  time  the  ap]ieal  is  taken. 
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Sec.  4.— Justices  of  the  Peace  have  jurisdiction  over  all  cases  where  the  amount 
in  controversy  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars;  and  when  the  amount  claimed 
exceeds  that  sum,  but  by  fair  credits  may  be  reduced  to  that  amount,  Justices  may 
decide  cases  without  i:»rocess;  but  if  it  shall  become  necessary  to  enforce  such  decisions, 
they  shall  enter  such  cases  so  decided  upon  their  dockets,  and  proceed  as  in  other 
cases.  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  their  respective  counties  have  jurisdiction  of  and  may 
try,  hear,  and  determine  public  offences,  where  the  punishment  imposed  by  law  does 
BOt  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  fine,  or  imprisonment  does  not  exceed  six  months,  or 
when  the  punishment  is  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  5. — Criminal  actions  for  the  commission  of  public  ofFences  may  be  com- 
menced before  a  Justice  of  thePeace,  by  information  subsci'ibed  and  sv/orn  to  and  filed 
with  the  Justice;  the  Justice  must  fiJe'such  information  and  note  the  time  of  filing. 

Sec.  6. — Immediately  upon  the  filing  of  such  information,  the  Justice  may  in  his 
discretion  issue  his  warrant,  directed  to  any  Sherifi",  Constable,  or  peace  officer,  for 
the  arrest  of  the  defendant,  and  such  warrant  may  be  served  in  any  county  or  district 
within  the  Tex'ritory. 

Sec.  7.- — The  ofileer  who  receives  the  warrant  must  serv^e  the  same  by  arresting 
the  defendant,  if  in  his  power,  and  bring  him  without  unnecessary  delay  before  the 
Justice  who  issued  the  same. 

Sec.  8. — If  the  defendant  do  not  demand  a  trial  by  jury,  the  Magistrate  must 
procfeed  to  try  the  issue;  in  case  a  jury  be  demanded,  the  justice  shall  cause  a  jurj"  of 
six  men  having  the  qualifications  ""of  jurors,  inhabitants  of  the  county,  to  be  empan- 
nelled,  who,  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  shall  constitute  the  jury.  iSTo  challenge  to 
the  panel  is  allowed;  but  the  prosecutor  and  defendant  may  eiich  challenge  for  cause; 
and  the  defendant  may  be  allowed  the  pre-emptory  challenge  of  three  jurors;  a  further 
nuniber  of  jurors  shall  bo  summoned  to  fill  wp,  as  the  jury  shall  ba  exhausted  by 
challenges. 

Sec.  9. — The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Magistrate's  docket, 
and  the  Magistrate  must  render  judgment  thereon  of  fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both, 
as  the  case  may  require;  and  when  a  fine  is  assessed,  the  Justice  may  direct  that  the 
defendant  be  also  imprisoned  until  the  line  is  satisfied:  Provided,  that  the  Magistrate 
may  hire  out  said  defendant  to  service  until  the  fine  is  paid.  If  the  defendant  be  ac- 
quitted by  either  the  Justice  or  jury,  he  must  be  immediately  discharged. 

Sec.  10. — Within  twenty  days  after  any  such  conviction,  the  Justice  shall  make 
out  a  certificate  in  which  he  shall  briefly  state  the  offence  charged,  the  conviction  anc 
judgment  thereon,  and,  if  any  fine  has  been  collected,  the  amount  thereof,  and  file  thi> 
the  same  in  the  Judge  of  Probate's  office.  All  fines  collected  either  by  .Justice,  Sheriff. 
Constable  or  other  officer,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  v-'itb in  ninety  day  1 
after  the  same  have  been  collected. 

Sec.  11. — Upon  the  affidavit  being  ll'ed,  in  which  th:' alleged  error  of  tJie  procced-- 
ings  is  stated,  and  that  the  affiant  Aerily  believes  injustice  luus  been  done,  the  .Justice 
shall  grant  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Probate  of  the  cminty,  and  shall  take  a  Avritteu 
undertaking  from  the  defendant,  with  tv/o  or  more  sureties,  and  shall  cause  all  mate- 
rial witnesses  to  enter  into  recognizance  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  and 
return  all  such  papers,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  entries  on  his  docket,  on  or 
before  the  first  term  of  the  Probate  Court  next  to  be  holden,  which  return  and  papers 
shall  be  filed  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  Probate  Court. 

Sec.  12.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Court  to  hear  and  determine  the  said 
appeal  in  the  same  manner  as  an  issue  of  fact  upon  an  indictment. 

Sec.  13.— The  jurisdiction  of  Justices  extends  to  the  limits  of  tlieir  respective 
counties,  and  within  that  limit  it  extends  to  all  civil  cases  (except  where  the  question 
of  title  to,  and  boundaries  of  land  may  arise)  when  the  amount  in  controversy  does 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  and  by  the  wish  and  consent  of  jiarties  may  be  ex- 
tended to  any  amount:  Provided,  That  where  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds  one 
hundred  dollars.'the  Justice  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  other  (.'ourts  of  arbitration, 
and  shall  have  power  to  enforce  his  decision  thereon,  w  hich  decision  shall  be  an  end 
of  controversy;  but  all  suits  shall  be  brought  in  the  precinct  where  the  defendant 
resides:  Provided,  if  payment  is  agreed  to  "be  made  in  any  particular  place,  the  suit 
may  be  brought  in  that  place,  if  within  the  county;  and.  Provided  also,  if  the  defen- 
dant does  not  reside  in  the  Territory  nor  county,  suit  may  be  commenced  in  any  place 
in  this  Territorv,  wherever  lie  may  be  found. 

Sec.  14.— The  parties  in  any  action  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  combine  all 
their  demands,  which  are  of  a  nature  to  be  consolidated,  in  one  action  or  defence;  and 
lor  a  failure  so  to  do  shall  forfeit  the  right  of  any  remedy  at  law  for  their  recovery; 
and  the  defendant  may  at  any  time  pay  the  deniaml  agaijist  him,  and  cost  thus  tur 
accrued,  either  to  the  Justice' or  officer  having  the  process,  whereupon  proceedings 
shall  cease. 

Sec.  15.— Before  any  party  before  a  Justice  is  entitled  to  a  jury,  the  party  demaud- 
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iiig  the  jury  fe-hall  deposit  the  fees  to  ^yhicll  they  "svill  be  eutitled;  aud  the  same  shall 
be'lncluciedln  the  judgment  as  j^art  of  the  costs  to  be  received,  if  adjudged  against  the 
party  who  did  not  advance  theln. 

Sec.  1G. — All  records,  dockets,  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  office  of  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  must  be  transmitted  to  his  successor  in  ofHce;  and  such  successor  may 
issue  execution,  and  act  in  any  case  so  transmitted,  the  same  as  if  the  case  had  been 
commenced  before  him;  and  in  case  of  any  disahility  or  necessary  absence  of  the  Jus- 
tice at  tlic  time  fixed  for  trial  or  proceeding,  any  other  Justice  of  the  Precinct  may,  at 
his  request,  attend  and  transact  the  business  for  him  without  any  transfer  of  the  busi- 
ness to  another  office. 

Sec.  17. — The  Justice  may  in  writing  depute  any  discreet  person  to  act  as  Consta- 
ble, when  no  Constable  is  at  hand,  and  the  nature  of  the  business  shall  require  imme- 
diate attention. 

Sec.  18. — Any  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  officiate  as  Coroner  M'hen  occasion  may 
require,  by  holding  inquest  ujwn  the  bodies  of  such  persons  as  may  be  found  dead,  or 
may  have  died  suddenly,  or  by  violence,  or  in  any  manner  that  may  create  suspicion 
of  crime;  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  in  writing  the  evidences  that  may  be  adduced  in 
such  cases,  also  his  own  decision  thereon,  the  names  of  several  persons  present  at  the 
investigation,  and  file  the  same  in  the  Clerk  of  Probate's  office;  and  he  shall  have  au- 
thority to  summon  to  his  assistance  such  j^ersons  as  he  may  deem  necessary-  to  hold 
such  inquest,  and  dispose  of  or  inter  said  body  as  he  shall  think  proper. 

Sec.  19.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  eveiy  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  punish  by 
line  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  at  his  discretion,  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  bring  before  liim  a  vexatious  lawsuit  through  malice,  or  private  pique,  against 
the  defendant;  all  fines  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  country  treasui:y.

CHAPTER    IV. 

in  ACT  rcfjulating  flic  hvjde  of  proocdiire  in  civil  ca,^e.^  in  ihc  Coiiiis  of  iJic  Tcrrifory 

of  Utali. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  the  courts  of  this  Territory  shall  have  law  and  equity  jurisdiction 
in  civil  cases,  and  the  mode  of  procedure  shall  be  uniform  in  said  courts. 

Sec.  2. — Any  person  seeking  redress  shall  make  his  complaint  in  writing  aud 
under  oath,  before  the  justice  or  judge  of  the  proper  court. 

gEC.  3.— When  a  complaint  is  filed,  the  court  shall  issue  to  the  defendant  a  notice 
eontaining  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  and  the  time  and  place  for  the  investigation 

thereof.  .  ,  ,  ■,  ,      i.. 

Sec.  4.— The  notice,  or  any  process  required  before  trial,  may  be  served  by  the 
party,  or  agent,  by  reading  the  same  to  the  person  to  M'hom  directed,  or  by  leaving  a 
certified  copy  thereof  at  his  usual  place  of  abode;  and  certification  of  the  'time  and 
manner  of  such  service  shall  bo  made  to  the  court,  on  or  before  the  day  of  trial,  under 
oath  and  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  serving. 

Sec.  5.— At  the  time  named  for  trial,  if  either  or  both  parties  be  absent,  or  it  pre- 
sent, either  party,  having  used  due  diligence,  is  not  ready  for  trial,  the  court  may  ad- 
journ the  case  or  proceed,  as  justice  shall  require;  and  no  demands  of  either  party  that 
have  arisen  after  the  date  of  the  complaint  shall  be  admitted  in  the  trial. 

Sec.  6— The  defendant  shall  file  his  answer  in  writing  and  under  oath,  at  the 
time  of  trial,  unless  by  order  of  the  justice  or  judge  he  has  previously  so  filed  it;  the 
plaintiff  shall  then  introduce  his  evidence,  which  shall  be  followed  by  that  of  the 
defendant;  and  thus  alterrfately  until  all  the  evidence  is  introduced;  and  either  party 
may  then  be  required  to  give  his  testimony  in  the  case.  When  the  evidence  is  dosed, 
the  plaintiff  may  make  such  applicable  remarks  as  he  deems  proper,  to  be  followed 
by  the  defendant  with  the  same  privilege,  whereupon  the  court  shall  render  judgment 
as  soon  as  practicable. 

Sec.  7.— When  judgment  is  rendered  and  the  party  in  fault  refuses  or  neglects  to 
comply,  upon  request  or  of  its  own  will  the  court  sliall  is^ue  an  order  to  the  proper 
officer'  requiring  him  to  enforce  the  judgmerit. 
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Sec.  8.— The  officer  .shall  exec-ute  the  order  without  uunccessarv  clelav,  aud  mak'^ 
return  of  his  proceedings  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Sec.  9.— Every  court  shall  preserve  its  papers,  and  shall  keep  records  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, which  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  interested  person  or  court; 
and  upon  requirement  such  party  shall  be  furnished  a  certified  copy  of  any  part  there- 
of, v^iiich  sliall  be  evidence  of  the  mattcrset  forth  therein,  provided'pay  be  tendered  for 
so  doing. 

Sec.  10.— All  trials  shall  be  had  in  the  county  where  the  causeof  action  originated, 
or  where  the  defendant  resides,  if  a  citizen  of  the  Territory;  otherwise  where  the  plain- 
tiff may  prefer:  Provided,  it  may  be  tried  in  any  place  where  the  parties  may  agree. 

Sec.  11.— Previous  to  trial,  when  the  suni  in  question  exceeds  twenty  dollars j  if 
either  party  request  a  jurj-,  the  court  shall  issue  an  order  to  the  proper  officer,  requiring 
him  to  summon  for  that  purpose,  not  less  than  three  iior  more  than  twelve  qualified 
persons  and  residents  of  the  county. 

Sec.  12. — Previous  to  swearing  persons  drawn  or  selected  to  serve  as  a  petit  jury, 
each  party  may  challenge,  for  cause,  to  the  number  that  either  or  both  parties  may  be 
able  to  produce  what  to  them  seems  to  be  good  cause,  the  validity  of  said  cause  to  be 
determined  by  the  court;  and  each  party  may,  as  aforesaid,  peremptorily  challenge  as 
many  as  four  persons. 

Sec.  13. — When  the  persons  Ibr  jurors  are  selected  they  shall  be  sworn  to  give  a 
just  verdict,  and  to  have  no  communication  about  the  case  in  trial  with  any  but  the 
court  or  a  fellow  juror,  until  they  have  agreed  upon  their  answer,  which  must  be  done 
with  diligence,  and  may  be  given  when  t^vo-thirds  of  their  number  concur. 

Sec.  14. — Depositions  may  be  taken  and  used  in  evidence,  when  the  circumstances 
require  it:  Provided,  when  there  is  an  opposite  party,  lie  is  seasonably  notified  of  the 
person,  time  and  place. 

Sec.  15. — The  Court  of  its  own  will,  or  at  the  request  of  either  party,  may  require 
proper  bail  for  the  appearance  of  person,  or  for  the  security  or  forthcoming  of  pro- 
perty, and  in  cases  of  appeal. 

Sec.  16. — When  property  taken  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  a  court  is  to  be  sold  at 
auction,  the  officer  in  cliarge  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and  a 
summary  of  the  kind  of  i)roperty,  tdlowing'  the  intervention  of  a  reasonable  length 
of  time. 

Sec.  17. — Every  person  required  tc^  execute  the  order  of  a  court  shall  proceed 
therein  with  diligence,  and  make  return  without  delay. 

Sec.  18. — All  persons  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  (excepting  insane  persons  ajid 
idiots)  whether  male  or  female,  may  sue  or  be  sued  in  the  Courts  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  19. — Any  Court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  of  grievance  maj'-  ap'poiut 
a  temporary  guardia]i  to  prosecute  or  defend  for  a  person  under  eigliteen  years  of  age, 
an  insane  person,  or  idiot. 

Sec.  20. — If  a  defendant  has  reasonable  objection  to  tlie  C'ourt,  he  shall  make  it 
ivuown  without  delay,  after  receiving  notification,  and  if  found  good,  upon  agreement 
of  the  parties  and  Court,  another  person  may  be  substituted  with  full  power  to  try  that 
case,  or  the  case  shall  he  removed  forthwith  to  another  Court. 

Sec.  21. — Wlien  ordered  by  a  Court,  an  officer  shall  take  any  and  every  descri])- 
tion  of  i^roperty  wherever  it  can  be  found,  and  shall  search  for  any  and  everj'-  descrip- 
tion of  property  that  is  concealed. 

Sec.  22. — Every  Court  is  emi)owered  to  enforce  its  orders,  and  to  punish  by_  a 
I'easonable  preventive  amount  of  fine,  when  the  circumstances  obviously  require  it, 
and  all  such  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasur^\ 

Sec.  23. — An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  Justice's  Court  may  be  taken  when 
the  sum  in  question  exceeds  twenty  dollars;  and  from  the  Probata  and  District  Courtn 
for  any  sum  exceeding  fifty  dollars;  and  the  Court  may  require  the  costs  paid,  and  se- 
curity given  that  the'final  judgment  shall  be  complied  with  and  the  appeal  prosecuted 
with  diligence. 

Sec.  24.— Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Judges  of  Probate  .shall  issue  papers  and  hear 

and  determine  cases  when  business  requires. 

Sec.  25.— The  plaintiff  shall  state  in  his  complaint  every  known  item  of  grievance, 
and  the  defendant  shall  state  in  his  answer  every  known  set  ofl",  so  that  the  issue  ol' 
the  trial  may  be  a  final  settlement:  Provided,  that  any  matter  accidentally  omittci' 
may  be  included  after  joining  issue. 

Sec.  26.— If  a  person  instigate  or  bring  a  suit  which  upon  investigation  prove*  to 
be  vexatious,  so  soon  as  this  fact  is  known,  all  proceedings  tlierein  shall  be  stopped; 
and  he  shall  Iw  compelled  to  make  restitution  to  the  aggrieved  party  in  double  the 
amount  of  damages  sustained,  and  may  be  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  27.— Any  deed  of  conveyance  made  by  a  sheriff  or  collector  of  taxes,  in  pur- 
suance of  an  order  of  Court,  and  executed  and  recorded  according  to  the  statutes  of  the 
.   Tciritorv,  shall  be  deemed  valid  in  law;  and  any  dee<l  heretofore  made  by  those  ofn- 
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cers,  or  by  the  Courts  themselves,  in  pursuance  of  law  and  by  virtue  of  an  order  or 
decree  of  Court,  is  hereby  legalized. 

Sec.  28. — All  laws,  or  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER    V. 

An  A  GT  Aiithorizinff  the  Issuing  of  JSxecutlons  agamst  Judgment  Debtors,  no-n-resi- 

dents  of  the  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  whenever  judgment  is  rendered  in  any  of  the  Courts  of  this  Territory, 
and  it  shall  be  made  to  ajjpear  to  the  Court  in  which  such  judgmeat  is  rendered,  by  affi- 
davit of  the  judgment  creditor  or  his  attorney,  that  the  judgment  debtor  is  a  resident 
of  another  county,  stating  in  said  affidavit  the  name  of  the  county  in  which  said  judg- 
naent  debtor  resides,  the  Court  rendering  such  judgment  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
a  writ  of  execution  on  such  judgment  against  the  non-resident  judgment  debtor,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  such  judgment  debtor  was  a  resident  of  the  county  in  which  the 
judgment  was  rendered,  directed  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  county  in  which  such 
judgment  debtor  resides:  Provided,  that  if  such  writ  be  isued  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
"it  shall  be  duly  attested  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  of  the  county  in  which  said 
Justice  resides. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer,  to  whom  such  writ  of  execution  is  di- 
rected, to  proceed  thereon  in  the  Bame  manner  as  if  such  writ  had  issued  from  a  Court 
in  his  own  county,  and  make  returns  thereof  to  the  Court  issuing  the  same,  without 
unnecessary  delay.

CHAPTEB    VI. 

An  AC2'  in  relation  to  Abatement  in  Civil  Actions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 
That  no  action  shall  abate  by  the  death,  marriage  or  other  disability  of  a  party,  nor  bj 
the  transfer  of  any  interest  therein,  if  the  cause  of  action  survive  or  continue;  and  in 
case  of  the  death,  marriage  or  other  disability  of  a  party,  the  court  may,  on  motion, 
allow  the  action  to  be  Continued  by  or  against  his  representative  or  successor  in 
interest.

GHAPTER    VII. 

An  ACT  Concerning  Stay  of  Executions. 

Bbc.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  on  all  judgments  rendered  by  any  of  the  coiuta  in  this  Territojy  tho 
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stay  ol  execution  shall  be  had  by  the  defendant  or  defendants  giving  security  for  the 
payment  of  debt  and  cost,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Court,  or  the  plaintiff;  the  request 
to  stay  eexcution  shall  be  made  known  on  the  day  of  trial,  and  security  given,  within 
live  days  from  the  time  judgment  is  rendered. 

Sec.  2. — That  all  sums  of  twenty  dollars  and  under  may  be  staid  thirty  days;  al! 
sums  over  twenty  dollars  and  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  may  be  staid  sixty  days;  all 
sums  over  fifty  dollars  and  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  m.ay  be  staid  ninety  days; 
all  sums  over 'one  hundred  dollars  may  be  staid  six  months. 

Sec.  o. — That  at  tlie  expiration  of  the  stay  of  any  execution^  if  not  satisfied,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Court  to  issue  an  execution  for  the  property  of  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants; and  in  all  cases  the  security  to  stay  an  execution  shall  be  considered  one  of 
the  defendants;  but  iu  all  cases  the  property  of  the  principal  shall  first  be  taken  and 
exposed  to  pay  the  debt.

Sec.  L— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  right  of  being  heard  by  self  or  counsel  shall  not  be  denied  to  any 
pei-son  claiming  a  trial  as  plaintifl' or  defendant,  in  any  court  in  this  Territory;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Judges  of  Courts  in  this  Territory  to  grant  a  hearing  as  counsel 
iAi  any  person  of  good  moral  character,  chosen  by  any  person  or  persons  to  prosecute 
or  defend  a  case  in  which  lie,  she,  or  they  are  a  party. 

Sk(-.  2.— No  person  or  persons  emploviug  counsel,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Ter- 
ritory, shall  be  compelled  by  any  process  of  law  to  pay  the  couusel  so  employed  for 
any  "services  rendered  as  oo'uoBel,  before,  or  after,  or  during  the  process  of  trial  in  the 

Sec.  3.— It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Judges  of  all  Courts  in  this  Territor>^  to  forbid 
and  prevent  all  indecent  and  exciting  language  and  behavior  in  their  courts;  and  m 
case  of  a  rebuke  to  counsel  being  disregarded  and  resented  by  said  counsel,  it  shall  bo 
the  dutv  of  the  Judge  giving  such  rebuke  to  nullify  the  right  to  plead  of  such  counsel, 
and  to  take  measures  to  ju-ohibit  hum  from  being  heard  as  counsel  in  any  court  in  this 
Territory,  until  such  lime  as  satisfaction  has  been  given  for  his  good  conductm  future. 
And  it  shall  further  })e  liis  duty  (x)  impose  a  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  on 
such  couusel,  as  he  may  deem'just,  and  he  may 'commit  said  counsel  to  prison  dnrmg

Sf.c.  4.— It  shall  be  tiie  dutv  of  the  executive  ofiiccrs  of  ail  courtf^  in  this  rerritory 
to  arrest  without  process  and  put  in  safe  keeping  ail  persons,  whether  counsel,  or  other 
officers  of  c<nirr,«,  or  ])ersons  within  the  hearing  of  such  courts,  who  shall  in  any  way  be- 
have indecentiv  or  riotously,  or  use  indecent,  riotous  or  exciting  language,  subject  to  the 
release  or  action  of  the  court  in  which  such  arrest  is  made;  and  such  executive  olticers 
may  call  for  such  assistance  a,s  may  be  necessary  ia  making  sucli  arrest,  and  lor  tno 
safe  keeping  of  such  ix'rson  or  persoiis  so  ofiending.  /■-       f 

Sec.  5.— Any  attorney  or  person  otherwise  assuming  to  appear  bcxoro  any  Y''fl^' 
in  this  Territory,  in  anv  cause  Avhatever,  shall  present  all  the  iact,s  m  the  case,  wlieth- 
er  thev  are 'calculated  to  make  against  his  client  or  not,  of  which  ho  is  in  possession, 
and  shall  present  the  best  evidence  that  he  can  in  the  case  to  the  intent  tiiat  tlie  truo 
state  of  the  case  in  litigation  mav  be  presented  before  the  Court,  and  lora  tailure  tocio 
so,  or  to  complv  with  all  the  requirements  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  all  tlie  penally 
hereinf)efore  provided  lor,  and  the  further  penalty  of  Milt  less  than  one  dolhw  at.  r.m 
dJ.scretion  of  the  court.

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CHAPTER     IX. 
An  ACT  in  relailon  to  Jiarshals  and  Afiornci/s. 

8kc.  1.— Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  a  Marshal  shall  be  elected  by  a  joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly ,»or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Said  Marshal 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflice,  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  file  bonds 
with  securities  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  which  bond  with  securities  is  to  be  approved 
l)y  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  filed  in  his  office. 

Sec.  2— Said  Marshal  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or  more  Deputy  ISIarshals 
iu  each  judicial  district  of  the  Territory,  as  the  necessity  of  the  case  may  re(fuire, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  with  that  of  the  IMarslial;  but  they  may  at  any  time 
be  removed  at  his  discretion. 

Sec.  o.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  jNIarshal,  or  any  of  his  Deputies,  to  execute  all 
orders  or  processes  of  the  Supreme  or  District  Court,  in  all  eases  arising  under  the  laws 
of  tlie  Territory,  and  such  other  duties  as  the  executive  may  direct,  or  may  be  required 
by  law  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.— An  Attorney  General  shall  be  elected  Ijy  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  and  shall,  before  en- 
tering on  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bondv;  and  security  to 
tlie  people  of  the  Territory,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  <luty,  to  ho 
approved  by  the  Secretaiy  ot  the  Territory,  and  tiled  in  his  office. 

,  Sec.  5.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  attend  to  all  le- 
gal business  on  the  part  of  the  Territory,  before  the  courts,  where  the  Territory  is  a 
party,  and  ]n-osecute  individuals  accused  of  crimes  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  he 
keeps  his  office,  in  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  such  other  duties 
as  pertain  to  his  office. 

Sec.  G. — There  shall  be  elected  for  each  judicial  district  (except  the  one  in  Avhich 
the  Attorney  General  keeps  his  ofHce)  a  District  Attorney  by  the  joint  vote  of  both 
Houses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified, and  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oatli  of  office,  and 
give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  Territory,  conditioned  for  tlie  laithful  perfonnance  of 
his  duties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory,  and  filed  in  his  office. 

Sec.  7.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Attorneys  to  attend  to  legal  business 
before  the  courts  in  their  respective  districts,  where  the  Territory  is  a  party,  prosecute 
individuals  accused  of  crimes,  in  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  do 
such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  their  office. 

Sec.  8.— a  Prosecuting  Attorney  shall  be  appointed  l)y  the  Probate  Judge  in  each 
organized  county  in  this  Territory,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  Probate  Judge,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  all  legal  business  in  the  county  in  which  the  Ter- 
ritory is  a  party,  and  prosecute  before  the  Probate  Court  of  his  county  all  individuals 
accused  of  crimes.  Said  Attorneys  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices,  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bonds  with  securities,  conditioned  for 
t}\e  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk  of  the  Probate 
court,  and  filed  in  his  office.

CHAPTER    X. 

All  ACT  in  relation  to   Writs  of  Hahcai^  Corpm. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  eujieted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:   That  the'  petition  for  a  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  must  be  in  writiiig,  and  lie 
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sworn  to,  and  signed  by  the  prisoner,  or  some  person  on  his,  hei-,  or  their  belialf,  set 
ting  fortli  tire  fiiets  concerning  his,  her,  ov  tlieir  imprisonment,  and  in  whose  cnstod' 
lie,  slie,  or  they  are  detained,  and  slrall  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  warrant  o' 
warrants  of  commitment,  or  an  atfidavit  that  the  said  coi)y  had  been  demanded  of  tin 
person  or  persons  in  whose  enstody  the  x)risoner  or  prisoners  are  detained,  and  by  hin 
or  them  refnsed,  or  neglected  to  be  giveu. 

Sec.  2. — Upon  the  presentation  of  the  foregoing  petition  to  any  court  having  ju- 
risdiction, the  Writ  of  flabeas  Corpus  shall  be  awarded,  unless  it  sl'iall  appear  frointhe 
petition  itself,  or  the  documents  annexed,  or  the  showing  of  the  petitioner,  the  party 
so  applying  would  not  be  entitled  to  any  relief. 

Sec.  3. — The  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  may  be  allowed  by  the  Supreme,  District,  or 
Probate  Court,  or  any  Judge  thereof,  and  may  be  served  in  any  part  of  the  Territory. 

Sec.  4. — Aiiplication  for  this  Avrit  must  be  made  to  the  court  or  judge  most  conve- 
nient in  point  of  distance  to  the  applicant,  anM  the  more  remote  court  or  judge,  if  ap- 
plied to  for  the  writ,  may  refuse  the  same,  unless  a  sufficient  reason  l)e  adduced  in  the 
petition  for  not  making  ajjplication  to  the  more  convenient  court  or  judge. 

Sec.  6. — When  the  writ  shall  !)e  awarded,  it  shall  api)ear  under  the  seal  of  court 
issuing  the  same,  or  if  it  be  issued  by  any  judge  it  shall  be  signed  by  him,  and  shall  be 
substantially  in  the  following  words,  to'wit: 

Territory  of  Utah,  \  To  the  Marshal,  or  Sherilf,  officer,  or  to  A.  B.  (as  the 

County  of »         case  may  be,) 

You  are  hereby  commanded  to  have  the  body  of  C.  D.,  by  you  detained  as  alleged. 

before  the  court,  or  before  me,  E.  F.,  Judge,  &c.,  (as  the  case  maybe,)  at ,on — — , 

or  forthwith,  after  being  served  with  this  writ,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law,  and 
to  abide  such  order  as  the  court  or  judge  shall  make  in  the  j:)remises,  and  have  you 
then  and  there  this  writ,  with  a  return  of  your  doings  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  6. — AVhen  the  writ  is  disallowed,  the  court  or  judge  shall  cause  the  reasons  of 
said  disallowance  to  be  appended  to  the  jietition,  and  returned  to  the  person  applying 
for  the  writ. 

Sec.  7. — To  the  intent  that  no  officer,  sheriff,  jailor,  constable,  or  other  person  or 
persons  whatsoever,  upon  whom  such  writ  shall  be  served,  may  pretend  ignorance 
thereof,  such  writ  or  copy  thereof  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  following  words:  "By 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,''  and  all  persons  upon  whom  such  writs  shall  be  served,  hold- 
ing said  prisoner  or  prisoners,  shall  make  return  of  such  writ,  and  shall  bring  or  cause 
to  be  brought  the  body  or  bodies  of  such  person  or  jjersons  before  the  court  or  judge 
issuing  said  writ  accorcling  to  the  requirements  of  the  same. 

Sec.  S. — Whenever  the  Court  or  Judge,  authorized  to  grant  this  writ,  has  evidence 
that  any  person  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  court  or  judge  is  unjustly  imprisoned 
or  restrained  of  his  liberty,  it  is  the  duty  of  each  court  or  judge  to  issue,  or  cause  to  be 
Issued,  the  writ  as  aforesaid,  though  no  application  be  made  therefor. 

Sec.  9. — The  writ  may  be  served  by  the  officer,  or  by  any  other  person  appointetl 
for  that  puri)ose  by  the  court  or  judge  by  whom  it  is  issued  or  allowed.  If  served  by 
any  other  jDerson  than  the  officer,  he  j)ossesses  the  same  power  and  is  liable  to  the 
same  penalty  for  a  non-performance  of  his  duty  as  though  he  were  the  officer. 

Sec.  10.— The  proper  mode  of  service  is  by  leaving  the  original  writ  with  the  de- 
fendant or  person  holding  or  detaining  such  ])Iaintiff  or  prisoner,  and  preserving  a 
copv  on  which  to  make  the  return  of  service.  ^^^ 

'Sec.  11.— If  the  defendant  cannot  be  found,  or  if  he  have  not  the  plaintifF  in  cus- 
tody, the  seiwice  shall  be  made  upon  any  person  having  the  plaintifi' in  custody,  in 
tlie  manner  and  with  the  same  etlect  as  though  he  had  been  made  defendant  thereni. 

Sec.  12.— If  the  defendant  conceal  himself,  or  refuse  admittance  to  the  person  at- 
tempting to  servo  the  writ,  or  if  he  attempt  wrongfully  to  carry  the  person  out  ot  the 
county  or  Territory  after  the  service  of  the  writ  as  aforesaid,  the  officer,  or  the  persor 
Avho  is  attempting  to  ser\'e,  or  Avho  has  served  the  writ,  as  above  contemplated,  is  at 
thorized  to  arrestthe  defendant,  or  other  person  so  resisting,  and  bring  him  or  ther 
together  with  the  plaintiti' forthwith  before  the  officer  or  court  before  whom  the  Avrr 
is. made  returnable.  In  order  to  make  such  arrest,  the  officer  or  other  person  haviiu 
the  writ  possesses  the  same  power  to  execute  the  same  as  is  given  to  a  slienlt  lor  in 
arrest  of  a  person  charged  with  felony.  ,  .■    j     •  ,• 

Sec.  13:— The  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  must  not  be  disobeyed  for  any  defect  ol  torm 
or  mis-description  of  the  plaintiff  or  defcndant:  Provided,  enough  is  stated  to  show  tne 
meanina;  and  intent  of  the  writ.  Service  being  made  in  any  mode,  the  deiendant  must 
appear  at  the  proper  time  and  place,  and  answer  the  petition.  He  must  also  bring  tne 
body  of  the  plaintiff,  or  show  eood  cause  for  not  doing  so;  to  get  possession  ot  a  piam- 
tiffs  person,  when  there  is  no  jierson  appearing  to  have  liim  in  charge  or  custody,  tne 
same  i)ower  is  given  to  tlse  officer  or  ixTson  J-aviui;'  tlie  Wi-it.  j!-^  is  iiiv(-u  ;o  t.ie  s.ieiin 
for  the  arrest  of  a  ]>crson  charLred  witb  felony. 
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Sec.  14. — A  wilful  failure  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this  act  renders  the 
defendant  or  offending  party  liable  to  be  attached  for  a  contempt,  and  to  be  impris- 
nied  till  a  compliance  is  obtained,  and  also  subjects  him  to  a  forfeiture  of  one  thousand 
.iollars  to  the  party  thereby  aggrieved. 

Sec.  15. — The  defendant  in  his  answer  must  state  plainly  and  unequivocally 
vhether  he  then  has,  or  at  any  time  has  had  the  plaintifi"under  his  control  and  restraint, 
nd,  if  so,  the  cause  thereof.  If  he  has  transferred  him,  he  must  state  the  fact,  and  to 
vhom,  and  the  time  thereof,  as  well  as  the  reason  or  authority  therefor. 

Sec.  16. — Any  judge,  Avhether  acting  individually  or  as  a  member  of  the  court, 
vho  wrongfully  and  wilfully  refuses  to  award  such  writ,  whenever  proper  application 
For  the  same  is  made,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  may 
oe  recovered  by  an  action  of  debt  for  the  iii^e  of  the  Territory;  and  may  be  imprisoned 
?br  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  17. — Until  the  sufficiency  of  the  cause  of  restraint  is  determined,  the  defendant 
may  retain  the  plaintiff  in  his  custody,  and  may  use  all  necessary  and  proper  means 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  is. — The  plaintiff  in  writing,  or  by  his  attorney,  may  waive  his  right  to  be 
present  at  the  trial,  in  which  case  the  proceedings  inay  be  had  in  his  absence.  The 
writ  in  such  cases  will  be  modified  accordingly.  If  no  sufficient,  just,  legal  cause  of 
detention  is  shown,  the  plaintiff  must  be  discharged. 

Sec.  19 — Upon  the  return  of  any  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus,  the  court  or  judge  shall, 
after  having  given  sufficient  notice,  proceed  in  a  summary  manner  to  settle  the  said 
facts,  by  hearing  the  testimony  and  arguments,  as  well  of  all  parties  interested  civily, 
if  any  there  be,  as  of  the  prisoner  or  prisoners,  and  the  person  or  persons  who  hold  him, 
her,  or  them  in  custody;  and  shall  dispose  of  the^prisoner  or  prisoners,  as  the  case  may 
require,  in  all  cases  where  the  imprisonment  is  for  a  criminal  offence,  and  there  is  not 
sufficient  cause  for  discharge;  and,  although  the  commitment  may  have  been  inform- 
ally made,  or  without  due  authority,  or  the  process  may  have  been  executed  by  a  per- 
son not  duly  authorized,  the  court  may  make  a  new  commitment,  nr  admit  the  party 
to  bail,  if  the  case  be  bailable. 

Sec.  20. — Disobedience  to  any  order  of  discharge,  or  atknnpt  to  elude  the  service  of 
the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus,  or  to  avoid  the  effect  thereof,  subjects  the  defendant  to  a 
fine  of  one  tliousand  dollars,  and  irai^risonment  for  the  term  of  one  year;  and  any  per- 
son knowingly  aiding  and  abetting  ^in  any  such  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  pun- 
ishment. 

Sec.  21. — Any  officer  refusing  to  deliver  a  copy  of  any  legal  process,  by  which  ho 
detains  the  plaintiff"  in  custody,  to  any  person  who  demands  such  copy  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  out  a  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus,  shall  forfeit  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  to  the  person  so  detained. 

Sec.  22. — All  persons  admitted  to  bail  on  Habeas  Corpus  shall  enter  recognizance, 
with  sufficient  sureties,  in  such  sum  as  the  court  shall  direct,  having  regard  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  plaintiff",  and  the  nature  of  the  offence,  conditioned  for  his,  her,  or 
their  appearance  at  the  next  term  of  the  court  to  be  holden  in  the  county  where  the 
offence  was  committed,  or  where  the  same  is  to  be  tried.  And  all  material  witnesses 
shall  also  be  required  to  enter  recognizance  to  appear  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and 
not  depart  therefrom,  without  leave.  All  such  papers  must  be  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office  where  the  same  is  made  returnable. 

Sec.  23. — The  recovery  of  any  penalties  incurred  by  reason  of  the  provisoiasof  this 
{ict  shall  be  no  bar  to  a  civil  suit  for  damages.

CHAPTER    XI. 

An  ACT  Governing   Writs  of  Attachments  and  Garnishmenti?'. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
JUtah:  That  if  any  creditor,  his  agent  or  attorney,  shall  file  an  affidavit  in  any  of 
the  courts  in  this  Territory,  according  to  their  respectivejurisdiction,  setting  forth  that 
any  person  is  indebted  to  sueJi  creditor,  ttathig  the  nature  and  amount  of  .such  indebt- 
edness as  near  as  may  be,  and  that  such  debtor  has  departed  or  is  about  to  depart  from 
this  Territory  or  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  wherein  the  complaint  was  made, 
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with  the  intention  of  liaving  liis  effects  removed  from  this  Territory-  or  county  afore- 
•  said,  or  is  about  removing  his  property  as  aforesaid;  to  the  injury  of  sucli  creditor,  or 
that  sucli  debtor  conceals  himself  or  stands  in  defiance  of  an  officer,  so  that  process 
cannot  be  served  upon  him,  or  is  not  a  resident  of  tliis  Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  courts  to  issue  a  writ  of  attachment  directed  to  the  proper  officer,  commanding  him 
to  attach,  in  whose  possesssion  the  same  may  be  found,  the  land  claims  and  improve- 
ments thereon,  or  other  property  of  such  debtor,  or  so  much  thereof  as  will  be  suffi.- 
cient  to  satisfy  the  claim  sworn  to  and  the  interest,  damage  and  costs  of  suit. 

Sec.  2. — Such  officers  shall,  without  delay,  execute  such  writ  of  attachment  upon 
the  land  claims  and  improvements  thereon,  or  other  property  of  the  debtor  of  value 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand  sworn  to,  and  interest,  damage  and  costs,  as  he  may 
have  been  commanded  in  said  vv'rit,  and  make  return  of  his  doings  thereon  as  on  other 
writs,  with  an  inventory  of  the  property,  by  him  attached,  indorsed  thereon,  or  there- 
unto annexed.  If  the  defendant  or  any  person  for  him  is  in  the  act  of  removing  any 
personal  property,  the  officer  may  pursue  and  take  the  same  in  any  county  of  this  Ter- 
ritoiy,  and  return  the  same  to  the  county  from  which  such  attaehttxent  issued.  He 
shall  also  serve  said  writ  of  attachment  upon  the  defendant,  if  he  can  be  found,  b^ 
reading  the  same  to  him,  or  delivering  a  copy  thereof,  and  the  return  to  such  writ 
must  state  the  manner  in  which  it  was  served. 

Sec.  3. — Every  court,  before  granting  an  attachment,  shall  take  bond  and  security 
from  the  party  for  whom  the  same  shall  be  issued,  his  agent  or  attorney,  payable  to 
the  defendant  in  double  the  sum  sworn  to  be  due,  conditioned  for  satisfying  all  cost« 
and  damages  which  may  be  awarded  to  such  defendant,  or  others  int-crested  in  the 
proceedings,  by  reason  of  plaintiff  wrongfully  sueing  such  attachment. 

Sec.  4. — When  the  SherifT or  other  officer  having  charge  of  said  writ  is  unable 
to  find  property  of  any  defendant  sufhcient  to  satisfy  any  attachment  under  the 
provisions  of  tills  act,  "he  is  hereby  required  to  summon  any  person  or  persons  the 
plaintiff  shall  designate  as  having  any  property  or  things  inaction  in  his  or  their 
possession  or  power  belonging  to  the  defendant,  or  who  are  in  any  wise  indebted  to 
such  defendant,  to  appear  before  the  court  to  v.'hieh  the  writ  is  returnable  on  the 
return  day  of  the  attachment,  then  and  there  to  answer  upon  oath  what  amount  he 
is  or  they  are  indebted  to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment,  or  what  property  or  things 
in  action  he  has  or  they  have  in  possession  or  power  at  the  time  of  serving  the 
attachment.  The  person  or  persons  so  summoned  shall  be  considered  a  garnishee 
or  garnishees,  and  the  officer  shall  state  in  his  return  the  name  or  names  of  the 
person  or  persons  so  summoned  and  the  date  of  service,  and  the  court  may  render 
judgment  against  said  garnishee  or  garnishees  for  the  amount  found  due:  Provided, 
that  a  person  garnisheed  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  coets  or  damages  that  may  have 
been  awarded  to  any  one  interested  in  the  proceedings,  beyond  the  actual  amount  of 
his  indebtedness  to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment.  • 

Sec.  5.— The  officer  serving  the  writ  shall  take  and  retain  the  possession  of  the 
property  attached,  to  be  subject  to  a  judgment  or  decree  ot  the  court,  unless  the  per- 
son in  whose  possession  the  same  may  be  found  enters  into  bond  and  security  to  the 
officer,  to  be  approved  by  him,  in  at  least  double  the  value  of  the  property  attached, 
with  condition  that  the  property  shall  be  forthcoming  to  answer  the  judgment  of 
the  court  in  said  suit.  i-        4. 

S£Q.  6.— When  a  person  is  served  with  a  summons  as  garnishee,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  garnishe3  to  pay  to  the  officer 
the  amount  due  from  him  to  the  defendant:  Provided  it  does  not  exceed  the  amount 
claimed  and  sworn  to  in  the  attachment;  and  the  officer's  receipt  to  him  shall  bo 
hisexonerator  from  the  amount  so  paid. 

Si^e.  7.— Whenever  iudgment  is  rendered  against  any  garnishee,  and  it  shall 
appear  that  the  debt  from  him  to  the  defendant  in  the  attachment  is  not  yet  due, 
execution  shall  not  issue  against  him  until  the  same  shall  become  due;  and  property 
sold  by  virtue  of  a  writ  of  attachment  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  governing  pro- 
perty taken  and  sold  by  execution. 

Sec.  S.— If,  upon  the  sale  of  any  property  under  the  provision  of  this  act,  there 
is  any  surplus  left  in  the  hands  of  the  officer  after  satisfaction  of  the  judgement  and 
all  costs,  he  is  hereby  required  to  forthwith  pay  all  such  surplus  to  the  defendant, 
if  he  is  present;  and,  if  he  is  not  present,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be 
legally  demanded:  Provided,  that  if  the  defendant  be  a  non-resident  of  the  county, 
the  officer  shall  deposit  said  surplus  with  the  court,  who  shall  notify  the  defendant, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  of  the  amount  so  deposited  in  his  hands. 

Sec.  9.— That  sections  fourteen  and  fifteen  of  an  act  entitled  "an  act  regulating 
the  mode  of  procedure  in  civil  cases  in  the  courts  of  theTerritory  of  Utah  approvett 
Dec.  80,  1852,  also  an  act  entitled  "an  act  in  relation  to  attachments  and  garnKSli^ 
meuts,"  approved  Jan.  IG,  1R02,  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER    XII 


An  A  CT  concerning   Writs  of  Hcjilevin. 


iSEC.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  when  any  person  or  persons  shall  have  any  species  of  property  in  his, 
her,  or  their  possession,  and  such  property  shall  be  claimed  by  some  other  person  or 
persons,  and  be  demanded  by  such  other  person  or  persons,  and  if  it  be  not  given  to 
the  party  or  persons  that  have  made  the  demand,  the  party  demanding  may  file  an 
affidavit,  giving  good  security  to  the  opposite  party  for  costs  and  damages,  be'fore  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  within  the  county  where  such  property  may  be  situated,  or 
other  court  having  jurisdiction,  or  such  person  or  partv  holding  such  property  may 
be  found,  (or  where  he,  she,  or  they  may  reside)  the  afiidavit  shall  state  that  he,  she, 
or  they  are  the  rightful  owner  of  such  property,  describing  the  same,  and  in  .whose 
possession  it  may  be  found,  the  court  of  justice  shall  issue  a  writ,  directed  to  the 
sheriff',  or  constable,  or  other  officer. 

Sec,  2.— Such  sheriff,  or  constable,  or  other  officer,  shall  serve  such  writ  of 
replevin,  and  the  officer  shall  execute  such  writ  by  taking  into  his  custody  all  such 
property  that  is  specified  in  the  writ,  and  safely  keep  the  same  until  a  decree  of  the 
court  shall  be  had  thereon;  the  officer  shall  deliver  all  such  property  to  the  person 
or  party  in  whose  favor  the  decree  of  the  court  shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  3.— In  all  cases  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right  to  give  good  and 
sufficient  bail  to  the  court  issuing  a  writ  of  replevin,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
all  damages  and  costs;  and  when  bail  is  extended,  the  defendant  may  retain  the 
property  replevied,  until  a  decision  of  court  shall  be  had,  when  it  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  pei-son  in  whose  favor  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  given.  In  case  the 
defendant  shall  not  give  bail  as  herein  provided  for,  the  plaintifT  may,  by  giving 
bonds  with  securities  approved  by  the  court,  for  all  costs  and  damages  that  may 
accrue,  take  into  his  possession  the  property  in  dispute,  and  retain  the  same  until  a 
decree  of  the  court  shall  be  had  thereon. 

Sec.  4.— a  justice  of  the  peace  may  issue  a  writ  for  the  replevy  of  property,  and 
try  all  cases  of  replevin,  where  the  amount  of  property  in  dispute  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars;  where  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  exceed  that  sum,  he  shall 
transmit  a  copy  of  his  proceedings  in  issuing  said  writ  to  a  higher  court,  who  shall 
try  all  such  cases,  the  same  as  if  the  writ  had  been  issued  from  that  respective 
court^

CHAPTER    XIII. 

An  ACT  declarinrj  certain  things  io  he  property^  spccifijing  the  owner  thereof,  defining 
the  mode  for  recovering  its  possession,  and  providing  for  redress  of  any  grievances 
that  may  arise  from  ^proceedings  under  this  act. 

Sec.  1,— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  any  person  who  has  inclosed,  or  may  hereafter  inclose,  a  portion  or 
portions  of  unclaimed  government  land,  or  caused  "it  to  be  done  at  his  expense;  or 
has  purchased,  or  may  hereafter  purchase,  such  inclosure;  or  erected,  caused  to  be 
erected,  or  purchased  any  building  or  other  improvement  thereon,  or  may  hereafter 
do  so,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  lawful  owner  of  the  claim  to  the  possession  of  such 
inclosed  land,  and  the  lawful  owne»  of  the  improvements  thereon  and  thereunto 
appertaining;  and  he  shall  be  so  deemed  and  held  in  all  legal  proceedings,  and  in  all 
rights  and  doings  pertaining  or  relating  to  the  aforesaid  property. 

Sec.  2,— The  owner  of  any  property  specified  in  the  foregoing  section  is  hereby 
authorized,  in  order  to  recover  possession  thereof,  to  request,  without  process  from 
any  court  or  officer  thereof,  any  constable,  sheriff,  or  any  deputy  of  either  of  said 
officers,  to  proceed  forthwith  to  remove  any  person  and  his  effects,  who  has  unlawful 
or  forcible  possession  of  said  property;  or  to  remove  any  tenant  thereon  or  therein, 
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when  said  leuaut  fails  or  refuses  to  fulfil  any  of  the  terms  of  his  contract  %vitli  its 
owner,  ox  when  the  lease  of  said  tenant  has  expired,  or  when  said  tenant  is  wastino^ 
or  otherwise  damaging  the  aforesaid  property,  or  when  said  tenant  has  underlet 
said  property  or  any  part  thereof,  contrary  to  contract  or  against  the  express  wish  of 
the  owner,  or  when  said  tenant  shall  use  said  property  or  any  part  thereof  for  any- 
unlawful  or  disorderly  purpose,  or  purpose  not  specified  in  the  contract;  and  the 
aforesaid  constable  or  sheriff,  or  a  deputy  of  either,  is  hereby  required  and  empowered 
to  take  at  least  two  persons  with  him,  and  to  at  once  proceed  and  use  such  course  and 
resources  as  shall  be  requisite  to  remove  the  aforesaid  i>erson,  and  his  effects,  in 
unlawful  or  forcible  possession;  or  to  remove  any  tenant  and  his  effects  when  in 
possession  as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  jjlace  the  owner  in  full  and  peaceable 
possession  of  his  property.  Any  sheriff  or  other  officer,  refusing  to  discharge  the 
duties  as  required  in  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  exceeding " 
one  hundred  dollars.  « 

Skc.  3. — Should  any  person,  in  unlawful  or  violent  possession  of  property  as 
aforesaid,  or  any  tenant,  deem  hinaself  aggrieved  or  damaged  by  the  action,  under 
this  act,  of  any  owner  of  property,  or  of  "any  constable,  sherifT,  or  deputy  of  either, 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  is  hereby  required  and  empowered  to  hear  and 
adiudicate  the  complaint  of  the  aforesaid  person  or  teiiunt.

CHAPTER    XIV. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  the  estates  of  deQedenfs. 

Skc.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  any  person  of  full  age  and  sound  mind  may  dispose,  by  will,  of  all  his 
property,  except  what  is  sufficient  to  pay  his  debts,  or  what  is  allowed  as  homestead 
or  otherwise  to  wife  or  family;  property  subsequently  acciuired  may  also  be  devised. 

Sec.  2. — Personal  property  may  be  bequeathed'by  verbal  will,  if  witnessed  by 
two  competent  witnesses;  all  other  wills  to  be  valid  must  be  in  writing,  -sWtnessed  by 
two  competent  witnesses,  and  signed  by  the  testator,  or  by  some  person  in  his 
presence  and  by  his  express  direction. 

Sec.  3. — Posthumous  children,  unprovided  for  by  the  father's  will,  shall  inherit 
the  same  interest  as  though  no  will  had  been  made. 

Sec.  4. — Wills  duly  sealed  up  and  endorsed  may  be  deposited  with  the  clerk  of 
the  probate  court,  whose  duty  it  is  to  file  arid  safely  preserve  the  same  until  the 
death  of  the  testator  or  testators,  unless  they  themselves  sooner  demand  them. 

Sec.  5. — Any  person  having  the  custody  of  a  will  shall,  at  the  first  stated  term 
of  the  court,  after  being  informed  of  the  death  of  the  testator,  bring  the  same  into 
court,  where  it  shall  be  publicly  read. 

Sec.  6.— Wills,  when  proved  and  allowed,  shall  have  a  certificate  thereof 
endorsed  or  annexed  thereto,  signed  by  the  clerk,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the 
court,  all  of  which  shall  he  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purposef  and  every 
will  so  certified,  or  record  thereof,  or  a  transcript  of  such  record  duly  authenticated, 
may  be  read  in  evidence  in  all  courts  within  this  Territory,  without  further  proof. 
Wills  must  be  thus  allowed  and  attested,  to  be  carried  into  eflFect. 

Sec.  7.— Executors  are  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  will;  and  if  there  is  no  executor 
appointed  in  the  will,  or  if  he,  or  they  shall  fail  to  qualify  or  act,  they  may  be 
appointed  by  the  court.  The  court  may  also,  for  good  cause,  remove  executors,  as 
also  fill  vacancies. 

Sec.  8.— In  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  any  deceased  non-resident,  an 
executor  may  be  appointed  and  quality  himself  as  requiredof  other  executors,  unless 
another  executor  has  previously  been  appointed  iii  this  Territory. 

Sec.  9.— Where  no  executor  is  appointed  by  will,  administration  shall  be 
granted:  first,  to  the  wife  of  the  deceased;  second,  to  his  next  of  kin;  third,  to  his 
creditors;  fourth,  to  any  other  person  whom  the  court  may  select;  mid  the  court  may 
unite  individuals  belonging  to  the  same  or  different  clas^ses  as  executors,  whenever 
it  deems  such  a  course  expedient.  The  court  must  not  appoint  a  ])erson,  as  executor, 
who  is  manifestly  unsuitable  for  the  discharge  of  the  tru^^t,  nor  who  is  a  minor. 
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Sec.  jo. — Every  executor,  before  entering  upoa  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  must 
give  bonds  in  such  penalty  and  securities  as  the  judge  of  the  court  approves,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to 
the  same  import,  which  oatli  and  bond  shall  be  filed  iu  the  probate  court's  office. 
New  bonds,  and  increased  penalties  and  new  securities  may  be  required,  whenever 
the  court  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

Sec.  11. — The  court,  when  there  is  necessary  delay  in  granting  a  commission  to 
any  executor  to  act,  may,  in  its  discretion,  appoint  one  or  more  special  executors, 
to  collect  and  preserve  the  property  of  the  deceased,  who  shall  qualify  as  above  re- 
quired. All  executors  shall  make  out  and  file  an  inventory  of  all  the  estate  and 
effects,  personal  and  real,  belonging  to  such  estate,  in  the  probate  court's  office  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  his  commission.  Upon  granting  full  administration  the 
powers  of  special  executors  shall  cease,  and  all  the  business  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  general  executor. 

Sec.  12. — Nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed,  when  the  interests  of  creditors 
are  not  prejudiced  thereby,  as  to  hinder  the  testator  or  the  court  prescribing  the 
manner  of  winding  up  the  aflfairs  of  the  estate,  or  continuing  his  business  in  which 
the  deceased  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  death,  in  order  to  wind  up  his  affairs 
with  greater  advantage  to  the  interest  of  the  estate. 

Sec.  13, — All  personal  property  of  the  deceased  must  be  appraised  by  appraisers 
appointed  by  the  court;  and  if  any  portion  of  such  property  be  in  another  county, 
the  same  appraisers  may  serve,  or  others  may  be  appointt^d  by  the  court  or  by  a  dis- 
i»terested  justice  of  the  peace  of  such  county;  and  a  supplemental  inventory  and 
appraisement  must  be  made  out  whenever  the  existence  of  other  property  i»  dis- 
covered. 

Sec.  14. — When  the  deceased  leaves  a  wife  or  family,  no  property  exempt  by  law 
from  execution  shall  be  considered  assets,  or  ati ministered  upon,  but  shall  be  heW 
for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  wife  or  family,  und  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debts 
against  the  estate. 

Sec.  15. — All  persons  having  any  of  the  property  or  effects  of  a  deceased  person 
in  their  hands  wrongfully,  are  required  to  deliver  them  up  to  the  tjxecutor  of  the 
estate.  The  executor,  with  the  approbation  of  tlie  court,  may  compound  with  any 
debtor  of  the  estate  who  may  be  thought  unable  to  pay  his  whole  indebtedness,  or 
in  order  to  avoid  doubtful  litigation. 

Sec.  16. — The  court,  on  application  of  the  executor,  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
direct  the  sale  of  such  portions  of  personal  efl^ects  as  are  of  a  perishable  nature,  or 
which  from  any  cause  would  otherwise  be  likely  to  depreciate  in  value,  and  also  such 
portions  as  are  necessary  to  pay  ofl'the  debts  and  charges  upon  the  estate.  If  the 
personal  effects  are  found  insufficient  to  satisfy  such  charges,  a  sufficient  portion  of 
real  estate  may  be  ordered  to  be  sold  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  17. — Property  may  be  sold  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  shall  be  most 
conducive  to  the  interest  of  said  estate,  and  reasonable  and  general  notice  of  public 
sale  must  always  previously  be  given. 

Sec.  18 — When  real  estate  is  sold,  conveyance  of  the  interest  of  the  decedent 
may  be  made  by  the  executor,  under  the  approval  of  the  court. 

Sec.  19. — Property  may  also  be  sold  upon  credit,  not  exceeding  twelve  months, 
whenever  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  interest  of  the  estate  will  be  promoted  there- 
by. 

Sec.  'J.0. — As  soon  as  the  executors  are  possessed  of  sufficient  means,  over  and 
above  the  expense  of  administration,  they  shall  pay  off  the  charges  of  the  last  sick- 
ness and  funeral  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  21. — They  shall,  in  the  next  place,  pay  any  allowance  which  may  be  made 
by  the  court  for  the  maintenance  of  a  widow  or  nainor  children.  Other  demands 
against  the  estate  are  next  payable;  after  which,  legacies  may  be  paid  and  distribu- 
tion made  to  heirs  by  descent.  A  neglect  or  failure  on  the  part  of  any  creditor  to 
give  notice  of  his  claini  to  the  executor  or  the  court,  and  not  proving  the  same  within 
two  years  from  and  after  the  granting  of  administration  upon  said  estate,  shall  prove 
a  bar  to  the  filing  of  it  ever  after,  unless  the  said  claim  is  in  litigation,  or  unless 
unavoidable  circumstances  entitle  the  claimant  to  equitable  relief. 

Sec.  22.— If  thete  are  not  likely  to  be  sufficient  means  in  all  to  pay  off  the 
whole  of  the  debts  of  any  one  class,  the  court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  strike  a 
dividend  of  the  means  oh  hand  amoDg  the  creditors  of  that  class,  and  the  executor 
shall  pay  the  several  amounts  accordingly. 

Sec.  23. — The  personal  estate  of  the  deceased,  not  necessary  for  the  payment  of 
debts  not  otherwise  disposed  of  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  distributed  to  the  same 
persons  and  in  the  same  proportions  as  though  it  were  real  estate.  The  distribu- 
tion shares  shall  be  paid  over  as  fast  as  the  executor  can  properly  do  so.  The  prop- 
erty itself  shall  be  distributed  in  kind,  whenever  that  can  be  done  satisfactorily  and 
equitably;  iu  other  cases  the  court  may  direct  the  property  to  be  sold,  and  the  pro- 
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ceeds  to  be  distributed.     When  the  circumstances  of  the  family  require  it,  the  court 
in  addition  to  what  is  herein  before  set  apart  for  their  use,  may  direct  impartial  dis- 
tribuliou  of  the  money  or  effects  on  hand  at  any  time  after  tiling  the  inventory,  he 
being  satisfied  tliat  said  amount,  so  distributed,  will  eventually  be  coming  to  said 
family. 

Sec.  24,— The  homestead  occupied  by  the  wife,  or  any  portion  of  the  family 
of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  bis  death,  shall  in  all  cases  be  held  free  to  the  use  Qf 
the  wife  and  family  of  the  deceased,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  claim  or  claims 
against  said  estate;  and  if  there  be  other  property  remaining  after  the  liabilities  of 
the  estate  are  liquidated,  then  it  shall,  in  the  absence  of  other  arrangements  bv  will, 
descend  in  equal  shart's  to  hi;^  children  or  theii'  heirs;  one  share  to  such  heirs  thrcuj"-!! 
the  mother  of  such  children,  if  she  shall  survive  him,  during  her  natural  life,  or  dur- 
ing her  widowhood;  or  if  he  has  had  more  than  one  wife  who  either  died  or  survived 
in  lawful  wedlock,  it  shall  be  equally  divided  betvveen  the  living  and  the  heirs  of  those 
who  are  dead,  such  heirs  taken  by  light  of  representation. 

Sec.  25.— Illegitimate  cb.iklren  and  their  mothers  inherit  in  like  manner  from 
the  father,  whether  acknowledged  by  him  or  not:  Provided  it  shall  be  made  to  ap- 
pear, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that  he  was  the  lather  of  such  illegitimate  child 
or  children. 

Sec.  26. — The  pra-ents  or  parent,  if  only  one  be  living,  may  inherit  the  estate  of 
their  children  when  they  shall  die  without  wife  or  issue;  but  in  all  cases  where  the 
deceased  leaves  a  vrife,  the  inheritance  shall  not  pass  therefrom,  so  long  as  the  name 
of  the  dead  shall  be  perpetuated  thereon. 

Sec,  27, — Property  given  by  an  intestate  by  way  of  advancement  to  an  heir  shall 
be  considered  part  of  the  estate,  so  far  as  regards  the  division  and  distribution  there- 
of, and  shall  be  taken  by  such  heir  towards  hi^  share  of  the  estate  at  what  it  would 
at  the  time  be  worth,  if  in  the  condition  in  which  it  was  when  given  to  him;  but  if 
such  advancement  exceeds  the  amount  to  which  he  would  be  entitled,  he  cannot  be 
required  to  refund  any  portion  thereof. 

Sec.  28. — The  husband  shall  inherit  the  estate  ©fa  deceased  wife  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  wife  the  estate  of  the  deceased  husband,  and  the  like  interest  shall  in 
the  same  manner  descend  to  their  respective  heirs. 

Sec,  29— Esecutora  have  power  to  complete  the  performance  of  contracts  made 
by  the  intestate,  either  to  receive  or  give  c<mveyances  to  real  estates  upon  the  fulfil- 
ment of  the  terms  of  any  contract  previously  so  made. 

Sec,  30. — Executors  shsll  at  least  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if  requfred  Viy  the 
court,  render  his  account  to  the  court,  showing  the  condition  of  the  estate,  its  debts 
and  effects;  he  must  account  for  all  property  mentioned;  but  the  appraisement  shall 
be  taken  only  as  presumptive  evidence  of  its  value,  neither  shall  the  executor  claim 
any  benefit  from  the  sale  of  property  at  a  higher  price  than  the  appraisement;  nor  is 
he  chargeable  with  any  loss  occasioned  without  any  fault  of  his  own. 

Sec.  31, — Upon  the  final  settlement  by  the  executor,  an  order  shall  be  entered 
discharging  him  from  further  duties  and  responsibilities. 

Sec,  32, — Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  hinder  or  delay 
any  proceedings  or  orders  already  made  by  any  court  having,  previous  to  this  act,  had 
jurisdiction  in  the  settlement  of  estates.

CHAPTER    XV.

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  ITtab:  Tliat  when  tvvo  thirds  of  the  citizens  of  any  settlement  vote  t«)  remove 
the  surplus  s^ock  from  the  gra>s  needed  for  their  milch  tow.-i  and  work  atiimals,  if 
any  person  refiis-es  or  neirlecfs  tf)  rpinove  his  surplus  stock,  lo  wit:  all  stock  rxcept 
milch  cows  a  lid  theirsuckiii«calve«,  an  i  in. mIs  needed  and  bein>j:  used  for  riding,  break- 
ing,pncking,ordryft,and  swinecon^-tantly  kepT  in  peiisoryards,any  pei8r)n  havingthe 
care'of  the  surplus  stock  of  s-atd  settlement  is  hereby  authnri/.ed  and  required  to  re- 
move and  take  care  of  the  surplus  stock  of  any  owner  refusing  or  neglecting  to  re- 
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move  hi:^  onvu,  and  for  sucii  services  shall  be  eutitled  to  tlie  same  amount  others  pay 
for  herding  the  stock  of  said  settlemeot,   and  five  dollars  in  addition  to  that  amount, 
and  may  retain  lawful  possession  of  said  animals  until   .^aid   suui   is  paid,    and   may 
proceed  for  its  collection  as  in  action  for  debt.

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C  H  A  P  T  E  R     XVI. 

An  ACT  Defining  ivJicft  may  be  Trespass  and  Lamage. 

Sec.  1. — Beit  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  if  anj'  person  or  persons  shall  cut  grass  for  hay  on  any  land  be- 
longing to  another  person  or  persons,  without  his,  or  their  consent,  an  action  of  tres- 
pass may  be  had  against  such  offender,  and  damages  recovered  by  process  of  law. 

Sec.  2. — If  any  person  shall  cut  or  haul  off  timber  from  the  possession  of  an- 
other person,  without  his  or  their  cousent,  an  action  of  trespass  and  damage  may  be 
had  against  such  offender. 

Sec.  3. — If  any  person  shall  take  any  species  of  property  belonging  to  another, 
publicly,  but  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  an  action  of  trespa^^a  may  be  had 
against  such  offender,  and  damages  recovered  by  law. 

Sec.  4. — If  any  person  shall  ride  across,  or  drive  a  wagon  through  a  field  of  grain, 
oroverany  enclosed  ground,  belonging  to  another  person,  an  action  of  trespass  may  be 
had  against  such  offender,  and  all  damages  recovered. 

Sec.  5. — If  any  person  shall  drive  through,  or  lay  down,  a  fence  belonging  to 
another  person,  and  shall  fail  to  put  the  same  up,  such  oflender  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages,  ta  be  recovered  under  an  action  of  trespass. 

Sec.  6. — An  action  for  damages  may  be  sustained  for  goods  stored  or  property  in 
the  possession  of  another  person,  that  may  be  damaged  while  in  such  possession. 

Sec.  7.— That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  there  shall  have  been  a  division  of 
water  lawfull^f  made  in  any  county  or  precinct  in  this  Territory,  for  irrigation  oi 
other  purposes,  shall  in  any  way  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  any  per.son  or  pursona, 
they  shall  be  liable  in  an  action  of  trespass  to  the  parties  damaged,  and  liable  to  be 
fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  S. — That  all  damage  done  to  fruit  or  shade  trees  in  or  around  enclosures  or 
lots,  by  careless  driving,  or  the  tying  up  of  cattle  and  horses,  or  any  needless  de- 
struction of  any  such  shade  or  fruit  trees,  shall  be  considered  a  trespass,  and  such 
person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  fur  damage  and  tine  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 
court  having  jurisdiction.

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CHAPTER    XVII. 

An  ACT  concerning  Masters -and  Apprentices. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  That  any  minor  child  may  be  bound  to  service  until  the  attainment  of  the 
age  of  legal  majority;  such  binding  must  be  by  written  indenture,  specifying  the 
terms  of  agreement,  age  of  the  minor  (if  known,)  and  shall  moreover  be  signed  by 
the  minor  if  over  twelve  years  of  age.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  Selectmen  or  Probate  Court  from  binding  out  any  idle,  vicious  or  vagrant 
minor  child  without  his  or  her  consent,  or  the  cousent  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of 


ucbmin  or  chiid,  if  such  parent  or  guardian  neglects,  refut-eo,  or  otherwise  fails  in 
roperly  controlling  the  actions  and  education  of  such  minor,  and  does  not  train  him 
or  her  up  in  some  useful  avocation. 

Sec.  2.— It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  Selectmen  to  look  after  and  take  notice 
of  all  such  cases,  and  when  they  shall  find  the  minor  child  incorrigible,  and  the 
parents  unable,  unwilling,  or  negligent,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  bind  him  or  her 
but  to  some  suitable  person,  to  be  trained  to  some  useful  vocation. 

Sec.  3. — The  powers,  liabilities  and  duties  of  master,  and  the  rights  of  the  ap- 
prentice are  the  same  as  those  of  parent  and  child  respectively,  except  as  to  inherit- 
ance, and  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4. — The  parent,  guardian,  or  officer,  by  whose  act  or  consent  any  minor  is 
thus  bound,  must  watch  over  the  interest  of  the  minor  so  bound,  and  take  measures 
for  his  or  her  relief,  whenever  circumstances  shall  justify  or  the  true  interest  of  the 
minor  child  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  5. — If  the  master  shall  illtreat  his  apprentice,  or  in  any  manner  palpably 
fail  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  iu  regard  to  said  apprentice,  the  said  apprentice 
may  be  discharged  from  further  service,  and  may  moreover  recover  damages  and 
compensation  for  services. 

Sec.  6. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master  to  correct  and  teach  such  minor  child 
to  observe  the  principles  ©f  good  order  and  industry,  and  train  him  or  her  to  some 
useful  avocation.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  minor  child  to  observe 
obedience  to  and  respect  for  the  requirements  of  the  master.  But  if  the  apprentice, 
bound  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  to  serve  according  to  the  terms  of  the  indenture,  or 
grossly  misbehave,  and  the  master  shall  be  incapable  or  unable  to  influence  or  con- 
trol such  apprentice,  he  may  be  discharged  from  further  obligations  or  liability,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  in  the  event  of  a  dissolution,  the  apprentice  shall  re- 
ceive such  allowance  for  the  service  previouslj'  rendered  as- may  be  considered  just 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

Sec.  7.— The  death  of  the  master,  or  his  removal  from  the  Territory,  worksadis- 
solutionof  the  indentures,  unless  otherwise  provided  therein,  or  unless  the  appren- 
tice shall  elect  to  continue  in  his  service. 

Sec.  8. — Any  person,  apprentice  or  servant,  wlio  shall  have  so  elected,  or  agreed 
to  render  service  in  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  country,  shall  come  under  the  same 
regulations  and  requirements  as  herein  provided,  ay  such  agreements  or  indentures 
for  services  being  held  as  inviolate  and  binding  as  if  they  had  been  entered  into,  and 
executed  within  this  Territory. 

Sec.  9.— If  from  habitual  intemperance,  and  vicious  and  brutal  conduct,  or  from 
vicious,  brutal  and  criminal  conduct  towards  said  minor  child,  the  parent  of  the  same 
shall  be  considered  an  unsuifable  person  to  retain  the  guardianship  or  control  the 
education  of 'said  child,  the  .Tudgeof  Probate  Court  or  Selectmen  may  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  to  be  the  guardian  of  such  child,  and  may,  if  deemed  expedient,  also 
cause  said  minor  child  to  be  bound  as  an  apprentice  to  some  suitable  person,  during 
his  or  her  minority.  ISTothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  take  such  minor 
child,  if  either  the  father  or  mother  be  a  proper  guardian. 

Sec.  10.— The  strict  observance  of  the  provisions  of  the  indentures  on  the  part 
of  the  master  and  apprentice  must  be  considered  essential  to  entitle  either  party  to 
the  benefits  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  Selectmen  or  the  pro- 
bate court  shall  inquire  into  sucii  observance,  before  either  awarding  compensation 
or  damages,  or  otherwise  discharging  or  releasing  either  party  from  the  requirements 
of  such  indentures,  or  the  provisions  of  law  in  such  cases  made  and  provided.  No- 
thing herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  effect  a  release  of  either  party  from 
service  or  obligation,  as  the  case  may  be,  where  the  agreement  or  indentures  have 
been  entered  into  in  any  foreJ;;a  state  or  country,  or  in  this  Territory  for  a  longer 
period.  ,, 

Sec.  11.— The  master  shall  send  the  said  minor  child  to  school  betweeen  tlie  ages 
of  six  and  sixteen,  three  months  in  each  year,  if  there  be  a  school  m  the  "Jstrict  or 
vicinity;  and  at  all  times,  and  in  all  cases  the  master  shall  clothe  the  minor  child  in 
a  comfortable  and  beeorping  manner.

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CHAPTER    XVIII. 

An  ACT  in  Relation  to  Minora. 

Sec.  1. — Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
©f  Utah:  That  the  period  of  minority  extends  in  males  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years; 
and  in  females  to  that  of  eighteen  years;  but  all  minors  obtain  their  majority  by 
marriage, 

Skc.  2. — A  minor  is  bound,  not  only  by  contracts  for  necessaries,  but  also  by  his 
other  contracts,  unless  he  disaffirms  them  within  a  reasonable  time  after  be  attains 
his  majority,  and  restores  to  the  other  party  all  money  or  proi)erty  received  by  him 
by  virtue  of  said  contract,  and  remaining  v/ithin  his  control  at  any  time  after  attain- 
ing his  majority. 

Sec.  o! — No  contract  can  be  thus  disaffirmed  in  cases  where  on  account  of  the  minor's 
own  misrepresentations  as  to  his  majority,  or  from  his  having  engaged  in  business  as 
adult,  the  other  party  had  good  reason  to  believe  the  minor  capable'of  contracting. 

Sec.  4. — When  a  contract  for  the  personal  services  of  a  minor  has  been  made  with 
him  alone,  and  those  services  are  afterwards  performed,  payment  made  therefor  to 
such  minor  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  is  a  full  satisfaction  for  those 
services,  and  the  parent  or  guardian  cannot  recover  therefor  a  second  time. 

Approved  Feb  6,  1852. 
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CHAPTEIi    XIX. 
An  ACTin  relation  to  Guardians. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  father  is  the  natural  guardian  of  the  person  or  persons  of  his  minor 
children.  If  he  dies  without  appointing  any  guardian,  or  is  incapable  of  acting,  the 
m.other  becomes  the  guardian. 

Sec.  2. — The  natural  and  actual  guardian  of  any  minor  child  may  by  will  appoint 
another  guardian  for  such  minor:  Provided,  where  both  parents  are  dead,  or  disquali- 
fied to  act  as  guardian,  the  Probate  Judge  or  Selectmen  may  appoint  one. 

Sec.  3. — When  a  divorce  is  decreed  or  obtained,  such  order  in  relation  to  the  chil- 
dren and  property  of  the  parties,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  wife  may  be  made  as 
shall  be  deemed  right  and  proper;  subsequent  changes  may  be  made  by  the  probate 
court  or  Selectmen,  in  those  respects  when  circumstances  render  them  expedient. 

Sec.  4. — In  cases  where  the  minor  has  property  not  derived  from  either  parent,  a 
guardian  may  be  appointed  by  the  court  or  Selectmen  to  manage  such  property.  Tbe 
father  or  mother,  if  deemed  a  suitable  person  for  that  purpose,  may  be  appointed  the 
guardian  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of  his  or  her  minor  child. 

Sec.  5. — If  the  minor  be  over  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  of  sound  intellect,  he 
may  select  his  own  guardian,  subject  to  the  apj^ointment  of  the  Probate  Court  or 
Selectmen. 

Sec.  G. — Guardians  must  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the  court  or  Selectmen,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  court  of  probate. 

Sec.  7. — All  property  belonging  to  minors  must  be  inventoried,  appraised,  and  a 
copy  of  the  appraisement  filed  in  theP  robate  Court's  office,  within  twenty  days  after 
theguardian  shall  have  been  qualified.  Guardians  of  the  persons  of  minors  have  the 
same  power  and  control  over  them  that  parents  would  have  if  living. 

Sec.  8.— If  necessary  for  the  minor's  support  or  education,  to  dispose  of  the 
minor's  property,  either  jjersonal  or  real,  the  guardian  may  do  so,  by  giving  general 
notice  ten  days  iDrevious  to  said  sale;  all  sales  must  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Pro- 
bate Court,  who  shall  cause  the  bonds  of  the  guardian  to  be  increased,  if  he  shall  deem 
it  necessary.  The  Court  or  Selectmen  may  also  direct  the  postponement  of  such  sale 
for  further  notice  or  consideration ,  if  they  ai'e  of  opinion  tiiat  the  interest  of  the  minor 
would  be  promoted  thereby.    The  avails  of  all  such  sales  shall  be  aceouuted  for, 
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and  the  inventory  filed  in  the  Court  of  Probate's  office,  and  applied  under  his 
direction. 

Sec.  9.— Conveyances  of  property  niaj-  be  made  under  the  direction  @f  the  court 
by  the  guardian. 

Sec.  10. — A  failure  to  comply  Avith  any  order  of  the  court  or  requirement  of  the 
Selectmen,  in  relation  to  guardianship,  may  involve  the  dismissal  of  the  guardian, 
and  may  be  deemed  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  his  bond,  for  which  he  shall  be  liable, 
and  the  court  may  appoint  a  new  guardian,  if  it  shall  deem  it  necessary.  Guardians 
shall  account  to  the  court  annually  on  oath,  or  oftener  if  required  by  the  court  or 
select  men. 

Sec.  11. — Where  a  new  guardian  is  appointed,  the  effects  of  the  minor,  which  are 
in  the  hands  of  his  predecessor,  are  to  be  delivered  up  to  such  new  guardian. 

Sec.  12. — Guardians  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  court  may  from  time 
to  time  allow.  The  amount  allowed,  and  the  service  for  whicli  the  allowance  vras 
made,  must  be  entered  upon  tlie  records  of  the  court.

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CHAPTER    XX. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Bills  of  Divorce. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Utah:  That  the  court  of  probate  in  the  county  where  the  plaintiff  resides 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  divorce  and  alimony,  and  of  guarcUanship,  and 
distribution  of  property  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  2.— The  petition  for  a  bill  of  divorce  must  be  made  in  writing,  upon  oath  or 
affirmation/ and  must  state  clearly  and  specifically  the  causes  on  account  of  which  the 
plaintiff  seeks  relief.  If  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  person  so  applying  is  a  resident 
of  the  Territory,  or  vv'ishes  to  become  one;  and  that  the  application  is  made  in  sin- 
cerity and  of  her  own  free  will  and  choice,  and  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  peti- 
tionf  then  the  court  may  decree  a  divorce  from  the  bonds  of  matrimony  against  the 
husijand;  for  any  of  the  following  causes,  to  wit: 

Imnotence  of  the  defendant  at  the  time.of  marriage;  adultery  committed  by  de- 
fendant subsequent  to  marriage;  wilful  desertion  of  his  wife  by  the  defendant,  or 
absenting  himself  without  a  reasonable  cause  for  more  than  one  year;  habitual 
drunkeness  of  defendant  subsequent  to  marriage;  conviction  of  defendant  for  telony 
subsequent  to  marriage;  inhuman  treatment  so  as  to  endanger  the  life  of  the  defend- 
ant's wife;  when  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  and  conviction  of  the 
court,  that  the  parties  cannot  live  in  peace  and  union  together,  and  that  their  welfare 
requires  a  separation.  .^   -.     a,     ti 

Sec.  3.— The  husband  may  in  all  eases  obtain  a  divorce  from  his  wife  for  the  like 
causes,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  wife  obtains  a  divorce  fi-om  her  husband. 

Sec.  4.— Xothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  Courts  of 
probate  from  deferring  their  decree  of  a  divorce.'when  the  same  is  applied  for,  to  any 
specified  time,  not  exceeding  one  year,  when  it  appears  to  him  that  a  compromise 
might  at  a  future  time  be  made  between  the  parties.  During  the  time  ot  sucii  ae- 
ferance  on  the  part  of  the  court,  the  bonds  and  engagements  of  matrimony  may  not 
be  violated  by  the  parties.  ,        ^    .  -j   3  e 

Sec.  5.— The  defendant,  unless  in  a  case  of  absence  heretofore  provided  for  on 
his  or  her  part,  shall  have  the  right  to  appear,  and  shall  receive  a  proper  and  timely 
warning  thereto;  should  the  defendant  fail  to  appear,  the  court  may,  if  satisfied  that 
the  complainant  is  the  iniured  party,  and  his  or  her  claims  are  just  and  well  ground- 
ed, decree  a  dissolution  of  the  marriage  contract  between  the  complainant  and  ae- 

^^  Sec*  6.— When  a  divorce  is  decreed,  the  court  shall  make  such  order  in  relation 
to  the  children  and  property  of  the  parties,  and  the  maintenance  ot  the  wife,  ami 
such  portion  of  the  children  as  may  be  awarded  to  her,  as  may  be  just  and  <>qwitable. 
Provided,  that  if  the  children  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  ten  year_^,  and  possess 
sound  mind,  they  shall  have  the  privilege  to  select  of  their  owj.  |'-«v^'^\'  '^^^'^j^^^.^i'Tf  • 
to  which  of  their  parents  they  will  attach  themselves:    Provided  lurther,  that  the 
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parties  maj^,  with  the  approval  of  the  court,  themselves  agree  upon  the  distributiou 
of  the  property  and  disposal  of  the  children:  Provided  further,  that  when  it  shall 
appear  to  the  court  at  a  future  time,  that  it  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  rmrties 
concerned,  that  a  change  should  be  efTected  in  regard  to  the  former  disposal  of'child- 
ren  or  distribution  of  proi^erty,  the  court  shall  have  power  to  make  such  change  as 
will  be  conducive  to  the  best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  7. — ¥/hen  a  divorce  is  decreed,  the  defendant  or  guilty  party  forfeits  all 
rights  acquired  by  marriage. 

Sec.  8. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  courts  of  probate  in  their  respective  counties, 
to  punish  by  fine  or  imprisonmeut,  or  both,  at  their  discretion,  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  stir  up  unwarrantable  litigation  between  husband  and  wife,  or  seek  to 
bring  about  a  separation  between  them. 

Approved  March  6,  1852. 
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CHAPTERXXI. 

An  A€T procidlnr/  for  the  iiianagcmciit  of  ccri am  property. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
oi  Utah:  That  the  Probate  Judge  in  each  county  is  empowered  and  required  to  take 
possession  of  all  property  left  by  any  deceased  or  abscondent  person,  when  there  is 
no  legal  claimant  known,  or  sufficiently  near  to  see  to  it  in  season;  and  shall  forth- 
with appraise  and  make  two  lists  of  said  property,  and  keep  one  on  file,  and  furnish 
one  to  the  Ti'easurer  of  the  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund. 

Sec.  2. — It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  person  having  such  property  in  his 
possession,  or  knowing*  it  to  be  in  the  possession'  of  any  other  person,  to  report  the 
property  forthwith,  and  the  name  of  the  person  in  possession  thereof,  to  the  Probate 
Judge  of  the  county  where  said  possessor  is  at  the  time;  and  said  Judge  shall  take 
possession  of  such  property  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  iiroceed  therewith  as  required 
above. 

Sec.  S. — At  the  earliest  j^racticable  date,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  place  said 
property,  or  the  avails  thereof,  in  the  possession  of  said  Fund,  the  value  thereof  to 
remain  there  until  proven  away  by  a  legal  claimant,  when  said  Judge  shall  give  an 
order  therefor  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund. 

Sec.  4. — A  failure  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this  act  may  be  punished 
by  costs,  damages,  and  fine,  adjudged  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction.

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CHAPTER    XXII, 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Crimes  and  Punishment. 

TITLE  I. 
Offences  against  the  Territory. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  whoever  is  guilty  of  treason,  by  levying  war  against  the  Territory,  or 
by  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort,  shall  be  punished  with 
death. 

Sec.  2. — If  any  person  have  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  treason 
a'^ainst  the  Territory,  and  conceal  the  same,  and  not,  as  soon  as  may  be,  disclose 
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sucli  offence  to  theGovenior,;orsome  judge  of  the  Territory,  he  is  guiltj'  of  misprision 
of  treason,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  Le  imprisoned 
not  exceeding  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  3.— Xo  person  can  be  convicted  of  the  crime  of  treason,  unless  on  the 
evidence  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  open  conlession  in  open  court. 

TITLE  II. 
Ofleuces  against  tUe  lives  and  persons  ot  Individuals. 

Sec.  4.— Whoever  kills  any  human  being,  with  malice  aforethought,  either 
expressed  or  implied,  is  guilty  of  murder. 

Sec.  5. — Alf  murder  which  is  perpetrated  by  means  of  poison,  or  lying  in  wait 
or  any  other  kind  of  wilful,   deliberate,  and  premeditated  killing,   or  which  is 
committed  in  the  perpetration,  or  attempt  to  perpetrate  any  arson,  rape,  robbery, 
mayhem,  or  burglary,  is  murder  of  the  first  degree,  and  shall  be  punished  with 
death. 

Sec.  G. — Whoever  commits  murder,  otherwise  than  is  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
Section,  is  guilty  of  murder  of  the  second  degree,  and  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  life,  or  for  a  term  not  less  than  ten  years. 

Sec.  7. — Upon  the  trial  of  an  indictment  for  murder,  the  jury,  if  they  find  the 
defendant  guilty,  must  inquire,  and  in  their  verdict  declare  whether  he  be  guilty  of 
murder  in  the  first  or  second  degree.  But  if  such  defendant  be  convicted  upon  his 
own  cjonfession  in  open  court,  the  court  must  proceed,  by  tjie  examination  of 
witnesses,  to  determine  the  degree  of  murder,  and  award  sentence  accordingly. 

Sec.  8. — Whoever  fights  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons,  and  inflicts  a  mortal 
wound  on  his  antagonist,  wlierefrom  death  ensues,  is  guilty  of  murder  of  the  first 
degree,  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  9. — Any  person  who  fights  a  duel  with  deadly  weax^ons,  or  is  present  at  the 
fighting  of  such  duel,  as  aid,  second,  or  surgeon,  or  advises,  encourages,  or  promotes 
such  duel,  although  death  do  not  ensue;  and  any  person  who  challenges  another  to 
fight  a  duel,  or  §ends  or  delivers  any  verbal  or  written  message,  purporting,  or 
intended  to  I'e  such  challenge,  although  no  duel  ensue;  and  any  person  who  accepts 
such  challenge,  or  w^ho  consents  to  act  as  a  second,  aid,  or  surgeon,  on  such  accept- 
ance, or  who  advises,  encourages,  or  promotes  the  same,  although  no  duel  ensue; 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  four 
hundred  doIJurs,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  three  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Skc.  10.— If  any  person  vex  another,  or  in  writing  or  print  use  any  reproachful 
or  contemptuous  language  to,  or  concerning  another,  for  not  fighting  a  duel,  or  for 
not  sending  or  accepting  a  fhalleuge,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  three  liiindred 
dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months, 
nor  less  than  two  months. 

Sec.  11. — Any  person  guilty  of  manslaughter  shall  be  punibluni  by  imprisonment 
not  more  than  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year,  and  Ijy  fine  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  12.— If  any  person,  with  intent  to  maim  or  disfigure,  cut  or  maim  the 
tongue,  put  out  or  destroy  an  eye,  cut,  silt,  or  tear  ofl'an  ear,  cut,  slit,  or  mutilate  the 
nose,  or  lip,  or  cut  off,  or  disable  a  limb,  or  any  member  of  any  other  i:)erson,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  and  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 

.  Sec.  13. — If  ajiy  person  with  force  or  violence,  or  by  putting  in  fear,  steal  and 
take  from  the  person  of  another  any  property  that  is  tiie  subject  of  larceny,  he  is 
guilty  of  robbery,  and  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  ofleuce, 
as  is  provided  in  the  following  two  sections. 

Sec.  14.— If  suchofl'euder,  at  the  timeof  such  robbery,  is  armed  with  a  dangerous 
weapon,  with  intent,  if  resisted,  to  kill  or  maim  the  person  robbed;  or  if,  being  so 
armed,  he  wound  or  strike  the  person  robbed;  or  if  he  have  any  (tonfcderates  aiding 
and  abetting  him  in  such  robbery  present,  and  so  armed;  he  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  and  not  less  than  ten 
years. 

Sec.  15.— If  such  offender  commit  such  robbery,  otherwise  than  is  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ton 
years,  nor  less  than  two  years. 

Sec.  1G.— Ifany  person  ravish  and  carnally  know  any  female  of  the  age  of  ten 
years,  or  more,  by  force  and  against  her  will,  or  carnally  know  and  abuse  any 
female  child,  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  life,  or  not  less  than  ten  years. 

Sec.  17.— If  any  perFon  take  any  woman  unlawfully  and  against  licr  will,  and 
by  force,  menace,  or  duress,  comi)el  her  to  marry  him,  or  any  other  person,  or  to  be 
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defiled,  he  shall  be  fiued  uot  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  ten  years.  ,   ,  ,    , 

Sec.  is. — If  any  person  unlawfully  have  carnal  knowledge  of  any  female  by 
administering  to  her  any  substance,  or  by  any  other  means,  producing  such  stupor, 
or  such  imbecility  of  mind  or  weakness  of  body  as  to  prevent  effectual  resistance,  he 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as  provided  in  the  sixteenth  section  of  this  act 
relating  to  ravishment. 

Sec.  19.— If  any  person  take  or  entice  away  any  unmarried  female  from  her 
father,  mother,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  the  legal  charge  of  her  person,  for 
the  purpose  of  prostitution,  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
not  more  than  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year;  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  20.— If  any  person  maliciously,  forcibly,  or  fraudulently  lead,  take,  decoy, 
or  entice  away  any  person  with  intent  to  detain,  or  conceal  such  person  from  its 
parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  the  lawful  charge  of  such  person,  he  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars;  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  21. — If  any  person  seduce  and  debauch  any  unmarried  woman  of  previously 
chaste  character,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  twenty 
years,  nor  less  than  one  year,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  nor 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars.  If,  before  judgment  upon  an  indictment,  the  defen- 
dant marry  the  woman  thus  seduced,  it  is  a  bar  to  any  further  prosecution  for  the 
offence.  In  case  the  person  so  offending  shall  many  such  female  as  herein  provided, 
he  shall  be  liable,  if  required,  to  give  bonds  with  approved  securities  for  her  mainte- 
nance. 

Sec.  22. — If  any  person  wilfully  and  without  lawful  authority,  forcibly  or 
secretly  confine  or  imprison  any  other  person  within  this  Territory,  against  his  will, 
or  forcibly  seize  and  confine,  or  inveigle,  or  kidnap  any  other  person  with  the 
intent  either  to  cause  such  person  to  be  secretly  confined,  or  imprisoned  in  this 
Territory  against  his  will,  or  cause  such  person  to  be  sent  out  of  this  Territory 
against  his  will,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  that  ten  years,  or 
by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars;  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  23.— If  the  father  or  mother  of  any  child  under  the  age  of  six  years,  or  any 
person  to  whom  such  child  has  been  entrusted  or  confided,  expose  such  child  in 
any  highway,  street,  field,  house  or  outhouse,  or  in  any  other  place  with  intent 
wholly  to  abandon  it,  he  or  she,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment    not    exceeding    five  years,    or  fined    not  exceeding   five   hundred 

dollars. 

Sec.  21.— If  any  person  either  verbally,  or  by  any  written  or  printed  communi- 
cation, maliciously  threaten  to  accuse  another  of  crime  or  oflence;  or  to  do  any 
injury  to  the  person  or  property  of  another  with  intent  thereby  to  extort  any 
money,  or  pecuniary  advantage  whatever;  or  to  compel  the  person  so  threatened  to 
do  any  act  against  his  will,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than 
two  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  25. — If  any  person  assault  another,  with  intent  to  commit  murder,  he  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  nor  less  than  one  year, 
and  fined  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  26.— If  any  person  assault  a  female,  with  intent  to  commit  a  rape,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  and  fined  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  27.— If  any  person  assault  another,  with  intent  to  maim,  rob,  steal,  or 
commit  arson,  or  burglary,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
eight  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars;  or  by  both  fine  and  im- 
prisonment at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  28.— If  any  person  assault  another,  with  intent  to  inflict  a  bodily  injury,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  fined  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  29.— If  any  person  assault  another,  with  intent  to  commit  any  felony,  or 
crime  punishable  by  imprisonment,  where  the  punishment  is  not  otherwise  pres- 
cribed, he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  30.— If  any  person  mingle  any  poison  with  any  food,  drink,  or  medicine, 
w^ith  intent  to  kill  or  injure  any  human  being;  or  wilfully  poison  any  spring,  well, 
cistern,  or  reservoir  of  water,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  both  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 
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TITLK  III. 
Offenses  against  Chastity,  Morality,  and  Decency. 

Sec.  31.— Every  person  who  commits  the  crime  of  adultry,  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  and  not  less  than  three  years,  or  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and'not  less  than  three  hundred  dollars;  or  by  both 
fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  when  the  crime  is  com- 
mitted between  parties,  any  one  of  whom  is  man-ied,  both  are  guilty  ©f  adultry,  and 
shall  be  punished  accordingly.  No  prosecution  for  adultry  can  be  commenced  but 
on  the  complaint  of  the  husband  or  wife. 

Sec.  32, — If  any  man  or  woman,  not  being  married  to  each  other,  lewdly  and 
laciviously  associate,  and  cohabit  together;  or  if  any  man  or  woman,  married  or 
unmarried,  is  guilty  of  open  and  gross  lewdness,  and  designedly  make  any  open  and 
indecent  or  obscene  exposure  of  his  or  her  person,  or  of  the  person  of  another,  every 
such  person  so  offending  shall  bo  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten 
years,  and  not  less  than  six  months,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  33. — If  any  person  keep  a  house  of  ill  fame,  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of 
prostitution  or  lewdness,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten 
years,  and  not  less  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
both  fine  and  imprisonment.  And  any  person  who,  after  being  once  convicted  of 
su«h  offence,  is  again  convicted  of  the  like  offence  shall  be  punished  not  more  tlian 
double  the  above  specified  penalties. 

Sec.  3-1.— If  any  person  inveigle,  or  entice  any  female,  before  reputed  virtuous, 
to  a  house  of  ill  fame  or  knowingly  conceal,  aid,  or  abet  in  concealing  such  female  so 
deluded  or  enticed,  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  or  lewdness,  he  shall  be  punisiied 
by  imprisonment^not  more  than  fifteen  years,  nor  less  than  five  years. 

Sec.  3o.— If  any  person,  without  lawful  authority,  wilfully  dig  up,  disinter, 
remove,  or  carry  any  human  body,  or  the  remains  thereof,  from  its  place  of 
interment,  or  aid  or  assist  in  so  doing;  or  wilfully  receive,  conceal  or  dispose  of  any 
such  human  body,  or  the  remains  thereof;  or  if  any  person  wilfully  and  unnecessarily, 
and  in  an  improper  manner,  indecently  expose  those  remains,  or  abandon  any 
human  body,  oi'  the  remains  thereof,  in"  any  public  place,  or  in  any  river,  stream, 
pond,  or  other  place,  every  such  offender  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both  fine 
and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  36. — If  any  person  torture  or  cruelly  beat  any  horse,  ox,  or  other  beast, 
whether  belonging  to  himself  or  another,  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  37.— If  any  person  import,  print,  publish,  sell  or  distribute  any  book, 
pamphlet,  ballad,  or  any  printed  paper  containing  obscene  language,  or  obscene 
prints,  pictures  or  descriptions  manifestly  tending  to  corrupt  the  morals  of  youth,  or 
introduce  into  any  family,  school  or  place  of  education,  or  buy,  procure,  receive,  or 
have  in  his  possession  any  such  book,  pamphlet,  ballad,  printed  paper,  picture,  or 
description,  either  for  the  purpose  of  loan,  sale,  exhibition,  or  circulation,  or  with 
intent  to  introduce  the  same  into  any  family,  school,  or  place  of  education,  he  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  38.- if  any  person  keep  a  house,  shop,  or  place  resorted  to  for  the  purpose 
of  gambling,  or  permit  or  suffer  any  person  in  any  house,  shop,  or  other  place,  under 
his" control,  or  care,  to  plav  at  cards,  dice,  faro,  roulette,  or  other  game  for  money  or 
other  things,  such  offender  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  In  a 
prosecution  under  this  section,  any  person  who  has  the  charge  of  or  attends  to  any 
such  house,  shop,  or  place,  may  be  deemed  ':he  keeper  thereof. 

Sec.  39.— If  anv  -person  play  at  any  game  for  any  sum  of  money  or  other 
property  of  any  value,  or  make  any  bet  a  wager  for  money  or  other  property  ot 
value,  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  mouths. 

Sec.  40.— All  promises,  agreements,  notes,  bills,  bonds,  or  other  contractrf, 
mortgages,  or  other  securities,  when  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  consideralion 
thereof  is  for  money  or  other  valuable  thing  won  or  lost,  laid  stakes,  or  bet  at  or  upon 
any  game  of  any  kind,  or  on  any  wager,  are  absolutely  void  and  of  no  etloct.

Sec.  41.— If  anv  p'^rsou  wilfnllv  and  maliciously  hum  tlic  iub;.l)ittMl  huildiug, 
boat  or  vessel  of  another;  or  uilfiUly  :uid  maliciously  s-r  firf-  to  any  (.th.'T  i. ml. ling. 
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boat  or  vessel  owned  by  himself,  or  another,  by  which  meanssuch  inhabited  building, 
boat  or  vessel  is  burnt;  if  such  offence  is  perpetrated  in  the  night  time,  or  so  caused 
to  be  burnt  in  the  night  time,  such  offender  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for 
life,  or  any  term  of  years;  or  if  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed  in  the  day  time, 
such  offender  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  years. 

Sec.  42. — If  any  person  wilfully  and  maliciously  so  burn  any  uninhabited  dwell- 
ing house,  boat  or  vessel,  belonging  to  another;  or  any  court  house,  or  other  public 
building;  if  in  the  night  time,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
twenty -five  years;  or  if  in  the  day  time,  not  more  than  twenty  years. ' 

Sec.  43, — If  any  person  wilfully  and  maliciously  burn,  either  in  the  night  or 
day  time,  any  warehouse,  store,  manufactory,  mill,  barn,  stable,  shop,  office,  out- 
house, or  any  building  whatsoever  of  another,  other  than  is  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding sections:  or  any  bridge,  lock,  dam,  or  flume,  he  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  and  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  44. — If  any  person  set  fire  to  any  building,  boat  or  vessel,  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  sections,  or  to  any  material,  with  intent  to  cause.auy  such  building  to  be 
burnt,  he  sliall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  years,  or  fined  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

.Sec.  45. — If  any  person  wilfully  and  maliciously  burn,  or  otherwise  destroy  or 
injure  any  pile  or  parcel  of  wood,  boards,  timber,  or  other  lumber;  or  any  fence,  bars 
or  gate;  or  any  stack  of  grain,  hay,  or  other  vegetable  product  severed  from  the  soil, 
,  and  not  stacked;  or  any  standing  trees,  grain,  grass,  or  other  standing  product  of 
the  soil  of  another,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years, 
or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  4G. — The  preceding  sections  under  this  title  severally  extend  to  a  married 
woman  who  commits  either  of  the  offences  therein  described,  though  the  property 
burnt  or  set  fire  to  may  belong  v/hoUy  or  in  part  to  her  husband. 

Sec.  47. — If  any  person  break  and  enter  any  dwelling  liouse  in  the  night  time, 
with  intent  to  commit  the  crime  of  murder,  rape,  robbery,  larceny,  or  any  other 
felony;  or  after  having  entered  with  such  intent,  break  any  such  dwelling  house  in 
the  night  time,  any  person  being  then  lawfully  therein,  siuch  offender  shall  be 
punished  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offense,  as  provided  in  the  following 
two  sections. 

Sec.  48. — If  such  offender,  at  the  time  of  committing  such  burglary,  is  armed 
with  a  dangerous  weapon,  or  so  arm  himself  after  having  entered  such  dwelling 
house,  or  actually  assault  any  person  being  lawfully  therein;  or  have  any  confeder- 
ates present  aiding  and  abetting  in  such  burglary,  he  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment for  life,  or  any  term  of  years. 

Sec.  49. — If  such  offender  commit  such  burglary  otherwise  than  is  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  years. 

Sec.  50. — If  any  person,  with  intent  to  commit  a  felony  in  the  day  time,  break 
and  enter,  or  in  the  night  time  enter  without  breaking  any  dwelling  house,  or  at 
any  time  break  and  enter  any  office,  shop,  store,  warehouse,  boat  or  vessel,  or  any 
building  in  which  goods  are  kept  for  use,  sale  or  deposit,  he  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

TITLE  v. 
Larceny. 

Sec.  51. —If  any  person  steal,  take,  and  carry  away  of  the  property  of  another, 
any  money,  goods,  or  chattels,  any  writ,  process,  or  public  record,  any  bond,  bank 
note,  promissory  note,  bill  of  exchange,  or  other  bill,  order  or  certificate,  or  any 
book  of  accounts  respecting  money,  goods,  or  other  things,  or  any  deed,  or  writing 
containing  a  conveyance  of  real  estate,  or  any  contract  in  force,  or  any  receipt,  re- 
lease, or  defeasance,  or  any  instrument,  or  writing  whereby  any  demand,  right,  or 
obligation  is  created,  increased,  extinguished  or  diminished,  he  is  guilty  of  larceny 
and  shall  be  punished,  when  the  value  of  the  property  stolen  exceeds  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars,  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  both;  and  when  the  value  of  the  property  stolen  does  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sec.  52.— If  any  person  commit  the  crime  of  larceny  by  stealing  from  any  build- 
ing that  is  on  fire,  or  stealing  any  property  that  is  removed  in  consequence  of  an 
alarm  caused  by  fire,  or  by  stealing  from  the  person  of  another,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 
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Sec.  53.— If  any  person  fa,Iieiy  personate  or  represent  auotber,  and  in  such  assu- 
med character  receive  any  money  or  property  intended  to  be  delivered  to  the  party 
so  personated,  with  intent  to  convert  the  same  to  his  own  use,  heisguiity  of  larceny, 
and  sliall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  54.— If  any  person  come  b^^  finding  to  the  possession  of  any  personal  prop- 
erty, of  which  he  knows  the  owner,  and  unlawfully  appropriate  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  his  use,  he  is  guilty  of  larceny,  and"  shall  h'^  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  55. — If  any  officer  entrusted  with  the  collection,  safe  keeping,  transfer,  or  dis- 
bursement of  the  public  funds,  unlav/fuliy  convert  tliem,  or  any  iiart  thereof,  to  his 
own  use,  every  such  act  i-^  an  embezzlement  of  so  much  as  is  thus' taken,  converted, 
used,  or  unaccounted  for,  and  the  person  so  ofiending  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment not  exceeding  five  years,  and  fined  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  embezzled; 
and,  moreover,  he  is  for  ever  after  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  under  the 
laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  5G.— If  any  other  person  to  whom  any  money,  goods,  or  other  property 
which  may  be  the  subject  of  larceny,  has  been  entrusted  as  clerk,  agent,  or  carrier, 
embe;?zle,  or  fraudulently  convert  to  his  own  use,  any  such  money,  goods,  or  other 
property,  he  is  guilty  ofjareeny,  and  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec,  57. — If  any  person  buy,  receive,  or  aid  in  concealing  any  stolen  money, 
goods,  or  any  jDroperty,  the  stealing  of  vv'hich  is  declared  to  be  larceny,  or  property 
obtained  bj'^  robbery  or  burglary,  knowing  the  same  was  so  obtained,  he  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  imprisonment,  not  more  than  five  j'ears,  or  fine  not  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  58. — If  any  person,  having  been  before  convicted  of  larceny,  afterwards 
commit  another  larceny,  and  be  thereof  convicted;  or  if  any  person  at  the  same  term 
of  court  is  convicted  of  as  principal,  or  as  accessory  after  the  fact  in  three  distinct 
larcenies,  he  is  ileemed  a  common  and  notorious  thief,  and  shall  be  punished  by  im- 
prisonment not  less  than  five  years.  The  provision  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  the 
buyer,  receiver,  or  concealer  of  money,  goods,  &c.,  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section;  and  if  any  person  is  convicted  three  distinct  times,  at  the  same  term  of  the 
court,  or  as  above  mentioned  in  case  of  a  common  aud-notorious  thief,  he  shall  be 
punished  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  59. — In  any  prosecution  for  the  ofiense  of  buying,  receiving,  or  aiding  in 
the  concealment  of  property  so  obtained,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  aver,  or  to  prove 
on  the  trial  thereof,  that  the  person  who  stole,  robbed,  or  took  the  property,  has  been 
convicted. 

Sec.  60. — If  the  property  stolen  consist  of  any  bank  note,  bond,  bill,  covenant, 
bill  of  exchange,  draft,  order  or  receipt,  or  anj'  evidence  whatever,  or  any  xjublic  se- 
curity, or  any  instrument  whereby  any  demand,  right  or  obligation  may  be  assign- 
ed, transferred,  created,  increased,  released,  extinguished,  or  diminished,  the  money 
due  thereon,  or  secured  thereby,  and  remaining  unsatisfied,  ©r  which  in  any  event 
or  contingency  might  be  collected  thereon,  or  the  value  of  tlie  property  transferred, 
or  efTected,  as 'the  case  may  be,  shall  be  adjudged  the  value  of  the  thing  stolen. 

TITLE   VI. 
Of  Forgery  and  Countevk-itiag. 

Sec.  GL— If  any  pei-soD,  with  intent  to  defraud,  falsely  make,  alter,  forge,  or 
counterfeit  any  public  lecord,  or  any  process  issued  or  purporting  to  be  issued  by 
any  competent  authority,  or  any  pleading  or  proceeding  filed  or  entered  in  any  court 
of  law  or'equity,  or  any  al  testation  or  certificate  of  any  public  ofiiceror  other  person, 
in  relation  to  any  matter  wherein  such  attestation  or  certificate  is  required  by  law, 
or  may  be  received  or  be  taken  as  legal  proof,  any  charter,  deed,  will,  testament, 
bond,'v.-riting,  obligation,  pov»'er  of  attorney,  letter  of  credit,  p6licy  of  insurance,  bill 
of  lading,  bill  of  exchange,  prommissory  note,  or  any  order,  acquittance,  discharge, 
or  accountable  receipt  for  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  any  acceptance  of  any 
bill  of  exchange,  prommissory  note  or  order,  or  of  any  debt  or  contract,  or  any  other 
instrument  in  writing,  being"'or  purporting  to  be  the  act  of  another,  by  whicii  any 
pecuiiiary  demand,  or  obligation,  or  any  right  or  interest  in  or  toany  property  what- 
ever is  or  purports  to  be  created,  increased,  transferred,  conveyed,  discharged,  or  di- 
minished, he  snail  be  punished  bv  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years. 

Sec.  62.— If  any  person  utter  and  publish,  as  true,  any  record,  process,  certifi- 
cate, deed,  v.'ill  or  anv  other  instrument  of  writing  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tions, knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  alter,  d,  forged,  or  counterfeited,  with  intent  to 
defraud,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  and  fined 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dolhirs.  ^, 

Sec.  63.— If  any  person,  with  intent  to  defraud,  falsely  make,  utter,  .orge  or 
counterfeit  any  note,  certificate,  bond,  warrant,  or  other  instrument,  being  public 
security  for  monev,  or  other  property  issued  or  purporting  to  be  issued  by  autliority 
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of  this  or  auy  other  Territory,  or  any  State  of  the  United  States,  or  any  indorsement 
or  other  writing,  purporting  to  transfer  the  right  or  interest  of  any  holder  of  such 
public  security,  lie  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  twenty  years, 
nor  less  than  five  years. 

Sec.  64.— If  any  person  make,  alter,  forge,  or  counterfeit  any  bank  bill,  promis- 
sory note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt  issued  or  purporting  to  be  issued  by  any 
corporation  or  company  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose  by  auy  State  or  Territory 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  other  government  or  country, "with  intent  to  injure  or 
defraud,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more'tban  ten  years,  or  by  fine 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  65. — If  any  person  has  in  his  possession  any  forged,  counterfeited,  or  al- 
tered bank  bill,  promissory  note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt  issued  or  purport- 
ing to  be  issued,  as  is  mentioned  in  tlie  preceding  section,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
knowing  it  to  be  so  forged,  counterfeited,  or  altered,  he  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment not  more  than  five  years,  or  bj'  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  08. — If  any  person  utter  or  pass  or  tender  in  payment,  as  true,  any  false,  al- 
tered, forged  or  counterfeit  note,  certificate,  bond,  warrant,  or  other  instrument  of 
public  security,  or  auy  bank  l)ill,  promissory  note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt, 
issned  or  purporting  to  be  issued,  by  any  corporation  or  company,  duly  autliorized 
as  heretofore  mentioned,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  altered,  forged,  or  counterfeit, 
with  intent  to  injure  or  defraud,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  ten  years,  or  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  67. — If  any  person  engrave,  make  or  mend,  or  begin  to  engrave,  make  or 
mend  any  plate,  block,  press,  or  other  tool,  instrument,  or  implement,  or  make  or 
provide  any  pajDer  or  other  materials  adapted  and  designed  for  the  forging  or  making 
any  false  and  counterfeit  note,  certificate,  bond,  warrant,  or  other  instrument  of  pub- 
lic security  for  money  or  other  property  of  this  or  any  other  Territory  or  State  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  bank  bill,  promissory  note,  draft,  or  other  evidence  or  debts  is- 
sued or  purporting  to  be  issued  by  any  corporation  or  company,  and  every  person 
who  has  in  his  possession  any  such  plate  or  block  engraved  in  any  part,  or  any 
press  or  other  instrument  or  implement,  paper,  or  other  material  adapted  and  design- 
ed as  aforesaid,  with  intent  to  use  the  same,  or  to  cause  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used 
in  forging,  or  making  any  such  false  and  forged  certificates,  notes,  bonds,  warrants, 
public  securities,  or  evidences  of  debts,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  five  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  68. — If  any  person  forge  or  counterfeit  any  gold  or  silver  coin,  current  by 
law  or  usage  within  this  Territory,  and  if  any  person  have  in  his  possession  at  the 
same  time  to  the  amount  of  twenty  dollars  or  more  of  false  money  or  coin  counter- 
feited in  the  similitude  of  any  gold  or  silver  coin  current  as  aforesaid,  knowing  the 
same  to  be  false  andfcounterfeit,  and  with  intent  to  utter  or  pass  the  same  as  true,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  years,  nor  less  than  one  year. 

Sec.  69. — Any  person  who  has  in  his  possession  any  amount  less  than  twenty 
dollars  of  counterfeit  coin  or  false  money,  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section, know- 
ing the  same  to  be  false  or  counterfeit,  and  with  intent  to  utter  or  pass  the  same  as 
true,  and  any  person  who  utters  or  tenders  in  payment  any  false  and  counterfeit 
coin,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  and  counterfeit,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment not  more  than  eight  years,  or  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  70. — If  any  person  fraudulently  connect  together  different  parts  of  several  given 
bank  bills,  notes  or  other  instruments  in  writing,  so  as  to  produce  one  instrument;  or 
alter  auy  note  or  instrument  in  writing  in  a  matter  that  is  material,  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud, the  same  shall  be  declared  forgery  in  lilve  manner  as  if  such  bill,  or  note  or  other 
instrument  had  be.en  forged  and  counterfeited,  and  the  oftender  shall  be  punished 
accordingly. 

Sec.  71. — If  auy  fictitious  or  pretended  signature  of  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  cor- 
poration be  fraudulently  affixed  to  any  instrument  of  writing,  purporting  to  be  a  note, 
draft,  or  other  evidence  of  debt  i^-sued  by  such  corporation,  Avith  intent  to  utter  or  pass 
the  same  as  true,  it  is  forgery,  though  no  such  person  may  ever  have  been  an  officer  or 
agent  of  such  corporation,  nor  such  corporation  have  ever  existed;  every  person'  guilty 
of  this  offence  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  72.— The  total  or  partial  erasure  or  obliteration  of  any  record,  process,  certifi- 
cate, deed,  will,  or  any  other  instrument  in  writing  mentioned  in  this  division,  with 
intent  to  defraud,  shall  be  deemed  a  forgery,  and  the  offender  shall  be  punished  by 
imi>risonment  not  more  than  five  years,  or  fined  not  exeei  Ung  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  73. — If  any  person,  having  been  convicted  of  either  of  the  offences  mentioned 
in  sections  from  64  to  70  in  this  division,  be  afterwards  convicted  of  a  like  offence,  or  if 
any  i^erson  at  the  same  term  of  court  be  convicted  of  three  such  distinct  offences,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  ten  years,  nor  less  than  three 
years 
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Bkc.  74.— If  any  porsou  cast,  stamp,  engrave,  make  or  mend,  or  have  in  his  pos- 
session any  mould,  die,  press  or  other  instrument  or  tool,  adapted  and  designed  Ibr 
forging  or  counterfeiting  of  any  coin  before  mentioned,  with  intent  to  use  the  same  or 
permit  tl^e  same  to  be  used  for  that  purpose,  ho  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
not  more  than  live  years,  or  by  tine  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  75. — If  anj^  person  forge  or  counterfeit  any  gold  or  silver  coin  of  any  Ibreign 
government  or  country, -with  the  iiitout  to  export  "tlie  same  to  injure  or  defraud  any 
such  government  or  tlie  citizens  thereof,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  ten  years. 

Sec.  76.— Any  person  who  is  convicted  of  having  forged,  counterfeited,  or  falsely 
obtained  the  great  seal  of  the  Territory,  or  the  seal  of  any  public  office  authorized  by- 
law, or  the  seal  of  any  court,  corporation,  city  or  county;  or  who  falsely  makes,  foi'ges, 
or  counterfeits  any  Imiiression  purporting  to  be  the  impression  of  any  such  seal,  with 
intent  to  defraud,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

TITLE   VII. 
Ofl'ences  against  Public  Justice. 

Sec.  77. — If  any  person,  on  oath  or  affirmation  lawiully  administered,  willfully 
and  corruiDtly  swear  or  affirm  falsely  to  any  material  matter'in  any  i)roceeding  in  any 
court  of  justice,  or  before  any  officer  thereof,  or  before  any  tribunal  or  officer  created 
by  law,  or  in  any  proceeding,  or  in  regard  to  any  matter  or  thing  in  or  respecting 
Avhich  an  oath  or  affirmation  is  or  may  be  required  or  authorized  by  law,  he  is  guilty 
of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished,  if  the  perjury  was  committed  on  the  trial  of  a  capi- 
tal or  felonious  crime,  by  imiorisonment  for  life,  or  any  term  of  years  not  less  than  ten; 
and  if  committed  in  any  otlier  case,  by  imprisonment  not  more  thantenyears,  nor  less 
than  two  years:  Pi'ovided,  that  any  i^erson  who,  by  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury  or  sub- 
ornation of  perjury  shall  procure  the  conviction  and  execution  of  any  innocent  per- 
son, shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  guilty  of  murder  of  the  first  degree  and  punished 
accordingly. 

Sec.  78. — If  any  person  endeavor  to  incite  or  procure  another  to  commit  perjury, 
he  is  guilty  of  subornation  of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  as  iirovidcd  of  the  pre- 
ceding section. 

Sec.  79. — If  any  i^erson  endeavor  to  incite  another  to  commit  perjur;<,',  though  no 
perjurj^  be  committed,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five 
years,  or  by  tine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  80. — If  any  person  give,  offer,  or  promise  to  any  executive  or  judicial  officer, 
or  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  any  valuable  consideration,  gratuitjf, 
service  or  benefit  whatever,  with  intent  to  influence  his  act,  vote,  opinion,  or 
judgment  in  any  matter,  question,  cause,  or  proceeding  which  may  be  pending,  or 
which  may  legally  come  or  be  brought  before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  he  shall 
.be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  81. — If  any  executive  or  judicial  officer  or  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  accept  any  valuable  consideration,  gratuity,  service,  or  benefit  whatever, 
or  any  promise  to  make  the  same,  or  to  do  any  act  beneficial  to  such  officer  or 
member  under  the  agreement  or  with  the  understanding  that  his  vote,  opinion, 
decision,  or  judgment  shall  be  triven  in  any  particular  manner,  or  upon  any  particular 
side  of  any  question,  cause,  or  other  proceeding  which  is  or  may  by  law  be  brought 
before  him  in  his  official  capacity,  or  that  in  such  capacity  he  will  make  any 
particular  nomination  or  appointment,  he  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten 
years  or  be  fined  not  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  or  fine  and  imprisonment  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  82.— Any  person  who  is  convicted  under  either  of  the  two  preceding 
sections,  shall  for  ever  afterwards  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  under  the 
laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  S3.~If  any  person  give,  offer,  or  promise  any  valuable  consideration  or 
gratuity  whatever  to  any  one  summoned,  appointed,  or  sworn  as  juror,  or  appointed 
or  chosen  arbitrator,  or  umpire,  or  referee,  or  to  any  appraiser  of  real  or  personal 
estate,  or  any  public' otHcer,  with  intent  to  influence  the  opinion  or  decision  of  any 
such  person'in  any  matter,  inquest,  or  cause  which  may  be  pending  or  can  legally 
come  before  him,  or  which  lie  may  be  called  on  to  decide  in  either  of  said  cajnicities^ 
he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  five  years,  or  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  84.— If  any  person,  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  preceding  secii<ni,  shatl 
take  or  receive  any  such  valuable  consideration  or  gratuity  whatever  to  give  his 
verdict,  award,  or  report  in  favorof  any  particuhir  party  in  a  matter  for  tli<;  hearing 
or  decision  of  which  such  person  has  been  summoned,  appointed,  or  dioseii  as  afore- 
said, he  sliall  bo  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than    ten  years,  or  by  tine    not 
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exoeediug  oue  tltousand  dollar.s,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonraent  at  the  discretion 
of  the  cou  it. 

Sec.  8').— If  any  Marahul,  Sheri/T,  Deputy  Sheriff,  Constable,  or  other  officer 
receive  from  a  defendant,  or  any  other  person,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing 
as  a  consideration  or  inducement  for  omitting  or  delayiug  to  arrest  any  defendant,  or 
to  carry  him  before  a  magistrate  or  to  prison,  or  for  postponing,  delaj'ing  or 
neglecting  to  perform  any  thing  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  fine  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  86. — If  any  officer  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  serve  any  process,  or  delay 
or  omit  to  execute  such  process,  whereby  any  person  charged  vrith  crime  or  any 
criminal  escape,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both  tine  and  imprisonment  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  87. — If  any  person,  having  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  any  offence 
punishable  with  death  or  imprisonment  for  life,  take  any  money  or  valuable 
consideration  or  gratuity,  or  any  promise  therefor,  upon  an  agreement  or  under- 
standing, expressed  or  implied,  to  compound  or  conceal  such  offence,  or  not  to 
prosecute  the  same,  or  not  to  give  evidence  thereof,  he  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  four  hundred 
dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  88. — If  any  person,  having  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  any  offence 
punishable  with  imprisonment  for  a  limited  term  of  years,  is  guilty  of  the  offence 
described  in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  punished  by  i'iiprisonment  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and 
Imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  89. — If  any  jailor  or  other  officer  voluntarily  suffer  any  prisoner  in  his 
custody  to  escape,  if  upon  charge  or  conviction  of  capital  offence,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten,  nor  less  tiian  one  year;  or  if  it  be  upon  charge 
or  conviction  of  a  felony  other  than  a  capitis!  offence,  he  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  more  than  eight  years,  or  by  tine  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  90. — If  any  jailor  or  other  officer  voluntarily  suffer  any  prisoner,  upon 
charge  or  conviction  of  any  public  offense,  to  escape,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  fined  and  im- 
prisoned. 

Sec.  91. — If  any  person  by  any  means  whatever  aid  or  assist  any  prisoner  law- 
fully detained  in  the  custody  of  any  officer  or  in  any  place  of  confinement  for  any 
felony  or  misdemeanor,  in  an  attempt  to  escape,  whether  such  escape  he  effected  or 
not;  or  forcibly  rescue  auy  person  held  in  legal  custody  upon  any  criminal  charge, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  fine  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  impi'isonmeut. 

Sec.  92. — If  any  prisoner  convicted  of  any  crime,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
for  a  less  term  than  for  life,  shall  break  his  confinement  and  escape  from  custody, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  to  commence  from 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  original  term  of  his  imprisonment. 

Sec.  93. — If  any  person  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  resist  or  oppose  any  officer 
of  this  Territory,  or  any  person  authorized'by  law  or  any  court,  in  serving  or  at- 
tempting to  serve  or  execute  any  legal  writ,  will,  order  or  process  whatsoever,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  oue  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  im- 
prisonment at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  94. — If  any  person,  being  lawfully  I'equired  bj' any  Marshal,  Sheriff,  Con- 
stable or  other  officer,  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  assist  him  in  the  execution  of  his 
office  in  any  criminal  case,  or  in  any  case  of  escape  or  rescue,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  fine  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  95. — If  any  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Clerk  of  any  Court,  Sheriff,  Con- 
stable, Attorney  or  Counselor  at  Law  encourage,  excite  or  stir  up  any  suit,  quarrel 
or  controversy  between  two  or  more  persons,  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  <lol]ars,  and  shall  be  answerable  to  the  party  injured  in  treble 
damages  sustained  in  consequence  thereof. 

Sec,  96. — When  any  duty  is  or  shall  be  required  by  law  of  any  public  officer, 
or  of  any  person  holdio'g  any  ijublic  trust  or  employment,  every  wilful  neglect  to 
perforin  such  duty,  where  no  special  provision  has  been  made  for  the  punishment 
of  such  delinquency,  is  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  97. — When  the  performance  of  any  act  is  prohibited  by  any  statute,  and  no 
penalty  for  the  violation  of  such  statute  is  imposed,  the  doing  of  such  act  is  a  mis- 
deu^eanor. 
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Sec.  9S.— Any  person,  who  is  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor  the  punishment  of 
which  is  not  otherwise  prescribed  by  any  statute,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  flue  not  more  than  five  iiundred  dollars,  or  by 
both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  99. — If  auy  public  officer  fraudulently  make  or  give  false  returns,  entries, 
certificates  or  receipts  in  cases  v.-here  returns,  entries,  certificates  or  receijjts  are  au- 
thorized by  law,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

TITLE   VII I. 
Malicious  Mischiel. 

Sec.  100.— If  any  person  maliciously  kill,  maim  or  disfigure  auy  horse,  cattle  or 
other  domestic  beast  of  another,  or  maliciously  administer  poison  to  any  such  ani- 
mals, or  expose  any  poisonous  substances,  with  intent  that  the  same  should  be  taken 
by  them,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  101. — If  any  person  maliciously  take  dov/n,  injure  or  remove  any  monu- 
ment erected  or  any  tree  marked  as  a  boundary  of  any  tract  of  land,  city  or  town  lot, 
or  destroy,  deface  or  alter  the  marks  of  any  monument  or  tree  made  for  the  purpose 
of  designating  such  boundary,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  fine  and  imprisonment 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  102.— If  any  person  maliciously  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  building  or 
fixture  attached  thereto,  or  wilfully  and  maliciously  injure,  destroy  or  secrete  any 
goods,  chattels  or  valuable  paper  of  another,  or  maliciously,  prepare  any  dead  fall, 
or  dig  any  pit,  or  set  any  gun,  or  arrange  any  other  trap  to  injure  another's  person  or 
property,* he  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  fined  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  both  fined  and  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  is 
liable  to  the  party  injured  in  a  sum  equal  to  three  times  the  value  of  the  property  so 
destroyed  or  injured  or  damage  sustained,  in  a  civil  action. 

TITIiE  IX, 
Offenses  against  Public  Health. 

Sec.  103.— If  any  per.son  knowingly  sell  any  kind  of  diseased,  corrupted  or  un- 
wholesome provisions,  whether  for  meat  or  drink,  without  making  the  same  fully 
known  to  the  buyer;  or  if  any  person  adulterate  fruadulently,  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  any  substance  intended  for  food,  or  any  wine,  spirituous  or  malt  liquor  or  other 
liquor  intended  for  drinking,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine  and  imprison- 
ment; and  the  article  so  adulterated  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  104.— If  any  person  fradulently  adulterate,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  any  drug 
or  medicine  in  such  manner  as  to  lessen  its  efficiency  or  change  the  effect  or  oper- 
ation of  such  drug  or  medicine  or  to  make  it  iujurious  to  health,  or  sell  it  knowing- 
it  is  thus  adulterated,  he  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court;  and  such  adulterated  drugs  and  medicines  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed. 

Sec.  105.— If  any  apothecary,  druggist  or  other  person  sell  and  deliver  an;^ 
arsenic,  corrosive  sublimate,  prussic  acid  or  any  poisonous  liquid  or  substance,  with- 
outhavingthe  word  "poison"and  the  true  name  thereof  writtenor  printed  upon  alabei 
attached  to  the  vial,  box  or  parcel  containing  the  same,  he  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  106.— If  any  doctor,  physician,  apothecary  or  any  other  person  shall  give, 
communicate  or  adininister,  or  by  their  influence,  counsel,  advice,  persuasion,  sug- 
gestion or  by  anv  means  whatsoever  give  or  cause  to  be  given  by  themselves  directly 
or  indirectly,  or  "through  the  aid  or  medium  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  agency 
or  means  whate«er,  any  deadly  poison,  whether  animal,  mineral  or  vegetable,  such 
as  quicksilver,  arsenic,  antimony,  or  any  mercurial,  arsenical  or  antimonial  pre- 
parations therefrom,  or  cieuta.  deadly  nigntshade,  hen-bane,  opium  or  any  of  the 
diversified  preparations  therefrom,  or  any  drugs,  medicines  and  other  preparations, 
such* as  chloroform,  ether,  exhilarating  gas,  calculated  in  their  nature  to  destroy 
sensibility,  from  anv  other  poisonous  minerals  or  vegetables,  to  any  citizen 
of  the  Territory  of  "Utah,  whether  sick  or  well,  old  or  young,  man,  Y"°^^^} 
or  child,  under  pretence  of  curing  disease,  or  from  any  other  real  or  pretended 
cause,  influence,  argument,  or  from  any  design  or  purpose  whatsover,  without  first 
explaining?  fully,  definitely,  critically,  simply  and  unequivocally  to  the  patient  ana 
Eurroiuulii!?;  frien(is  an(3  relatives,  such  as  father,  mother,  husband,  wile,  children, 
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gimrdian  or  ®thers,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  plain,  simple  English  language,  the 
specific  nature,  operation  and  design  of  said  poison  orpois'onous  preparation  about  to 
be  or  intended  to  be  given,  and  procuring  the  unequivocal  approval,  approbation  and 
consent  of  the  patient,  if  of  mature  years  and  sound  mind,  and  of  the  parents, 
guardians  or  other  friends,  to  the  giving,  administering  or  communicating  said 
poison  so  intended,  said  doctor,  physician,  apothecary,  person  or  persons  so 
administering  said  poison,  without  the  full  and  free  assent  of  said  patient  and  friends, 
shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  be  punishable  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  or  confined  to  hard  labor  for  any 
time  not  less  than  one  year;  and  if  the  death  of  the  patient  or  person  so  receiving  the 
poison,  as  above  specified,  shall  follow  the  taking  of  the  same,  without  being  made 
acquainted  with  the  nature  thereof,  then  the  doctor,  physician,  apothecary,  person 
or  person  a:  so  giving  or  causing  to  be  given  said  poison,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of 
manslaughter  or  murder,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  and 
be  punished  according  to  law  for  such  crimes:  Provided,  that  the  administration  of 
poisons,  as  specified  in  the  forepart  of  this  section,  and  the  penalties  thereof  shall 
not  attach  to  doctors,  physicians  and  apothecaries,  having  their  own  drugs,  poisons 
and  medicines,  accompanying  and  administering  to  companies  and  individuals 
traveling  through  the  Territory,  the  same  not  being  citizens  of  the  Territory;  but  all 
such  doctors  and  companies  so  traveling  may  administer  to  and  receive  of  their  own 
drugs,  poisons  or  medicines,  with  good  intent,  on  their  own  responsibility. 

TITLE  X. 
Offenses  against  the  Public  Peace. 

Sec.  107. — If  two  or  more  persons  voluntarily  or  by  a,greemeut  engage  in  any 
fight,  or  use  blows  or  violence  toward  each  other  in  an  angry  or  quarrelsome  manner, 
in  any  public  place,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace,  they  are  guilty  of  an  affray,  and 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  three  months,  or  fine  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  108. — When  three  or  more  persons  together,  and  in  a  violent  or  tumult- 
uous manner,  commit  an  unlawful  act,  or  together  do  a  lawful  act  in  an  unlawful, 
violent  or  tumultuous  manner,  to  the  disturbance  of  others,  they  are  guilty  of 
riot;  and  every  such  offender  shall  be  punislied  by  imprisonment  "not  more  than 
one  year,  or  by  fine  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

TITLE  XI. 
Justifiable  Killing  and  the  Prevention  of  Public  Offenses. 

Sec.  109. — Lawful  resistance  to  the  commission  of  a  public  offense  may  be  made  by 
the  party  about  to  be  injured,  or  by  others.  Resistance  sufficient  to  prevent  the 
offense  may  be  made  by  the  party  about  to  be  injured,  first,  to  prevent  an  offense 
against  his  person;  second,  to  prevent  an  offense  against  his  wife,  child,  father  or 
mother,  brother  or  sister;  third,  to  prevent  an  illegal  attempt  by  force  to  take  or  in- 
jure property  in  his  lawful  possession. 

Sec.  110. — Any  other  person,  in  aid  or  defence  of  the  person  about  to  be  in- 
jured, may  make  resistance  sufficient  to  prevent  the  offense. 

Sec.  111. — If  any  person  shall  kill  another  in  his  own  defence,  as  above  provi- 
ded, or  in  a  sudden  heat  of  pession  caused  by  the  attempt  of  any  such  offender  to 
commit  a  rape  upon  his  wife,  daughter,  sister,  mother  or  other  female  relation  or 
dependant,  or  to  defile  the  same,  or  when  the  defilement  hasactually  been  committed, 
or  in  defence  of  his  habitation  against  any  person  who  attempts  to  enter  in  a  vio- 
lent, tumultuous  or  riotous  manner;  or  offers  any  personal  violence  to  any  inmate 
thereof,  either  dwelling  or  being  therein,  shall  be  deemed  justifiable  homicide. 

Sec.  112. — A  bare  fear  of  any  of  these  offenses  being  about  to  be  or  having  been 
committed  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  killing.    It  must  appear  that   the 
circumstances  were  sufficient  to  excite  the  fears  of  a  reasonable  person,  and  that  the 
party  killing  really  acted  under  the  influence  of  those  fears,  and  not  in   a  spirit  of 
revenge. 

Sec.  113. — If  an  officer  in  the  execution  of  his  office  in  a  criminal  case,  having 
a  legal  process,  be  resisted  and  assailed,  he  slaall'be  justified  if  he  kill  th^  assail- 
ant. If  any  officer  or  private  person  attempt  to  take  a  person  charged  with  treason, 
murder,  rape,  burglary,  robbery,  arson,  perjury,  forgery,  counterfeiting  or  other 
crime  known,  denominated  felony  by  the  law,  and  he  or  they  be  resisted  in  the  en- 
deavor to  take  the  person  accused,  and,  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  accused  by  rea- 
son of  such  resistance,  he  or  she  be  killed,  the  officer  or  private  person  so  killing 
shall  be  justified. 

Sec.  114. — Justifiable  homicide  maj^^also  consist  in  unavoidable  necessity,  with- 
t  any  will  or  desire",  and  without  any  intention  or  negligence  in  the  party  killing. 
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Au  officer,  who  in  the  execution  of  public  justice  puts  a  person  to  death  iu  virtue 
of  a  judgment  of  a  competent  court  of  justice,  shall  be  justified;   the  officer  must 
however,  proceed  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
court  and  the  law  of  the  land. 

Sec.  115. — Excusable  homicide,  by  misadventure,  is  when  a  person,  in  doiog  a 
lawful  act  without  any  intention  of  killing,  yet  unfortunately  kills  another,  as  when 
a  man  is  at  work  with  an  axe,  and  the  axe  flies  off  the  handle  and  kills  a  bystander, 
it  is  only  a  misadventure;  and  all  other  instances  which  stand  upon  the  same  footing 
of  reason  and  justice  as  those  enumerated,  shall  be  considered  justifiable  or  excusa- 
ble homicide.  The  homicide  appearing  justifiable  or  excusable,  the  person  indicted 
shall,  upon  his  trial,  be  fully  acquitted  and  discharged. 

TITLE   XII. 
General  definitions  and  provisions  as  to  Crimes  and  Oirenses. 

Sec.  116.— Public  ofienses  are  divided  into  felony  and  misdemeanors.  A  falouy 
is  an  oflense  punishable  with  death,  or  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  one  year  or  more; 
every  other  ofTense  is  a  misdemeanor.  No  person  can  be  punished  for  a  public 
ofFeuse,  except  upon  legal  conviction  in  a  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof.  All 
criminal  prosecution  shall  be  commenced  and  carried  on  in  the  name  of  "the  people 
of  the  United  States  in  the  Territory  of  Utah." 

Sec.  117. — No  person  shall  be  subject  to  a  second  prosecution  for  a  public  offense 
for  which  he  has  been  once  prosecuted,  and  legally  convicted  or  acquitted. 

Sec.  118, — Words  importing  the  singular  number  only  may  be  extended  to 
several  persons  or  things;  and  words  importing  the  plural  number  only  may  be 
applied  to  one  person  or  thiug;  and  words  importing  the  masculine  gender  only  may 
be  extended  to  females.  All  words  and  phrases  shall  be  construed  according  "to  the 
context  and  the  approved  usage  of  the  language;  but  technical  words  and  phrases, 
and  such  others  as  may  have  acquired  a  peculiar  and  appropriate  meaning  in  law, 
shall  be  construed,  according  to  such  peculiar  and  appropriate  meaning. 

Sec.  119. — A  private  person,  who  has  arrested  another  for  the  commission  of  a 
public  ofTense,  miist  without  unnecssary  delay  take  him  before  a  magistrate,  or 
deliver  him  to  a  peace  officer. 

Sec.  120. — There  is  no  distinction  between  an  accessory  before  the  fact  and  a 
principal,  in  the  commission  of  a  public  oflense;  whether  they  directly  commit  the 
act  constituting  the  offense,  or  aid  and  abet  in  its  commission,  though  not  present, 
they  must  be  indicted,  tried  and  punished  as  principals.  An  accessory  after  the 
fact  maybe  indicted,  tried  and  punished,  though  the  principal  be  neither  tried  nor 
convicted. 

Sec.  121. — Upon  a  trial  for  enticing  or  taking  away  an  unmarried  female  of 
previously  chaste  character,  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution,  or  aiding  or  assisting 
therein,  or  for  seducing  and  debauching  any  unmarried  woman  of  i^reviously  chaste 
character,  or  on  trial  for  rape  or  attempt  to  commit  rape,  the  testimony  of  the  party 
injured  being  corroborated  by  the  attending  circumstances,  tending  to  convict  the 
defendant  of  the  commission  of  the  oflfense  shall  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Sec.  122. — When  a  person  is  convicted  of  a  public  ofTence,  the  punishment. for 
which  is  imprisonment,  the  court  may  direct  that  he  wear  a  ball  and  chain,  and  that 
lie  perform  hard  labor  during  the  term  of  his  imprisonment. 

Sec.  123. — No  conviction  and  consequent  punishment  of  imprisonment  and  fine 
shall  be  any  bar  to  a  civil  suit  for  damages. 

Sec.  124. — When  any  person  shall  be  convicted  of  any  crime,  the  punishment  of 
which  is  death  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  sentenced  to  die,  said 
person  shall  suffer  death  by  being  shot,  hung,  or  beheaded,  as  the  court  may  direct; 
or  the  person  so  condemned  shall  fiave  his  option  as  to  the  manner  of  his  execution.

CHAPTER    XXIII. 

An  AC 2' in  relation  to  Defrauding  and  Cheating  or  Swindling. 

Sec.  1.— Ee  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  any  person  in  any  manner  knowingly  a  party  to  wrongfully  convey- 
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ing  any  laud  or  laud  claim  or  improvement  thereon,  any  bond,  execution  or  any 
other  description  of  property  with  intent  to  deceive  or  defraud,  or  to  delay  or  defeat 
the  payment  of  just  debts,  or  who  shall  sell  or  exchange  any  description  of  property 
which  he  at  the  time  knows  is  adulterated,  damaged  or  diseased,  without  first  truly 
informing  the  purchaser  concerning  the  actual  condition  or  quality  of  said  property, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  fraud,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding 
one  year,  at  daily  hard  labor,  during  customary  hours,  upon  the  streets,  highways 
and  public  works  and  buildings  of  the  county:  Provided,  such  labor  shall  be 
performed  with  a  hcdl  and  chain  attached  to  a  prisoner  whenever  the  jailer  deems  it 
necessary;  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2. — Any  person,  knowingly  obtaining  any  property  through  any  false 
l^retense  or  representation  made  by  himself  or  at  his  instigation,  shall  be  deemed  a 
cheat  or  swindler,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  or  in^prisoned,  or  both, 
as  provided  in  the  foregoing  section  for  the  punishment  of  fraud. 

t5EC.  3. — Any  person  convicted  under  this  act  shall  also  be  liable  to  make  full 
restitution  and  pay  all  damages  to  the  party  aggrieved.

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CHAPTER    XXIV. 

Ait  AOT  in  relation  to  Fires  ou  flic  Puhlw  Domain. 

Hec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  if  any  i^erson  wilfully  and  maliciously,  or  through  carelessness,  set  on 
fire  the  grass  on  the  pulilic  domain  or  the  timber  in  tho  canons  or  naountains  he  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  fine  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  diecretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdictio]i; 
and  shall  also  be  liable  for  all  damages  done  to  private  property. 

Sec.  2. — That  if  any  person  shall  set  fire  on  his  own  premises,  he  shall  be  liable 
for  all  damages  that  may  accrue  to  others  by  reason  of  the  fire  spreading. 

Sec.  o.— Whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  burn  off  the  hay  ground  of  any 
town  or  settlement  in  this  Territory,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  said  town  or  settlement 
shall  cause  due  notice  to  be  given  of  the  intention,  in  a  public  manner,  as  to  time  and 
place;  and  all  necessary  precaution  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  the  fire  from  spreading 
or  running  beyond  the  intended  limits.

CHAPTEIl    XXV. 

An  ACT  to  2iroMbit  the  v,se  of  certain  paper  as  money. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territoy 
of  Utah:  That  any  person,  private  corporation,  firm  or  association  issuing  or  circula- 
ting any  note,  check,  memorandum,  token  or  other  obligation  for  the  use  as  money  in 
lieu  of  lawful  money  or  other  lavfful  medium  of  exchange,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  be 
punished  for  each  offence  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  into 
the  Territorial  Treasury,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  botJi 
fine  and  imprisonment. 
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Sec.  2.— lliis  act  shall  not  be  coDstmed  to  in  any  manner  apply  to  Territorial, 
County,  or  City  paper,  nor  to  prevent  any  person  from  returning  the  class  of  paper 
prohibited  in  this  act,  but  issued  or  in  circulation  previous  to  the  time  this  act  takes 
efiect,  to  the  person,  corporation,  lirm  or  association  purporting  to  have  issued  it;  and 
if  said  person,  corporation,  firm,  or  association  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  or  redeem  the 
aforesaid  paper  when  it  is  presented  for  payment,  or  to  make  satisi^ctory  arrange- 
ments for  paying  or  redeeming  it,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  claimed  on  the 
paper  so  returned,  be  liable  for  all  loss  that  may  accrue  through  such  neglect  or  refusal; 
and  the  interest  on  the  aforesaid  amount  shall  U-  calculated  and  paid  at  tlie  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  month  during  the  time  of  such  neirlect  or  refusal.

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.    CHAPTEIl    XXVI. 

All  OliDINANCE 2i^'ohihiting  the  sale  of  Arms ,  Ammunition,  or  Sinrituous  Liquorif 

to  the  Indians. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  if 
any  person  shall  hereafter  trade  or  give  any  guns,  rifles, pistols  or  any  other  deadly  weap- 
ons, ammunition  or  spirituous  liquors  to  any  Indian,  witbout  having  a  license,  he 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  be  fi]ied  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofiense,  and  also  forfeit  all  the  j^roperty  received 
from  the  Indian,  which  shall  be  sold  and  the  jiroceeds  thereof  paid  into  the  iiublie 
treasurv.

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CHAPTER    XXVII. 

An  OBDINANCE  in  reference  to  Vagrants. 

Skc.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
any  person  residing  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  wlio  has  no  visible  means  of 
support,  shall  be  deemed  a  vagrant. 

Skc.  2.— Be  it  further  ordained  that,  upon  complaint  on  oath  being  made  and 
filed  with  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  that  there  is,  within  tlie  county  wJiereiu  such 
Justice  resides,  any  person  v/ho  is  engaged  in  no  useful  employment,  and  has 
apparently  no  manner  of  support,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Justice  forthwith  to 
issue  a  warrant  to  bring  such  delinquent  before  him. 

Skc.  3.— Be  it  further  ordained  that,  upon  the  return  of  such  warrant,  with  the 
defendant  therein  named,  in  Court,  said  complaint  shall  be  distinctly  read  to  such 
defendant,  when  he  shall  be  required  to  answer  the  same  on  oath;  an<l  the  justice 
shall  inquire  into  the  truth  of  such  comj)laint  in  a  summary  manner. 

Sec.  J.— Be  itfurther  ordained  that,  if  the  justice  lind  on  such  investigation 
that  such  complaint  be  true,  he  shall  record  the  same  in  his  docket,  and  thereupon 
enter  judgment,  declaring  such  delinquent  a  vagrant. 

Sec.  5.— Be  it  further  ordained  that  any  V)erson  convicted  as  aforesaid,  shall  bo 
compelled  to  labor  on  the  public  works  a  sullicient  length  of  time  to  pay  the  cost  of 
prosecution:     Provided,  the  same  be  notless  than  twenty  days. 

Skc.  G— Andbeitfurtherordained  that  it.shallbe  the  duty  of  every  oflicer  of  State, 
ill  this  State,  to  report  to  the  magistrate  of  their  respecrtive  i)rccincts  any  i)erHon 
wliom  they  may  have  good  reason  to  HUS]>ect  as  being  a  vagrant  iimier  Uus 
ordinance. 
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Sec.  7. — The  foregoing  ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  loafers  who  hang  about  the 
corners  of  streets,  court  houses, *or  any  otlier  public  place,  who  have  no  business, 
whether  they  have  property  or  not.

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CH  AFTER     XXVIII. 

An  ACT  to  provide  against  disturbing  Rciigioiis  Meetings  of  Laivful  Assemblies  of 

t7ie  People. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  aud  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  any  person' or  persons  who  shall  wilfully  disturb  any  religious 
meeting  or  lawful  assembly  of  the  people,  by  noisy  or  riotous  actions,  menaces, 
ludicrous  language,  or  threats,  shall  be  liable  to  arrest  by  any  officer  of  the  peace, 
and  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  Ave  nor  over  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment not  over  six  months,  or  both. 

Approved  March  3,  1852. 
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CHAPTER    XXIX. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Profa,mtg  and  Drunkenness.- 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  use,  with  disrespect,  the  name  of  the  Deity; 
and  any  person  profaning  the  name  of  God  shall  be  subject  to  fine  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  or  from  one  to  five  days  hard  labor  on  the  public  highway, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  2. — Any  person  w^ho  shall  become  publicly  intoxicated,  so  as  to  endanger 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  community,  shall  be  liable  to  arrest  by  anj^  officer  of  the 
peace,  aud  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Approved  March  3,  1852. 
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CHAPTERXXX. 

An  ACT  regulating  the  mode  of  procedure  in  Criminal  Cases. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  when  a  Justice  or  Judge  knows,  or  has  information  under  oath,  that 
a  person  has  threatened  to  commit  an  offense,  he  shall  issue  an  order  requiring  an 
otiicer  to  bring  such  person  before  him,  when  he  shall  examine  the  matter,  and  may 
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reiiuire  bonds  for  good  behavior  for  not  less  than  three  months  nor  longer  than  his 
stay  in  this  Territory,  or  retain  him  a  discretionary  length  of  time. 

Skc.  2.— Any  person  being  present  at  the  commission  of  an  offense,  shall  forth- 
with take  the  offender  before  the  nearest  .Justice  or  Probate  Judge  for  examination. 

8kc.  3.— When  a  complaint  is  made,  under  oath,  that  an  oflense  has  been  com- 
mitted; the  Justice  or  Judge  shall  issue  an  order,  requiring  an  officer  to  take  all 
reciuisite  steps  to  bring  the  offender  before  him. 

Sec.  4. — When  a  person  accused  of  committing  an  offense  is  brought  before  a 
.Justice  or  Judge,  ];e  sliail  determine  whether  such  person  shall  be  put  upon  trial  or 
released. 

Sec.  o. — If  it  be  determined  that  the  accused  be  put  upon  trial,  and  the  Justice 
or  Judge  ]ias  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  he  shall  appoint  a  time  therefor;  and  if  not,  he 
shall  order  an  oflicer  to  talce  him  aud  the  necessary  papers  to  a  court  havingjurisdic- 
tion. 

Sec.  G. — The  Justice  or  Judge  shall  issue  an  order  to  an  oUicer  to  summon  all 
tlie  witnesses  required,  but  neitiier  party  shall  have  more  than  three  witnesses  to 
prove  tlie  same  fact. 

Sec.  7. — At  the  time  of  trial  if  the  accused  or  an  important  witness  be  aljsent, 
the  Court  shall  issue  a  compulsory  order  for  his  appearance,  and  may  adjourn  until 
it  can  be  had. 

Sec.  S. — When  the  accusation  is  read,  if  the  accused  confess  he  is  guilty,  the 
Court  may  inquire  into  the  amount  of  guilt  and  decide  accordingly;  and  if  not,  the 
evidence  on  the  part  of  tlie  accusation  shall  be  heard,  and  then  that  of  the  accused; 
after  wliicli,  if  either  party  can  satisfy  the  Court  that  important  evidence,  which  he 
can  procure,  is  still  wanting,  his  demand  may  be  complied  with;  when  all  the 
evidence  is  heard,  the  accuser  may  make  such  applicable  remarks  as  he  deems  proper, 
and  also  the  accused,  and  the  Court  shall  render  judgment  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Sec.  0.— In  jury  cases,  before  the  introduction  of  any  evidence,  the  Court  shall 
issue  an  order,  requiring  an  ofiicer  to  summon  for  that  purpose  a  reasonable  number 
of  judicious  men  residents  of  the  county,  out  of  which  twelve,  or  a  less  number  if 
agreed  upon,  shall  be  selected;  and  if  the  number  first  summoned  is  not  sufficient, 
the  officer  shall  continue  to  summon  till  the  number  is  complete. 

Sec.  10. — Previous  to  swearing  jjersons  drawn  or  selected  to  serve  as  a  petit  jury, 
each  party  may  challenge  for  cause  to  the  number  that  either  or  both  parties  maybe 
able  to  produce  what  to  them  seems  to  be  good  cause,  the  validity  of  said  cause  to  be 
determiiied  by  the  Court,  and  each  party  may,  as  aforesaid,  peremptorily  challenge 
as  many  as  six  persons. 

Sec.  11.— The  persons  selected  shall  be  sworn  to  try  the  case  faithfully  and  give 
a  just  verdict,  and  have  no  communication  concerning  the  case,  until  they  are 
di'scharged,  witli  any  but  a  fellow  juror,  or  with  the  Court  personally,  or  througii 
the  officer  in  whose  charge  they  may  be  placed.  , 

Sec.  12. — The  Court  shall  instruct  the  jury  on  the  law  and  equity  in  the  case, 
and  give  tl^em  sttcli  other  instructions  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  lo. — If  the  jury  have  to  retire  to  agree  upon  their  verdict,  the  Court  shall 
direct  an  officer  to  keep  them  separate  from  all  others,  and  to  prevent  their  com- 
municating with  any  but  the  Court,  until  they  are  discharged. 

Sec.  14,— The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  "be  made  l)y  their  unanimous  agree- 
ment, and  in  vrriting,  and  be  presented  to  the  Court  and  read  in  the  presence  of  the 
accused;  and  in  capital  cases  shall  read  "guilty"  or  "not  guilty;"  and  in  other  cases, 
if  against  the  accused,  shall  state  the  amount  of  damages  aud  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  ptmishment. 

Sec.  15.— After  being  furnished  all  necessary  information,  if  the  jury  .satisfy  the 
Court  that  they  cannot  agree,  they  shall  be  discharged,  and  the  Court  shall  cause 
another  jury  to  be  arranged  and  i)roceed  again  to  trv  the  case. 

Sec.'IG.— The  Court  shall  award  the  costs,  and"  authorize  and  require  a  proper 
officer  to  execute  the  judgment. 

Sec.  17.— When  necessary,  the  Court  shall  issue  an  order  requiring  an  officer  to 
summon  fifteen  judicious  men,  residents  of  the  county,  for  a  grand  jury,  who  shall 
be  sworn  to  inquire  faithfully  into  offences,  and  present  indictments  by  the  agree- 
ment of  at  least  twelve  of  their  number  against  oireuders  who  should  be  prosecuted; 
and  the  Foreman  shall  have  power  to  swear  witnesses  and  compel  their  attendance. 
Sec.  is.— The  indictments  mus't  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  must 
state  the  name  of  the  oflender,  the  oflense,  the  manner  of  committing  it,  and,  as  near 
as  may  l)e,  the  time  and  plac6  of  its  occurrence;  be  signed  by  the  Foremau,  with 
tlie  name.H  of  the  reriuired  witnesses  written  thereon,  and  be  presented  to  the  ('ourt, 
who  may  correct  mistakes  that  do  not  pn-judice  the  triiil.  When  tne  name  of  an 
offender  is  not  known,  he  may  be  proceeded  against  with  any  name. 

Sec.  If).— In  answer  to  the  accusation  the  accused  may  state  "guilty,"  or  "not 
guilty;"  may  object  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  or  urge  a  former  acrpiittal  in  the 
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same  case;  and  during  the  trial  either  party  may  object,  in  writing,  to   any  decision 
of  the  Court  which  he  considers  unjust. 

Sec.  20. — When  the  Court  has  not  jurisdiction,  or  the  accused  give  other  satis- 
factory evidence  for  removal,  an  officer  shall  be  required  to  take  the  accused,  the 
indictment  and  all  necessary  papers  to  the  nearest  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  '21 — In  all  cases  bsil  may  be  required  of  witnesses,  and  in  all  but  capital 
ofienses  may  be  taken  of  the  accused  for  appearance  at  time  and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  22.— When  it  is  not  reasonable  that  the  witness  be  prese"nt  at  the  trial,  hi.s 
denosition  may  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  the  parties,  or  without  that  presence  if 
it  be  waived.  •  • 

Sec.  23. — If  a  juror  by  any  cause  be  incapacitated  for  attendance  through  the 
trial,  it  may  proceed,  anil  the  verdict^shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  24. — The  property  of  a  person  accused  of  an  offense  shall  be  held  depending 
the  execution  of  the  judgment. 

Sec.  25. — Immediately  after  judgment  appeals  may  be  taken  by  either  party, 
on  written  objections  to  illegal  or  unjust  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  Court  or  jury, 
and  the  objections  must  be  certified  up  by  the  Court,  upon  which  a  Superior  Court 
may  confirm,  reverse  or  modify  the  judgment,  or  order  a  new  trial. 

Sec.  26. — Prosecution  for  offense  must  be  commenced  as  soon  after  the  offense, 
has  been  committed,  or  the  ofiender  is  known,  as  the  circumstances  will  warrant. 

Sec.  27. — The  officer  entrusted  shall  execute  the  order  or  judgment  of  the  Court; 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  break  any  and  every  description  of  fast- 
enings that  may  obstruct  his  search  for  such  persons  or  i^roperly  as  he  presumes  to 
be  concealed;  and  shall  make  return  thereof  with  diligence. 

Sec. 28. —The  Court  shall  have  power  to  punish  foe  contempt  and   disobedience 
to  orders,  by  a  reasonable  preventive  amount  of  fine;  and  ail  fines  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury. 
Approved  Jan.  21, 1S53.

Providing  for  Ap2Jecds  to  the  Supreme  Court,

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  hereafter  wtienever  any  final  order,  judgment  or  decree'  is  made  or 
rendered  in  the  District  Court  of  the  Territory,  the  party  aggrieved  may  have  the  same 
reviewed  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  appeal,  by  obtaining,  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
making  or  rendering  such  order,  judgment  or  decree,  a  complete  transcript  of  the 
record  of  tho  case,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Sec.  2. — On  application  for  such  record  and  tender  of  the  legal  fees  therefor,  if  the 
Clerk  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  out  and  deliver  or  transmit  the  same,  he  shall  be 
punished  for  contemi^t  and  be  disqualified  to  act  as  Clerk. 

Sec.  3. — In  case  the  order,  judgment  or  decree  in  the  District  Court  is  for  the 
payment  of  money,  the  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  shall  not  opcriitc  as  a  stay  of 
execution,  unless  the  party  appealing  shall  enter  into  a  supersedeas  bond  in  double 
tlie  amount  of  the  money  adjudged  to  be  paid,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
Clerk  or  Court,  and  conditioiied'to  pay  the  amount  awarded  against  the  appelant  in 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  costs  that  may  accrue  by  reason  of  such  appeal.  'T'."*^,"' 
Sec.  4. — Frcm  judgments  in  criminal  cases  less  than  capital,  the  defendant  may 
appeal  by  entering  into  bonds,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  in  like  manner,  in  such 
sum  as  the  District  Court  or  Judge  may  determine,  conditioned  to  abide  the  judgment 
of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  in  capital  cases,  the  defendant  may  also  appeal,  as  provided 
in  the  first  section  for  civil  cases,  but  must  remfiin  committed,  unless  the  judgment 
is  reversed  and  a  discharge  ordered  by  the  Supreme  Court 

Sec.  6. — In  all  cases  of  appeal,  as  herein  provided,  the  party  appealing  in  civil 
cases  shall  serve  a  written  notice  upon  the  adverse  party,  or  the  attorneys  of  record  in 
the  ease,  sixty  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  Supreme  Court,  (unless  such  notice  be 
waived),  that  an'  appeal  has  been  taken;  and,  in  criminal  cases,  a  similar  notice 
shall  be  served  upon  the  attorney  Avho  prosecuted  the  defendant  in  the  Di-strlct 
Court. 
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Sec.  6.— Xc  appeal  shall  be  taken  totlie  Supreme  Court,  unless  within  tvro  yean 


within  four  years;  and,  in  criminal  cases;  the  appeal  must  be  taken  to  the  next  Su- 
preme Court  after  the  judgment,  provided  there  is  sufficient  time  afcer  the  rendition 
of  judgment;  if  not,  then  to  the  next  Supreme  Court  succeeding. 

Sec.  7.— The  hearing  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  upon  the  record  and  argu- 
ment of  counsel;  and  the  District  Court  is  hereby  required  to  sign  all  bills  of  excep- 
tions taken  to  its  rulings,  decisions  or  chai-ge  to  the  jury,  which'shall  be  incorporated 
into  and  constitute  part  of  the  record  of  the  cause;  and^  upon  refusal  to  sign  such  bills 
of  exceptions,  the  same  may  be  signed  by  two  spectators,  under,  oath,  or  two  disin- 
terested attorneys;  and  when  so  signed  shall  be  of  equal  validity  as  if  signed  by  the 
Judge.  » 

Sec.  8. — Yv'hen  the  judgment,  final  order  or  decree  shall  be  reversed,  either  ia 
Vv^hole  or  in  j^art,  the  Supreme  Court  may  render  such  judgment  as  the  Court  below 
should  have  rendered,  or  remand  the  cause  to  the  Court  below  to  j^roceed  according  to 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  execution  may  issue  from  the  Supremo  Court, 
or  a  special  mandate  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  below  to  proceed  ui^on  the  judgment  as 
the  Supreme  Court  may  direct. 

Sec.  9.— When  a  judgment,  order  or  decree  is  reversed,  the  appelant  shall  recover 
liis  cost;  and  when  reversed  in  jjart  and  atnrmed  in  part,  the  cost  shall  be  equally 
divided  betv.'een  the  parties. 

Sec.  10. — In  case  the  Supreme  Court  at  any  regular  session  adjourn  the  tenn 
of  said  Court,  all  cases  tried  and  determined  in  the  District  Court  may  be  removed  to 
such  adjourned  term  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  this  act  for  taking  cases  to 
the  regular  term,  and  mav  be  heayd  and  determined  at  such  adiourned  ternr  of  said 
Court.  "        '  '

CHAPTER    XXXII. 

In  relation  to  CoriVinitment  and  Bail. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territoiy 
of  Utah:  That,  if  it  shall  appear  to  any  Magistrate,  to  whom  complaint  is  made  or 
before  whom  any  prisoner  is  brought,  that  an  offense  has  been  committed,  and  that 
there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  the  prisoner  guilty,  and  if  the  offense  be  bailable  and 
the  i^risoner  offer  sufficient  bail,  or  the  amount  of  money  in  lieu  thereof,  it  shall  be 
taken  and  the  ijrisoner  discharged;  but  if  no  sufficient  bail  be  ofiered,  or  the  oflense 
be  not  bailable,  the  ijrisoner  shall  be  committed  for  trial. 

Sec.  2. — When  a  Magistrate  admits  a  jirisoner  to  bail,  or  commits  him,  he  slt,all 
also  bind  by  recognizance  such  witnesses  against  the  ijrisoner  as  he  shall  deem  ma- 
terial, to  appear  and  testify  at  the  next  Court  having  recognizance  tif  the  ollense,  and 
in  which  the  prisoner  shall  be  held  to  answer. 

Sec.  o.— The  testimony  of  the  witnesses  examined  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by 
llie  ]Magistrate,  or  under  his  direction,  when  he  shall  tliink  it  necessary,  and  shall  be 
signed  Ijy  the  witnesses,  if  required  by  the  Ivlagistrate. 

Sec.  4.— All  examinations  and  recognizance  taken  by  any  ^Magistrate  shall  be  eel* 
tified  and  returned  by  him  to  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
before  which  the  party  cliargcd  is  bound  to  appear,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the 
sitting  thereof;  and  if  such  Magistrate  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  return  the  same  lie 
may  bo  compelled  forthwith,  by  rule  of  Court;  and  in  case  of  disobedience  may  be 
proceeded  against  by  attachment  as  for  contempt.

CHAPTER    XXXIII. 

ConcGi'ning    Arrests. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory;  cf 
Utah:  That  if  a  person,  against  whom 'a  warrant  has  been  issued  for  an  alleged 
oflense  committed  in  any  county,  shall,  either  before  or  after  the  issuing  of  such 
warrant,  escape  from  or  be  out  of  said  county,  the  Sheriff  or  other  officer  to  whom 
such  warrant  is  directed  may  pursue  and  apprehend  said  person  in  any  county  in 
this  Territory:  and  for  that  purpose  may  command  aid  and  exercise  the  same 
authority  as  in  his  -own  county;  and  if  an  arrested  person  escapes  or  is  rescued,  the 
officer  from  whose  custody  he  has  escaped  or  been  rescued  may,  without  a  warrant, 
pursue  and  retake  him  in  any  place  in  the  Territory.

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CHAPTER  XXXIV. 

An  ACT 2^rescribmg  certain  Q,ual>ficaiions  necessary  to  enable  a  Person  to  he  eligible  to 

hold  office,  vote  or  serve  as  a  Juror. 

gj^,^.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah:  That  no  person  shall  be  elected  a  Delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  Btates  from  this  Territory,  who  has  not  been  a  resident  therein  during  one 
year  next  proceeding  the  day  of  election. 

*  Sec.  2.— No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  either  branch  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly ,"  unless  he  has  been  a  resident  in  the  county  or  district  to  be  represented, 
during  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  the  day  of  election. 

Sec.  3.— No  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  Territorial,  district, 
county  "or  precinct  office,  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  constant  resident  therein 
during  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  such  election  or  appointment;  neither  shall 
any  person  be  entitled  to  hold  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  the  Territory  or  vote 
at  any  election  unless  he  is  a  free,  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  over 
twenty  one  years  of  age,  and  has  been  a  constant  resident  in  the  Territory  during 
the  six  months  next  preceding  said  election  or  appointment. 

<^j-(<,  4. A.  person  is  not  eligible  to  serve  and  therefore  shall  not  serve  on  any 

<>-rand  or  petit  jurv  in  any  court  in  this  Territory  unless  he  is  a  free,  white  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  is  over  twenty  one  years  of  age,  is  of  reputed  sound 
mind  and  discretion,  is  not  so  disabled  in  bedy  as  to  be  unable  to  serve,  has  not 
been  convicted  of  any  capital  or  infamous  crime,  owns  taxable  property  and  pays 
taxes  in  this  Territory,  and  has  been  a  constant  resident  therein  during  the  year  last 
preceding  his  being  selected  to  serve  as  a  juror.  ,  ^,^  ^ 

Se(\  ij.— And  be  it  further  enacted  that  no  officer  or  soldier  of  the  United  btates 
army  or  other  person  subject  to  their  military  authority  is  eligible  to  hold  any  office 
or  serve  on  any  jury  or  vote  at  any  election  in  this  Territory,  unless  his  home  and 
place  of  residence  was  therein  at  the  time  of  engaging  in  such  service. 

Bec.  6. — No  person  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  witliin  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
unless  lie  is  a  tax  payer  in  this  Territory.

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CHAPTER    XXXV. 

An  ACT  defming  wJio  arc  exempt  from  serving  on  Jurie-'^,  and  prescribing  (hr  mod<  of 
procuring  Grand  and  Petit  Jurors  ctnd  Juries  for  District  Courts,  mud 
f&r  other  Purposes. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  tho  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  members  and  officers  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  Judges  of 
Probate  Courts,  Selectmen,  County  Treasurers,  Clerks  of  the  Supreme,  District, 
Probate  and  County  Courts,  the  Territorial  Marshal,  Deputy  Marshalls,  Sherifls, 
Deputy  Sheriffs,  Constables,  Attorneys  and  Counselors  at  law,  persons  at  the  time 
engaged  in  teaching  school.  Ferrymen,  Millers,  Physicians,  Surgeons  and  Editors  of 
newspapers  and  other  periodical  publications  are  exempt  from  serving  either  as 
grand  or  petit  jurors. 

Sec.  2. — The  County  Court  in  each  county  shall,  at  its  iirst  session  in  each  year, 
and  at  such  subsequent  session,  or  other  time  as  a  neglect  so  to  do  at  said  iirst  session 
or  as  other  circumstances  may  require,  inake,  from  the  assessment  roll  of  the 
county,  a  list  containing  the  names  of  at  least  fifty  men,  residents  of  the  counry, 
eligible  to  serve  as  jurors. 

Sec.  3. — Said  list  shall  contain  only  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  known  or 
believed  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications  for  jurors,  and  not  entitled  to  exempt- 
ion from  jui'y  service;  and  the  names  thereon  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  difler- 
ent sections  of  the  county,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  the  names  on  the  ass- 
essment roll;  and  the  selections  of  persons  to  seive  as  jurors  shall,  from  time  to  time 
be  made  in  such  manner,  so  far  as  the  County  Court  can  judge,  as  to  cause  the  eligi- 
ble persons  to  perform  jury  duty  as  nearly  as  may  be  iu  rotation. 

Sec.  1. — Said  list  shall  contain  the  christiaa  and  surname  at  length,  and  the 
place  of  residence  and  occupation  of  each  person  named  therein,  and  shall  be  tiled 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  who  shall  keep  in  his  office  a  box  or  other  safe 
place  of  deposit  in  ^vhich  he  shall  deposit  the  names  on  the  list,  having  previously 
written  each  name  on  a  separate  ticket  and  so  folded  said  ticket  that  the  name  there- 
on does  not  appear. 

Sec.  5.— When  a  District  Court  is  to  be  held,  whether  for  a  district  or  for  a  county, 
the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  said

the  sum  specified  in  said  certificate,  as  other  demands  against  the  county  are  paid: 
Provided,  that  no  juror  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasu.ry  for  any  jury  service 
for  Vv'-hicli  he  may  have  received  or  be  entitled  to  receive  pay  for  sitting  as.a  juror  upon  ■ 
United  States  business.

Provided,  that  a  County  Court  shall  not  apj^ropriate  more  than  one-third  of  the  county 
revenue  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Courts  for  any  one  year;  and  that,  in  all  aj^propria- 
tions  of  a  County  Court  for  Court  cxi)enses»  that  of  dieting  prisoners  shall  have  the 
precedence. 

Sec.  14. — The  Territorial  Marshal,  or  a  Sheriff",  or  cither  of  their  Deputies  shall  be 
allowed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  day  for  oA'ery  day  he  sliall  attend  upon  the  Su- 
preme Court,  which  compensation  may  be  paid  from' the  Territorial  treasury. 

Sec.  15, — A  Shei-iff  shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  for  every  day  he  is  required  to  at- 
tend and  does  so  attend  a  District  Court,  which  may  be  pafd  out  of  the  county  trea- 
sury of  the  proper  county:  Provided  that,  if  a  District  Court  shall  deem  it  expedient, 
said  Court  may  make  an  order  to  command  any  number  of  Constables  to  attend  said 
Court,  not  exceeding  three,  to  be  entitled  to  one  dollar  per  day  each  for  everyday  such 
constables  shall  actually  attend;  and  said  order  shall  be  entered  on  the  record.

witnesses  to  one  fact. 

Sec.  18. — If  any  officer  shall  wilfully  or  corruptly  take  greater  fees  than  are  here- 
in before  expressed  and  limited,  for  any'serviee,  to  be  done  by  him  in  his  office,  such 
officer,  for  every  such  offense,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  the  proper  county,  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  county  treasury  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ninety  dollars.

An  ACT  io  provide  for  Uie  eqopointment  of  a  Territorial    Treasurer  and   Auditor. 

of  Public  Accounts. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  aud  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  a  treasurer  and  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  be  elected,  by 
the  joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.— The  Treasurer,  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars;  which  sum  shall  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, or  during  its  recess,  by  the  Governor,  with  sufficient  securities,  to  be  ap-^ 
proved  by  the  Governor;  which  bonds  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  ot 
the  Territory  of  Utah;  and  shall  also  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  3.— The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  or  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Territory  that  may  be  raised  by  taxation  or  otherwise;  and  shall  procure  suit- 
able books  in  which  he  shall  enter  an  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  to 
whom  made,  and  on  what  account.  ,     , 

Sec.  4.— The  Treasurer  shall  pay  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  by 
virtueof  his  office,  upon  drafts  or  orders  countersigned  by  the  auditor  ol  pubhc 
accounts;  aud  shall  annuallv  report  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  iirst  day  ot 
November,  or  oftener,  if  required  by  the  Governor,,  a  true  account  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  with  the  necessary  vouchers  for  the  same;  and  shall  dehver  to 
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bis  successor  in  oliice,  all  books,  moneys,  accounts,  or  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Territory,  so  soon  as  his  successor  shall  become  qualified. 

Sec.  5.— The  auditor  of  public  accounts,  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  oiffice,  shall  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  sum  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legis- 
lature, or  during  its  recess,  by  the  Governor,  with  sufficient  securities  to  be  approved 
by  the  Governor;  and  shall  also  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  6.— The  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  examine  and  audit  all  public  ac- 
counts connected  with  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  Teri-itory,  and  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  j^ovember  in  each  year,  and  oft- 
ener  if  required  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all 
books,  moneys,  accounts,  or  other  property,  belonging  to  the  Territory,  so  soon  as 
his  successor  shall  become  qualified. 

Sec.  7.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Torritorial  officers  having  the  handling  of  the 
public  funds,  in  either  collecting  or  disbursing  the  same,  (when  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  law)  to  make  a  report  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  in  each  year.

CHAPTER    XXXIX. 

An  ACT  authorizing  and  empowerinfj  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  receive  and 

collect  fees  in  certain  cases. 

Sec.  1 — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and 
empowered  to  collect  a  fee  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  to  be  paid  to  him,  in  every  case, 
by  the  party  or  parties  at  whose  instance  he  shall  certif3^  under  his  official  seal,  to 
the  oflicial  acts  and  authority  of  any  Judge  of  the  Probate  Courts,  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  Notary  Public,  or  other  public  officer  of  the  said  Territory:  Provided,  that  the 
said  certificate  be  not  connected  with  the  public  business,  but  "designed  to  promote 
the  private  interest  of  the  said  party  or  parties. 

Sec.  2. — That  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  of 
any  person  who  may  be  hereafter  appointed  a  Commissioner  of  Deeds  for  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah,  in  any  other  State  or  Territory,  a  fee  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for 
issuing  to  the  said  appointee  his  commission  as  said  commissioner. 

Sec.  3. — That  nothing  in  the  preceding  sections  shall.dae  construed  to  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  demand  any  fee  for  issuing  any  commission  in  the 
case  of  any  officer  elected  or  appointed  under  the  laws  of  said  Territory,  save  in  the 
case  covered  by  section  second.

CHAPTER   XL. 

An  ORDINANCE  providing  for  State  and  County  Road  Commissioners. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  a 
State  Eoad  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  who  shall 
take  an  oath  and  give  bond  with  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
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of  bis  office;  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Account^    and 
filed  in  his  office.  "' 

Sec.  2.— Whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  grant  a  State  road,  from  one 
given  point  to  another,  it  phall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Road  Commissioner  to 
institute  a  speedy  survey  for  said  road,  on  the  most  feasible  and  practicable  route 
having  special  reference  to  public  convenience,  utility  and  durability  showin'^ 
distances,  altitude  of  hill,  soils,  rivers,  ravines  and  all  such  like  information 
relating  to  convenience  and  expense,  and  report  the  same  with  all  reasonable  dispatch 
to  the  Governor,  who  with  the  Commissioner,  shall  decide  on  the  location  of  said 
road,  and  all^such,  and  other  maps  and  reports;  and  maps,  and  reports  of  all  survevs 
made  by  the  State  Road  Commissioner,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretarv  of 
State,  within  a  reasonable  time,  ' 

Sec.  3,— If  it  shall  appear  evident  that  there  is  but  one  feasible  route  for  any 
road  granted  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  if  the  Governor  shall  instruct  the  Com- 


the  second  section. 

Sec.  4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  State  Road  Commissioners  to  make  all  contracts 
for  building  bridges,  acqueducts  culverts,  turnpikes  and  all  other  fixtures  necessary 
for  the  completion  of  any  public  road,  located  by  himself  or  predecessors  in  office 
yet  remaining  uncompleted,  and  draw  upon  the  public  Treasury  for  such  money  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  payment  of  said 
contracts;  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  sums  of  money  by  him  received  and  how 
expended,  and  make  a  true  report  of  the  same,  on  or  before  the  first  of  December  of 
each  year  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

Sec.  5.— The  County  Court  in  each  county,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or 
more  Road  Commissioners  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  locate  all 
county  roads  within  the  limits  of  said  county,  whose  terra  of  office  shall  be  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  They  shall  also  o-ive 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office  to  be 
approved  by  the  Clerk  of  said  court,  and  filed  in  his  office.  ' 

Sec.  G.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  County  Road  Commissioners  so  appointed  to 
make  all  contracts  for  improvements  upon  all  such  roads,  locating  the  same  upon 
the  most  judicious  routes,  and  keep  and  make  a  true  and  full  report  of  all  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  lay  the  same  before  the  county  court  at  each  regular  session  of  the 
same;  and  before  they  shall  cease  to  officiate  in  said  office  file  all  such  reports  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  county  court. 

Sec.  7. — The  Commissioners  herein  provided  for  shall  locate  all  roads  herein 
contemplated,  upon  such  ground  as  shall  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  benefit 
and  have  power  to  open  the  same  tlirough  enclosures,  farming  lauds,  &c.   where 
necessary. 

Sec.  S. — Any  person  feeling  him  or  herself,  damaged  bj-  the  opening  of  any 
such  road,  through  or  across  their  premises,  may  have  the  same  appraised  by  three 
judicious  men,  Nvho  shall  in  calculating  such  damages,  also  consider  the  benefit 
accruing  to  said  premises  in  consideration  of  said  road,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the 
premises,  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  are  draiiaged  more  than  benefited  by 
the  same,  the  owners  thereof  may  recover  the  same  by  an  appeal  to  the  county 
courts,  all  such  amounts  to  bo  paid  out  of  the  public  treasury.

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deserct;  That  a 
Surveyor  General  for  the  State  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  whose  term 
of  offices  hall  be  one  year,  and  until  liis  successor  is  qualified. 

Sec.  2.— The  Surveyor  General  sliall  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bond  and 
security  to  be  approved  by  the  Auditor  of  rublic  Accounts,  and  filed  in  liis  office. 
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Sec.  3. — The  Surveyor  General  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  surveys  made  by  him- 
self or  reported  to  him  by  other  surveyors  in  a  book  suitable  for  tiie  purpose.  He 
shall  also  have  a  general  superintendant  and  supervison  of  all  surveys  of  land  made 
within  the  State. 

Sec.  4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  General,  and  all  County  Surveyors, 
to  supervise  all  surveys  made  in  their  respective  jurisdiction,  that  the  same  may  be 
accurate,  and  no  report  shall  be  filed  for  record  until  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  by 
the  Surveyor  General  or  County  Surveyor,  as  being  correct. 

Sec.  5. — All  surveys  made  in  this  State  shall  be  made  to  correspond  with  the 
original  survey  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  and  in  all  new  surveys  certificates  approved 
by  authorized  surveyors  shall  be  considered  title  of  possession  to  the  holding  of  the 
same  for  the  amount  of  land  therein  described.

An  ACT  in  relation  to  Quarantine. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  county  courts  of  the  several  counties  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized 
to  locate  quarantine  grounds,  and  to  make  such  quarantine  regulations  as  they  naay 
deem  proper,  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  and  the  spread  of 
the  same  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2. — Any  person  refusing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  county 
courts,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  knowingly  introduce  any  contagious  disease  into  any 
settlement,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  thai*  one 
thousand  dollars,  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction.

CHAPTER    XLIII. 

An  ACT  creating  the  office  of  Sealer  of   Weights  and  Measures  for  the  Territory  of 

Utah. 

Sec.  1, — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  who  shall,  immediately  after  receiving 
olficial  notice  of  his  election,  give  bonds  to  be  approved  by  and  filed  with  the  Terri- 
torial Treasurer,  and  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  as  other  Territorial  ofiicers. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  so  elected,  to  procure,  so  soon  as 
practicible  after  his  election,  a  full  set  of  weights  and  measures,  which  shall  be  ae- 
•cording  to  the  seal  and  standard  of  the  United  States:  who  shall  appoint  a  deputy  in 
each  organized  c(?,unty,  on  application  of  the  County  Court,  except  the  county  in 
which  he  resides,  and  shall  furnish  said  deputy  with  a  set  of  weights  and  measures 
at  the  expense  of  the  county  making  application. 

Sec.  3. — All  weights  and  measures  used  by  millers,  merchants  or  any  other 
dealers  in  dry  or  wine  measures  or  other  merchandise,  shall  beguaged  and  sealed  ac- 
cording to  said  standard  by  the  Territorial  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  or  his 
deputy,  vrho  is  hereby  authorized  to  dema»d  and  collect  from  any  person  obtaining 
from  him  his  official  seal,  to  any  weight  or  measure,  a  reasonable  compensa,tion  for 
the  same. 
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t^EC.  4.— Any  person  flealing  iu  any  article  of  produce  or  merchandise  v/iio  shall 
use  weights  or  measures,  other  than  the  standard  herein  specified,  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  five  h*undred  dollars  for  each  oiFense, 
and  all  damages  accruing  therefrom  to  the  party  injured,  by  an  action  before  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  thereof.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah:  That  there  shall  he  appointed  a  Superintendent  of  Meteorological  Observa- 
tions, v/hose  duty  it  shidl  be  to  take  charge  of  the  instruments  and  apparatus 
appertaining  thereto;  to  keep  a  journal  of  such  daily  readings  and  observations  as 
may  be  required,  and  furnish  monthly  reports  therefrom  for  publication;  for  which 
service  he  shall  receive  a  yearly  compensation  of  two  hundred  dollars,  payable 
quarterly  upon  the  Auditor's  warrant  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer. 

Resolved:  That  the  said  Superintendent  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  at 
pleasure  by  the  Governor;  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Governoi", 
and  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  and  shall  keep  his 
office  and  take  his  observations  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City.

CHAPTER    XLV. 

An  ACT  in  relation  to   Utah  Library, 

Sec.  1. — Be  itenac4ed  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  a  Librarian  shall  be  elected  by  a  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  Avhose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the 
library,  (known  in  law  as  the  Utah  Library),  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sec  2.— Said  Librarian  shall  hold  his  olRce  during  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until 
his  successor  is  appointed,  and  shall  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  in  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  and  file  the  same  in  the  othce  of  Secretary 
of  the  Territory  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  who  may  also  appoint  a  deputy  as 
occasion  requires  to  act  in  his  stead  under  the  same  restrictions  as  the  principal  Li- 
brarian. 

Sec.  3.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  I^lbrarian  to  cause  to  be  printed  at  as  early  a 
date  as  practicable,  a  full  and  accurate  catalogue  of  all  books,  maps,  globes,  claarts, 
papers,  apparatus  and  valuable  specimens  in  any  way  belonging  to  said  library;  also 
to  use  diliigent  efforts  to  preserve  from  waste,  loss  or  damage,  any  portion  of  said 
library. 

Sec.  4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  to  plant  suits,  collect  tines, prosecute  or  defend  tlie  intert.'sts  of  said  library, 
or  otherwise  act  as  a  legal  plaintifTor  defendant  in  behalf  of  the  Territory,  where 
the  interests  of  the  librarv  are  concerned. 

Sec.  5.— The  location^of  the  library  shall  be  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah;  and  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  tlx;  Librarian  to  have  all  the  books  of 
the  library  orderly  and  properly  arranged  within  the  library  ](jom,  for  tiie  use  of 
such  officers  and  persons  as  are  named  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  Organic  Act 
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judge  the  public  good  may  jiistily. 

Sec.  6. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  let  out  books  for  a  specified 
time,  and  call  in  the  same  when  due,  inflict  tines  for  dsmiaye  or  loss  of  books,  and 
collect  the  same,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  liis  ofliicial  doings  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  tbc  sann-  i'  the  Legislative 
Assemldy  of  Utah:  Provitied,  that  no  fine  shall  iie  ext'essi  ve,  or  nn-n-  than  four  times 
th3  purchase  price  of  the  book  or  books,  for  the  loss  or  damage  f)i  which  the  line 
may  be  inflicted.

Sec.  2. — The  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties  shall  take  an  oath  of  oflSce, 
and  give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Court,  and  filed  in  the 
County  Clerk's  office. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties  to  provide 
themselves  with  good  and  well  bound  books  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  record 
therein  all  transfers  or  conveyances  of  land  or  tejienients.  and  all  other  instruinents 
of  writing  and  documents  suitable,  necessary  and  }>r()per  to  be  recoi'ded  in  a  fair  and 
legible  manner. 

Sec.  4. — The  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties  shall  also  procure  and  keep 
a  suitable  book  far  the  purpose  of  recording  town  and  city  plats,  and  plats  of  all 
surveys  of  lands,  roads  and  surveys  of  public  works,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
permanently  located,  and  being  within  their  respective  countie.s. 

bhx'.  o. — The  books  of  record  shall  be  indexed  in  alphabetical  order,  and  free  to 
the  examination  of  all  persons,  and,  upop  the  filing  of  any  paper  for  record,  the 
Recorder  shall  endorse  upon  the  back  thereof  tlie  time  of  re||eiving  it.

of  Writing. 

Sec.  1. — Re  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  County  Recorders  in  their  respective  counties,  shall  keep  books  in 
which  they  shall  record  deeds  and  all  other  instruments  of  writing,  necessary  and 
proper  to  be  recorded  by  letter,  line  and  figure,  precisely  as  they  occur  therein,  and  in 
.a  fair  legible  manner;  city  plats  and  plats  of  surveys  shall  be  recorded  in  the  same 
manner;  which  books  lie  shall  duly  transmit  to  his  successor  in  ofxiee. 

Sec.  2.— The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Probate  Courts,  their  Clerks,  the  Clerks  of 
the  District  Courts,  I^fotaries  Public,  the  iVIavors  and  Aldermen  of  the  several  Ineor- 
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porated  cities,  the  County  and  City  Kecorders,  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in  their 
respective  jurisdiction  are  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers 
and  other  instruments  of  writing. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  the  acknowledgment  of  any  instruments  of  writing  is  made, 
the  officer  before  whom  the  acknov/Iedgment  is  taken  shall  alHs  his  official  signatura 
thereto.  The  Kecorder  shall  certify  on  each  instrument  of  writing  recorded  by  him, 
the  book,  page  and  date  of  the  record. 

Sec.  4." — The  County  Recorder  shall  not  record  any  land  to  any  person  on  appli- 
cation or  by  transfer,  until  a  certificate  of  the  survey  has  been  produced  that  such  land 
has  been  surveyed,  and  such  certificate  of  survey  has  been  approved  and  countersigned 
by  one  or  more  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  county. 

Sec.  5. — One  year  shall  be  allowed  to  persons  having  land  surveyed  to  enclose  and 
fence  said  land;  and,  on  their  failing  to  enclose  said  land  within  on*e  year,  their  titl® 
to  said  land  shall  be  nullified;  and  such  land  is  common,  and  may  be  surveyed  to  any 
person  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  G.— The  Recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  fifty  cents  for  the  first  one  hundred 
words,  and  twenty  cents  for  each  subsequent  one  hundred  words,  for  each  instrument 
of  writing  recorded  by  him,  including  the  acknov/Iedgment;  and  fifteen  cents  a  lot 
for  each  plot  recorded  including  the  letters  and  figures  thereon,  and  the  certificate 
of  record.

An  ACT  to  rcfjidate  Surveyors  and  Surveying. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  That  the  office  of  County  Surveyor,  be  atjd  hereby  is  created;  and  that  there 
shall  be  a  County  Surveyor  to  be  elected  in  each  county  by  the  qualified  voters  at  the 
next  general  election,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  tvfo  years,  and  until  his  successor 
in  oifi.ce  shall  be  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — The  Countj'-  Surveyor  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  iiis  office,, 
take  an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bonds  and  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  Probat® 
Judge,  and  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Surveyor  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  completing  any 
survey'',  make  true  copies  or  diagrams  of  the  same,  and  transmit  one  to  the  Surveyor 
General,  and  one  to  the  County  Recorder;  and  give  a  certificate  of  such  survey  to  the 
person  for  whom  it  was  made,  descri])ing  the  tract,  block  or  lot,  and  number  of  acres 
contained;  and  such  certificate  shall  be  title  of  possession  to  the  person  or  persons 
holding  the  same. 

Sec.  '4. — '\Yherc  any  .survey  has  Seen  made  vfithin  this  Territory,  and  the  bounds 
cannot  be  identified,  and  disputes  arise  betvv'eeu  rightful  claimants,  respecting  said  lines 
and  bounds,  the  i:!ai'ties  so  in  dispute,  or  either  of  them,  may,  by  notifying  tlie  other 
party,  of  his,  her,  or  their  intention,  have  a  re-survey  of  said  lines  so  in  disjnite,  to 
be  re-surveyed  by  either  the  Surveyor  General,  or  the  County  Sui^veyor,  at  the  option 
of  the  party,  or  parties  so  requiring  such  re-survey.  Should  the  parties  or  either  of 
them  be  dissatisfied  with  such  re-survey,  they,  or  either  of  tiiem,  may,  at  his,  her,  or 
their  expense,  have  another  re-survey  by  both  the  Surveyor  General  and  County  Sur- 
veyor, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  re-survey  as  n^ar  lilce  the  former  survey  as 
they  can,  and  such  re-survey  shall  be  final,  and  establish  such  bounds. 

Seo.  5.— Where  any  transfer  shall  be  made  of  any  surveyed  lauds,  or  part  or 
parts  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  transferer  to  certify  iu  writing  such  tt-auFfer 
to  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  is  made,  witli  a  full  description  of  what  part  or 
parts,  bow  much  or  iens^th  of  line  or  lines,  and  numbfr  of  acres,  and  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  transferred;  to  legalize  a  claim  to  such  laud,  sJiall  within  thirty 
days  tiiereafter  cause  such  transfer  to  be  recorded  in  t))e  County  Recorder's  office. 

Seo.  6.— If  any  surveyor  shall  survf-y  land  or  lauHs  for  the  purpose  of  cultiva- 
tion, where  to  irrigate  it  would  rob  other  j>r<^viousIy  cultivated  lands  of  the  needful 
Tiortion  of  v/ater,  Knch  last  survey  feh:.di  be  void  for  cultivating  purposes. 
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Seg.  7. — Whenever  a  surveyor  shall  survey  a  piece  of  land  for  a  joint  enclosure, 
he  shall  plot,  and  ntimber  the  fence  around  the  survey,  noting  the  length  of  each 
person's  portion  of  fence. 

Seo.  8, — All  books,  records,  plots  and  papers  of  surveys  made  within  the  Terri- 
tory, kept  by  and  in  the  possession  of  the  Surveyor  General  appertaining  to  his 
oflice,  are  hereby  made  the  property  of  the  said  Territory,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
transmit  the  same  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Seo.  9. — Surveyor's  fees  shall  be  regulated  as  follows: 

For  surveying  twenty  acres, $2,00 

"  thirty  acres, 2,50 

"  forty  acres, S,00 

"  sixty  acres, 3,50 

"  eighty  acres, 4,09 

"  one  hundred  acres, 4,50

Seg.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  each  County  Surveyor  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all 
the  blocks  and  lots  of  each  survey  by  him  made;  also  a  record  of  all  certificates  by 
him  given,  which  certificates  shall  certify  the  number  of  block  and  lot,  with  the 
number  of  acres  or  square  rods  in  each  lot,  and  to  whom  given  which,  when 
countersigned  by  one  "or  more  of  the  Selectmen,  shall  be  filed  in  the  County 
Recorder's  Office  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof.  No  certificate  shall  be 
valid,  unless  filed  in  tiie  Recorder's  Office,  as  provided  for  in  this  act.  Tiie  book 
thus  kept  is  hereby  made  the  property  of  the  county,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  his 
successor  in  office;  said  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  having 
an  interest  therein. 

Seo.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  surveyor  to  make  a  sufficient  corner  (of 
stone  or  wood)  at  the  southeast  corner  of  each  survey  by  him  made,  and  make  a 
record  of  said  corner  on  his  return  diagrams.

CHAPTER    LI. 

A7t  ACT  Co  create  the  office  of  a  Coicnti/  Treamirer  in  each  county  of  the   Territory  of 

Utah,  and  to  define  the  duties  thereof. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  created  the  office  of  County  Treas- 
urer in  each  county  of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  2. — The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respect- 
ive counties  at  the  time  of  the  general  election  of  the  Territory;  whose  term,  of  offlea 
shall  be  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  said 
Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory;  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  shall  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  their  respective  counties;  the  amouiat 
of  bonds  to  be  prescribed  by  the  County  Court,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  said 
court,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  M^hicli  bonds  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court. 

Sec.  3.— The  County  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  or 
other  property  received  or  disbursed,  and  shall  pay  over  all  demandi^  that  shall  be 
legally  presented,  and  shall  render  a  true  account,  with  necessary  vouchers  for  th« 
same,  semi-annually  to  the  County  Court,  or  whenever  it  shall  be  called  for  by  said 
court,  and  his  office  shall  be  kept  at  the  county  seat. 

Sec.  4.— The  County  Courts  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  County  Treasurer 
in  their  respective  counties,  who  shall  be  qualified  as  provided  by  this  act,  to  serva 
uutil  the  first  general  election,  and  iKitil  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  quali- 
fied.

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  at  the  next  general  election,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  a 
Sheriff  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  whose  terra  of  office  shall  be  two  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  qualified. 

Sec.  2.— Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Sheriff  shall  glvo 
bonds  in  at  least  five  thousand  dollars,  with  approved  security,  and  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  for  the  faitliful  performance  of  his  duties;  said  bonds  and  oath  to 
be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge,  and  (lied  in  the  oflice  of  the  Country  Clerk. 

Sec.  3.— The  Sheriff  may  appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies,  for  whose  acts  he  shaa 
be  responsible;  and  who  shall  qualify  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Sheriff,  except  that 
the  bonds  may  be  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.— When  a  reasonable  compensation  is  tendered  or  satisfaction  given 
that  the  costs  of  service  will  be  seasonably  paid,  it  is  the  duty  of  Sheriffs  and  Coneta- 
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bleslo  faithfully  and  diligently  execute  all  orders,  procepse^,   and    requirements  of 
a  court,  under   penalty  of  whatsoever    costs,  damages  and  fine  may   be  adjudged.

1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
That  annually  at  its  session  in  December,  each  County  Court  shall  appoint 
an  Assessor,  who  shall  also  be  the  Collector,  to  assess  and  collect  Territorial  and 
County  Taxes,  and  who  shall  give  bonds  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
with  approved  security,  payable  to  the  Territory  and  County,  in  at  least  twice  the 
amount  of  the  taxes  to  be  collected,  conditioned  foi-  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties; 
and  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  the  like  effect;  said  bond  shall  be  filed  with 
tiie  Probate  Judge,  and  may  be  in  creased  whenever  the  County  Court  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary: Provided,  that  for  the  current  year  Assessoi-S  and  Collectors  may  be  appointed 
at  any  regular  or  special  term  of  the  County  Court,  and  until  they  are  so  api>ointod 
and  qualified,  existing  Assessors  and  Collectors  are  continued  in  office. 

Sec.  2. — An  annual  assessment  shall  be  made  on  all  taxable  property  in  the  seve- 
ral counties  of  the  Territory,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  Monday 
in  June;  property  shall  be  assessed  at  a  fair  cash  value;  and  such  assessment,  when  so 
made  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  property  assessed,  until  such  tax:  is  paid,  or 
remitted  by  the  County  Court:  Provided,  that  the  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  assess 
and  collect  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  brought  into  this  Territory  and  offered  for 
«ale,  after  the  assessment  list  is  completed,  at  the  rates  of  the  regular  assessment  for 
the  current  year.  And  further  x^rovided:  That  where  money  may  have  been  assessed 
and  afterwards  sent  outside  of  the  Territory  for  the  purchase  of  merchandise  or  any 
articles  v\^hatever,  then  the  assessment  on  the  cash  value  of  such  merchandise  or  arti- 
oles  shall  be  decreased  by  the  amount  of  such  purchase  money. 

Sec.  3. — A  Territorial  tax  of  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value  of  all 
taxable  property  in  tiie  Territory  shall  be  collected  annually,  and  a  county  tax,  at 
a  rate  prescribed  by  the  County  Court,  not  to  exceed  one  half  of  one  per  cent. 
on  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Cou/ity,  maybe  collected  annually 
in  each  county. 

Sec.  4. — As  soon  as  the  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  have  filed  his  bonds,  the 
County  Clerk  in  each  County  shall  furnish  the  Assessor  and  Collector  witli  a  suitalilo 
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Sec.  /i'.— Tlio  Assessor  and  GolJecior  mustniake  hi--^  tax  li^tin  uinhabftieal  order, 
atid  shall  pursue  that  course  In  his  ofRcial  duties  which,  in  his  judgment,  will  en- 
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able  him  to  complete  the  risaessmeut  in  the  most  uniform  mimner  and  iuthe  shortest 
time;  aud  to  aid  him  therein  may,  when  necessary,  leave  wjth  any  perjon, 
at  the  residence  of  the  person  to  be  assessed,  a  copy  of  the  aforesaid  heading,  with 
the  name  of  the  person  required  to  fiil  ic  aud  a  reasonable  date  on  or  before  which  it 
must  be  returned  written  on  the  back  thereof;  and  any  person  furnished  with  said 
list  must  comijly  with  its  requirements. 

Sec.  6. — The  Assess(U'  aud  Collector  sliall  annually  present  the  tax  list/  to  the 
County  Court  at  its  June  session;  and  all  coiupiaints  or  error  in  the  assessment  may 
be  presented  to  the  Court  during  said  session,  when  they  shall  be  examined  and 
adjudicated:  Provided,  that  any  person  desirous  of  moving  his  property  out  of  the 
county,  before  the  proper  tiaie  for  adjudication  of  such  eases,  may  give  notice  to  the 
Probate  Judge  of  said  county,  vv'bo  may  immediately  cause  a  special  term,  if  required, 
of  the  Court  to  be  held,  and  shall  adjuciieate  all  such  cases  as  may  be  presented. 

Sec.  7.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  June  session,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  shall  write  upon  the  head  of  the  tax  list  the  Territorial  and  Couuty  rate  per 
cent,  for  tha/:  year,  and  set  eaeli  person's  amount  of  the  Territorial  and  Couuty  tax 
in.  the  proper  columns  opposite  his  name,  aud  furnish  it  to  the  Assessor  and  Collector, 
and  inform  the  Territorial  Treasurer  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  Territorial  tax,  the  name  of  tire  Assessor  aud  Collector  and  the 
amount  allowed  for  his  services,  which  must  be  paid  b3''  the  Territory  and  County. 
in  proportion  to  their  share  of  taxes;  aud  safely  file  the  original  list  with  the  otliec 
records. 

Seo.  S. — Whoa  the  Assessor  and  Collector  receives  the  tax  list,  he  shall  imme- 
diately proceed  to  collect  the  same,  by  requiring  of  each  tax-payer  his  amount  of  tax, and 
.shall  pay  the  part  collected  for  the  County  to  the  County  Treasurer  once  a  month,  or 
oftener  if  required  by  the  County  Court;  and  the  part  collected  for  the  Territory  to 
the  Territorial  Treasurer,  quarter  yearly  or  oftener  if  required  by  said  Treasurer; 
and  take  receipts  for  all  payments.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  and  the  Territorial  Treas- 
urer may  instruct  the  County  Court  to  audit  the  Assessor's  and  Collector's  books, 
and  compare  the  same  with  tire  Auditor's  receipts  which  he  may  have  received;  and 
in  all  cases  of  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Assessor  and  Collector  to  pay  over 
to  the  Treasurers  the  taxes  collected  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  County  Court  la 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  proceed  against  him  in  a  civil  suit  on  his  bonds, 
and  he  shall  be  liable  to  eudictment  for  embezzlement  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  punished  by  line  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twice  the  amount  of  the  sum  so 
embezzled,  or  be  imprisoned  not  ex.ceediug  five  years  at  daily  hard  labor,  (provided 
such  labor  shall  be  performed  by  ball  and  chain  attached,  whenever  the  jailor  deems 
it  necessary,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  havisg  jurisdiction.)  The  proceeds 
of  such  fines  to  be  equailv  divided  between  the  Territorial  and  County  Treasuries, 

Seo.  9.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  and  the  Clerks  of 
the  County  Courts  to  keep  an  account  with  the  Assessors  aud  CoUIectors,  debiting 
each  Collector  with  the  amount  of  tax,  and  crediting  him  with  amounts  paid  in,  the 
amount  remitted  bv  the  Courts  and  the  compensation  allowed  for  his  services. 

Sec.  10.— In  case  any  person  meglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  tax  when  required,  the 
Assessor  and  Collector  is  i^ereby  required  and  empowered  to  take  and  eell  enough 
taxable  property  behKiginp;  to  the  delinquent  to  pay  his  tax  and  the  costs  of  collec- 
tion. Said  property  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  sale,  after  at  least 
six  days'  public  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  the  time,  place  of  sale  and  kind  of 
property  to  be  sold:  Provided,  proceedings  may  be  staid  at  any  time  by  the  delin- 
quent paying  his  tax  and  the  amount  of  costs  already  accrued.  Auditors'  warrants 
shall  be  received  on  Territorial  taxes,  aud  County  orders  on  County  taxes  in  the  re- 
spective counties. 

Seg.  11.—  If  necessary,  the  Assessor  and  Collector  may  appoint  a  Deputy  or  Dep 
uties  to  assist  him  in  the'discharge  of  his  duties,  for  v/h«)se  ollicial  acts  and  compeu- 
eations  he  shall  be  responsible;  and  the  Assessors  and  Collectors  and  their  Deputies 
are  hereby  empowered  to  administer  oaths,    when  necessary   in  the    asstesment  of 
property,   and  may  require  any  person  to  give   a  statement  of  his   property  under

Seg.  12.— If  at  any  time  after  an  assessment  has  been  made,  xt  shall  appear  that 
any  person  has  undervalued  or  has  not  given  in  a  correct  statement  of  his  taxable 
property,  the  Assessor  and  Collector  is  hereby  authorized  to  assess  and  collect  a  t«x 
on  said  property  at  double  the  rates  r»er  cent,  on  the  current  year,  fifty  per  cv.nt.  ol 
the  penalty  to  be  retained  for  the  beiiefit  of  the  Assessor  and  Collector,  the  balance 
to  be  paid  over  as  other  taxes  to  the  Territorial  and  County  Treasurer:  Provided, 
that  if  any  Collector,  by  undue  means,  shall  seek  to  obtain  the  fifty  per  cent.  'HM-ein 
provided  for,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  suit  on  his  bonds  for  double  the  amount,  ol  the 
damage  done  to  any  individual  therebv.  .  . 

Seo.  13.— When  the  public  good  oVany  county  or  any  portion  thereol  requires 
an  expenditure  exceeding  ihs  revenue,  the  County  Court  mny,  at  any  general  or  spe- 
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cial  election,  after  at  least  twenty  days'  public  notice  has  been  given,  submit  to  the 
tax-payers  of  the  County  or  portion  thereof,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  the 
object  of  such  expenditure,  the  amount  required,  and  the  rate  per  cent,  necessary  to 
raise  the  amount;  and  if,  upon  counting  the  votes,  it  shall  appear  that  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  polled  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,"  the  County  Court  may  proceed  to  assess 
and  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  heretofore  provided  for  Territorial  and  County 
taxes.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  and  returns  made  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  an  act  regulating  elections,  approved  Jan,  3, 1853. 

Sec.  14. — The  County  Court  shall  during  its  June  session  examine  the  tax  list 
and  hear  complaints  for  errors  in  assessment;  and  if,  in  their  judgment,  all  or  part 
of  any  person's  taxes  ought  to  be  remitted,  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  shall  write 
the  word  remitted  against  such  person's  name,  with  the  amount  of  the  remittance, 
all  or  in  part;  and  when  the  examination  of  the  list  is  completed,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer  2ind  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  the  amount  of  the  Territorial  taxes  remitted;  and  said  Court  at  its  Septem- 
ber session  shall  again  examine  said  tax  list  and  hear  petitions  for  remittances,  and 
proceed  as  at  the  June  session  in  regard  to  remittances,  and,  on  or  before  the  thirti- 
eth day  of  November,  in  each  year,  the  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  settle  with  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  shall  pa.y  over  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer  all  delin- 
quent taxes  due  to  the  Territory;  and  the  Assessor  and  Collector  is  hereby  empowered 
to  collect  such  delinquent  taxes  for  his  own  benefit:  Provided,  that  the  Treasurer 
may  extend  to  the  Assessor  and  Collector,  the  time  for  payment  of  such  delinquen- 
cies, at  his  discretion. 

Sec.  15. — The  Assessors  and  Collectors  in  their  respective  counties  shall  estab- 
lish an  office  at  the  county  seat,  and  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
that  they  will  be  in  attendance  to  receive  taxes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
person  owing  taxes  to  pay  the  same  at  the  office  of  the  Assessor  and  Collector,  on  or 
before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November. 

Sec.  16.— Property  belonging  to  the  United  States,  this  Territory,  or  any  coun.ty, 
city,  or  town  thereof,  to  literary,  scientific  and  benevolent  institutions,  when  used 
for  those  purposes,  buildings  for  worship  and  the  grounds  and  materials  and  appur- 
tenances thereto  belonging,  to  insane  or  idiotic  persons  to  the  value  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  private  libraries,  burial  grounds  and  monuments  for  the  dead  are  exempt 
from  taxation. 

Sec.  17.— If  any  tax-payer  or  Assessor  and  Collector  sh;>il  wilfully  neglect  or 
refuse  to  comply  with  any  requisition  of  this  act  he  shall,  upon  conviction,  for  each 
offense  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  18. — Be  it  further  enacted  that  an  act  prescribing  the  manner  of  assessing 
and  collecting  Terrritorial  and  County  Taxes,  approved  Jan.  7,  185-i,  and  (he  amend- 
ments to  the  same  in  the  second  section  of  an  Act  in  relation  to  the  compilation  and 
revision  of  the  laws  and  resolutions  in  force  in  Utah  Territory,  and  embodying  cer- 
tain amendments,  approved  Jan.  16,  1862,  and  an  act  in  relation  to  Territorial,  Coun- 
ty, City  and  School  taxes,  approved  Jan.  22,  1861,  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  January  20,  1865. 
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CHAPTER    LIV. 

An  ACT  regulating  tJic  passing  and  ynceting  of  teams  on  the  jnihlic  Idghways. 

,  Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  bj'^  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  whenever  it  is  necessary  for  a  fast  traveling  team  to  pass  a  slow- 
er one,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teamster  of  the  slow  team  to  give  the  other  a  con- 
venient opportunity  to  do  so,  if  it  can  be  done  without  endangering  his  own. 

Sec.  2. — Whenever  teams  of  any  kind  meet,  each  shall  turn  tothe  right,  so.  as 
to  give  the  other  half  of  the  traveled  part  of  the  road,  whomever  it  can  be  done  with 
safety. 

Sec.  3. — Any  person  neglecting  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  all  damage  accruing  therefrom,  and  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars.

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CHAPTER    LV. 
A  PIIEAMBLE  and  An  ACT  for  the  further  relief  of  Indian  Slaves  and  Prisoners. 

Yv'bereas,  By  reason  of  the  acciuisition  of  Upper  California  aud  New  Mexico, 
and  the  subsequent  organization  of  the  Territorial  Governments  of  New  Mexico  and 
Utah  by  the  acts  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  these  Territories  have  or- 
ganized Governments  within  and  upon  what  would  otherwise  be  considered  Indian 
territory,  and  which  really  is  Indian  territory  so  far  as  the  right  of  soil  is  involved, 
thereby  presenting  the  novel  feature  of  a  white  legalized  government  on  Indian 
lands:  and 

Whereas,  The  laws  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  Intercourse  with  Indians 
are  designed  for  and  only  applicable  to  territories  and  countries  under  the  sole  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  ef  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  From  time  immemorial,  the  practice  of  purchasing  Indian  women  and 
children  of  the  Utah  tribe  of  Indians  by  Mexican  traders  has  been  indulged  in  and 
carried  on  by  those  respective  people,  until  the  Indians  consider  it  an  allov.'able 
traffic,  and  frequently  ofi'er  their  prisoners  or  children  for  sale;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  common  practice  among  these  Indians  to  gamble  away  their 
®wn  children  and  women;  and  it  is  a  well  established  fact  ihat  women  and  children 
thus  obtained,  or  obtained  by  war,  or  theft,  or  in  any  other  manner,  are  by  them 
frequently  carried  from  place  to  place  packed  upon  horses  or  nmles;  larietted  out  to 
subsist  upon  grass,  roots  or  starve;  and  are  frequently  bound  with  thongs  made  of 
raw  hide^  until  their  hands  and  feet  become  svfoUen,  mutilated,  inflamed  v/ith  pain 
and  wounded,  and,  when  with  suffering,  cold,  hunger  and  abuse  they  fall  sick  so  as 
to  become  troublesome,  are  frequently  slain  by  their  masters  to  get  rid  of  them;  and 

Whereas,  They  do  frequently  kill  their  women  and  children  taken  prisoners, 
either  in  revenge,  or  for  amusement,  or  through  the  influence  of  tradition,  unless 
they  are  tempted  to  exchange  them  for  trade,  which  they  usually  do  if  they  have  an 
opportunity;  and 

Whereas,  One  family  frequently  steals  the  children  and  women  of  another 
family,  and  such  robberies  and  murders  are  continually  committed,  in  times  of  their 
greatest  peace  and  amity,  thus  dragging  free  Indian  women  aud  children  into  Mexican 
servitude  and  slavery,  or  death,  to  the  almost  entire  extirpation  of  the  whole  Indian 
race;  and 

Whereas,  These  inliuman  practices  are  being  daily  enacted  before  our  eyes  in 
the  midst  of  the  white  settlements  and  within  the  organized  counties  of  the  Terri- 
tory; and  when  the  inhabitants  do  not  i^urehase  or  trade  for  those  so  offered  for  sale, 
they  are  generally  doomed  to  the  most  miserable  existence,  suffering  die  tortures  of 
every  sptcies  of  cruelty,  until  death  kindly  relieves  them  and  closes  the  revolting 
scenery: 

Wherefore,  When  all  these  facts  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  becomes  the 
duty  of  all  humane  and  christian  people  to  extend  unto  this  (iegradedand  downtrod- 
den race  such  relief  as  can  be  awarded  to  them,  according  to  tlieir  situation  and  cir- 
cumstances; it  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  consider; 

First,  The  circumstances  of  our  location  among  these  savage  tribes  under  the 
authority  of  Congress,  while  yet  the  Indian  title  to  the  soil  is  left  unextinguished 
not  even  a  treaty  having  been  held  by  which  a  partition  of  territory  or  country  has 
been  made,  thereby  bringing  tliem  into  our  door-yards,  our  liouses  and  in  contact 
with  our  every  avocation; 

Second,  Their  situation  and  our  duty  towards  them,  upon  the  common  princijiles 
of  humanity; 

Third,  The  remedy,  or  what  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  ameliorate  their  con- 
dition, preserve  their  lives  and  their  liberties,  and  redeem  them  from  a  worse  than 
African  bondage.  It  suggests  itself  to  your  committee  that  to  niemorialize  Congress 
to  provide  by  some  act  of  national  legishition  for  the  new  and  unparalleled  situation 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Territory,  in  relation  to  their  intercourse  with  these  Indi- 
ans, would  be  one  lesource  prolific  in  its  results  for  our  mutual  benelH;  and  furtlier, 
that  we  ask  their  concurrence  in  the  foUowinjr  enactincMit,  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  January  SI,  A.   I).,  1S'')2,  entitled 

An  ACT'  for  the  relief  of  Indian  Slaves  and  Prisoners. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  l)y  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  whenever  any  white  person  within  any  organized  county  ol  (his  I  er- 
ritor\'  shall  have  anv  Indian  prisoner,  child,  or  wcHiian  in  his  possession,  whctlicr  by 
purchase  or  otherwist;,  such  jicrson  shall  immediately  go,  together  with  -^ucli    Indian 
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prisoner,  child,  or  v.'oman,  before  the  Selectmen  or  Probate  Judge  of  the  county.  If 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  or  Probate  Judge  the  person  having  such  Indian  pri- 
soner, child,  or  woman,  is  a  suitable  person,  and  properly  qualified  to  raise  or  retain 
and  educate  said  Indian  prisoner,  child,  or  woman,  it  shall  be  his  or  their  duty  to  bind 
out  the  same  by  indenture  for  the  term  of  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Judge  or  Selectmen. 

Sec.  2. — The  Probate  Judge  or  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  written  in  the  inden- 
ture the  name  and  age,  place  where  born,  name  of  parents,  if  known,  tribe  to  which 
said  Indian  person  belonged,  name  of  the  person  having  him  in  possession,  name  of 
Indian  from  whom  said  person  was  obtained  and  date  of  the  indenture,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  filed  in  the  Probate  Clerk's  office. 

Sec.  3. — The  Selectmen  in  their  respective  counties  are  hereby  authorized  to 
obtain  such  Indian  prisoners,  children  or  women,  and  bind  them  to  some  useful  avo- 
©ation. 

Sec.  4. — The  master  to  whom  the  indenture  is  made  is  hereby  required  to  send 
said  apprentice  to  school,  if  there  bea  school  in  the  district  or  vicinity,  for  the  term 
of  three  months  in  each  year,  at  a  time  when  said  Indian  child  shall  be  between  the 
sges  of  seven  years  and  sixteen.  The  master  shall  clothe  his  apprentice  in  a  com- 
fortable and  becoming  manner,  according  to  his,  said  master's  condition  in  life.

CHAPTER    LVI. 

An-  ACT  in  relation  to  the  assemhling  of  Indians. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
•f  Utah:  That  if  any  Indian  trader  or  traders  shall,  by  any  notice  or  previous  arrange- 
ment, assemble  or  cause  to  be  assembled  any  number  of  Indians  within  the  neigh- 
bourhood or  immediate  vicinity  of  any  white  settlement  in  this  Territory,  for  the  pur- 
X)ose  of  trading  with  them,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  citizens  or  any.  neighbourhood  in 
this  Territory  he  shall  be  considered  as  breaking  the  peace,  and  may  be  proceeded 
against  by  any  citizen  of  this  Territory  in  a  suit  at  law,  and  may  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  at  the  discretion 
«f  the  Court  having  jurisdiction.

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CHAPTER    LVII. 

An  ACT  providing/  for  the  bridging  of  Ditches  or  Sects  leading  across  the 

Highways. 

Sec.  1. — be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
©f  Utah:  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  have  taken  or  may  hereafter  take  water 
©nt  of  the  natural  stream  or  sect  where  it  is  wont  to  flow,  and  conduct  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof  across  any  public  highway  or  road  by  means  of  a  ditch  or  sect,  any  person 
or  persons  so  conducting  water  shall  be  required  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  good 
s(fad  sufficient  culvert,  or  gravel  ford,  or  bridge  over  such  ditch  or  sect,  and  kept  the 
same  in  repair  where  the  same  crosses  any  such  public  road  or  highway,  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  Supervisor  of  the  district  where  tlie  ditch  or  sect  shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  2.— If  any  person  or  persons  so  conducting  water  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
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make  the  necessary  bridge,  culvert,  or  ford,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisor  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  suitable 
bridge,  culvert,  or  ford  across  the  ditch  or  sect  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons 
so  offending,  and  may  recover  the  same  by  a  suit  at  law  before  any  court  having  juris- 
<?iction  in  the  matter.

CHaPTES    LVIII. 
An  ACT  in  7'elatiQn  lo  the  inspGCtion  of  Spiniuous  Liquors. 

(Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territoiy 
of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be  and  liereby  is  created  the  ofhce  of  a  Territorial  Inspector 
of  spirituous  liquors. 

Sec.  2. — The  Territorial  Inspector  of  liquors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
and  may  be  removed  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3. — All  spirituous  liquors  manufactured  or  imported  into  this  Territory,  bo- 
fore  being  offered  for  sale,  shall  be  inspected  by  the  Territorial  Inspector  of  liquors,  or 
his  Deputy. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  liquors,  or  Deputy,  to  inspect  and 
pix)ve  all  liquors  that  he  may  be  called  to  prove  or  gague,  &e.,  and  attach  his  mark  or 
seal  on  the  vessels  containing  the  same. 

Sec.  5. — Be  it  further  enacted:  That  Sykes  Hydrometer  and  Scale  adopted  by  th« 
British  Board  of  Excise,  July  2nd,  1S16,  be  and  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  standard  for 
the  proving  spirits  in  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  6. — All  spirits  shall  be  deemed  of  the  strength  which  Sykes  Hydrometer 
d<?notc3  them. 

Sec.  7. — Any  person  selling  spirituous  liquors  that  have  not  been  inspected  and 
approved  by  the*  Inspector,  or  Deputy,  according  to  the  i)ro visions  of  this  act,  shaiJ 
forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  ofFeuse. 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  having  jurisdiction,  to  be  paid  into  the  Territorial 
treasury.

CHAPTER    LIX. 

An  ACT  regulating  Elections. 

iSec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  aud  Ijegislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah:  That  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  there  shall  be  a 
general  election  held  in  each  precinct  in  the  several  counties,  for  choosiug  allolhcera 
not  otherwise  provided  for.  , 

Sec.  2.— The  County  Clerk  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  and  the 
number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  put  up  in  two  public  places  m  eaoh 
precinct,  at  least  six  days  before  the  time  of  election.  ^ 

Sec.  3.— The  senior  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  the  Judge  of  elections  lu  hia 
precinct,  and  shall  appoint  one  clerk,  and  furnish  the  necessary  stationery  and  a 
ballot  box;  and,  in  the  absence  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  electors  first  asseinbleU 
on  the  day  of  election,  to  the  number  of  six,  may  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  act 
as  Judge  of  that  election.  .         . 

,Skc.  4.— The  election  shall  be  held  from  one  hour  after  sunrii?e  until  sunset;  ana 
no  elector  shall  vote  in  any  precinct  excepting  where  he  re.sides. 
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Sbc.  5.— Each  elector  shall  provide  himself  with  a  vote  containing  the  names  of 
the  persons  he  wishes  elected  and  the  offices  he  would  have  them  to  iill,  and  present 
it  neatly  folded  to  the  Judge  of  the  election,  who  shall  number  and  deposit  it  in  the 
ballot  box;  the  Clerk  shall  then  write  the  name  of  the  elector,  and  opposite  it  the 
number  of  his  vote. 

Sec.  6. — At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judge  shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and 
the  list  of  the  names  of  tlie  electors,  and  transmit  the  same  without  delay  to  the 
County  Clerk. 

Sec.  7. — Immediately  uj)on  receiving  the  electoral  returns  of  any  precinct,  the 
County  Clerk  and  Probate  Judge,  or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Selectmen  shall 
unseal  the  list  and  ballot  box,  and  count  and  compare  the  votes  with  the  names  on 
the  list,  and  make  a  brief  abstract  of  the  offices  and  names  voted  for,  and  the 
number  of  votes  each  person  received;  the  ballot  box  sftall  then  be  returned,  and 
the  votes  and  list  preserved  for  reference  in  case  the  election  of  any  person  shall  be 
contested. 

Sec.  8. — Vf  hen  all  the  returns  and  abstracts  are  made  the  Clerk  shall  forthwith 
make  a  general  abstract  and  post  it  up  in  his  office,  and  forward  to  the  Secretary  of 
the    Territory  a  certified   copy  of  the  names  of   the  persons  voted  for,   and  the 
number  of  votes  each  has    received  for  Territorial  offices  and  furnish  each  person 
having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  county  and  precinct  offices  a  certificate  of 
his  election. 

Sec.  9. — So  soon  as  all  the  returns  are  received,  the  Seeretar,y,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Governor,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and  furnish  to  each  person  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any  Territorial  office  a  certificate  of  his  election. 

Sec.  10. — If  the  returns  are  not  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  Secretary  or 
County  Clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  institute  inquiry,  which  must  be  promptly 
responded  to,  and  a  new  abstract  furnished  if  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — Any  person  designing  to  contest  an  election  shall  make  his  intentions 
specifically  known  in  writing  to  the  County  Clerk  within  ten  days  after  the  result 
of  the  election  is  known;  in  which  case  the  Clerk  shall  retain  the  votes  and  lists 
until  the  contest  is  decided;  otherv/ise  he  shall  destroy  them. 

Sec.  12. — When  ties  occur,  if  for  a  Territorial  officer,  the  Secretary  shall  deter- 
mine the  election  by  lot  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor;  and  if  for  a  county  or 
precinct  officer  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  determined  by  the  County  Clerk  in  tlf6 
presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

,  Sec.  13. — Any  person  contesting  the  election  of  a  county  or  precinct  officer  shall 
proceed  therein  before  the  County  Court,  who  shall  determine  the  question;  all  of 
which  shall  be  done  v/ithout  delay. 

Sec.  14. — When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  Territorial  elective  offices,  the  Governor 
shall  order  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy;  and  should  a  vacancy  .occur  in  a 
county  or  precinct  office,  necessary  to  be  filled  previous  to  the  general  election,  the 
County  Court  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment. 

Sec.  15. — All  officers  acting  in  elections  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  and  shall  be  punished  with  a  reasonable  preventive  amount 
of  fine  for  fraud  or  negligence,  by  any  court  having  jurisdiction.

CHAPTER    LX. 

An  ACT  concerning  certain  Animals  running  at  large. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  after  the  first  day  of  March  next,  any  stud  horse,  ja'ek,  or  ridgil  over 
the  age  of  eighteen  months,  found  running  at  large,  may  be  forfeited,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds paid  into  the  Emigrating  Poor  Fund. 

Sec.  2. — Any  ram  over  three  months  old,  found  running  at  large  within  any  set- 
tlement from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year,  may  be 
forfeited,  and  the  proceeds  paid  as  in  section  1. 

Sec.  3. — If  any  person  allow  his  sheep  to  run  at  large  in  any  agricultural  settle- 
ment, he  may  be  compelled  to  pay  for  all  damages  they  may  do,  by  any  Court  having 
jurisdiction.

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Sec.  4. — The  owner  of  sheep  having  any  contagious  disease  is  hereby  required 
imnaediately  to  remove  ihern  to  some  jjlace  where  they  cannot  endanger  the  health

Sec.  5. — Improvements  on  herd  grounds  are  all  pertaining  to  them  which  can  be 
sold  or  transferred,  and  no  improvements  shall  be  construed  to  imply  any  claim  for 
herding  purposes  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  in  the  license. 

Sp:c.  6. — Any  person  driving  animals  shall  use  due  diligence  to  prevent  driving 
those  not  in  his  care;  and  if  he  cannot  prevent  such  animals  from  mingling,  he  shaD 
leave  them  in  the  first  estray  pound  or  yard  or  inclosure  for  animals  that  he  can  obtain, 
and  notify  the  owner,  if  known,  and  if  not,  some  resident,  of  the  number,  kind  and 
brief  description  of  the  animals  which  have  mingled  with  his,  and  where  he  has  left 
them. 

Sec.  7. — Any  i)erson  driving  animals  into  this  Territory  shall,  on  arrival  in  the 
settlements,  have  them  marked  or  branded,  if  they  are  not,  and  forthwith  report  his 
mark  or  brand  and  the  number  of  his  animals,  specifying  the  number  of  each  hind; 
and  as  soon  as  possible  report,  over  his  signature,  said  number  and  mark  or  bi'and  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  the  first  organized  county  which  he  reaches. 

Sec.  8. — In  case  that  any  herd  shall  be  found  upon  the  range  in  the  neighborhood 
or  vicinity  of  any  settlement  in  this  Territoiy,  encroaching  or  intruding  upon  the 
range  necessary  for  the  animals  of  such  settlement,  and  the  owner  of  such  herd 
shall  refuseor  neglect  to  remove  the  same,  when  required  so  to  do  by  a  Selectman  of  the 
proper  county,  the  County  Court  of  such  county  is  hereby  authorized,  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  of  such  herd^  to  cause  the  same  to  le  removed  to  some  more  distant  local- 
ity beyond  the  limits  of  the  summer  and  winter  range  or  hay  grounds  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  stock  of  that  or  any  other  settlement.

Sec.  S. — Other  property  than  land  claims  and  the  improvements  thereon,  when 
disposed  of  by  gift,  must  be  transferred  substantially  in  the  same  manner,  and  by 
specification  of  kind  and  number  or  amount,  but,  unless  required,  the  details  may 
be  omitted. 

Sec.  4.— Any  person  or  body  corporate,  legally  authorized  to  purchase  and  dis- 
pose of  property,  may  transfer  to  any  other  person  or  body  corporate  all  rightful 
claim  and  ownership  of  property  by  gift,  and  such'  transfer  is  and  shall  be  demeed 
ralld  and  a  b.ar  to  all  claims  whatever,  exceptjjust  liabilities  incurred  previous  to  the 
time  of  transfer.

land  for  seats  of  justice  within  the  same."     Approved  jMay  26,  1824. 

Sec.  2. — And  be  it  further  enacted  that,  on  petition  of  the  residents  of  any  unin- 
corporated town  to  the  County  Court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Court  t-o  select  and 
enter,  at  the  proper  land  office,  not  exceeding  one  half  section  of  the  land  so  occupied, 
for  the  several  use  and  benefit  of  th(^  rightful  claimants  thereof,  according  to  their 
respective  interests,  as  contemplated  in  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act  for  the 
relief  of  citizens  of  towns  upon  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances." "Approved  May  23,  1844:"  Provided  the  requisite  amount  of  means  or 
money  necessary  for  the  i^urchasc  of  said  lands  and  the  incidental  expenses  accruing 
therefrom  be  furnished  and  delivered  to  the  Court  by  the  rigtitful  claimants  to  said 
lands. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Courts,  respectively,  acting  as  trustees  under  the  provision?; 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  on  application  of  the  rightful  clfiini- 
ants,  to  execute  transfers  of  said  lands  held  by  them  in  trust,  which  transfers  shall  b« 
valid  in  law;  and  are  further  empowered  to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
Ite  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided  such  rules  and 
regula,tions  do  not  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and 
the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  4. — Be  it  further  enacted  that  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  applicable, 
shall  apply  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  incorporated  towns  and  cities.

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CHAPTER    LXIX. 

An  ACT  Ecgulatlng  tJie  Manvfo.cture,  Sale  or  Other  iJlupOkrd  of  Inioxlcctlng  Liq- 
uors. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governorand  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That,  on  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty, 
no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  manufacture,  sell,  barter  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  without  first  obtaining  license  therefor,  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Seo.  2. — The  County  Courts  in  their  respective  counties  are  hereby- authorized 
to  grant  licenses,  as  contemplated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act:  Provided,  always, 
that  said  courts  shall  be  fully  satisfied  that  the  applicant  or  applicants  are  of  good 
moi-al  character,  safe  and  proper  persons  to  be  intrusted  with  the  aforesaid  business, 
and  that  it  is  expedient  for  the  public  good  to  grant  such  licenses. 

.  Sec;.  3. — Said  County  Courts  shall  fix  the  price  of  any  and  everj-  such  license  by 
them  granted,  and  shall  require  payment  for  the  same  invariably  in  advance;  upon 
the  applicants  presenting  the  County  Treasurer's  receipt  for  tbe  sum  re(|uiro{J  by  ibe 
Court  for  such  license,  the  said  Court  may  issue  or  cause  to  be  issued  the  desired  li- 
ccDse,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  4.— The  place  where  any  liquors  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  are 
intended  to  be  manufactured,  sold,  bartered  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  shall  be  named 
or  described  in  the  license;  which  license  sball  also  state  the  kind  or  kinds  of  liquor.^ 
to  be  manufactured,  sold,  bartered  or  disposed  of;  ancl  said  County  Courts  njayaunul 
any  such  license  at  pleasure  for  a  violation  of  this  act,  or  the  terms  of  the  license,  or 
whenever  they  shall  deem  the  public  good  requires  it. 

Sec.  5.— No  such  license  shall  be  transferable,  unless  sanctioned  by  the  County 
Court;  and  the  said  Courts  sball  cause  to  be  endorsed  on  the  back  of  every  such  li- 
cense granted  by  them  these  words,  "not  transferable,  unless  sanctioned  by  th« 
county  court,"  which  shall  be  ollicially  signed  by  the  Clerk. 

Sec.  G.— If  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  auy  of  the  preeediug  sec- 
tions of  this  act,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  use  of  the  couuty  wherein  such 
violation  shall  have  been  committed, upon  co.m plaint  of  any  citizen  of  the  county  be- 
fore any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  eaeli  and  every  such  violation,  to  be  recovered  as  an  action  of  debt. 
Sec.  7.— If  any  person  shall  barter,  sell  or  dispose  of  any  intoxicating  ]i(iuors 
on  the  day  of  the  week  commonlv  called  Sunday,  he  shall  forfeit  and  j.ay,  lor  tlie 
use  of  the  county  wherein  sucJi  oilense  shall  have  been  committed,  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars  for  each  ofi'ehce,  upon  complaint  of  any  citizen  thereof,  to  bo 
recovered  as  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec,  8.— No  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  interfere  in  any  way 
with  the  rights  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  incorporated  towns  and  cities.

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CHAPTER    LXX. 

An  ACT  in  Melation  to  the  Penitentiary. 

See.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  the  office  termed  "Inspectors  of  the  Penitentiary,"  created  by 
"an  act  in  relation  to  the  Penitentiary,"  approved  Jan,  16,  1855,  shall  hereafter  be 
styled,  "Board  of  Directors  of  the  Utah  Penitentiary." 

Sec.  2. — The  Penitentiary  shall  be  under  the  controlof  aboard  of  three  Directors, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  whose  term 
of  officeshallbe  oneyear,and  until  theirsuccessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Said  Direc- 
tors shall,  before  enteringupon  the  duties  of  their  office,  qualify  by  giving  bonds  with 
security  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  office, to  beapproved 
by  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and  the  same  may  be  increased, 
when  in  the  Auditor's  judgment  the  public  good  requires  it. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, a  Warden  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  said  Warden  shall  qualify  by  taking  and  subscribing 
an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  according  to  law,  and  give  bonds 
in  the  i)enal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  the  same  manner  ag  prescribed  for  the 
Directors  in  section  second  to  this  act. 

gee.  4.— The  Directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  President  of  the 
Board,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  business;  they  shall  appoint  a 
Clerk,  Overseers,  C4uards  and  all  other  necessary  officers  for  the  Penitentiary,  not 
otherwise  provided  for;  and  all  persons  so  appointed  may  be  required  by  the  Direct- 
ors to  give  bonds,  with  security,  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  which  bonds 
sh^U  be  approved  by  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors  to  visit  tli®  Penitentiary  as  often  as 
they  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  examine  and  inquire  into  ail  matters  connected  with 
the  government  and  discipline  thereof;  and  to  give  neceesary  directions  to  the  War- 
den relative  to  all  matters  pertaining  thereto;  and  may  require  the  convicts,  who 
may  hereafter  be  convicted,  to  labor  outside  the  wall  on  any  public  or  private  works; 
and  when  thus  employed  cause  that  they  be  well  secured  auti  properly  guardeci. 

Sec.  6. — The  Directors  shall  at  all  timee  nave  free  access  to  all  parts  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary, and  may  inspect  all  books,  papers,  documents,  communications  and  cor- 
respondence pertaining  thereto. 

Sec.  7. — The  Directors  shall  annually  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  during 
the  first  week  of  its  session,  the  coiidition  of  the  Penitentiary,  the  number  of  con- 
victs, their  condition;  also  for  vv'hat  and  how  long  they  were  sentenced,  specifying 
bow  many  are  Territorial;  the  fiscal  affairs,  and  all  the  avails  arising  from  the  labor 
of  convicts,  and  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  means  necessary  to  defray  expenses 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

gee.  8. — The  Warden  shall  receive  and  keep  all  persons  duly  committed,  and  not 
allow  them  to  hold  conversation  with  any  person,  except  in  his  or  the  presence  of 
some  other  officer  in  charge,  and  see  that  the  sentence  of  each  prisoner  is  properly 
executed,  and  that  they  be  diligently  employed  at  the  labor  assigned  them. 

Sec.  9.--In  caae  any  convict  or  convicts  shall  offer  any  violence  or  resistance  to 
any  officer  in  charge,  or  do  violence  to  any  other  convict,  atleaipt  to  do  injury  to  the 
buildings  or  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging,  attempt  to  escape,  resist  or  disobey 
any  lawful  commands,  the  officers  shall  defend  themselves,  enforce  the  observance 
of  dicipline  necessary  to  secure  the  persons  of  offenders  and  prevent  Q,uy  such 
aggression  or  escape  of  any  prisoner;  and  may  punish  thena  at  discretion  for  their 
mi'scnuduct  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  10. — Whenever  any  convict  shall  be  legally  discharged,  the  Warden  may, 
by  the  consent  of  the  Directors,  furnish  for  said  convict  clothing  not  exceeding  in 
value  fifty  dollars,  and  money  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars,  as  may  by  the  Directors 
be  deemed  proper  and  consistent  with  the  emergency  of  the  case. 

Sec.  11.— No  person  shall  communicate  or  deliver  to  any  prisoner  any  writing, 
message  or  package,  without  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  Warden:  and  any 
person  so  offending,  uxx)n  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  i-ix  nionths,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  doDars,  recoverable 
before  any  0<»urt  having  j urisdiction. 

Sec.  12. — Male  «ind  IVmale  prisoners  shall  not  be  kept  in  the  same  room,  and 
femy'ts  shall  be  nmier  the  supervision  of  a  suitable  Matron. 

Sec.  13. — Whenever  any  prisoner  escapes  from  custody,  the  Warden  shall  use  all 
due  diligence  for  his  it  pprelieuision,  and  for  this  ii.nnr.^^o  m^y,  under  the  instruction 
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of  the  Directors,  offer  a  reward  for  his  arrest  and  delivery  to  the  Warden  of  the  Pen- 
itentiary. 

Sec.  14. — In  case  any  contagious  disease  break  out  among  the  convicts,  or  in  case 
of  fire  or  other  casualty  from  which  danger  may  be  apprehended,  the  Warden  may 
remove  the  convicts  to  some  safe  and  convenient  place,  there  to  remain  in  his  charge 
until  said  danger  is  past. 

Sec.  15. — No  spiritous  or  fermented  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the  Penitenti- 
ary for  the  use  of  any  prisoner,  unless  prescribed  for  his  health  by  a  physician,  in 
which  case  he  shall  specify  in  writing  to  the  Warden,  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  liquor  to  be  furnished. 

Sec.  16. — The  Warden  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defend- 
ed in  his  ofdcial  capacity,  in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  direct  all  persons  em- 
ployed as  Overseers,  Guards,  Assistants  and  all  minor  officers,  and,  by  the  consent  of 
the  Directors,  to  appoint  a  deputy,  for  whose  official  acts  he  is  responsible. 

Sec.  17. — The  Clerk  shall  be  Clerk  for  the  Warden  and  Directors,  and  shall  record 
all  precepts  by  which  persons  are  committed,  and  keep  a  register  of  each  convict,  his 
name,  age,  place  of  birth,  particularly^  describing  his  i^erson  and  former  occux^ation, 
and  shatl  record  the  time  for  which  he  was  sentenced,  and  all  contracts  and  business 
matters  deemed  essential  by  the  Directors. 

Sec.  18. — Whenever  an  attempt  is  made'or  about  to  be  made  to  release  any  convict 
belonging  to  the  Penitentiary,  or  to  commit  any  unlawful  act  upon  any  person  or 
premises'thereunto  appertaining,  any  officer  thereof  is  authorized  to  summons  a  suffi- 
cient posse  in  the  m(-'st  summary  manner,  to  repair  forthwith  to  the  i^lace  where  such 
danger  is  apprehended,  for  the  purpose  of  repelling  such  contemplated  invasion. 
Any  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  obey  said  summons  or  any  lawful  commands  of 
the  officer  in  charge  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six 
months,  nor  lined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  by  any  Court  having  juris- 
diction. 

Sec.  19. — The  Auditor  of  public  accounts,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  warrants 
on  the  Territorial  treasury  for  the  relief  of  the  Warden,  his  Deputy,  or  other  persons 
employed  in  Penitentiary  service;  also  for  tools.,  clothing,  furniture  and  all  other 
necessaiy  supplies  to  the  amount  which  may  be  ordered  by  the  Directors,  payable  out 
of  any  money  in  the  treasury  appropriated  for  Penitentiary  purposes:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  justity  issuing  v'-arrauts  for  official  services 
of  the  Directors.

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CHAPTEPv    LXXI. 

An  ACT  further  defining  ih&  duties   of 'tJic    Officers    of  the    Pcnitcjitiary,    and  for 

other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
advertise,  in  the  consecutive  numbers  of  some  newspaper  i)ublished  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
county  for  sealed  jjroposals  for  leasing  the  Penitentiary  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  three  years. 

The  said  advertisement  shall  set  forth  tlio  place,  day  and  hour  f  hat  llie  i)roi)osal3 
shall  bo  opened,  and  that  tlic  Penitentiary,  Warden  liouse  and  other  buildings  connect- 
ed therewith  or  belonging  to  the  Penitentiary  will  be  let,  in  consideration  of  wliich  tho 
lessor  will  for  a  certain  sum  take  the  Ciirc  and  custody  of  all  convicts  that  are  now  or 
may  bo  committed  to  said  Penitentiary  during  tlie  term  of  contract,  and  (hat  the  lessee 
may  ai)point  tlie  (juarfls,  Overseers  and  otlier  officers  that  inay  be  neces^^ary  (o  keep 
safely  and  securely  and  to  carry  out  the  sentence  of  the  convicts,  i)ay  the  (Juards, 
Overseers  and  other  officers  and  assistants  by  him  employed.  Jle  shall  direct  and  con- 
trol tlA^  labor  of  the  convicts,  and  Iiave  tlie  avails  thereof  in  addition  to  the  sum  set 
forth  in  the  projiosition  or  article  of  agreement. 

All  proj)osals  shall  be  made  under  seal,  and  endorsed  proposals  for  leasing  tho 
Penitentiary,  addressed  to  the  AVarden  on  or  before  the  day  set  Ibrth  in  the  advertise- 
ment, on  wliich  day,  and  not  before,  they  shall  be  opened  by  the  Wiirden  in  the  pre- 
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senec  of  the  Directors  and  all  the  bidders  who  may  choose  to  be  present;  and  the  War- 
den, after  reading  all  the  proposals  in  the  presence  of  the  Directors  and  the  bidders, 
shall  submit  the  several  bids  to  the  Directors;  the  said  Directors  may  thereupon 
determine  which  is  the  best  responsible  bidder,  provided  the  bidder  is  a  resident 
citizen  of  the  Territory  and  of  a  reputed  good,  moral  character,  and  will  file  sufficient 
bonds  with  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract;  then 
they  shall  direct  the  Warden  to  accept  such  bid  and  file  papers  accordingly:  Provided, 
it  may  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Directors  to  accept  or  decline  any  or  all  of  the  bids, 
if  in  their  judgment  the  bids  are  for  a  greater  amount  than  is  reasonable  to  give,  in 
which  case  they  may  proceed  as  though  the  first,  section  of  this  act  had  not  been 
passed,  or  they  may  at  any  other  time  thereafter  let  the  Penitentiary  as  provided  in 
tills  act. 

Sec.  2. — The  person  vvhose  bid  may  be  accepted  and  files  bonds  and  takes 
possession  of  the  premises  and  tenements,  as  contemplated  in  this  act,  is  hereby 
constituted  an  Assistant  Warden,  and,  as  such,  shall  file  sufficient  bonds  with 
security  with  the  Direclors,  payable  to  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  Assistant  Warden:  Provided  he  shall  not  have 
any  claims  for  services  as  such  Assistant  Warden. 

Sec.  3. — In  the  event  that  the  Penitentiary  and  convicts  are  not  rented  as 
contemplated  in  this  act,  the  Warden  may  hire  out  any  or  all  the  convicts  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Directors:  Provided  such  regulations 
do  not  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  Territory, 

Sec.  4. — All  convicts  hereafter  sentenced,  excepting  such  as  may  be  sentenced  to 
solitary  confinement,  may  be  put  to  hard  labor  not  exceeding  ten  hours  each  day, 
Sundays  excepted,  under  the  regulations  that  are  or  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by 
the  Directors.

CHAPTER    LXXII. 

An  ACT  concerning  the  construction  and  protection  of  Electric  Telcfjraph  Linen  in  (he 

Territory  of  Utah. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Asseinbly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah:  That  Hiram  Siblev,  Isaac  Butts,  Jeptba  H.  Wade,  Isaac  R. 
Elwood,  Charles  M.  Sfcebbins,  Thoma*s  R.  Walker,  John  PI.  Beneyhill,  Edward 
Creighton,  Samuel  L.  Selden,  John  PI.  Harmon,  Albert  W.  Bee,  James  S.  Graham 
and  Joseph  Medeary  are  hereby  granted  the  privilege  of  constructing  a  line  or  lines 
of  electric  telegraph  upon  and  along  any  of  the  highways  and  public  roads  within 
the  limits  of  this  Territory,  by  the  erection  of  the  necessary  fixtures,  including  posts, 
piers  or  abutments  for  sustaining  the  wire  or  wires  of  such  line  or  lines:  Provided 
the  same  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  discommode,  endanger,  or  interrupt  the 
free,  legitimate  use  of  said  highways,  or  of  any  waters  within  this  Territory. 

Sec.  2. — The  persons  named  and  designated,  as  aforesaid,  are  also  autho"rized  to 
construct  their  line  or  lines,  and  to  erect  all  necessary  fixtures  therefor,  upon  any 
lands  in  this  Territory,  subject,  however,  to  the  right  of  the  ov»'ners  or  claimants  to 
full  compensation  for  the  same;  and  if  said  persons  or  their  agents  cannot  agree  with 
any  owner  or  claimants  of  the  land  so  taken  or  used  for  the  compensation  to  be  paid 
therefor,  either  of  said  persons  or  agents,  or  such  owner  or  claimant  may  apply  to 
any  Judge  of  any  Court  of  record  v/ithin  the  Territory,  by  petition,  stating  the  facts 
and  circumstances  bearing  upon  the  subject,  a  en|>y  of  which  petition  shall  be  served 
upon  the  said  persons  or  agents,  or  upon  such  owner  or  claimant,  as  the  case  may  be, 
with  notice  of  the  time  when  the  same  will  be  presented,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
time  so  fixed;  and  upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  pursuant  to  such  notice,  or 
at  anytime  within  twenty  days  afterwards,  such  Judge  may  appoint  three^  dii-inter- 
ested  persons  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  asst-ssnicnt  and  appraisal  of  the  loss  or 
damage,  if  any,  which  may  have  been  or  is  ]ik<4y  to  be  sustained  by  the  ovyner  or 
claimant  in  coiisequence  of  the  use  of  such  laudr*  as  ht^reby  authorized;  duplicates  of 
which  appraisal  s^all  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  said  appraisers,  or  a 
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majority  of  them,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  owasr  or  chuuiant  of 
the  land,  and  the  other  to  either  or  any  one  of  the  persons  above  ijamed  or  their 
agents,  upon  demand;  snch  appraisal  to  determine  eitiier  the  annual  cost  or  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  by  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  or  bj^  their  agents,  for  the  use  of 
the  land,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a  sum  in  gross,  as  the  compensation  for  allowing  the 
fixtures  belonging  to  such  persons  permanently  to  continue,  aud  to  be  repaired  and 
improved  from  time  to  time  as  said  persons  or  their  agents  may  legitimately  require; 
and  in  case  any  damage  shall  be  adjudged  to  such  owner  or  claimant,  the  persons 
herein  named  or  their  agents  shall  pay  the  amount  thereof  with  costs  of  such 
appraisal,  said  costs  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  appraisers  in  their 
written  award;  the  appraisers  to  be  entitled  to  twodoltars  per  day,  besides  expenses, 
for  their  services,  to  be  paid  by  the  aforesaid  persons  or  their  agents. 

Sec.  3.— Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  injure,  molest  or  destroy  any  of  the 
lines,  wires,  posts,  piers  or  abutments  belonging  to  the  persons  aforesaid,  or  any 
other  materials  or  property  appertaining  to  said  electric  telegraph  line  or  lines  within 
this  Territory,  or  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  interfere  with  or  obstruct  in  any  way 
the  use  of  such  line  or  lines,  or  the  transmission  of  messages  or  communications  of 
any  sort  upon,  along  or  over  the  same,  or  who  shall, aid,  abet,  procure  or  advise  any 
such  interference,  obstruction  or  injury,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  punished  for  the 
first  offense  by  imprisonment  and  sentence  to  hard  labor  for  a  term  of  one  year, 
or  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  for  the  second  offense,  by  like 
imprisonn>ent-  and  sentence  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  a  fine  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  inhibit  the 
Legislature  of  this  Territorv  from  altering,  changing  or  repealing  this  act.

CHAPTER    LXXIII. 

A)i  ACT  to providr.  for  the  orfjanizaiion  of  Telegraphic  Companies. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  Tlat  ariy  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three,  two-thirds  of  whom  must 
be  residents  of  this  Territory,  may  associate  and  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  owning,  holding  and  working  a  line  or  lines  of  telegraph  in  this 
Territory,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  and  subject  to  the  liabilities  prescribed  iu 
this  act. 

Sec.  2.— Such  persons  under  their  hands  shall  make  a  certificate  which  shall 
.specify: 

1st. — The  corporate  name  of  the  company. 

2d.— The  general  route  of  the  principal  line  or  lines  Of  telegraph,  designating  the 
principal  points  to  be  connected  thereby. 

3d.— The  amount  of  the  eapit-al  stock  of  the  company  aud  the  number  of  shares 
into  which  the  same  shall  be  divided, 

4th.— The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  principal  shareholders,  aud  the 
numl)er  of  shares  subscribed  for  by  each. 

5th.— The  period  of  the  existence  of  said  company,  not  to  exceed  fifty  years. 
AVhich  certificate  shall  be  proved  or  acknowledged,  and  filed  in  the  ofiico  of  the 
County  Clerk  of  the  county  i)i  which  one  of  the  i)rincipal  ofiici-s  of  t^aul  company 
shall  be  established,  and  a  copy  or  duplicate  thereof  filed  in  the  ollice  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  ,  ^.  , 

Sec.  3.— Upon  complying  With  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section.  sueU 
comi)any  shall  become  a  l)odv  corporate  bv  the  name  designated  in  said  cerLifieitle, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  i)rivi!cge.s,  and  subject  to  tlie  li.il.iliMes 
common  to  corporations;  and  a  copy  of  said  certilicato,  certified  by  the  Clerk  wimre 
the  same  is  filed,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  may  be  used  as  evidence  in  ull  Courts 

and  jilaces.  .111  i 

^t-c.  4.— Such  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  liold  une  ana 

vend  to  others  to  be  used  any  patent  or  patents  for  tel('gra|duiig,  and  any  and  all 

rights  thereunder;  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold  aud  muiiitaiu  any  and  all  rights, 
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privileges  and  franchises  relating  to  the  business  of  telegraphing;  to  inalie,  receive  by 
assignment,  or  ratify  by  contract  or  agreement  for  the  building,  maintaining,  con- 
trolling or  working  of  any  line  or  lines  of  telegruph;  to  construct,  purchase,  lease, 
take,  receive,  hold,  control  and  work  any  lines  for  telegraphing  within  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  and  to  purchase,  take,  lease,  hold,  own,  use  and  occupy  any  personal  or  real 
estate,  rights,  property,  telegraph  lines,  grants,  franchi;-es  and  privileges  that  may 
be  proper  or  convenient  for  the  complete  transaction  of  its  businei«s,  or  for  effectually 
and  conveniently  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  company.  It  shall 
also  have  power  to  appoint  such  directors,  officers  and  •  agents,  and  to  make  such 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  in  the  transaction  of 
its  businesp,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Territory  or  of  the  United 

States. 

gee.  5. — Such  company  is  authorized  to  construct  lines  of  telegraph  along  and 
upon  any  road  or  highway,  or  across  any  of  the  waters  or  over  any  lauds  within  the 
limits  of  this  Territory,  by  the  erection  of  the  necessary  fixtures,  including  posts, 
piers,  or  abutments,  and  the  appropriation  of  any  standing  trees,' except  fruit  and 
ornamental  trees  and  trees  within  enclosures,  for  sustaining  the  wires  of  said  lines: 
Provided  the  same  shall  not  be  so  constructed  as  to  incommode  the  public  use  of  said 
road  or  highway  or  injuriously  interrupt  the  navigation  of  said  waters. 

gee.  6. — If  any  person  over  whose  lands  said  lines  shall  pass,  upon  which  posts, 
piers, or  abutments  shall  be  placed, or  standing  trees  appropriated,shalleonsider  him- 
self aggrieved  or  damaged  thereby,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Court  of  the 
county  within  which  such  lands  are,  on  the  application  of  such  person  and  on  notice 
of  such  appplication  being  served  on  the  President  or  any  director  of  such  company, 
to  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  persons  as  Commissioners,  who  shall  sev- 
erally take  an  oath  before  any  person  authorized  to  adnnnister  oaths,  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  awid  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  ap- 
praisal of  all  the  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  said  applicant  by  reason  of  said  lines, 
posts,  piers, orabutments.nr  appropriation -of  standing  trees,  duplicates  of  which  said 
appraisement  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  said  Commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them;  one  copy  shall  be  delivered  to  the  applicant  and  the  othfer  to  the 
President  or  any  directoror  officer  of  said  company  or  corporation,  on  demand;  and 
in  case  any  damage  shall  be  adjudged  to  said  applicant,  the  company  or  corporation 
shall  pay  the  amount  thereof,  with  the  costs  of  said  appraisal,  said  c^xsts  to  be  set 
forth  and  liquidated  with  the  damages  appraised;  and  said  Commissioners  shall 
receive  for  their  services  such  compensation  as  the  Probate  Judge  may 
award,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner  as  the  costs  and  damages  appraised.  But 'a 
no  case  shall  the  person  feelisg  himself  aggrieved  or  injured  be  entitled  to  any  dam- 
age, when  application  is  not  made  to  the  Probate  Court  within  six  months  after  the 
erection  of  said  telegraph  lines  across  the  lands  of  such  persons. 

gee.  7.— Any  telegraph  company  may  at  any  time,  with  the  consent  of  the  per- 
sons holding  two-thirds  of  the  issued  stock  of  said  company,  sell,  lease,  assign,  trans- 
fer and  convey  any  rights,  privileges,  franchises  and  property  of  said  company. 

Sec.  8.— This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  or  impair  any  rights  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Telegraph  Company.

CHAPTER    LXXIV. 

An  ACT  for  the  Eegulation  of  the  Telegraph,  and  to  secure  Secrecy  and  Fidelity  in  the 

transmission  of  Telegraphic  Messages. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  if  any  officer,  agent,  operator,  clerk  or  empht.yi'e  of  any  telegraph 
coiiij  any  or  any  other  person,  shall  wiil'ully  divulge  to  any  other  person  than  the 
party  from  whom  the  same  was  received,  or  to  wfiom  fhe  same  is  addresseil,  or  his 
agent  or  attorney,  any  message  received  or  sent  or  intended  to  be  sent  over  any 
telegraph  line,  or  the  contents,  substance,  purport,  effect  or  meaning  of  such 
message  or  any  part  thereof,  or  shall  wilfully  alter  any  such  message  by  adding 
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thereto  or  omittiuK  therefrom  any  word  or  words,  figure  or  figures,  so  as  to 
materially  change  the  sense,  purport  or  meaning  of  such^message  to  the  injury  of 
the  person  seudina;  or  desirins  to  send  the  same,  or  to  whom  the  same  was  directed, 
the  person  8o  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court:  Provided,  that  when  nuunn-alsor  words  of  number  occur  in  any  message,  the 
operator  or  clerk  sendingnr  receiving  may  express  thesame  inwordsor  in  both  words 
and  figures,  and  such  fact  shall  not  be  deemed  an  alteration  of  the  message,  nor  in 
any  manner  affect  its  genuineness,  force  or  validity. 

Sec.  2. — If  any  agent,  operator  or  employee  in  any  telegraph  office,  or  any  other 
person,  shall,  knowingly  and  wilfully,  send  by  telegraph  to  any  person  or  i:)ersons 
any  false  or  forged  messatje  purporting  to  be  from  such  telegrapli  office,  or  from  any 
other  person,  or  shall  wilfully  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  any  person  any 
such  message  fiilsely  purporting  to  have  been  received  by  telegraph,  or  if  any  person 
or  persons  shall  furnish  oi;  conspire  to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  t'urnished  to  any  such 
agent,  operator  or  employee,  to  be  so  sent  by  telegraph  or  to  be-so  delivered,  any 
such  message,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  or  forged,  with  the  intent  to  deceive, 
injure  or  defraud  any  individual,  partnership  or  corporation  or  the  public,  tha 
person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guiltj"-  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  «or  imiDrisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  ofthecourt. 

Sec.  3. — If  any  agent,  operator  or  employee  in  any  telegraph  office  shall  in  any 
way  use  or  appropriate  any  information  derived  by  him  from  aHy  i:)rivate  message  or 
messages  passing  througli  his  hands,  and  addressed  to  any  other  person  or  persons,  or 
in  any  other  manner  acquired  by  him  by  reason  of  his  trust  as  such  agent,  operator  or 
employee,  or  shall  trade  or  speculate  upon  any  such  information  so  obtained,  or  in 
any  manner  turn  or  attem])t  to  turn  the  same  to  his  own  fX'Count,  jn'ofit  or  advantage, 
the  person  so  oflending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonnent  not  to  exceed  one 
year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and  shall 
also  be  liable  in  treble  damages  to  the  party  aggrieved  lor  all  loss  or  injury-  sustained 
by  reason  e-f  such  wrongful  act. 

Sec.  4. — If  any  agent,  operator  or  employee  in  any  telegraph  office  shall  unreason- 
ably and  wilfully  refiAe  or  neglect  to  seiid  any  message  received  at  such  office  for 
transmission,  or  shall  unreasonably  and  wilfully  postpone  the  same  out  of  its  order, 
or  shall  unreasonably  and  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver  any  message  receiveil 
by  telegraph,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
may  be  jnmished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imiirisonment  not  to 
exceed  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court:  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  require  any 
message  to  be  received,  transmitted  or  delivered,  unless  the  charges  thereon  shall  liave 
been  paid  or  tendered,  nor  to  require  the  sending,  receiving  or  delivery  of  any  message 
counselling,  aiding,  abetting  or  encouraging  treason  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  or  other  resistance  to  lawful  autliority,  or  any  message  calculated  to 
instigate  or  further  any  fraudulent  plan  or  purjjose,  or  to  instigate  or  encourage  the 
perpetration  of  any  unlawful  act,  or  to  facilitate  the  escape  of  any  criminal  or  person 
.accused  of  crime. 

Sec.  o.— If  any  person  not  connected  Avith  any  tolcgraph  olfice  shall,  without  tho 
authority  or  consent  of  the  person  or  ])ersons  to  whom  the  same  may  be  directed, 
wilfully"or  unlawfully  ojX'U  any  sealed  envelope  inclosing  a  telegra])hic  message  aud_ 
addressed  to  any  other  ])erson  (Jr  persons,  with  the  purpose  of  learning  the  contents  of 
such  message,  or  shall  fraudulently  represent  any  other  person  or  persoits,  and  thereby 
procure  to  be  delivered  to  himself  any  telegrapliic  message  addressed  to  such  other 
person  or  persons,  with  the  intent  to  use,  destroy  or  detain  the  same  from  tho  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  receive  sudi  message,  the])erson  so  oflending  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punislirxl  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  (hdlnrs,  or 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  one  vear,  or  by  botli  such  fine  ami  imprisonment,  in  the 
discretion  of  tlie  Court,  and  shall" moreover  bo  liable  in  treble  damages  to  the  party 
injured  for  all  loss  and  dama.ge  sustained  by  reason  of  such  wrongful  act. 

Ssc  0.— If  any  person  not  connected  with  any  telegrai>hiccom])any  sliall,  by  means 
of  anv  machine,  Instrument  orcontrivance,  or  inany  o1h<r  manner,  wilfully  and  djiiid- 
ulontly  read  or  attempt  to  read  any  message,  or  to  learn  the  contents  (hereol,  whilsl 
the  same  is  being  sent  over  any  telegraph  line;  or  sliall  wilfully  and  fraudulently  or 
clandestinely  learn  or  attempt  <o  learn  the  contents  or  meaning  of  any  message  while 
the  same  is  in  any  telegraph  olfice,  or  is  being  received  thereat  or  sent  therefrom;  or 
shall  use  or  attenijit  to  use  or  cominunicali'  to  others  any  information  so  obtaun-d  by 
any  person,  the  person  so  ollending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
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shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  7.— If  any  i^erson  shall,  by  the  payment  or  promise  of  any  bribe,  inducement 
or  revfard,  procure,  or  attempt  to  procure  anj^  telegraphic  agent,  operator  or  employee 
to  disclose  any  private  message  or  the  contents,  purport,  substance  or  meaning  thereof; 
or  shall  offer  to  any  such  agent,  operator  or  employee  any  bribe,  compensation  or 
reward  for  the  disclosure  of  any  private  information  received  by  him,  by  reason  of  his 
trust  as  such  agent,  operator  or  employee;  or  shall  use  or  attempt  to  use  any  such 
information  so  obtained,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  impri- 
sonment not  to  exceed  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  dis- 
cretion ox  the  Court. 

Sec.  8. — If  any  person  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  cut,  break  or  throw  down  any 
telegraph  pole  or  any  tree  or  other  material  used  in  any  line  of  telegraph;  or  shall  wil- 
fully or  maliciously  break,  displace  or  injure  any  insulator  in  use  in  any  telegraph  line; 
or  shall  v>^ilfully  or  maliciously  cut,  break  or  remove  from  its  insulator  any  wire  used 
as  a  telegraph  line;  or  shall,  by  the  attachment  of  a  ground  wire  or  by  any  other  con- 
trivance, wilfully  destroy  the  insulation  of  such  telegraph 'line,  or  interrupt  the  trans- 
mission of  the  electric  current  through  the  same;  or  shall  in  any  other  manner  wilfully 
injure,  molest  or  destroy  any  property  or  materials  appertaining  to  any  telegraph 
line;  or  shall  wilfully  interfere  with  the  use  of  any  telegraph  line;  or  obstruct  or  post- 
pone the  transmission  of  .any  message  over  the  same;  or  procure  or  advise  any  such 
injury,  interference  or  obstruction,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  not  toysxceed  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imx>risonmeui;,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  9. — Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  oi»  any  section  of  tliis  Act 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  i3enaltie3  therein  prescribed,  be  liable  to  the  party  damaged  in 
a  civil  suit  for  all  damages  occasioned  thereby. 

Sec.  10. — All  operators,  clerks  and  persons  in  the  employ  of  any  telegraph  com- 
pany, whilst  employed  in  the  offices  of  said  company  or  along  the'route  of  its  tele- 
graph lines,  shall  be  exempt  from  militia  duty  and  from  serving  on  juries. 

Sec.  11. — Contracts  made  by  telegrai:)h  shall  be  deemed  to  be  contracts  in  v/riting; 
and  all  communications  sent  by  telegraph  and  signed  by  the  i:)erson  or  ])ersons  send- 
ing the  same,  or  by  his  or  ti^ir  authority,  shall  be  teld  and  deemed  to  be  communi- 
eations  in  writing.  ^ 

Sec.  12. — Whenever  any  notice,  information  or  intelligence,  written  or  otherwise, 
is  required  to  be  given,  the  same  may  be  given  hj  telegraph:  Provided,  that  the  dis- 
patch containing  the  same  be  delivered  to  the  person  entitled  thereto,  or  to  liis  agent 
or  attorney.     Notice  by  telegraph  shall  be  deemed  actual  notice. 

See.  13. — Any  power  of  attorney  or  other  instrument  in  writing  duly  proved,  or 
acknowledged  and  certified  so  as  to  be  entitled  to  record,  may,  together  with  the  cer- 
tificate of  its  proof  or  acknowledgment,  be  sent  by  telegraph;  and  the  telegraphic 
copy  or  duplicate  thereof  shall,  prima  facie,  have  the  same  force  and  effect,  in  all 
resiiects,  and  may  be  admitted  to  record  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
like  effect  as  the  original. 

Sec.  14. — Checks,  due  bills,  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange  and  all  orders  or 
iigreements  for  the  j^ayiiient  or  delivery  of  money  or  other  thing  of  value,  may  be 
made  or  drawn  by  telegraph;  and  when  so  made  or  drawji  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  to  charge  the  maker,  drawer,  indorser  or  acceptor  thereof,  and  shall  create 
the  same  rights  and  equities  in  favor  of  the  payee,  drawer,  indorsee,  acceptor,  holder 
or  bearer  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  days  of  grace,  as  if  duly  made  or 
drav/n  and  delivered  in  writing;  but  it  shall  not  be  lav/ful  for  any  person,  other  than  ■ 
the  maker  or  drawer  thereof,  to  cause  any  such  instrunient  to  be  sent  by  telegraph  so 
as  to  charge  any  person  thereby,  except  as  hereinafter  in  the  next  section  otherwise 
provided.  Whenever  the  genuineness  or  execution  of  any  such  instrument  received 
by  telegraph  shall  be  denied  on  oath  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  person  sought  to  be  charged 
thereby,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  party  claiming  under  or  alleging  the  same  to 
prove  the  existence  an  execution  of  the  original  writing  from  which  the  telegraphic 
copy  or  duplicate  was  transmitted.  The  original  message  shall  in  all  cases  be  i>re- 
served  in  the  telegraph  office  froni  which  the  same  is  sent. 

Sec.  15. — Except  as  hereinbefore  otherwise  provided,  any  instrument  in  writing, 
duly  certified  under  liis  hand  and  official  seal  by  a  Notary  Public,  Commissiosier  of 
Depds  or  a  Cl*-rk  of  a  Courf,  of  record,  tf)  be  genuine  within  the  personal  kuowledge 
of  such  officer,  may,  togetlior  with  such  certificate,  be  sent  by  telegra|>b;  and  the 
telegraphic  copy  thereof  shall,  prima  facie  only,  have  the  same  force,  effect  and  va- 
lidity, in  all  respects  whatsoever,  as  the  original;  and  the  burden  of  proof  sliall  rest 
with  the  party  denying  the  genuineness  or  due  execution  of  the  oritrinal. 

Sec.  Ifi — Wht^never  any  person  or  persons  shall  have   been    indicted  or  accused 
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on  oath  of  any  public  oiTease,  or  thereof  convicted,  and  a  warrant  of  arrest  shall  have 
been  issued,  the  Magistrate  issuiug  such  warrant,  or  auy  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
or  of  any  District,  County  or  Probate  Court  may  indorse  thei'eou  an  order  signed  by 
him  and  authorizing  the  service  thereof  by  telegraph,  and  tliereupon  such  warrant 
and  order  may  be  sent  by  telegraph  to  auy  Marshal,  Sheriff,  Constable  or  Policeman; 
and  on  the  receipt  of  the  telegraphic  copy  thereof  by  any  such  officer,  he  shall  have 
the  same  authority  and  be  under  the  same  obligation  to  arrest,  take  into  custody  and 
detain  the  s£iid  person  or  iiersons,  as  if  the  said  original  warrant  of  arrest  with  the 
proper  direction  for  the  service  duly  indorsed  thereoa  had  been  placed  in  his  hands; 
and  the  said  telegraphic  copy  shall'be  entitled  to  full  faith  and  credit  and  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  in  all  Courts  and  j)laces  as  the  original.  But  prior  to  indict- 
ment or  conviction,  no  such  order  shall  be  made  by  any  officer  unless  in  his  judg- 
ment there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  the  said  accused  person  or  persons  guiltj'-  of 
the  offense  charged:  Provided,  the  making  of  such  order  by  any  officer,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  regularity  thereof,  and  of  all  proceedings 
prior  thereto.  The  original  warrant  and  order,  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the 
ofQcer  making  the  order,  shall  be  preserved  in  the  telegraph  office  from  which  the 
same  is  sent;  and  in  telegraphiog  the  same  the  original  or  the  said  certified  copy  may 
be  used. 

Sec.  17. — Any  writ  or  order  in  any  civil  suit  or  proceeding  and  all  other  papers 
requiring  service  may  be  transmitted  by  telegraph  for  service  in  any  place,  and  the 
telegraphic  copy  of  such  writ  or  order  or  paper  so  transmitted  may  he  served  or  exe- 
cuted by  the  officer  or  person  to  whom  it  is  sent  for  that  purpose  and  returned  by 
him,  if  auy  retitrn  be  requisite,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  force  and 
effect  in  all  respects  as  tlie  originial  thereof  might  be  if  delivered  to  him;  and  the 
officer  or  person  serving  or  executing  the  same  shall  have  the  same  authority  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  if  the  said  copy  were  the  original.  The  original, 
when  a  writ  or  order  shall  also  be  filed  iu  the  Court  from  vrhich  it  was  issued,  and  a 
certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  preserved  in  the  telegraph  oifice  from  which  it  was 
sent.  In  sending  it,  either  the  original  or  the  certified  copy  may  be  used  by  the 
onerator  for  that  purpose. 

"See.  18.— Whenever  any  document  to  be  sent  by  telegraph  bears  a  seal,  either  pri- 
vate or  official,  it  shall  not  bi^  necessary  for  the  operator,  in  sending  the  same,  to 
telegraph  a  description  of  the  seal,  or  a'ny  words  or  device  thereon,  but  the  same 
may  be  expressed  In  the  telegraphic  copy  by  the  letters  "L.S.,"  or  by  the  word 
"Seal." 

Sec.  19,— The  President  or  Secretary  of  any  telegraph  company  doing  business 
in  this  Territory  may  file  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  prnicipal  ofiiGe  o"i  said  company  within  this  Territory  is  situated,  a  copy  of  any 
printed  blank  or  envelope,  picture 'or  device,  used  or  intended  so  to  be,  by  said  com- 
pany, with  his  certificate  that  the  same  is  commonly  used,  or  is  intended  so  to  be,  in 
the  business  of  said  company  as  a  distinguishing  mark,  notice  or  index  of  said  busi- 
ness, and  thereupon  such  blank,  envelope,  picture  or  device  shall  becnine  the  prop- 
erty of  said  company;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  unless  by  the  employ- 
ment or  permission  of  said  company,  to  print,  publisli,  distribute  or  use,   or  cause  to 


may  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months.  .         . 

Sec.  20.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  telegraph  company  doing  business  in  this 
Territory  to  transmit  all  dispatches  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received,  under 
the  nenaltv  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit  by  the  person 
or  persona\vl!Ose  dispatch  is  postponed  out  of  its  order:  Provided,  that  communica- 
tions to  and  from  public  officers  on  official  business  may  have  precedence, over  .all 
other  coramuuications:  And,  provided  also,  that  intelligence  of  general  and  public 
interest  may  be  transmitted  for  publication  out  of  its  order. 

Sec.  21.— The  term  "telegraphic  copy"  or  "telegraphic  duplicate,  wherever 
used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  copy  of  a  message  made  or  prepared 
for  delivery  at  the  office  to  which  said  message  may  have  been  sent  by  telegraph. 

Sec.  22.— The  California  State  Telegraph  Company,  a  company  formed  within 
the  State  of  California,  and  having  its  principal  office  in  the  city  of  San  1<  rancisco 
and  doing  business  w^ithin  the  Territory  of  Utah,  is  hereby  declared  to  bo  .July  in- 
corporated under  its  present  corporate  name,  style  and  organization:  and  the  riguc 
is  hereby  granted  to  said  company  to  acquire,  own  and  enjoy,  and  to  dispose  ot  auy 
and  all  property  real  and  personal,  franchises  ai^d  i)rivilogesaH  may  be  proper  or  con- 
venient for  the'transaction  of  its  business  and  for  eflectually  carrying  out  the  oi.ifcts 
and  purposes  of  said  company,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  said  compiuiy  ha<l  neon 
originallv  formed  and  duly  i'ncorporatcd  under  the  laws  of  tins  'l-rritory,  lureoy 
conferririir  upon  s;n<rco,npanv  ;;s  ample  i.n-.vor  to.lo  :md  trnf.'^aft  biisiuMsa  an-i  niuin- 
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tain  its  rights  in  all  Courts  and  places  as  is  or  may  be  possessed  by  domestic  corpo- 
rations or  natural  persons.

CHAPTER    LXXV. 

An  ACT  providing  for  a  Poll  Tax  for  Road  Purposes. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  theTerritory 
of  Utah:  That  each  County  Court  shall,  at  its  next  December  term,  district  its 
respective  county  into  as  many  portions  as  may,  in  its  judgment,  render  it  convenient 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  most  etTectively  for  the  general  good,  and 
appoint  a  Supervisor  for  each  district.  It  shall  require  annually  a  poll  tax,  not  to 
execeed  two  day's  labor,  or  one  and  a  half  dollars  per  day  in  lieu  thereof,  of  every 
able-bodied  male  inhabitant  over  sixteen  and  under  fifty  years  of  age;  said  labor  to 
be  performed  upon  any  Territorial  or  county  road  within  the  limits  of  the  county, 
under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Supervisors;  and  all  means,  other  than  labor, 
accruing  from  said  tax,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Supervisor  of  the  district,  to  be  by 
him  expended  to  the  best  advantage  upon  the  roads  aforesaid,  after  reserving  there- 
from an  amount  sufficient  to  remunerate  himself  for  his  servises,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.— Each  Supervisor  shall  give  bonds,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Probate  Judge  or  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  payable  to  the  people  of  their  respec- 
tive counties,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  according  to  the  requirements  of  this  act,  which  bond 
shall  be  filed  in  the  oflQce  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  and  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  day's  faithful  service  in  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  poll  tax  of  his  district. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Court  to  furnish  each  Supervisor  with 
a  suitable  book  for  his  official  accounts,  containing  a  list  of  poll  tax  payers  within 
his  district,  so  near  as  may  be,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  poll  tax 
required  of  each  person  liable  under  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  which  the  Super- 
visor is  authorized  and  required  to  add  the  names  of  all  persons  within  his  district 
thus  liable,  whose  names  may  have  been  omitted. 

Sec.  4. — Each  Supervisor  shall,  at  his  discretion,  notify  so  many  persons,  whose 
names  are  on  his  list,  as  he  may  deem  practicable,  to  appear  at  such  time  and  place 
as  their  services  may  be  required,  with  appropriate  tools  for  the  kind  of  work  to  be 
performed,  giving  the  parties  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  such  requirement.  When 
teams  may  be  required,  the  Supervisor  shall  negotiate  for  the  same  at  an  equitable 
rate. 

Sec.  o. — Any  person  notified,  as  provided  by  section  four,  desirous  of  making 
other  pay  than  labor,  may  give  the  supervisor  notice  accordingly;  and  if  he  pay  the 
amount  of  his  tax  for  the  current  year  before  the  day  he  has  been  required  to  perform 
the  labor,  he  shall  be  justified  in  non-appearance;  but,  otherwise,  the  Supervisor 
may,  as  such,  sue  and  collect  the  same  as  an  action  of  debt,  and  no  j)roperty  shall  be 
exempt  from  execution  on  judgment  so  recovered. 

Sec.  6. — Each  Supervisor  shall,  at  the  December  term  of  the  County  Court, 
annually  make  a  full  report  to  said  Court  of  the  amount  of  labor  performed,  the 
amount  collected  in  other  means,  and  in  what  manner  expended,  with  the  amount 
and  kind  of  means  on  hand.

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CHAPTER    LXXVI. 

An  ACT  to  Bcgulate  Fisheries,  and  to  Prohibit  Fish  Traps  and  other  Contrivances  for 

Catching  Fi&h  in  the  River  Jordan. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  As-!^erably  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  Tnat  the  County  Courts  of  the  several  counties  are  hereby  authorized  to 
control  all  fisheries  in  their  resfective  counties,  to  permit,  regulate,  license,  restrain 
or  cause  to  be  removed  any  and  all  fish  traps  or  other  contrivances  for  catching  fish 
in  any  and  all  the  rivers  and  streams  of  this  Territory,  excepting  only  the  river 
Jordan,  which  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  kept  open  and  free 
from  ail  traps  and  other  contrivances  for  catching  fish,  which  v/ould  block  up  or 
turn  the  main  current  of  the  stream  into  any  other  channel  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting the  free  migration  offish  down  said  river  Jordan. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  or  persons  wishing  to  erect  a  fish,  trap 
or  other  contrivance  for  catching  fi^j,  which  would  tend  to  hinder  the  free  migration 
offish  in  any  of  the  rivers  or  streams  of  this  Territory,  to  petition  the  County  Court 
of  the  county  in  which  such  firih  trap  or  other  contrivance  for  catching  fish  is- 
designed  to  be  erected  or  placed,  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  their  intend 
tion  to  make  such  application,  by  posting  up  notices  in  three  public  places  in  said 
county,  or  by  advertising  for  three  consecutive  vreeks  in  some  newspaper  printe 
in  this  Territory.  On  such  application  being  made,  the  County  Court  may  grant

CHAPTER    LXXXV. 

An  ORDINANCE  incorjwrating  the  ChuroJt  <f  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints; 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
.all  that  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  Stat-  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may 
become  residents  therein,  and  which  are  knowji  and  distinguished  as  "The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,"  are  hert  by  incorporated,  constituted,  made 
and  declared  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  original  name 
and  style  of  "The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,"  as  now  organized, 
with  full  power  and  authority  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  to  establish «E)rder  and  regulate  worship;  and 
hold  and  occupy  real  and  personal  estate;  and  have  and  use  a  seal,  which  they  may 
alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — And  be  it  further  ordained  that  said  Body  or  Church,  asa  religious 
society,  may,  at  a  general  or  special  Conference,  elect  one  "Trustee  in  Trust"  and 
not  to  esceed  twelve  Assistant  Trustees,  to  receive,  hold,  buy,  sell,  ruanage,  use  and 
control  the  real  and  personal  property  of  said  Church,  which  said  property  shall  be 
free  from  taxation;  which  Trustee  and  Assistant  Trustees,  when  elected  or  appoint- 
ed, shall  give  bonds  with  approved  security,  in  whatever  sum  the  said  Conference 
may  deem  sufficient,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several  duties;  which  said 
bonds,  when  approved,  shall  be  filed  in  the  General  Church  Recorder's  office,  at 
the  seat  of  general  church  business,  when  said  bonds  are  approved  by  said  conference; 
and  said  Trustee  and  Assistant  Trustees  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  jileasure 
of  said  Church;  and  there  shall  also  be  made,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Conference  of 
said  Church,  a  certific;ite  of  such  election  or  appointment  of  said  Trustee  and 
Assistant  Trustees,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  General  Church  Recorder's 
office,  at  the  seat  of  general  church  business;  and  when  said  bonds  are  filed  and  said 
certificates  recorded,  said  Trustee  or  Assistant  Trustees  may  receive  property,  real 
or  personal,  by  gift,  donation,  bequest,  or  in  any  manner  not  incompatible  with  the 
principles  of  righteousnes  or  the  rules  of  justice,  inasmuch  as  the  s.ame  shall  be 
used,  managed,  or  disposed  of  for  the  benefit,  improvement,  erection  of  houses  for 
public  worship  and  instruction,  and  the  well  being  of  said  Church. 

Sec.  3. — And  be  it  further  ordained  that  as  said  Church  holds  the  constitutional 
and  original  right,  in  common  with  all  civil  and  religious  communities,  "to  worship 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  conscience;"  to  reverence  communion  agreeably  to 
the  principles  of  truth,  and  to  solemnize  marriage  compatible  with  the  revelations 
of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  security  and  full  enjo^'-raent  of  all  blessings  and  privileges 
embodied  in  the  religion  of  jesus  Christ  free  to  all,  it  is  also  declared  that  said 
Church  does  and  shall  possess  and  enjoy  continually  the  power  and  authority,  in 
and  of  itself,  to  originate,  make,  pass  and  establish  rules,  regulations,  ordinances, 
laws,  customs  and  criterions  for  the  good  order,  safety,  government,  conveniences, 
comfort  and  control  of  said  Church,  and  for  the  punishment  or  forgiveness  of  all 
offences  relative  to  fellowship,  according  to  Church  covenants;  that  the  pursuit  of 
bliss  and  the  enjoyment  of  life  in  every  capacity  of  public  association  and 
domestic  happiness,  temporal  expansion  or  spiritual  increase  upon  the  earth  may 


• 
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uot  legally  be  questioned:  Provided  however,  that  each  aud  everv  act  or  practice 
so  established  or  adopted  for  law  or  custom,  shall  relate  to  solemni'ties,  sacraments 
ceremonies,  consecrations,  endow^ments,  tithiugs,  marriages,  fellowship  or  the 
religious  duties  of  man  to  his  Maker;  inasmuch  as  the  doctrines,  principles  practices 
or  performances  support  virtue  and  increase  morality,  and  are  not  inconsistent 
with  or  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State  and  are 
founded  in  the  revelations  of  the  Lord.  ' 

Sec.  4.— And  be  it  further  ordained  that  said  Church  shall  keep,  at  every  full 
organized  Branch  or  Stake,  a  registry  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths,  free  for  the 
inspection  of  all  members  and  for  their  benefit. 

Sec.  5.— And  be  it  further  ordained  that  the  Presidency  of  said  Church  shall  fill 
all  vacancies  of  the  Assistant  Trustees,  necessary  to  be  filled,  until  superceded  bv  the 
Conference  of  said  Church. 

Sec.  6. — Be  it  farther  ordained  that  no  Assistant  Trustee  or  Trustees,  shall 
transact  business  in  relation  to  buying,  selling  or  otherwise  disposing  of  Church 
property,  without  the  consent  or  apnroval  of  the  Trustee  in  Trust  of  said'Church

CHAPTER    LXXXVI. 

An  OBDINANCE  incorporating  the  University  of  the  State  of  Deserct. 

See.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  a 
University  is  hereby  instituted  and  incorporated,  located  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  by 
the  name  and  title  of  the.University  of  the  State  of  Deseret. 

_Sec.  2.— The  powers  of  the  University  shall  be  vested  in  a  Chancellor  and  twelve 
Regents,  the  numbe'-  of  which  Regf  ists  may  be  increased  when  necessary,  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  aud  shall  hold 
their  otllee  for  the  term  gf  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 

Sec.  3. — The  Chancellor  stiall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  University, 
aud  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4. — The  Cliaueellor  and  Board  of  Regents  are  a  body  corporate,  to  sue  and 
be  sued;  to  act  as  Trustees  of  the  University;  to  transact  or  cause  to  be  transacted  all 
business  needful  to  the  prosperity  of  the  University  in  advancing  all  useful  and  fine 
arts  and  sciences;  to  select  and  procure  lands;  erect  and  purchase  buildings;  solicit 
donations;  send  agents  abroad;  receive  subscriptions;  purchase  books,  maps,  charts 
and  all  apparatus  necessary  for  the  most  liberal  endowment  of  any  library  and 
scientific  institution;  employ  professors  and  teachers;  make  bj^-laws;  establish 
branches  of  the  University  throughout  the  State;  and  do  all  other  things  that  fathers 
and  guardians  of  the  Institution  ought  to  do. 

Sec.  5. — The  Chancellor  and  Regents  may  appoint  a  Secretary,  and  define  his 
duties. 

Sec.  G. — The  Chancellor,  Rpgents  and  Secretary,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
ot  their  respective  oHiccs,  shall  each  take  an  oath  of  ollice,  and  file  a  bond  in  the 
office  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  with  approved  securities,  in  a  .'^uni  not  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  tlie  faithful  performance  of  their  several 
duties;  which  sum  miiy  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Kxecutive  of  tiie  State. 

Sec.  7. — There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  Uuivert-ity  elected  in  the  same  manner 
and  for  the  same  time  as  the  Chancellors  and  Rf^geuts,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive  and  safely  keep  the  funds  of  the  Univer.sily  or  dispose  of  the  same  as  he  shall 
be  directed  liy  the  Board  of  Regents;  and  keep  aciurufe  records  of  all  funds  that  may 
come  into  his  possession;  and  keep  iiis  books  open  at  all  times  for  the  insj)ection  of 
the  Chancellor  aud  Regents,  or  any  of  them,  aud  of  the  Executive  and  Secretary  of 
State. 

Sec.  8. — The  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  Ids  nfllep,  shall  dike 
an  oath  of  ofiii'-e  and  file  a  liond,  with  approved  siecurity,  in  the  olliee  of  the  Auditor 
of  Puldic  Accounts,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thonsuiid  dollars,  conditioned  for  tho 
faithful  perforinarKM-  of  his  duties,  wiiich  sum  uniy  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Executive  of  the  Stale. 
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Sec,  9.— Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  tiie  Board  ol'  Regents  or  auy  office  in  the 
Institution,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Executive  of  the  State 
may  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  10. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  University  to  prepare  and 
open  books,  and  be  ready  to  receive  subscriptions,  donations  .ind  ajppropriationp,  on 
or  before  the  sixth  day  of  April  next;  and  shall  legibly  enter  upon  their  books  all 
subscriptions  and  donatious  to  the  University,  with  the  names  of  the  dojiors,  time 
and  piace,  and  pi-eserve  the  same. 

Sec.  11. — The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  a  seal  knovi'n  as  the  seal  of  the 
University,  which  may  accompany  all  their  official  correspond*  uce,  and  all  other 
legal  documents  given  under  the  hands  of  the  Regency  of  the  Univ-ersity. 

Sec.  12. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  and  Board  of  Regents,  as  soon 
as  the  funds  arising  from  donations  or  othervtase  may  justify,  to  establisii  a  free 
school  institution  for  the  benefit  of  orphans  and  other  indigent  wortliy  persons. 

Sec.  13. — The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  each  present  a  full  and  explicit 
report  in  writing  of  the  situation,  funds  and  doings  of  the  University  in  their  several 
departments,  by  the  fifteenth  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  Auditor  of  Publie 
Accounts.

Sec.  1 — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  portion  of  land  described  as  follows,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a 
point  one  half  mile  due  east  from  the  northeast  corner  of  plot  B,  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  extending  due  south  two  hundred  and  eighty  rods;  thence  east  ont  mile; 
thence  north  two  hundred  and  eighty  rods;  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning; 
or  as  it  is  now  bounded  and  commouiy  ktiown  as  the  University  ground,  granted  to 
the  University  of  the  State  of  Deseret  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Provisional 
Government,  is  granted  and  conflrn:ted  unto  the  said  University  of  the  State  of  Des- 
eret, together  with  all  the  privileges,  proiuets,  a^ipurteiiances  and  benefits  apper- 
taining thereto  or  arising  therefrom.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  appropriated,  out  ©f 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro[iriated,  to  be  drawn  by  the  Chancel- 
lor, and  expended  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Chancellor  "and  Board  of 
Regents  in  procuring  fonts  of  Deseret  alphabet  type,  in  paying  for  printing  books 
with  said  type,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  2. — The  Chancellor  and  Board  of  Regents  are  authorized  and  required  to  fur- 
nish, or  cause  to  be  furnished,  copy  for  all  publications  they  may  order,  to  control 
the  sale  thereof,  and  to  apply  the  profits  arising  therefrom  to  the  most  advantageous 
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promotion  of  education,  including  such  payments  to  the  Superinteudeut  of  common 
schools  for  services  rendered  under  their  direction,  as  they  may  from  time  to   time 
deem  proper.

Sec.  1. — With  a  view  of  promoting  the  arts  of  domestic  industry,  and  to  encourag* 
the  production  of  acticles  from  the  native  elements  in  this  Territory:  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah:  That  the  "  Deseret 
Agricultural  and  Manufacturing  Hociet'y"  be  formed  and  chartered  as  follows: — 

Sec.  2. — Tht^e  shall  be  a  President  and  eleven  directors  who  shall,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, be, elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  may  elect  a 
Treasurer  and  Secretary',  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  3. — Said  Board  of  President  and  Directors  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate, with  perpetual  succession;  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  "Th« 
Deseret  Agricultural  and  Manufacturing  Society,"  and  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  lav/  or  equity;  and  may  have  a  seal 
vthich  they  may  use  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  4. — Said  Society  have  power  to  make,  establish  and  cany  out  all  needful  bye- 
laws,  not  conflicting  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  thi.s 
Territoiy;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  exercise  of  th« 
powers  herein  conferred,  and  for  promoting  the  objects  contemplated  in  this  act. 

Sec.  5. — They  shall  hold  an  annual  exhibition  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  or  at  such 
other  place  or  places  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  of  all  such  agricultural  products,  stock 
and  domestic  manufactured  articles  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  be  best  calculated  to 
stimulate  the  people  of  this  Territory  in  industrial  pursuits,  and  best  subserve  the 
cause  of  domestic  industry;  and  shall  award  premiums  for  the  best  specimens  of  all 
such  articles  and  animals  as  they  will  permit  to  be  entered  in  the  lists  for  competition; 
and  shall  annually  publish  a  list  of  what  they  will  consider  entitled  to  premiums  and 
fix  the  rate  and  award  premiums  as  they  shall  deem  proper:  Provided,  that  ther 
articles  than  those  included  in  the  list  shall  be  admitted  and  arranged  for  by  the 
Board,  and  be  exhibited  under  their  direction. 

Sec.  6. — A  majority  of  said  Board  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  may  fill 
vacancies  in  the  Board,  and  fix  the  manner  and  rate  of  the  admission  of  members  to 
said  Society. 

Sec.  7. — For  the  purpose  of  starting  this  enterprise  and  aiding  the  President  and 
J^irectorsin  carrying  out  the  objects-contemplated  in  this  act,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  Society,  and 
expended  by  the  Board  in  awarding  premiums  for  the  best  specimens  of  native  pro- 
ductions on  exhibition  for  premiums  under  their  direction. 

Sec.  8. — Xo  person  can  become  a  member  of  tiiis  society,  or  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  premium,  without  complying  with  such  rules  and  terms  of  admission  as  shall  be 
established  by  said  Board.

CHAPTER    XC. 


An  AX'T  amending^  eonfwrning  and  legalizing  an  "  Ordinance  incorporating  the 

Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund  Compa^nj^ 

Sec.  1.— Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legirtltilive  Af=seinbly  of  Mio  Terr'  torj 
of  Utah:  That  tlie  "Ordinance  incorporating  the  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund   Corn- 
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Bany,"  passed  by  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  State  of  Deseret,  approved  Sept. 
14,  1850,  is  hereby  amended,  confirmed  and  legalized  as  follows: — 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  a  general 
Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saiuts,  or  a  special  Conference 
of  said  Church,  to  be  called  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  First  Presidency  of  said 
Church  shall  appoint,  is  hereby  authorized  to  elect,  by  a  majority,  a  company  of  not 
less  than  thirteen  men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  their  President,  and  the 
others  as  Assistants. 

Sec.  2. — This  company  is  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  "The  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund  Company;"  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal  whicla  they  may  alter  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  3. — Said  company,  under  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  or 
equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  loux'chase,  receive  and  hold7  either  by  dona- 
tion, or  deposit,  or  otherv/ise,  money  and  every  kind  of  property  real  and  personal;  to 
emit  bills  of  credit  and  exchange;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property  real  and 
personal;  and,  finally,  to  do  "and  perform  any  and  all  such  acts  as  shall  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  interest,  protection,  convenience  or  benefit  of  said  comi^any. 

Sec.  4. — A  majority  or  such  members  of  said  company  as  may  abany  time  be  iu 
the  immediate  neighborhood  ot  their  President,  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
and  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  have  power  to  select  and  appoint 
all  other  officers  and  agents  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  said  company. 

Sec.  5. — The  President  and  Assistants  shall  individually  give  bond  and  security 
in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  First  President 
of  said  Church,  and  filed  in  the  General  Church  Recorder's  office. 

Sec.  6. — The  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  all  other  ofiicers  or  agents  appointed 
by  the  company,  shall  give  bonds  and  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  President  of 
the  company,  and  filed  in  the  company  Secretary's  oflicie. 

See.  7. — There  -shall  be  a  general  settlen)ent  of  ail  bu?^ines3  transactions  of  the 
company,  so  far  as  returns  received  from  abroad  will  permit,  as  often  as  once 'in  each 
year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  oflicers  and  agents  to  make  out  correct 
returns  of  all  their  transactions,  and  deliver  or  transmit  them  to  the  Secretary  of 
said  company  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  iu  each  year;  and,  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  company  to 
produce  or  exhibit  a  manifest  thereof,  and  fiie  it  in  the  Secretary's  office  and  file  a 
eopy  of  said  manifest  in  the  General  Church  Kecorder's  office. 

Sec.  8. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
money  or  property  received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  make  returns  as  hereinbefore 
directed. 

Sec.  9. — The  company  shall  have  the  power  of  appointing  and  removing  their 
ofiicers  and  agents  at  i^leasure;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  persons  when  removed 
to  pay  and  pass  into  the  hands  of  their  respective  successors,  or  of  the  company,  all 
monies,  property,  books,  papers  and  accounts,  of  every  name  and  nature,  belonging 
or  in  any  way  .pertaining  to  the  business  of  said  company. 

Sec.  10. — The  entire  proceeds  of  the  business  of  this  company  shall  inure  to  the 
Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund  for  the  poor,  whether  arising  from  donations,  insur- 
ance, deposits,  exchange,  increased  value  of  property,  or  in  any  other  way  or  manner 
whatsoever;  and  the  general  business  of  the  company  shall  be  devoted,  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  First  Presidency  of  said  Church,  to  ijromote, 
facilitate  and  accomplish  the  emigration  of  the  poor. 

Sec.  11. — The  members  of  this  company  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Conferences  hereinbefore  mentioned;  but  the  First  Presidency  of  said  Church 
shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  by  death,  removal,  or  other- 
wise; and  all  persons  so  appointed  shall  qualify  'and  serve  as  hereinbefore  directed, 
and  hold  their  offices  until  superseded  by  an  election. 

Sec.  12. — No  officer,  agent  or  member  of  the  company  shall  be  permitted  to 
retain  in  his  hands  any  portion  of  the  funds"  of  the  cbmpany  as  compensation,  but 
may  receive  such  remuneration  as  shall  be  awarded  upon  settlement  with  tne  Board 
of  President  and  Assistants. 

Sec.  13. — All  persons  receiving  assistance  from  the  Perpetual  Emigrating  Fund 
Company  shall  be  held  responsible  therefor  until  paid. 

Sec.  14. — The  islands  in  Great  Salt  Lake  known  as  Stansbury's  Island  and 
Antelope  Island  are  hereby  reserved  and  appropriated  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
company,  and  said  islands  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  President  Brigham 
Young.

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CHAPTER    XCI. 

An  ACT  incorporating  Great  Salt  Lake  Olty. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tlie  Territory' 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries,  to 
wit: — Beginning  at  a  point  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  rods  north  of  the  Hot 
Spring,  thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of  the  Jordan  river,  thence  up  the  west  bank 
thereof  to  a  point  directly  west  from  the  southwest  corner  of  the  five  acre  lots  accord- 
ing to  the.preseut  survey,  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  said  lots  to  the  southeast 
corner  thereof,  theuceeast  nine  hundred  rods,  thence  north  to  a  point  directly  east  of 
the  beginning,  thence  west  to  the  aforsaid  place  of  beginning  shall  be  known  and 
designated  by  the  name  and  style  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
with  iDerpetual  snceessiou;  and  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
change  and  alter  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  City,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  jilead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equit;/  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold,  sell, 
lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said  City, 
both  within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such  pro- 
perty, aud  do  all  ether  things  iu  relation  tliereto  as  natural  persons. 

See.  8.— Said  City  shall  be  divided  into  five  Municipal  Wards,  whose  boundaries 
shall  be  as  }) "escribed  by  the  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.— The  Municipal  Government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City  Coun- 
cil, to  be  composed  of  a  jNIayor,  five  Aldermen,  one  from  each  Ward, and  nine  Coun- 
cillors, who  siiall  have  the  qualifications  6»f  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  qualiiicd  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  oflices  for  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  aud  qualified. 

Sec.  5.— An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor,  five 
Aldermen,  nine  Councillors,  one  Marshal,  one  Treasurer  and  one  Recorder;  and  the 
persons  respectively  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  for  said 
offices  shall  be  declared  elected.  When  two  or  more  candidates  for  an  elective  ofllce 
shall  have  a,n  equal  number  of  votes  for  the, same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determ- 
ined by  the  City  Council, 

Sec.  6.— The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:— Tl5e  Counly  Clerk  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County  shall  cause  notice  of 
the  time  aud  place,  and  the  number  aud  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  beatlvertised 
in  some  newspaper  of  said  city,  or  posted  up  in  five  public  places  therein,  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Three  Judges  shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate 
Judge  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  day  of  election; 
said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks;  and  the  Judges  and  clerks,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  faithful  discharge 
thereof.  At  the  first  election  so  held,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  eight  o'clock  a.m., 
and  shall  close  at  six  o'clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal 
up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  the  names  of  the  electors,  and  transmit  the  same, 
within  two  days,  to  the  County  Clerk  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County.  As  soon  as  the 
returns  are  received,  the  County  Clerk,  iu  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall 
unseal  and  examine  them,  and  tarnish,  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  li  certificate  of  his  election.  _ 

f^ec.  7.— Themannerof  con'luctingand  voting  at  all  subsequent  elections  to  be 
held  under  this  act,  and  contesting  the  same;  the  keepingof  the  poll  lists;  canvassing 
the  votes;  and  certifying  the  returns,  and  all  other  things  relating  thereto,  shall  be 
as  provid(-d  by  city  ordinance.  ,,     ^  ,     ,.^        „_,  ,  ,. 

Hec.  8— There  shall  be  appointed  an  Assessor  and  Collector,  an  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  a  Supervisor  of  Streets,  a  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a  Board  ot  School 
Inspectors,  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  .Measures,  a  Sexton  or  keeper  o^  burial  grounds, 
aChiefofPoiic(^  Inspectors,  Measurers  and  Weighers,  and  su(;h  other  officers  and 
agents  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

^^^i  y.—Evei-y  person  elet'ted  or  app<'intt;(l  to  any  office  under  the  provisions  ol 
this  act  mav  be  removed  from  such  offi<e  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  <  ity  (;«>uncil; 
and  no  officer  shall  be  removed  except  for  cause,  nor  unless  furnished  with  the 
charges  anil  have  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  iiis  defence;  and  tlie  Council  shall 
have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  and  the  pro.lMcMon  of  papers  wtiea 
necessary  for  the  purpoise  of  sueii  trial,  aud  sliail  proceed,  witiiin  ten  days,  to  liear 
and  determine  upon  the  merits  of  the  ease;  and  if  such  officer  shall  neglect  to  appear 
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and  answer  to  such  charges,  then  the  Council  may  decUre  the  office  vacant.  All 
officers  appointed  bj  the  Council  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  vote,  at  discretion 
of  two-thirds  of  said  Council;  and  any  officer  may  be  suspended  until  the  disposition 
of  charges  preferred  against  him. 

Sec.  10. — Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  of  any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  every 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  elective,  judicial  or  administrative  office,  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation 
that  he  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory 
and  the  Ordinances  of  this  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties 
of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability,  and  file  the  same,  duly  certified 
by  the  officer  before  whom  it  was  taken,  with  the  city  Recorder.  , 

Sec.  11. — Anjj^  person  or  persons  illegally  voting  at  any  election  under  this  act, 
shall  be  punishable  according  to  law  regulating  general  elections. 

Sec.  12.— The  Mayor  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  oath,  swear  or  affirm  that  he  will  devote  so  much  of  his  time  to 
the  duties  of  his  office  as  an  efficient  and  faithful  discharge  thereof  may  require;  and 
shall  from  time  to  time  give  the  Council  such  information  and  recommend  such 
measurers  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the  city. 

See.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  conservators  of  the  peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace; 
and,  when  so  qualified,  shall  possess  the  same  power  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil 
and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned 
as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  qity  by  the  Governor;  thej'^  shall  account 
for  and  pay  over  to  the  city  Treasurer,  with  three  months,  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
received  by  them  in  their  judicial  capacity;  and  they  shall  each  keep  a  docket, 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  "the  City  Council  and  all  other  parties 
interested. 

Sec.  14. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  issue  such  process  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  such  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect. 

Sec.  15.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  corporate 
capacity;  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city  and  all  other  parties  interested.  He  shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys 
within  the  city,  and  record  all  deeds,  transfers  or  other  instruments  of  writing  that 
may  be  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  the 
acknowledgement  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  16. — The  Marshal  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  b'e.  prescribed  by  the 
City  Council  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace.  All  process  issued  by  the 
Mayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  be  directed  to  the  Marshal  or  his  deputy;  and  in  the 
execution  thereof  he  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  city  ordinance,  and  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer. 

Sec.  17. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner  as  the  City 
Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  all  moneys  that  may  come  to  his  hand,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  shall 
report  to  the  City  Council  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
they  may  require. 

See.  18. — The  City  Council,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact 
business,  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct;  and  the  Mayor, 
when  present,  shall  preside  at  said  meetings  and  have  a  casting  vote.  In  the  absence 
of  the  Mayor,  any  Alderman  present  may  be  appointed  to  preside,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  provided  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  19. — The  City  Council  shall  hold  stated  meetings;  and  the  Mayor  or  any  two 
Aldermen  may  call  si^ecial  meetings,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of  said 
Council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode.  Said  Coiicieil  shall 
determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judge  of  the  election  and  quali- 
fication of  its  own  members. 

Sec.  20. — The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the  finan- 
ces and  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  belonging  to  the  corjioration. 

See.  21.— The  City  Council  is  hereby  empowered  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
city,  by  ordinance  and  the  enforcement  thereof,  to  prevent,  punish  or  prohibit  every 
kind  of  fraudulent  device  and  practice;  all  descriptions  of  gaming,  playing  at  dice, 
cards  or  other  games  of  chance,  with  or  without  betting. 

See.  22. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  or  tables  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  bawdy  and 
other  disorderly  houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition 
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of  all  instruments  and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming;  to  jorevent  any  riot, 
noise,  disturbance  or  dis^orderly  ai^semblage;  and  to  restraiu  and  ijuuish  vagranta,' 
meu.'iicaots,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  23.— To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
iutoxicatiDg  liquors  bj-  any  storekeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by  per- 
sons or  at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent 
of  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  24. — To  license,  regulate  .or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or  venders 
of  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop  keepers, 
grocers  and  keepers  of  ordinaries,  boarding,  victualing  or  coflee  hou  es,  restaurants, 
saloons  or  other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other 
liquors,  whether  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate,  license,  suppressor  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  commoM. 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  cariosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances  and  all 
other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  26. — To  prevent  or  regulate  the  rolling  of  hoops,  playing  at  ball,  flying  ef 
kites  or  any  other  amusement  or  practice  having  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons  pass- 
ing in  the  streets  or  on  the  sidewalks,  or  to  frighten  teams  or  horses. 

Sec.  27. — To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  i^unish  or  prohibit  the  abus* 
of  animals;  to  compel  persons  to  put  up  posts  in  front  of  their  lots  to  fasten  their 
liorses  or  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other  ani- 
mals attached  to  vehicles,  while  standing  or  remaining  in  the  street. 

Sec.  28. — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets  or  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other  ani- 
mals, sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firev.'ood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  29. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  authorize  the  distraining, 
impounding  or  sale  of  the  same,  for  the  penalty  and  costs  incurred  thereby;  and  t« 
impose  penalties  for  any  violation  of  city  ordinance  in  relation  thereto;  and  to  tax, 
prevent  or  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  th« 
same,  when  at  large,  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  30. — To  compel  the  ovi^ner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow-chan- 
dler shop,  soap-factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sower,  or  any  unwholesoma 
place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  maybe 
necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city. 

Sec.  31.— To  direct  thelocationandmanagementofandreguiate  breweriesand  tan- 
neries; and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain  or 
prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments  and  establishmenta 
for  steaming  and  rendering  lard,  oil,  tallow,  offal  and  such  other  substances  as  can 
or  may  be  rendered;  and  all  establishments  or  places  where  nauseous,  ofiensive  or 
unwholesome  business  may  be  carried  on. 

Sec.*32.— To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  th© 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch  rosin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerQus  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of  gunpowder,  and  thd 
use  of  caudles  and  lights  in  barns,  stables  or  outhouses. 

Sec.  33.— To  comoel  persons  to  keep  the  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  in  front 
of  the  premises  owned  or  occcupied  by  them  on  East  Temple  Street,  from  the  Temple 
Block  South  to  the  intersection  with  "Second  South  Street. 

Sec.  34:.~To  abate  or  remove  nuisances,  and  punish  the  authors  thereof,  by  pen- 
alties of  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  to  define  and  declare  what  are  nuisances,  and 
authorize  and  direct  the  summary  abatement  thereof;  and  to  abate  all  nuisances 
which  are  or  may  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  peace  or  good  order. 

Sec.  35.— To  prevent  any  person  from  hringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  deadcarcass  or  any  uii  whoiesomesubstance,  and  to  require  fiie 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  :itiy  pers-m  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  his  i)remises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city 
any  such  substances,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of 
anv  kind:  and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  by  any  olhcer 

of  said  city.  ,       ,    ,        .i      ^      * 

tSec.  .,o.— To  exclusively  control,  reerulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  street^, 
alleys,  bridges,  side-walks  or  cross-walks;  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys,  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein;  and  prevent  the 
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encumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner,  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  iojury. 

Sec.  37. — To  lay  out,  improve  aud  regulate  the  public  grounds  belonging  -to  the 
city;  to  direct  aud  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets  and  pub- 
lie  grounds;  and  to  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  v.'ithin  the  hounds  of  the  city. 

Sec.  38. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  crying  of 
goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  the  collection  of 
persons  on  the  streets  or  side-walks  by  auctioneers  and  others,  for  the  purpose  of 
business,  amusement  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  determine  the  times  "and  places  of  bathing  and  svt'im- 
raing  in  the  river  or  other  waters  in  and  adjoining  said  city,  and  to  prevent  any 
obscene  or  indecent  exhibition,  exposure  or  conduct. 

Sec.  40. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contageous  diseases 
into  the  eitj"  to  make  quarantine  lav/s  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  next  beyond  the  bounds  thereof. 

Sec.  41. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor.  Bonds  may  be  taken,  on  the  granting 
of  licenses,  for  the  due  observance  of  the  ordinances  or  regulations  of  the  City 
Council. 

Sec.  42. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  merchants  and  retailers,  auctioneers,  dis- 
tillers, brewers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  money  changers,  and  to  impose  duties 
ujDon  the  sale  of  goods  at  auction. 

Sec.  43. — To  license,  tax,  regulate  or  suppress  hav/kers  and  pedlers. 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their  licenses 
for  malconduct  in  the  coarse  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city;  and  restrain  and  punish  the  forestalling  of 
poultry,  fruit  and  eggs. 

Sec.  45. — To  establish  and  regulate  markets  and  other  public  buildings,  and  pro- 
vide for  their  erection,  determine  their  location,  and  authorize  their  erection  in  the 
streets,  avenues  or  any  other  public  place  or  places  in  the  city,  and  not  exceeding 
four  miles  beyond  the  bounds  thereof. 

Sec.  46. — To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city;  to 
regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the 
returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality;  and  to  impose  jienalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  jwemises. 

Sec.  47. — To  appoint  watchmen  and  policemen,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and 
powers. 

Sec.  48. — To  regulate  the  measuring  and  inspection  of  lumber,  shingles,  timber, 
jjosts,  staves  and  heading,  and  all  building  materials  and  all  kinds  of  mechanical 
work;  and  appoint  one  or  more  inspectors  therefor. 

See.  49. — To  regulate  the  weighing  and  jjlace  and  manner  of  selling  hay. 

Sec.  50. — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  also  of  flour,  meal,  pork,  beef  and 
other  provisions,  and  salt  to  be  sold  in  barrels,  hogsheads  and  other  packages. 

Sec.  51. — To  regulate  the  measuring  of  wood  and  the  weighing  of  coal,  and  the 
place  and  manner  of  selling  the  same. 

Sec.  52. — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  whisky  and  other  liqviors  to  be  sold  in 
barrels,  hogsheads  or  other  vessels. 

Sec.  53. — To  appoint  inspectors,  weighers  and  guagers,  and  regulate  their  duties 
and  prescribe  their  fees. 

Sec,  54. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandize  or 
property  of  any  discription,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their  v/eights 
and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  city  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspection;  the 
standard  of  v/liich  v/eights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those  established  by 
law. 

Sec.  55.— To  establish,  make  and  regnlate  public  pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  hydrants 
and  reservoirs;  to  distribute,  control  and  so  regulate  the  waters  flowing  into  the  city 
throughout  such  channels  as  may  be  naost  advantageous,  and  to  prevent  the  unneces- 
sary waste  of  water. 

Sec.  56.— To  erect  street  lamps  and  regulate  the  lighting  thereof;  and  from  time  to 
time  create,  alter  and  extend  lami)  districts. 

Sec.  57, — To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds. 

Sec.  58, — To  regulate  and  license  ferries,  , 

Sec.  59.— To  authorize  the  taking  up  and  -providing  for  the  safe  keeping  and  edu- 
cation, for  such  periods  of  time  as  m^y  be  expedient;  of  all  children  v,rho  ai;e  destitute 
of  all  proper  parental  care,  wandering  aliout  the  streets,  committing  mischief  and 
growing  up  in  mendicancy,  ignorance,  idleness  and  vice. 

"f      See.  'go,— To  borrow  mo!:ey  on  the  credit  of  tlio  city:  Provided,  That  the  interest 
*o'n  the  aggregate  of  all  the  sunis  borrowed  and  outstanding,  shall  notdxceed  one-foruth

of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes  assessed  within  the  corporation  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Sec.  Gl . — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make,  publish,  ordain,  amend  and 
repeal  all  such  ordinances,  bye  laws,  or  police  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  for  the  good  government 
and  order  of  the  city,  as  may  be  neee^jsary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the 
powers  vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act;  and  enforce 
observance  of  all  rules,  ordinances,  resolutions,  bye  laws  and  police  and  other  regula- 
tions, made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  penalties  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
for  any  offence\igainst  the  same. 

Sec.  6i:. — The  City  Couucil  shall  have  povv'er  within  the  city,  by  ordinauce,  to 
annually  levy  aud  collect  taxes  on  the  asseas;ed  value  of  all  real  aud  personal  estate 
or  property  in  the  city;  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  foilowing 
named  purposes,  to  wit:— Not  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  to  defray  the 
contiugent  expenses  of  the  city.  Not  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar 
to  open,  improve  aud  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  Not  to  exceed  one 
and  a  quarter  mills  on  the  dollar  to  control  the  waters  of  said  city;  and  they  shall 
annually  apportion  and  apply  said  taxes  as  shall  in  their  judgment  be  deemed  most 
expedient. 

Sec.  63.— VV'hen  the  City  Council  shall  deem  it  expedient  for  any  especial  pur- 
pose to  borrow  money,  the  iuterest  on  which  shall  not  exceed  one  fourth  of  the  city 
revenue  arising  from  taxes  of  the  preceding  year,  the  amount  of  taxes  shall  not  be 
increased. 

Sec.  64. — To  require,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  male  resident  of 
the  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  one  day 
in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may  at  his  option  pay  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  for  the  dav  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Pjovided,  it  be  paid  within  five 
days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor.  In  default  of  pay- 
ment as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  65.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
of  assessment  rolls,  and  prescribe  the  duties  and  define  the  pov/ers  of  Assessors  and 
Collectors.  The  annual  assessment  rolls  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  A{)rii  in  each  year:  but  the  time.may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  therto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof  the  City 
Council  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  objections  thereto,  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  h'is  properly  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  66.— The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a  list  of  the  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid,  the 
Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost  by  suit  in  the 
Corporate  name,  or  by  listress  and  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to  persons  so 
indebted.

Sec.  71. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shal]  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
eity,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
•ity. 

Sec.  72. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  ot  the  Corporation, 
and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  73. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  require 
further  and  other  duties  of  all  officers  whose  duties  are  herein  provided;  and  pres- 
eribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  all  officers  appointed  or  elected  under  this  act,  whose 
duties  herein  are  not  specifically  mentioned,  and  arrange  the  fees  and  fix  the 
eompensation  of  all  olHcers,  jurors,  witnesses  and  others.  They  may  also  require 
bonds  to  be  given  to  Great  Salt  Lake  City  by  all  officers,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties. 

Sec.  74. — All  persons  appointed  under  this  act  to  the  office  of  Recorder.  Marshal, 
Attorney,  Treasurer,  Collector,  Assessor,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Surve.yor  or 
Street  Commissioner,  shall  be  commissioned  by  warrant  under  the  Corporate  seal, 
signed  by  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City  Council  and  Recorder. 

Sec.  75.— If  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  shall 
not,  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  the  property,  papers  and  effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession  belonging 
to  said  eity  or  appertaining  to  the  office  he  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use 
of  the  city  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  by  his 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver. 

Sec.  76. — When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
makea  just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if 
the  amount  of  such  compensation  eannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  ascertalHed  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabitants 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  77. — All  jurors  empauuelled  to  inquire  into  the  amounts  of  benefit  or  damages 
that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be 
sworn  to  that,  efl^ect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  Citj' 
Council  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

See.  78. — The  cemetery  lots  which  have  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  oiit  and. sold  by 
said  city  for  private  places  of  burial  shall,  with  "their  fipparteuuncts,  rnrtver  be 
exempt  from  execution  or  attachment. 

Sec.  79. — All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  now  in  force  in  Great  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered, 
modified  or  repealed  by  the  City  Council  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

Sec.  80. — Ail  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
which  have  accrued  under  the  ordinance  incorporating  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  shall 
be  vested  iQ-.and  prosecuted  bj'  the  Corporation  hereby  created. 

Sec.  81. — All  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or  other  places  within  said  city, 
heretofore  surveyed  by  the  Surveyor,  and  all  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or 
other  places  that  may  be  hereafter  surveyed,  and  all  certificates  of  surveys  given  by 
Mm  shall  be  deemed  valid  by  this  act. 

Sec.  S.2. — All  property,  real  personal  or  mixed,  now  belonging  to  Great  SaltT 
Lake  City,  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Corporation  created  by  this  act;  and  the  officers 
of  said  Corporation  now  in  office  shall  respectively  c<)ritinue  in  the  same,  until 
superseded  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  hereof,  but  sliall  be  governed  by  this  act, 
which  shall  be  in  force   from  and  after  its  passage.  • 

Sec.  85. — This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act,  and  may  be  read  in  evidence 
without  proof,  and  judicial  notice  shall  be  taken  thereof  in  all  Courts  and  places. 

Sec.  84. — This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  or  by  its  officers,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act 
of  any  rights,  property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been 
created  by  said  Council  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  85. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  witho  it  process,  all  persons  who 
shall  break  the  peace;  commit  for  examination,  and,  if  necessary,  dotuin  such  persons 
in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  eity  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  have  and 
exercise  such  other  powers,  as  conservators  of  the  peace,  as  the  City  Council  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  86. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present  City 
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Council  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  of  any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  tho 
ordinance  incorporating  said  city,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto;  but  said  City  Coun- 
cil shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  authority  hei-etofore  conferred 
upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly  modified 
or  repealed  by  this  act,  until  said  City  Council  are  superseded  by  the  election  and  quali- 
fication of  tiieir  successors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  87. — That  "An  ordinance  to  incorporate  C4reat  Salt  Lake  City,"  approved 
Jan.  19,  1851,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed;   and  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  assessment, 
collection  and  expenditure  of  a  tax  for  road  and  other  purposes,  within  incorporated 
cities,"  approved  June  4,  1853,  so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  be 
and  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  88.— The  City  Council  shall  publish,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  Great 
Salt  Lake  City,  a  quarterly  statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue,  specifying  in  said 
statement  from  whence  derived  and  for  what  disbursed.

CHAPTER    XCII. 
An  ACT  mnending  thf  Cliartcr  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah: 

First. — That  the  City  Council  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  shall  have  pov/er  and 
authority  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  livery  stables.  , 

Second. — To  license,  tax  and  suppress' hack  men,  draymen,  carters,  porters,  omni- 
bus drivers,  cabmen,  packers,  carmen  and  all  others  who  may  pursue  like  occupations, 
with  or  without  vehicles,  ancl  prescribe  their  compensation. 

Third. — To  establish,  erect  and  control  hospitals,  infirmaries  and  medical  colleges; 
to  purchase  grounds  for  their  erection  and  improve  and  adorn  the  same;  and  license, 
control  and  regulate  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Fourth.— To  purchase  and  improve  suitable  grounds  for  a  house  of  correction;  to 
erect  buildings  thereon  and  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and 
punishment  "of  oSenders  therein,  as  said  Couacil  may  from  time  to  time  deem 
expedient. 

Fifth.— To  direct  and  control  the  location  of  railroad  tracks  and  depot  grounds 
within  the  city  and  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  locomotive  engines  .thereon,  and 
may  require  the  cars  to  be  used  withi]i  tlie  inhabited  portions  thereof  to  be  drawn  or 
propelled  by  other  pov\^er  than  that  of  steam. 

Sixth.— To  regulate  and  control  the  location  of  gas  works,  canals,  telegraph  poles 
and  all  improvements  of  sbnilar  nature. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  shall  have  pov/er  to  levy  and  collect  on  real  estate  (or 
land  claimsand  improvements  thereon)  in  any  district  or  division  benefitted,  within 
the  limits  of  said  city,  a  sufficient  tax  to  defray  the  expense  of  leveling,  paving, 
macademizing  or  planking  and  opening  and  keeping  in  repair  the  streets  and  side- 
walks, of  constructing  sewers  and  drains  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  of  erect- 
ing lamps  and  lighting  the  streets  in  such  respective  districts  or  divisions:  Provided, 
the  money  thus  raised  shall  be  exclusively  expended  for  such  purpose  in  the  district 
where  such  taxes  are  assessed,  and  by  such  person  or  persons  as  the  City  Council  may 
appoint.  The  amount  to  be  assessed  for  any  such  improvement  shall  be  determined 
by  the  City  Council,  who  shall  appoint  three  Commissioners,  reputable  citizens,  to 
make  such  assessment,  Avho  shall  be  3Worn  to  faithfully  and  impartially  execute  their 
duties. 

Before  entering  on  their  duties  the  Commissioners  shall  give  six  day's  notice  otthe 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  to  all  persons  interested.  Tlie  Commissioners  sliall  assess  th«f 
amount  directed  by  the  City  Council  on  the  real  estate  (or  land  claims  and  nnprove- 
ments)  by  them  deemed  benefitted  by  any  such  improvement,  in  proportion  to  th« 
benefit  resulting  thereto. 

When  the  Commissioners  shall  liave  cotnpleted  their  assessment  and  made  u  cor- 
rect copv  thereof,  they  sh.'dl  <lelivcr  the  same  to  tlie  City  Ilecordor  within  tlurty  day« 
after  their  appointment,  signed  by  all  the  Commissioners. 
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The  City  Recorder  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  to  all  persons  interested,  of 
the  completion  of  the  assessment,  and  the  time  and  place  shall  be  designated  therein 
when  the  City  Council  shall  hear  appeals  and  objections  and  correct  or  confirm  said 
assessment. 

When  the  said  assessment  shall  have  been  completed,  the  City  Recorder  shall, 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  make  a  correct  tax-list,  whicii  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Collector  or  any  authorized  agent  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  who  shall  collect 
said  taxes  within  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  Council. 

If  any  assessment  is  set  aside  by  order  of  any\Court,  the  City  Council  may  cause  a 
new  one'  to  be  made  in  like  manner  for  the  same  purpose,  for  the  collection  of  the 
amount  so  assessed. 

If  the  first  assessment  prove  insufficient,  another  may  be  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner, or,  if  too  large  a  sum  shall  at  any  time  be  raised,  the  excess  shall  be  refunded, 
rateably,  to  those  by  whom  it  vras  paid.

CHAPTER    XCIII. 

An  ACT  to  Incorjyorate  Provo  City. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assemby  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That-all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundarie^i,  in 
Utah  county,  to  wit:  Commencing  two  miles  south  from  the  present  survey  of  the 
city  of  Provo,  at  the  edge  of  Utah  Lake,  thence  east  to  the  mountain,  thence  north- 
erly with  the  mountain  to  the  north  bank  of  Pi-ovo  river,  thence  west  to  the  said 
Lake,  thence  southerly  along  the  edge  of  the  Lake  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall  be 
known  and  designated  under  the  name  and  style  of  Provo  City;  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid; 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  sea!,  which 
they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  "be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  withgut  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  a  Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  and  five 
Councilors,  \vho  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  .city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.— An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected,  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors;  and  the  persons  respectively  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  said  officers,  shall  be  declared  elected.  When 
two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  oflttce,  the 
election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.— The  first  election  imder  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Utah  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  ofiicers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  davs  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  bv  the  Probate  Judge  of  Utah  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election,  said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof.  The  poll  shall  be  open  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  shall 
close  at  6  o'clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot 
box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors  and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days,  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Utah  .county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County 
Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and 
furnish  within  five  davs,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  case  of  a  tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 
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Sec.  6.— All  subsequent  elections  held  under  tins  act  shall  be  held,  conducted  and 
returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns 
of  their  own  members;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and 
place  as  they  may  direct;  the  IMayor  shall  preside  when  present  and  have  a  casting 
vote;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  JMayor  any  Aldermen  present  may  be  appointed  to 
preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  S.— The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings;  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Aldermen,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of  said 
council,  served  personally,  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

Sec.  9.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Marshal,  Recorder,  (who 
shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts)  Treasurer,  Assessor,  and  Collector,  Super- 
visor of  Streets,  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a  Sexton,  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
and  all  such  other  officers  as  maybe  necessary;  define  their  duties,  remove  them  fromi 
office  at  pleasure  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and  witnesses. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  act  may 
be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council,  and 
shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defence;  and  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  v/itnesses  and 
the  production  of  papers  w^hen  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — Whenavaeancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any 
officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  tbe  City  Council;  an d  every  person  elected  or 
appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  thereof, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  ho  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  that  he 
will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  ability,  and  he  may  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  City 
Ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Recorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  povrer  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof;  and  when  necessary  create  additional  Wards  and  add 
to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  and  proportion  them  among  the  several 
Wards  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and 
when  so  qualified  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned,  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  fOr  said  city,  by  the  Governor.  They  shall  account  for 
and  pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city  into  the 
City  Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory 
into  the  County  Treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  efiect  all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Apjieais  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or 
judgment  of  a  Mayor's  or  Alderman's  Court  in  the  same  manner  as  or  may  be  provi- 
ded by  statute  for  apiDeals  from  Justice's  Courts;  and  they  shall  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  within  three  months,  all  fines  and  forfeitures  received  by 
them  by  virtue  of  their  office;  and  they  shall  each  keep  a  docket,  subject  at  all  times 
to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Council  and  all  other  parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  process  issued  by  the  Mayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  be  directed  to  the 
Marshal  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  i:)rovided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  corporate 
capacity,  v^'hich  record  shall  at  ail  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city  av.d  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  incorporation. 
He  shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city;  and  he  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  take  the  acknovv-ledgmont  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments  of 
writing,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city 
ordinance. 

Sec.  IG.— The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expeiuHtures  in  such  manner 
as  the  City  Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hand, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  "the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and 
shall  report  to  the  City  Council  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  an'd  disbursements,  as 
they  may  require. 

Sec.  17.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by  ordinance  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  niada 
taxable 'by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not 
to  exceed' five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  millson 
the  dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.     The  City 
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Council  is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the 
election  of  Trustees,  appoint  a  Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect 
and  expend  the  necessary  tax  for  school  purposes  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with 
water  for  irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  and  control  the  same;  and 
furthermore,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

Sec.  18. — The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  .of  the 
finances  and  property  of  said  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  require  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  male  resident  of  the 
city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  the  day  he  shall  he  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be 
paid  within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor. 
In  default  of  )iayment  as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  20. — The  Council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  w'hich  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue,  arising  from  taxes 
of  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  21. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
of  the  assessment  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the 
City  Council  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  objections  thereto;  and  any  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council, 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  22.— The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a  list  of  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost 
by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  assessment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  23.^~To  appropriate  ahd  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  24. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  inti'oduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  next  beyond  the  bountlaries  thereof. 

Sec.  25. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances  and  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  2G.— To  provide  the  city  with  water,  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  street  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  27. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  rosin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conve^'ing  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  28. — To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  sidewalks  or  crosswalks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the 
incumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injury. 

Sec.  29.— To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  marketplaces,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  SO.— To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings'  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
«ity. 

Sec.  31. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
Tenders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualling  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  32. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  pedlars,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  money  changers. 

Sec.  83. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by 
persons  or  at  places  duly'lieensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent 
spirits  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the 
•onsent  of  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 
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Sec.  34. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their 
license  for  malcouduct  in  the  course  of  tra<ie;  ami  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain 
the  sale  of  fresh  rueat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys  or  table  and  hall  alleys;  to  sii.ppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and:  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  and  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent 
any  riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblage;  and  to  restrain  and^punish 
vagrants,  mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  36. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances,  ball 
rooms  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  37. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  v/agons,  carts  and 
drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carrying  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  draj'age  of  property,  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rate  of  porterage.    , 

Sec.  38.— To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimne.ys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organi:ie  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  to  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city  in  all  cases  not  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  jneasuriug  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  bay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  nieasuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  43, — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  fiour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  whisky  and  brandy  and  all  other  spirUuous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in 
the  city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Gonnell  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toil  bridges. 

Sec.  46. — To  provide  for  the  taking-the  enumeration  of  theinhabitauts  of  the  city; 
to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the 
returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality;  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  47.— To  prevent  horso-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals,  to  compel  perisons  to  put  up  posts  in  front  of  their  lots  to  fasten  their 
horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  v,-3)ilst  standing  or  remalug  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  4S. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other 
animals,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  anv  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49.— To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
;nules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same,  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  50.— To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chan- 
dler shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, barn, privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  "abate  the' same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  51.— To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain 
or  prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishment's  find  all  estab- 
lishments or  places  v/here  nauseous,  oflensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  car- 
ried on.  . 

Sec.  52.— To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  witbni  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwlioiesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by.  -iny  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  tlie  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  s:in.eby  any  olhcer 

of  said  city.  iff 

Sec.  53.— To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  an<l  preserving   trees  in  the   streets 
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and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fen-eing  of  lots  wilbin  the  boundaries  of  tha 
city. 

Sec.  54. — To  prevent  the  riugiug  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  :j;<iods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  liceupes  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  (.^ity  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  meas.ures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  v/hich  weights*  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those 
established  by  law. 

Sec.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws

— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  estab- 
lish and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for 
the  breach  of  any  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  tiiu  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  n!:>  v  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into 
efiect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  thi<  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property 
therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and  happi- 
ness of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  59. — To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  60.— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  city, 
or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  th* 
city. 

Sec.  61. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  maybe  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  forrn,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published  by 
the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  Courts 
or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  62. — When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening,  widen- 
ing or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall  make  a 
just  compensation  thereof  to  the  person  Vv'hose  property  is  so  taken,»  and  if  the  amount 
of  such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  ujiou,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the  sarae  to 
be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men  vrho  shall  be  inhabitants  of  th» 
city. 

"  Sec.  63. — All  jtirors  empannelled  to  inqviire  into  the  amounts  of  benefit  or  damages 
that  shall  happen  to  be  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be 
sworn  to  that  effect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City 
Council  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror.  , 

Sec.  64. — All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  now  in  force  in  Provo  City, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered,  modified  or 
repealed  by  the  City  Council  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

Sec.  65.— All  actions,  rights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
which  have  accrued  under  the  ordinance  incorporating  Provo  City,  shall  be  vested  in 
and  prosecuted  by  the  Corporation  hereby  created. 

Sec.  66.— All  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or  other  places  within  said  city 
heretofore  surveyed  by  the  surveyor;  and  all  plots  and  surveys  of  land,  lots  or  other 
places  that  may  be  hereafter  surveyed  and  all  certificates  of  surveys  given  by  him  shall 
be  deemed  valid  by  this  act. 

Sec.  67.— All  property  now  belonging  to  Provo  City  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Cor- 
poration created  by  this  act;  and  the  officers  of  said  Corporation  nowMn  office  shall 
respectively  continue  in  the  same,  until  superceded  in  conformity  to  the  provisions 
thereof,  but  shall  be  governed  by  this  act. 

See.  68.- This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Provo  City  or  by  its  officers,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  of  any  right,

property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been  created  by  said 
Council  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  69.— All  officers  of  the  city,  created  Conservators  of  the  Peace  by  this  act, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  ail  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such  per- 
sons in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  have 
and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  Conservators  of  the  Peace  as  the  City  Council  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  70. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present  City 
Council  of  Provo  City  of  any  pov/er  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the  ordi- 
nance incorporating  said  city  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto,  but  said  City  Council 
shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  authority  heretofore 'conferred 
upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly  modified 
or  repealed  by  this  act,  until  said  City  Council  are  superceded  by  the  election  and 
qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  71.— That  an  ordinance  to  incorporate  Provo  City,  approved  February  6,  ISol, 
be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  an  act  in  relation'  to  the  assessment,  collection  and 
expenditure  of  a  tax  for  road  and  other  purj)oses  within  incorporated  cities,  approved 
June  4,  1853,  so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  Provo  City,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  72. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Provo  City,  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue,  si)ecifying  in  said 
statement  v/hence  derived  and  for  v/hat  disbursed. 

Sec,  73. — This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  24th  day  of  January,  1S64.

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CHAPTER    XCIV. 

An  ORDINANCE  to  incorporate  the  Clfy  of  Manti. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That  all 
that  portion  of  the  county  of  Sanpete  which  lies  in  the  following  boundaries,  to 
wit:  Beginning  at  the  warm  spring  (about  two  miles)  south  of  the  present  city  plat 
in  said  county,  thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of  Sanpete  creek,  thence  north  and 
northeast  along  the  west  bank  of  said  creek  to  a  point  due  west  of  the  mouth  of 
Willow  Creek  Caiion,  thence  east  to  the  mouth  of  Willow  Creek  Caiion,  thence  due 
south  to  a  parallel  line  due  east  of  the  aforesaid  warm  spring,  thence  west  on  said  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning,  inchiding  the  survey  of  said  plat,  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  city  of  Manti;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hen/by  constituted  a 
bodj-  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  success- 
ion,*and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  v;hich  they  may  change  and  alter  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  i^lead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  d'^ifonded,  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of'said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen,  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  anri  shall 
be  cho.-^en  by  the  qualified  voters  hereof,  and  shall  liold  tlieir  ofiices  for  two  years, 
a,nd  until  tiieir  successors  be  elected  and  qualifi<-d.  The  City  Council  shall  jtidge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  ov/n  meniliers,  and  amojorityof 
them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  snuvller  number  may  adjourn  fiom 
day  to  day  ajid  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

See.  4.— The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
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the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  that  they  will  well  and 
truly  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability. 

Sec.  5. — An  election,  for  the  eleetiou  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilors,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1S63,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  aud  the  returns  thereof  made  iu  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  tiie  City  Council. 

Sec.  6. — All  free  white  male  inhabitants  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  v/ho  ar« 
entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and  who  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said 
city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  A-ote  for  citj 
officers.    . 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  city- 
purposes  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  assessed  value  tl^ereof,  and  may 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec,  8.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Eecorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  th® 
duties  of  all  city  officers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  peualty  and  security,  for  the  faithful  perfor- 
mance of  their  respective  duties,  such  as  maybe  deemed  expedient,  and  also  to  re- 
quire all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithiTul  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the'Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city,  for  the  protection  of 
property  therein,  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwase,  and  for  the  health  and  hap- 
piness thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen,  by 
death,  resignation  or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein  established;  to  im- 
pose such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  as  they  may  deem 
just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the  Corporation,  or  for  misconduct 
therein;  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money  on 
the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  greater 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all 
the  sums  borrowed  and  outstanding  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  city  revenue  arising 
from  taxes  assessed  ou  real  estate  %A'ithin  this  corporation. 

Sec.  12, — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13. — To  appropriate  and  j:>rovide  for  the  payment  and  expenses  and  debts  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  14. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec,  15. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Sec.  16. — To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise  im- 
prove and  keep  in  repair,  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish,  erect  and 
keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bridges. 

Sec.  17. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  and 
establish,  sui^port  and  regulate  night  watches,  to  erect  market  houses,  establish 
markets  and  market  places  and"  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation 
thereof. 

Sec.  18. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buiidiogs  for  the  use  of  the  city,  and 
for  enclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  license,  tax  aud  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants  and  retailers, 
grocers  and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawn-brokers  and 
money  changers. 

Sec.  20. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages;  wagons,  carts  and 
drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  21.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  showa 
and  amusements. 
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Sec.  22. — To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  tippling  bouses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  bouses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  bouses. 

tS^-c.  23[ — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  cbituueys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  rosin  and  other 
combustible  materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to 
restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep, 
swine,  goats  and  all  kind  of  poultry;  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs 
and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same,  w^hen  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordi- 
nance^. 

Sec.  26. — To  establish  standard  v/eights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27. — To  provide  for  the  'inspection  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other 
building  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone 
coal,  and  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within, 
the  city. 

Sec.  29.— To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away' of  spirituous  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tipplin-^  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour  and 
meal;  also  beer,  whiskey,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30.— To  regulate  the  weight,  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  31.— To  provide  for  taking  the  numeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 
Sec.  32.— To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  ofiOcers,  and  regulate  the  fees  of 
jurors,  watnesses  and  others  for  services  rendered  under  this  or  any  city  ordinance. 
Sec.  33.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance,  to    license,   regulate,   suppress  or  restrain  billiard  tables,  and  from  one  to 
twenty  pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  34.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges;  to  regu- 
late the  police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the  breach  of 
any  ordinance,  and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  the  en- 
forcement of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  carrying  into  effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  ordinance: 
Provided  such 'ordinances  arc  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  35.— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  \nthin  one  month  aiter 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  nevrspaper,  printed  in-  said  city,  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city. 

Sec.  36.— All  ordinances  of  the  citv  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or 
published  by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  m  evidenca 
in  all  Courts  or  places  without  further  proof. 

gee.  37.— The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  withm  th« 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  therein,  both 
in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  -They  shall,  as  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  within  the  limits  of  said  city  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed  by 
the  same  laws,  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  otberjusticesof  the  peace,  and  b« 
commissioned,  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the  Governor.        _ 

Sec.  38.— The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  sball  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  m  all 
cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  issue  such  process 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect.

Sec.  40. — All  process  issued  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  or  Municipal  Court  shall  be 
directed  to  the  Marshal,  and  in  the  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the 
same  laws  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  for  the  direction  and  compensation  of  Consta- 
bles in  similar  cases.

— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  Cor- 
porate capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors 
of  said  city,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  Council,  and  shall  serve  as  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court. 

Sec.  42. — Wiien  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
make  a  just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if 
the  amount  of  such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabitants  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  43. — All  jurors,  empannelled  to  inquire  into  the  amount  ofbeneiits  or  damages 
that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proi^osed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn 
to  thateffect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each 
juror. 

Sec.  44. — In  case  the  Mayor  shall,  at  any  time,  be  guilty  of  a  palpable  omission  of 
duty,  or  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly  be  guilty  of  oppression,  naalconduct  or  partiality 
intbe  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the  Pro- 
bate Court  of  Sanpete  County;  and,  on  conviction,  he  shall  be  liable  to  fine  and 
imprisonment,  and  the  Court  shall  have  power  on  the  recommend  of  the  jury,  to  add 
to  thejudgmet)t  of  the  Court  that  he  be  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  pi'ovide  for  the  punishment  of 
offenders  aod  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling 
them  to  labor  upon  the  streets  or  other  public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  i^aid, 
in  all  cases  when  such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fine  andf 
forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded  against  them. 

Sec.  46.— The  inhabitants  of  Manti  City  shall,  from  and  after  the  next  ensuing 
two  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  be  exempt  from  working  on  any  road 
or  roads  beyond  the  limits  of  said  city.  But  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes  shall, 
from  and  after  said  term  of  two  years,  be  collected  and  expended,  by  and  under  th© 
direction  of  the  Supevisor  of  Streets,  within  the  limits  of  said  city.

CHAPTER    XCV. 

An  Ordinance  to  incorporate  Parovjam  City. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
all  that  district  of  country  in  "iron  county  in  this  State,  beginning  at  the  dam  above 
the  saw-mill  in  the  mouth  of  the  canon  on  Centre  creek  and  running  from  thence 
northeast  along  the  base  of  the  mountain  two  miles,  thence  north  three  miles,  thence 
west  six  miles,  thence  south  to  the  base  of  the  mountain,  tbence  aloug  the  base  of 
the  mountain  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  the  place  of  beginning,  includiug  the 
present  location,  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Parowan  City;  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  afore- 
said, and  shall  have  perpetual  succefision,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal 
which  tbev  may  chau.tre  and  alter  Jit  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shallhave 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and'be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  adiojis  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  pn  perty,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  prop- 
erty beyond   the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the 
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inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and. to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Couneil  shall 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  that  they  will  well  and 
truly  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability. 

Sec,  5. — An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilors,  shall'be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1863,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter;  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  the  returns  thereof  made  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council., 

Sec.  G. — All  free  white  male  inhabitants  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  are 
entitled  to  vote  for  State  officers,  and  who  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  said 
city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  city  officers. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  city 
purposes  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  per  cent'  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  and 
may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance, 
not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Eecorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define 
the  duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  theai  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  bonds  with  penalty  and  security,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties,  such  us  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also 
to  require  ali  officers  appointetJ  as  aforesaid  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  perform- 
anc^of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec- 10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  pov»er  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  ail  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  'Jonstitution  of  the 
United  St-ates  or  of  this  State,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cieanliriess  of  said  city,  for  the  protection 
of  jDroperty  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  fov  the  h«aith  and 
happiness  "thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  that  may  happen  by 
death,  resignation  or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein  established;  to 
impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  as  they  may 
deem  just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the  corporation  or  for 
misconduct  therein;  to  divide  the'  city  into  wards,  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11.— To  establish,  support  and  regulate  commCn  schools;  to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a 
greater  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate 
of  all  the  sums  borrowed  and  outstanding  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  city  revenue 
aiding  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this  corporation. 

Sec.  12.— To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  citv;  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13.— To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city.  * 

Sec.  14.— To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  governmeat  of  the 
same;  to  make  rgulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  15.— To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  16.— To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otlierwise 
improve  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish,  erect 
and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bridges. 

Sec.  17.— To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  and 
to  establish,  support  and  regulate  night  watches;  'o  erect  market  houses,  establish 
markets  and  market  places  and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  18.— To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city;

and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants  and  retailers, 
grocers  and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers,  and 
money  changers. 

Sec.  20. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagouage, 
cartage  and  dray  age  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  21. — To  license  tax  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows 
and  amusements. 

Sec.  22. — To  tax,  restrain,  jjrohibit  and  suppress  tippling  houses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

Sec.  23. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and  estab- 
lish fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tav,  pitch,  rosin  and  other 
combustible  materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to 
restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep, 
swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs 
and  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  28. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

See.  29. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coflTee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour  and 
meal;  also.beer,  whisky,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30. — To  regulate  the  weight,  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  lorovide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sec.  32. — To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  ofllcers  "and  regulate  the  fees  of 
jurors,  witnesses  and  others  for  services  rendered  under  this  or  anj'^  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  33. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by 
ordinance,  to  license,  regulate,  suppress  or  restrain  billiard  tables,  and  from  one  to 
twenty  pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

Sec.  34. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by 
ordinance,  to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges;  to 
regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the

Sec.  35. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  nc^onth 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  pi'inted  in*aid 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof,  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in 
the  city. 

Sec.  36, — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed 
or  published  by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in 
evidence  in  all  Courts  or  places,  without  further  proof.

cipal Court  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Iron  County  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are 
taken  from  Justices  of  the  Peace:  Provided  the  parties  litigant  shall  have  a  right  to 
a  trial  by  jury  of  twelve  men,  in  all  cases  before  the  Municipal  Court.  The  Sluni- 
cipal  Court  shall  have  power  to  grant  w^rits  of  habeas  corjncs  and  try  the  same,  in  all 
cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  39. — The  Municipal  Court  maj'-  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  and 
the  City  Council  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  city  ordinance; 
special  meetings  of  which  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two 
Aldermen.

CHAPTER    XCVl. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  Cedar  City,  in  Iron  County,   Utah  Territory. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territovj 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  Iron  county  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Coal  Creek  canon,  thence  north  three  miles,  thenco 
west  six  miles,  thence  south  six  miles,  thence  east  six  miles,  thence  north  three  miles 
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to  place  of  beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  under  the  name  and  style  of 
Cedar  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  coustituted  a  body  corporate 
and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2 — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  property, 
beyond  the  city,  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  inhabitants  of 
said  city;  to  sell,  lease  or  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation 
thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  and  reUirns  of  their  members;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall 
form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  ae  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance.

CHAPTER    XCVIII.

— The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  therein,  both 
in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  lav/s  of  the  Territory.  They  shall,  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  perform  the  same  duties,  be 
goverened  by  the  same  laws  and  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  and  be  commissioned,  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the 
Governor. 

Sec.  38. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising 
under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be  had  from 
any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of 
said  city,  to  the  Municipal  Court,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance, which  Court  shall  be  composed  of  the  Mayor  as  Chief  Justice  and  the  Aldermen 
as  Associate  Justices;  and  from  the  final  judgment  of  the  Municipal  Court  to  the  Pro- 
bate Court  of  Millard  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  taken  from  Justices 
of  the  Peace:  Provided,  the  parties  litigant  shall  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  a  jury  of 
twelve  men  in  all  cases  before  a  Municipal  Court.  The  Municipal  Court  shall  have 
power  to  grant  writs  of  habeas  corj)us  and  try  the  same  in  all  cases  arising  under 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  39.  The  Municijial  Court  may  sit  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month;  and 
the  City  Council  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  i)rescribed  by  the  city  ordinance; 
special  meetings  of  which  may  at  any  time  be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two 
Aldermen. 

Sec.  40. — All  process  issued  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  or  IMunieipal  Court  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Marshal,  and  in  the  execution  thereof  he  shall  be  governed  by  the 
same  laws  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  for  the  direction  anfl  compensation  of  Consta- 
bles in  similar  cases.  The  Marshal  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  him  under  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial 
ofiBcer. 

Sec.  41. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records  of 
all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  of  all  their  proceedings  in  their  corijorate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
said  city,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  Council,  and  shall  serve  as  Clerk  of  the  municipal  Court. 

Sec.  42. — When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street, lane  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall  make  a 
just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount 
of  such  comjiensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabitants  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  43. — All  jurors,  empanelled  to  inquire  into  the  amount  of  benefits  or  damages 
that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn 
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to  that  effect,  and  shall  return  to  the  iMayor  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each 
juror. 

Sec.  44. — In  case  the  Mayor  shall,  at  anytime,  be  guilty  of  any  palpable  omis- 
sion of  duty,  or  shall  wilfully  or  corruptly  be  guilty  of  oppression,  malconduct  or 
partiality  in  tbe  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment 
in  the  Probate  Court  of  Millard  county,  and,  on  conviction,  he  shall  be  liable  to  fine 
and  imprisonraeut;  and  the  Court  shall  have  power,  on  the  recommend  of  tbe  jury, 
to  add  to  the  judgment  of  the  Court  that  he  be  removed  from  olHce. 

iSec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling 
them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other  public  works  uutli  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid, 
in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or  vagrants  shall  fail  or  refu.=^e  to  pay  the  fines  and 
forfeitures  which  may  be  recovered  against  them. 

Sec.  46. — The  inhabitants  of  Fillmore  City  shall,  from  and  after  the  next  ensuing 
two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  March  next,  be -exempt  from  working  on  any  road 
or  roads  beyoud  the  limits  of  said  city.  But  all  taxes  devoted  to  road  purposes  shall, 
from  and  after  said  term  of  two  years,  be  collected  and  expended,  by  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Supervisor  of  Streets,  within  the  limits  of  the  city.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  ail  that  portiou  of  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  commencing  at  the  south  t  isst  corner  of  the  jj'.ot  ot  Nephi  city,  in  the  county 
of  Juab,  in  said  Territory,  an<]  running  thence  west  two  miles,  thence  north  four 
miles,  thence  east  to  the  base  of  the  mountain,  thence  southerly  along  the  mouth  of 
the  canon  and  base  of  the  mountain  to  a  point  02>posite  to  the  place  of  beginning 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  Neijhi  city,  and  is  hereby  incorporated  under  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive 
and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  liold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  otl^er  public  purposes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  disjiose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protecteuch  jnoperty,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  ^Nlayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  l)e  elected  and  qualified.

Sec.  4.— The  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duticB 
of  their  offices,  shalltake  and  subscribe  an  oath  orafiiimation  that  they  will  su!i)ort 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  tiiis  Territory,  and  that  they 
will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  their  uliice  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  5.— An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councdors,  shhl!  he  hekl  on  ttie  second  Monday  of  February,  18G3,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  and  .-hall  bt- held,  eomiucted,  and  retuins  thereof  nnide  in  such 
nianneras  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ortlinanceH  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  6.— AH  free  white  male  iuhabitantB  who  are  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,

residents  of  said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding.  Baid  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  city  officers. 

geg,  7, — ixiie  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and  may 
enforce  the  i:»ayment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory.

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survey,  thence  west  to  Utah  Lake,  thence  northerly  along  the  Lake  shore  to  the 
southwest  corner  of  Provo  City  Incorporation,  thence  east  iu  line  of  Provo  City 
Incorporation  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  under  the 
name  and  style  of  Springville;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  or  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  hav« 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the 
inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons.

Sec.  5. — An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilors,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1SG3,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof  made  iu  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

See.  6. — All  free  white  male  inhabitants  Vv'ho  are  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  Territorial  officers,  and  who  shall  have  been  actual 
residents  of  said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
for  city  officers. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for 
city  purposes,  upon  all  taxable  projierty,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the 
city,  not  exceeding  one  pev  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof;  and 
may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner 'to  be  jirovided  by  ordinance, 
not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  the  Territory. 

Sec.  8.— The  Citj^  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Eecorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define 
the  duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  thorn  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  i^ower  to  require  of  all  officers,   appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  penally  and  secrecy,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  respective  duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  also  to  require  of 
all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid, to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the- 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  havepower  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  excute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace, benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  protection 
of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and 
happiness  thereol\  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  that  may  happen  by 
death,  resignation  or  removal,  iu  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation  not  herein  established:  to 
impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ofiense,  as  they  may 
deem  just,  for  relusing  to  accept  of  anj' olfiee  in  or  under  the  Corporation,  or  for 
misconduct  therein;  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof. 

Sec.  11.— To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;   to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  , 
greater  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum;   nor  shall  the  interest  on   the  aggre- 
gate of  all  the  sums  borrowed  and  outstanding  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  city  reve- 
nue arising  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this  corporation. 

Sec.  12.— To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 
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Sec.  13.— To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  14. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  sanae. 

Sec.  15. — To  provide  the  city  with  water,  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Sec.  16, — To  open,  alter,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  or  otherwise  im- 
prove and  keep  in  rei^air  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish,  erect 
and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bridges. 

Sec.  17. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts, 
and  to  establish,  support  and  regulate  night  watches;  to  erect  market  houses,  estab- 
lish markets  and  market  jjlaces  and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation 
thereof. 

Sec.  18. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city,  and 
for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers 
and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawn-brokers  and  money 
changers. 

Sec.  20. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and  drays; 
and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage,  cartage 
and  draying  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the  rate  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  21. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows  arid 
amusements. 

Sec.  22. — To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  tippling  houses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

Sec.  23. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  comjianies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  andv  other  com- 
bustible materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to  re- 
strain, regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine, 
goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  28.- — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights  and 
measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  eases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  27. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire  v/ood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  29: — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling,  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tip- 

E ling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  colfee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other 
ouses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors;

46  LAWS  OF  UTAH. 

CHAPTER     CI. 

An- ACT  to  inco7'2^oraie  American  Fork  City^  Utah  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  Utah  County  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  one  mile  east  of  the  southeast  corner  of  the  public  square 
of  the  present  town  plot  on  the  Ainerican  Fork,  thence  north  to  the  southeast  bank 
of  American  Fork  creek,  thence  northeasterly  along  the  bank  of  said  creek  to  the 
mouth  of  the  canon,  thence  west  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Lehi  City  Incorporation, 
theuce  south  to  Utah  Lake,  thence  easterly  and  southerly  along  the  shore  of  said  L'ake 
to  a  point  directly  south  of  the  place  of  beginning,  thence  north  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, shall  be  known  and  designated  as  American  Fork  City:  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  defend  and  be  defended  in 
all  Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  property,  realand  i^ersoual,  in  said  city,  and  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  buryiug  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  pei«ons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  aivi  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them 
shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  vmder  such  penalties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they  will 
well  and  truly  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability. 

Sec.  5. — An  election,  for  the  election  of  one  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three  Coun- 
cilors, shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1863;  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof  made  in  such  manner  a« 
shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  6. — All  free  white  male  inhabitants  who  are  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who 
are  entitled  to  vote  for  Territorial  officers,  and  who  shall  have  been  actual  residents 
of  said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  city 
officers.

— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit, 
good  ojdei',  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city,  for  the  protection  of 
property  therein,  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and  hap- 
piness thereof.     They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen,  by 
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death,  resignation  or  removal,  in  any  of  the  loffices  Iherein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein  established;  to  im- 
pose snch  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hnndred  dollars  for  each  offence,  as  they  mav  deem 
just,  for  refusing  to  accept  of  any  office  in  or  under  the  Corporation,  or  for  misconduct 
therein;  to  divide  the  city  iuto  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money  on 
the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a  greater 
interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  anuum,  nor  shall  the  interest  on  the  aggregate  of  all 
the  sums  borrowed  and  outstanding  ever  exceed  one  half  of  the  city  revenue  arising 
from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate  within  this  cori^oration. 

Sec.  12.— To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  intreduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarautine  lav.'s  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same.

Sec.  4-3.— The  ('itv  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling 
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them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other  public  works  until  the  same  shall  1)e  fully  paid, 
in  all  cases  where  such  ofienders  or  vagrants  sliall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fiiies  aud 
forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded  against  them. 

Sec.  46.— The  inhabitants  of  American  Fork  City  shall,  froni  and  after  the  first 
Monday  in  .Tuly  next,  be  exempt  from  working  oi'i  any  road  or  roads  beyond  the 
limits  of  said  city.  But  all  taxes  devoted  to  road'  purposes  shall,  from  and  after  the 
said  date,  be  collected  and  expended,  by  and  under  the  direction  of  tlic  Supevisor 
of  Streets,  within  the  limits  of  the  city.

Jn  ACT  to  incorporate  Pleasant  Grove  Cilij. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of-  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  Utah  county  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Lake  city  incorporation,  running  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  along  the  Lake  shore  to  the  noilla  west  corner  of  the  cori^oration 
of  Provo  city,  thence  east  to  the  base  of  tlie  mountain,  thence  along  the  base  of  the 
mountain  to  the  south  bank  of  the  American  creek  near  the  mouth  of  the  caiion; 
thence  down  the  south  bank  of  said  creek  to  a  point  directly  north  of  the  northeast 
co"rner  of  Lake  city  Corporation,  thence  south  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall  bo 
known  and  designated  as  Pleasant  Grove  city;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  per- 
petual Succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and 
alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — Tbe  inhabitants  of  «aid  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  aud  be  sued,  to  plead  and  iie  impleaded, '-defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoover;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  property,  real  aud  personal,  in  said  city:  to  purchase,  receive  aud  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grouuds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  us»of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convej'  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen,  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  liave  the  qualificatif)riS  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  tlie  qualified  voters  tlicreof,  and  shall  liold  their  oliiees  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  be  electe<l  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  siiall  judge  of 
the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  anK\jorityof 
them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  .adjourn  from 
day  to  day  and  comjiel  the  attendance  of  ab.-ent  members,  under  such  penalties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor.  Aldermen  and  Councibirs,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  ofiices,  sliall'take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Jaws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they 
will  well  and  truly  i>erform  the  duties  of  tlieir  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

Sec.  f,. — An  elecM'Ui,  for  tbe  election  of  <uie  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three 
Councilors,  shall  be  held  <>n  the  second  Monday  of  February,  LSUn,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  and  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  the  rernrns  thereof  made  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  ().— All  free  wliite  male  inha'utants  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  are 
entitled  to  vote  for  Territorial  officers,  and  who  shall  have  been  actual  resideiilsof 
said  city  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vole  for  city 
officers. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Couneil  shall  have  authority  annually  to  assess,    collect  and 

expend  the  necessary  tax  for  roads,  streets,   schools  ami   other  public  purposes,  and 

regulate  and   control    the  same  within  the  city,   and  may  enforce  the  p'».v'ii.f'"t  of 

said  tax  by  law;  and  Ihe  inhabitants  of  the  city  shall  he  exenij.t  from  all  other  as- 

'  sessmentsfor  road  and  school  purposes,  except  on  such  property  as  they  may  possess 
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outside  of  thecity:  Provided  that  nothing?  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  or 
infringe  upon  auy  tax  assessed  or  authorized  by  any  enactment  of  the  Governor  and 
Legislative  Assembly. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  all  city  officers,  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  penalty  and  security,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  respective  duties,  such  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  also  to  require  of 
all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  povi'er  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  all  such  ordinances  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
peace,  benefit,  good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for 
the  protection  of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise;  and  for  the 
health  and  happiness  thereof.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  that  may 
happen  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective; 
to  fix  and  establish  all  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  not  herein  estab- 
lished; to  impose  such  fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  oflen.se,  as 
they  may  deem  just,  for  refusing  to  accept  auy  office  in  or  under  the  Corporation, 
or  for  misconduct  therein;  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries 
thereof. 

Sec.  11. — To  establish,  support  and  regulate  common  schools;  to  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided  that  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  be  borrowed  on  a 
greater  interestthan  six  percent,  per  annum;  norshall  the  interest  ou  the  aggregate 
of  all  the  sums  borrowed  and  outstanding  ever  exceed  one  half  of  ttie  city  revenue 
arisirtg  from  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate,  within  the  city. 

Sec.  12. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose  and  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  13. — To  aj)propriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  14. — To  establish  hospitals  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shall  be  nuisances  and  to  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  15. — To  provide  the  city  with  water,  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  street  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

•Sec.  16. — To  open,  alter,  widt-n,  extend,  establish,  grade,  pave  cr  »,tbcrvvise 
improve  and  keep  in  repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys;  and  to  establish,  erect 
and  keep  in  repair  aqueducts  and  bi'idges. 

Sec.  17. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts,  and 
establish,  support  and  regulate  night  watches;  to  erect  market  houses,  establish 
markets  and  market  places  and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  IS. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grotinds  belonging  to  the 
city:  to  regulate  and  control  the  live  trees  and  shrubbery  and  the  water  courses  and 
water  privileges  in  the  city  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  the  water  courses 
leading  thereto  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof.

Sec.  20.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carrying  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  property,  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  x>orters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  21. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows 
and  amusements. 

See.  22. — To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  restrain  tippling  h'  uses,  dram  shops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

Sec.  23. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  and  other  com- 
bustible materials. 

Sec.  25. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  i^artition  fences;  to  wall 
in  the  city  or  any  part  thereof;  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large 
of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  t<>tax  and

Sec.  20. — To  establi!:*b  standard  vreights  and  measures  and  to  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  tlie  city  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

See.  27. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuL-ing  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  28.— To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  pit  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  29. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  sjDirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour  and 
meal;  also  beer,  whisky,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30. — To  regulate  the  weights,  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  i^rovide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sec.  32. — To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers,  and  regulate  the  fees  of 
Jurors,  witnesses  and  otliers  for  services  rendered  under  this  act  or  any  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  33. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  jjower  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate,  suppress  or  restrain  billiard  tables  and  from  one  to  twenty 
pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling. 

See.  34. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties 
for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  and  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  tines  and

— All  ordiiianees  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month  after 
they  shall  have  been  jjassed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city, 
or  certified  cojiies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city.

and  when  published  in  book  or  pamplilet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  Courts 
or  places  without  further  prool".

Sec.  40.— All  process  issued  by  the  :Nrayor,  Aldermen  or  Municipal  Court  shall  oe 
directed  to  the  Marshal,  and  in  the  execution  thereof  ho  shall  be  governed  b.y  the 
same  laws  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  for  the  direction  and  compensation  ot  (.onstables 
in  similar  cases.  The  Marshal  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  under  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  otlicer.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  the  district  of  Utah  County  embracedin  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Water  cahon,  thence  west  thirty-seven  degrees 
north  to  a  stake  known  a?  station  1  in  J.  C.  Snow's  survey  of  said  line,  thence  west 
three  degrees  south  to  the  center  of  Pond  Town  sloughs,  thence  down  said  sloughs 
to  Duck  creek,  thence  west  to  Peteetneet  creek,  thence  down  the  main  channel  of 
said  creek  to  Utah  Lake,  thence  northeasterl.y,  along  the  shore  of  said  Lake  to  a 
point  from  which  a  southeast  line  will  strike  the  mouth  of  the  main  sect  leading  into 
plat  D,  Springville  survey,  thence  ©n  a  line  of  said  sect  to  where  it  intersects  the  big 
slough,  thence  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Palmyra  field,  thence  to  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  the  present  Springville  survey,  thence  east  to  the  mountains,  thence  south

Sec.  2— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  property, 
beyond  the  city,  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease  or  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of 
aaj(i  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation 
thereto,  as  natural  persons.

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Sec.  IS. — To  provide  for  erecting  all  needful  buildings  for  the  nse  of  tlie  city,  and 
for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city;  to 
regulate  and  control  the  live  trees  and  shrubbery,  and  the  water  courses  and  water 
privileges  in  the  city,  and,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  the  water  courses  leading 
thereto  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

Sec.  19. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers 
and  taverns,  ordinaries,  hav/kers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawn-brokers  and  money 
changers. 

Sec.  20.T— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts,  and 
drays;  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  v/agonage, 
cartage  and  dra^' age  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  21. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatricals  and  other  exhibitions,  shows 
and  amusements. 

Sec.  22. — To  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  tippling  houses,  dramshops, 
gaming  houses,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly  houses. 

— To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires:  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  fines  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  24. — To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  and  other  com- 
bustible materials. 

Sec.  2-5. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences;  to  wall  in 
the  city  or  any  part  thereof,  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of 
cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  jaoultry;  and  to  tax  and  regu- 
late the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large 
contrary  to  city  ordinances.

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  pit  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire  wood  and  otlier  fuelto  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  29. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tip- 
pling shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  oi;  other 
houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors; 
to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour  and  meal;  also 
beer,  whisky,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  and  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  30. — To  regulate  the  weights,  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sec.  32. — To  fix  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers,  and  regulate  the  fees  of  jurore, 
witnesses  and  others  for  services  rendered  under  this  or  any  city  ordinance. 

See.  33. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate,  suppress  or  restrain  billiard  tables  and  from  one  to  twenty 
pin  alleys  and  every  other  description  of  gaming  or  gambling.

gee.  1.- Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
torv  of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  Ut^dl  county  embraced  in/fhe  tollowing 
boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  one  inib-  east  of  tb.- centre  ot  Monntainville

designated  us  Alpine  city;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  have  and  use  a  comm  n  s^eal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure.

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  or  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  .all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and 
hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the 
use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convej'^  or  dispose  of  property, 
real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property', 
and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  uutii  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Gouucii  shall 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.

gee.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  in  Weber  county  embraced  in  the 
following  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Burch  Creek  canon,  thence 
running  due  west  to  a  point  due  south  of  the  confluence  of  Weber  and  Ogden  rivers, 
thence  due  north  passing  through  the  junction  of  Weber  and  Ogden  rivers  to  the 
street  running  east  between  ranges  five  and  six,  North  Ogden  survey,  thence  -east  to 
the  base  of  the  mountain,  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the  base  ot  the 
mountain  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  and 
style  of  Ogden  city,  and  the   inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
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corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  shall 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  tlie  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  witliout  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  sucli 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  a  Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  and  five 
Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  next  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected,  one  Mayor 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors;  and  the  persons  respectively  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  said  officers,  shall  be  declared  elected.  When 
two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office  the 
election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.— The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Weber  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  "\Veber  county,  at  least  one'week  previous'to 
the  day  of  election.  Suid  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  •take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof.  The  poll  shall  be  open  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  shall 
close  at  G  o'clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot 
box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors  and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Weber  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County 
Clerk,  in  "the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  "and 
furnish  witliin  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  case  of  a  tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  6 — All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  be  held,  conducted, 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  l)e  provided  for  bj-  ordinance  of  the  < 'ity  Council! 
Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a  niMJorJty  of  them  shall  form  a.  quorum  to  do 
lousiness,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings,  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  jjUice  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  jjresent,  and  have 
a  casting  vote;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Aldei'man  present  may  be  apx^oint- 
ed  to  preside  over  said  meeting.  » 

Sec.  S. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings,  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor,  or  any  two  Aldermen  by  notice.to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector^ 
Supervisor  of  streets.  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a  Sexton,  a  Sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  all  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary;  define  their  duties,  remove 
thera  from  office  at  pleasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and 
witnessess. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  with  tlie  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City 
Council,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges,  and  have  an  oi)portunity  to  be 
heard  in  his  defence,  and  the  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  and  the  production  of  papers  when  necessary. 

Sec  11. — When  any  vacancy  shall  hajipen  by  th^  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council,  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  afiirmatiou  that  he  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  the  ordinances 
of  the  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  ollice  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  he  may  be  rti|uired  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  city  ordinance,  wJiich  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Ilecorder.  All  i)ersons  appointed  under  tlii-s  act  to  any  office  shall  be  commissioued 
by  warrant  under  tlie  corporate  seal  signed  by  the  City  Recordt'r. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  havfe  power  to  divide  the  city  into  wards,  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  when  necessary  create  additional  wards,  and 
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add  to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  and  proportion  them  among  the 
several  wards  as  I'aay  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  when  so  qualified  shall  posses  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  com- 
missioned as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the  Governor.  They  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory  into  the  county  treasury,  9,nd  shall  issue  such  i)rocess  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  had  from 
any  decision  or  judgment  of  a  Mayor  or  Alderman's  court  in  the  same  manner  as 
are  or  may  be  provided  by  statute  "for  appeals  from  Justice's  courts,  and  they  shall 
account  for,  and  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  within  three  months  all  flues  and 
forfeitures  received  by  them,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  and  they  shall  each  keep  a 
docket,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Council  and  all  other 
parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  process  issued  by  the  Mayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  be  directed  to 
the  Marshal,  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by 
such  rules  and  regulation  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council,  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city,  and  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  incorporation. 
He  shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgement  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments 
of  writing,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city 
ordinances. 

Sec.  16. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
aud  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner 
as  the  City  Council  shall  direct.  Pie  shall  pay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hand, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and 
shall  report  to  the  City  Council  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
they  may  require. 

Sec.  17. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by  ordinance  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  "by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not 
to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on 
the  dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City 
Council  is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the 
election  of  Trustees,  appoint  a  Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect 
and  expend  the  necessary  tax  for  school  purposes  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with 
water  for  irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  and  control  the  same;  and 
furthermore, •so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  thereof. 

Sec.  18.— The  City  Cotmcil  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
finances  and  property  of  said  city. 

Sec.  19.— To  require  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  male  resident  of  the 
city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be 
paid  within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor. 
In  default  of  payment  as  aforesaid,  the  same  maj'-  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  20.— Tlie  Council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes 
of  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  21.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
of  the  assessment  roll's.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the 
City  Council  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  olyectious  thereto;  aud  auy  person  feeling 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council, 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  22.— The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a  list  of  taxes  to  he  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost 
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by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinauce.     The  assessment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  23.— To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

See.  24.— To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws,  and  enforce  the  sarae  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  25. — To  establish  hospitals,  and  make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare 
what  shail  be  nuisances,  and  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  26. — To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  street  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  27. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  rosin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  28. — To  exclusivelj^  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  sidewalks  or  crosswalks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the 
incumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injury. 

Sec,  29. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec,  30. — To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualling  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  32. — To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  groceries, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  br(-;kers,  pawnbrokers,  and  money  changers. 

See.  33. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by 
persons  or  at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent 
spirits  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the 
consent  of  his  or  her  parerit,  guardian;  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  3-1. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their 
license  for  malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain 
the  sale  of  fresli  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35. — To  license,  tax  ."regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  supjDress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  and  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent 
any  riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblage;  and  to  restrain  and  punish 
vagrants,  mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  3G. — To  regulate,  liceuse,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  conimon 
showmen,  showsof  every  kind,  coucertsor  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances,  ball 
rooms  and  ail  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  37.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and 
drays  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  chargeil  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Spc.  3S.— To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and  estab- 
lish fire  companies. 

Sec.  39.— To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40.— To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

See,  41, — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  luml)er  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kindn  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec,  42.— To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fu(d  to  he  sold  or  used  within  the 

Sec.  43.— To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,   beef,  pork,  flour 
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and  meal;  also  beer,  whisky  and  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in 
the  city. 

See.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  bj^  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

Sec.  46, — To  provide  for  the  taking  the 'enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city;  to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to 
direct  the  returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality  and  to  impose  penalties  on 
physicians,  sextons,  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  47. — To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals,  to  provide  for  the  putting  up  of  posts  in  front  of  city  lots  to  fasten  their 
horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other 
animals,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  jDOSts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  -any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — ^To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  authorize  thedestraining, 
empounding  the  same  and  collecting  penalty  and  cost  incurred  thereby,  and  to  tax, 
prevent  or  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same, 
when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  50. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chan- 
dler shop,  soap  factory,  taunery,  stable, barn, privy,  sewer, or  any  unwholesome  place 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  51. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain 
or  prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments  and  all  estab- 
lishments or  places  where  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  car- 
ried on. 

Sec,  52. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  bis  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  sameby  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  53. --To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,   and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 

city. 

Sec.  54. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  which  weights  and  measures  shall  be  couformable  to  those 
established  by  law. 

Sec.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws 
of  the  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act  by  penalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,   or 

both.  ,  ,.  •, 

Sec.  58.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinances;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem,  necessary  for  carrying  into 
effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order,^ 
regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property 
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therein  from    destructiou    b3'    fire    or    otherwise,    and  for  the  health,  safety   and 
happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  59,— To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  ofTenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jaii,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  hues  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  6(!. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published'in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  61. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  sealot  the  Corporation, 
and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  62.— When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street,  bine,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
make  a  just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if 
the  amount  of  such  compensation  eanuot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Mayor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabitants 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  63.— AH  jurors  enipanneled  to  enquire  into  the  amounts  of  benefit  or 
damages  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken  shall 
first  be  sworn  to  that  eflect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  er  presiding  officer  of  the 
City  Council,  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  61.— All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  now  in  force  in  Ogden  city, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered,  modified  or 
repealed  by  the  Citv  Council  after  this  act,  shall  take  eftect. 

Sec,  65.— All  actions,  tights,  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  in  suit  or  otherwise, 
which  have  accrued  under  the  ordinance  incorporating  Ogden  City,  shall  be  vested 
in  and  prosecuted  bj-  the  Corporation  lierehy  created. 

Sec.  66.— All  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or  other  places  within  said  city, 
heretofore  surveyed  by  the  Surveyor,  and  all  plots  and  surveys  of  lands,  lots  or 
other  places  that  may  be  hereafter  surveyed,  and  all  certificates  of  surveys  given  by 
him  shall  be  deemed  valid  by  rhis  act. 

Sec.  67.— All  property,  now  belonging  to  Ogden  city,  is  hereby  vested  in  the 
corporation  created  by  this  act;  and  the  officers  of  said  corporation  now  in  office 
shall  respectively  continue  in  the  same,  until  superseded  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  thereof,  but  shall  be  governed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  68.— This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Ogden  city,  or  by  its  officers,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  ot  any 
right,  property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been  created 
by  said  Council  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  69.— All  olTicers  of  the  city,  created  conservators  of  the  pciice  by  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons  who 
shall  brea^  the  peace;  commit  for  examination,  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such  persons 
in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  otiier  safe  place;  and  shall  have  and 
exercise  such  other  powers,  as  conservators  of  the  peace,  as  the  City  Council  may 
DrGscribc. 

Sec.  70.— Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  tlic  in-csent  City 
Council  of  Ogden  Citv  of  any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
ordinance  incorporating  said  city,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto;  but  said  City 
Council  shall  possess,  exercise  and  enjov  all  the  powers  and  authority  heretofore 
conferred  upon  them,  except  so  far  as  such  powers  and  authority  have  been  expressly 
modified  or  repealed  by  this  act,  until  said  City  Council  are  superseded  by  the  election 
and  qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act.  ,  to  ,  rl^ 

Sec.  71.— That  an  ordinance  to  incorporate  Ogden  city,  approved  February  bth, 
ISol,  be  and  ^  herebv  repealed,  and  an  a^tt  in  relation  to  the  assessment  and  collect- 
ion and  expenditure'of  a  tax  for  road  and  other  purposes  within  jncorpomted  cities, 
approved  January  4th,  1853,  so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  Ogden  city,  and  is  liereby

Sec. '72.— The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspajH-r 
published  in  Ogden  cityor  ])osted  up  in  threepublicplaces,  on  or  before  the  lust  dny  ol 
December  in  each  year",  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  city  revenue,  specilying  in 
said  statement  whence  (h^rived  and  for  what  disbursed.

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CHAPTER  CVII. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Saint  Qeorgcin  Washington  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  portion  of  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  fii'st  point  of  rocks  below  the  mouth  of  the  Santa  Clara  and  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Rio  Virgin,  in  the  County  of  Washington;  thence,  running  due 
west  two  and  a  half  miles;  thence,  due  north  live  miles;  thence,  due  east  five  miles; 
thence,  due  south  five  miles;  thence,  due  west  two  and  a  half  miles  to  the  place  of 
beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  "City  of  St.  George," 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  aforesaid;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  v>^hich  they  may  change 
and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall, 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  j^lead  aud'be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive 
and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  jiublic  purposes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protectsuch  property,  and  to  do 
all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and 
three  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  slial!  hold  their  oflices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendjuice  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  before  enterijig  upon  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  Uuried  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they 
will  well  and  truly  i^erform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
abilities. 

See.  5. — One  Mayor,  two  Aldermen  and  three  Councilors  shall  be  elected  bien- 
nially, and  the  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Probate  Judge  of  Washington  County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  sliall  be  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial 
officers;  and,  at  the  said  first  election,  all  free  w«hite  male  residents,  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  within  said  city  limits,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  6. — The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election, 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof 
made,  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  tiie  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner  to  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  this 
Territory. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Recorded,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessarj',  define 
the  duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  tlaem  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid, to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  tlie  peace, benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;   for   the  protection 
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of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and 
happiness  thereof,  and  sliall  liave  control  of  the  waters  of  the  Santa  Clara:  provided 
that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injury  of  any  rights  already  acquired 
by  actual  settlers  thereon,  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  courses  and  mill 
privileges  within  said  city.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  by  death,  resignation  or  removal  In  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective; 
to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation;  to  impose  such 
fines,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  net  exceeding  six 
months,  for  each  offense,  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  any  city  ordinance;  to  divide 
the  city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation: 
and,  when  printed  oriiublished  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or 
published  by  the  authoritj''  of  the  corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence 
in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  jiroof. 

Sec.  13. — The  Maj'or  and  Aldermen  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory. 
They  shall,  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  perform  the  same 
duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other 
Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  and  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  14:. — The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  corporation;  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  said  ordinances  into  execution  and  effect.  Appeals  may  be 
had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Mayor  or  Aldermen,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  "to  the  Probate  Court  of  Washington  county,  in  tiie  same 
manner  as  appeals  are,  or  may  be  taken  from  Justices  of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  1-5. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry; 
and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  16. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or 
tippling  shop  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or 
other  houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  17.— This  act  shall  bo  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1S62, 
and  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  tlic  pleasure  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.

CPIAPTER    CVIII. 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Cifij  of  Payson. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  the  Territory  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries,  viz:  Commenc- 
ing at  a  point  on  the  east  bank  of  Utah  Lake  due  west  from  the  center  of  the  Public 
Square  in  the  City  of  Payson  in  Utah  County,  thence  soutli  one  mile,  thence  east  to 
the  mountains,  thence  along  the  base  of  the  mountains  to  a  spring  know^n  as  "Goose 
nest  spring,"  thence  northerly  to  a  point  where  the  bridge  crosses  the  Pondtowu 
slough,  thence  down  said  slough  to  Duck  creek,  then  west  to  Peetectnect  creek  and 
\down  the  main  channel  of  said  creek  to  Utah  Lake,  thence  south  along  the  shore  ot 
said  Lake  to  the  place  of  the  beginning  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  1  ay  son; 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

gee.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  (it-fend  and   lie  defended  m  all 
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Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— The  Municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City  Council, 
to  be  composed  of  a  Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  Ward,  and  five  Councilors, 
who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.— An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February  next,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors;  and  the  persons  respectively  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  for  said  officers  shall  be  declared  elected. 
When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office, 
the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council.    ' 

Sec.  5.— The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Utah  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time 
and  place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  officers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Utah  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election;  said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof.  The  poll  shall  be  open  at  eight  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
shall  close  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the 
ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors  and  transmit  the  same,  within  two 
days,  to  the  County  Clei-k  of  Utah  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received  the 
County  Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine-them, 
and  furnish,  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election,  in  case  of  a  tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge.  , 

Sec.  6.— All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  beheld,  conducted 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  i^resent,  and  have 
a  casting  vote;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Aldermen  present  may  be 
appointed  to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings;  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Aldermen,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  Council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  Streets,  Surveyor  and  Attorney,  a  Sexton,  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  and  all  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  office  at  pleasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  officers,  jurors  and 
witnesses. 

Sec.  10.— All  officers  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council, 
and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defense;  and  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  papers,  when  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — When  a  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of 
any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  'oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  ot  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  he  may  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  city  ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Recorder. 

Sec.  1:].— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof;  and,  when  necessary,  create  additional  Wards  and 
add  to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors  and  proportion  them  among  the 
several  Wards,  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13.— The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and, 
when  so  qualified,  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned  as 
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Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  cit'y  by  the  Governor,  They  shall  account  for  and 
pay  over  all  fines-and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city  into  the  City 
Treasury,' and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory  into  the 
County  Treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  efiect 
all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  a 
Mayor's  or  Alderman's  court  in  the  same  manner  as  or  may  be  provided  bj^  statute  for 
appeals  from  Justices  Courts;  and  they  shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  within  three  months,  all  fines  and  forfeitures  received  by  them  by  virtue  of 
their  offict":  and  they  shall  each  keep  a  docket,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of 
the  City  Council  and  all  other  parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  i^rocess  issued  by  the  ISIayor  or  an  Alderman  shall  be  directed  to  the 
Marshal  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  thereof  he  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  1-5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  th© 
city  and  all  other  j^arties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  Incorporation.  He 
shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city;  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city  ordinance.

Sec.  43. — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  whiskey,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors.  ^ 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  and  price  of  bread  sold  and  used  in 
the  city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  eity,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

See.  46. — To  provide  for  the  taking  the  enumeration  of  theinhabitantsof  the  city, 
to  regulate  tlie  burial  of  the  dead  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  bo  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council.

Sec.  68.— This  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
of  Payson  City  or  by  its  oflfleers,  nor  divest  their  successors  under  this  act  of  any 
right,  property  or  otherwise,  or  liability  whit:h  may  have  accrued  to  or  been 
created  by  said  Council  prior  to  the  p'assage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  ,69. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  Conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such 
persons  in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  such  other  powers,  as  Conservators  of  the  Peace,  as  the  City 
Council  may  prescribe.

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
Heber  C.  Kimball  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  conveying  the  waters  of  JSorth

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CHAPTER    CXIII. 

An  OHDINANCE  in  relation  to  the  Timber  in  the  ^fountains  West  of  Jordan. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Deseret:  That 
the  exclusive  control  of  the  timber  in  the  canons  on  the  east  side  of  the  range  of 
mountains  west  of  Jordan,  in  Great  Salt  Lake  county,  is  hereby  granted  to  George 
A.  Smith,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  control  the  timber  in  said  caiions,  to  work 
roads  into  them  and  to  direct  when,  where  and  by  whom  timber  may  be  taken*  out 

therefrom.  ,    ,,  , 

Sec.  2.— Be  it  ordained  that  any  person  getting  timber  from  said  caiions  shall  be 
required  to  keep  the  roads  clear,  and  to  pay  in  labor  or  otherwise  lor  the  use  of  the 
private  roads  leading  to  the  timber;  and  any  person  wasting,  burning  or  otherwise 
destroying  the  timber  shall  be  subject  to  all  damages,  and  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3.— No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  cut  timber  in  any  place  in  these  canons 
without  permission  from  the  proprietor,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  directions 
accordingly.  ,  ,       .        ., 

Sec.  4.— Any  person  cutting  timber  or  wood  in  the  above  canons  and  leaving  it 
on  the  ground  an  unreasonable  time,  the  proprietor  of  said  cuilons  shall  have  the 
privilege  to  remove  said  wood  and  timber  and  dispose  of  it,  and  the  avails  paid  into 
the  public  treasurv. 

Sec.  5.— Nothing  in  the  above  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  or 
hinder  the  citizens  of  said  county  from  getting  timber,  wood  or  poles  in  any  of  said 
caiions  for  their  ov/n  use,  by  observing  the  above  regulations.

Whereas,  a  large  portion  of  the  citizens  of  Great  Salt  Lake  county  and  vicinity 
have  subscribed  considerable  amounts  lor  tbe  i^urpose  of  constructing  a  canal  con- 
necting Utah  and  Great  Salt  LaUes,  for  tbe  jiurnose  of  navigation,  machinery  and 
irrigating  the  land,  large  bodies  of  v/liich  might  bo  brought  into  succcdsful  cultiva- 
tion if  water  to  irrigate  with  could  be  procured;  and 

Whereas,  the  aforesaid  subscribers  do  propose  to  obtain  further  subscriptions, 
and  petition  for  the  Territorial  Government  to  adojit  some  system  of  operations  and 
appoint  an  agent  or  commissioners,  who  sliull  be  authorized  to  superintend  and 
construct  said  canal  and  award  land  claims  to  the  subscribers  equal  to  the  amount 
which  they  shall  i)ay  respectively: 

Therefore,  to  aid  by  our  influence  and  desiring  to  encourage  by  our  acts  so 
desirable  an  object: 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Ira  Eldredge,  Jesse  W.  Fox  and  Robert  Wimmer  are  autliorized  to 
locate  the  route  for  said  canal,  solicit,  receive,  collect  and  disburse  subscripLions,  and 
generally  do  ail  other  things  necessary  for  the  progress  and  completion  of  said  worii. 

Sec.  2.— Tlie  aforesaid  Commissioners  sliali  proceed  without  delay  to  locate  tlie 
said  canal,  and  make  an  estimate  of  the  entire  cost  of  its  construction  upon  the  plan 
hereinafter  indicated. 

Sec.  o.— Said  canal  shall  commence  above  the  rapida  iu  Jordan  river,  where  a 
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dam  shall  be  constructed  across  said  river  of  a  sufficient  height  to  cause  slack  water 
navigation  to  Utah  Lalie,  and  proceed,  as  near  the  base  of  the  mountains  on  the 
west  of  Great  "Salt  Lake  Valley  as  practicable,  to  Great  Salt  Lake;  and  shall  be  of 
sufficient  depth  and  width  for  the  transportation  of  boats  drawing  two  and  a  half 
feet  of  water,  and  twelve  feet  width  of  hull.  There  shall  also  be  good  and  sufficient 
guard  locks,  and  locks  for  leveling,  and  waste  gates;  as  also  large  reservoirs,  with 
good  and  sufficient  embankments  to  contain  water  for  irrigating  purposes,  at  all 
convenient  points. 

gee.  4. — The  Commissioners  shall  survey  the  lands  which  may  be  benefited  by 
the  construction  of  said  canal,  upon  each  side  thereof;  likewise  take  into  considera- 
tion tho  benefit  arising  to  present  holders  of  land  claims,  and  apportion  the  land 
claims  according  to  the  estimated  expense  and  cost  of  said  canal,  reserving  at  each 
terminus,  and  at  such  other  convenient  points  along  said  canal,  to  be  located  by  the 
Governor  or  his  authorized  agent,  to  the  amount  of  four  sections  of  land,  to  be  held 
in  reserve  for  future  use  and  disposal. 

Sec.  5. — The  Commissioners  shall  then  proceed  and  assign  unto  the  subscribers, 
respectively,  the  possession  of  land  claims,  the  right  of  water  to  irrigate,  equal  to  the 
precise  amount  which  they  have  paid  and  no  more,  accommodating  locations  already 
made  as  far  as  practicable;  and  the  residue  shall  be  held  in  reserve  for  further  sub- 
scription; and  it  is  distinctly  understood  that  the  right  of  water  for  navigation  and 
machinery  is  held  in  reserve  for  future  use  or  disposal. 

Sec.  6. — The  aforesaid  Commissioners  shall  make  a  full  and  complete  report  of 
their  doings  herein  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  each 
year,  and  oftener  if  required;  and  they  shall  also  notify  him,  when  they  have 
prepared  the  apportionment,  that  he  make  the  reserve  of  land  claims  and  possessions 
above  mentioned. 

Sec.  7. — The  expense  incurred  by  surveying  the  land  shall  be  taxed  upon  the 
land  claims,  and  be  paid  out  of  the  subscriptions,  and  the  expense  incurred  by 
locating  and  surveying  the  proposed  canal  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  subscriptions  of 
the  Commissioners  herein  above  appointed;  and  in  case  that  the  Commissioners 
herein  appointed  do  not  accept  of  their  appointments,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  the 
Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  others  in  their  stead.

A7i  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jordan  Irrigation  Company. 

Sec,  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Brigham  Young,  sen.,  Daniel  H.  Wells,  George  A.  Smith,  Alonzo 
H.  Raleigh,  Thomas  Box,  George  B.  Wallace,   Enoch   Reese,    Jesse  W.   Fox  and 
Wilford  Woodruff",  with  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
made  and  constituted  a  body  corporate,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified,  under 
the  name  and  title  of  the  Jordan  Irrigation  Company;  and  by  that  name  and  title 
they  and  their  successors  shall  have  succession,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  actions  at  law  and  equity  in  any  Court  having  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  to  purchase  and  hold  personal  property  and  real  estate,  to  sell 
and  transfer  the  same,  and  to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  in  their  corpo- 
rate name  that  any  individual  can  or  has  a  lawful  right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  do  all  other   acts   necessary 
for  the  proper  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  and  the  regulation  of  the  privileges 
granted  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.— The  aforesaid  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  conferred,  to  erect  and  construct  a  dam  or  dams  across  the  Jordan  river 
and  take  out  the  waters  on  both  sides  thereof  at  a  point  about  half  a  mile  above  the 
bridge  across  said  river,  on  North  Temple  Street,  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  and  con- 
duct the  same  in  a  siiitable  canal  or  canals  on  tho  most  practicable  routes,  in  said 
City  and  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  as  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  water 
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or  irrigate  land&:  Provided,  said  Company  be  held  responsible  for  any  damao-e  done 
thereby. 

Sec.  3.— The  Company  shall  have  the  entire  control  and  management  of  all  the 
waters  thus  taken  out,  and  may  use  the  same  for  the  irrigation  of  lands  for  mills 
and  machinery  of  any  kind  and  all  other  lawful  purposes  whatsoever-' may  sell 
lease  and  dispose  of  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof  for  any  or  all  of  the  abo\'^  pur- 
poses, on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  parties  may  agree;  and  may  levy  and 
collect  a  per  centage  on  all  lands  benefited  by  said  waters  or  by  the  construction  of 
the  dam  belonging  to  said  Company. 

Sec.  4.— The  Company  shall  als'o  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  stock,  in  shares  of  twenty- five  dollars  each,  to  enable  the  Company  to  prosecute 
the  work,  and  to  make  such  improvements,  with  tbe  same  as  may  be  deemed  of  ad- 
vantage or  profit  for  the  purposes  herein  specified.  The  Company  may  sell  stock  to 
the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Each  Stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  paid  in,  at  all  meetings  of  business  requiring  a  vote  and  at  all 
general  and  special  election  of  officers  of  the  Company:  Provided,  always,  that  each 
absentee  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  by  proxy  in  writing.  Certificates  of  stock 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Directors  of  the  Company  to  those  who  have  paid  for  shares 
or  half  shares,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Secretary.  The  same  may  be  transferred 
by  registering  the  transfer  on  the  Company's  bonks,  otherwise  no  transfer  of  stock 
shall  be  deemed  valid. 

Sec.  5.— The  officers  of  this  Company  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  five  Directbrs,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  and  until  their  suscessors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.  They 
shall  take  an  oath  of  office  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  shall  file 
bonds  of  two  thousand  dollars  each,  v/ith  approved  security,  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  of  the  County  of  Great  Salt  Lake,  which  bonds  shall  be 
for  the  use  of  any  person  aggrieved;  and  shall  annually  present  to  the  Stockholders 
a  just,  true  and  accurate  balance-sheet,  showing  the,  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
money  and  property,  with  a  clear  and  explicit  statement  of  the  entire  financial  con- 
dition, circumstances  and  standing  of  the  Company,  in  a  plain,  legible  style. 

Sec.  6. — By  public  notice  being  given,  the  aforesaid  Company  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  hold  a  meeting  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  to  elect  persons  to  the  aforesaid  offices;  and  every  tvro  years  there- 
after it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  officers  then  acting  to  call,  by  public  notice, 
a  similar  meeting  for  the  same  purpose. 

See.  7. — Vvhenever  a  vacancy  occurs  iri  the  offices,  by  death,  inability,  removal 
from  the  Territory,  resignation  or  any  other  cause,  the  remaining  members  of  the 
Board  may  fill  such  vacancy  by  apjoointment,  until  the  next  election. 

Sec.  8. — The  Board  of  Officers  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make 
and  ordain  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  internal  i:)olicy  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  design  of  this  charter  in  good  faith  and  virttie:

ciation in  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  by  establishiuga  library  of  books,  maps,  charts 
and  scientific  instruments,  connecting  therewith  a  readina  room  and  scientific  and 
popular  lectures;  and  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  of 
Directors  of  said  Association,  until  superse<1e<l  as  provided  in  the  CoHowing  section. 

Sec,  2.— A  Board  of  seven  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Provo  Canon  Road  Oompani/. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Lesrislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  ThatVVilliamMilier  and  Shadrack  Holdaway  of  Provo  Oity,    Utah 
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County;  Joseioh  S.  Murdock,  Isaac  Decker  and  David  Van  Wagoner;  of  Wasatch 
County,  with  their  associates  and  successors  be  and  thev  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate,  to  be  knolvn  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Provo  Canon  'Road  Company; 
and  in  their  corporate  name  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  defend  and  be 
defended  in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity:  to  hold,  lease,  rent,  or  convey  real  estate 
or  personal  property;  and  -shall  have  perpetual  succession  for  the  term  of  twenty 
years;  and  may  have  a  corporate  seal,  which  they  may  use  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  consist  of  one  thousand  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each.  Each  Shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share, 
and  each  share  shall  be  represented  by  a  certificate  of  the  same,  which  shall  be 
transferable  upon  the  books  of  the  company  in  such  a  ma«iner  as  the  bye-laws  may 
direct. 

The  books  of  the  Company  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  March;  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five; 
and  when  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  Directors  may,  by 
giving  four  weeks  public  notice  in  Provo  and  Heber  cities,  call  an  election  for  a 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  four  Directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
two  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  President, 
Treasurer  and  four  Directors  shall  constitute  a  Board  for  the  government,  and  con- 
trol of  the  affairs  of  the  Company.  The  Board  shall  have  power,  by  a  majority  vote, 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur,  by  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  person,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  until  the  time  of  the  next  regular 
election  for  President  and  Directors;  but  should  circumstances^occur  to  reduce  the 
Board  to  a  minority,  they  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  thfe  Shareholders,  who  are 
hereby  authorized  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  elect  anew  Board.

Sec.  3.— The  Board  of  Directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  enact  such  bye-]aws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Company  as  they  may  deem  proper:  Pro- 
vided, they  are  not  incompatable  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  Utah 
Territory.  The  object  of  this  Company  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  construction  of 
a  road  through  Provo  Canon  not  less  than  twenty  feet  wide,  from  Utah  Valley,  Utah 
County,  to  Provo  Valley,  Wasatch  County;  and  when  said  road  is  constructed  and 
accepted  by  the  Selectmen  of  Wasatch  and  Utah  counties,  said  Companv  are  hereby 
authorized  to  collect  toll  thereon  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act: 

In  case  the  said  road,  or  the  bridges  thereon  are  suffered  to  get  out  of  repair,  a 
majority  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Counties  of  Utah  and  Wasatch  may  order  the  gate 
to  be  thrown  open  and  the  collection  of  toll  stopped,  until  the  necessarv  repairs  are 
made. 

Sec.  4.— The  books  of  the  Company  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  Stock- 
holders at  all  reasonable  hours;  and  an  exhibit  of  the  financial  affairs  o"  the  Com- 
pany, showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  same,  shall  beannuallvmade  on 
the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  for  the  information  of  the  Stockholders.  "^ 

Sec.  5. — That  the  gate  shall  be  located  in  Provo  Caiion;  and  the  Company  may 
collect  toll  at  the  following  rates,  which  toll  is  for  the  use  of  said  road  through  the 
aforesaid  caiion,  viz: 

For  every  carriage  or  vehicle  drawn  by  two  animals $1  00 

For  every  additional  pair  of  animals, 50 

For  each  Horse  or  Mule  led,  rode  or  packed, 25 

For  Sheep,  Goats  and  Hogs,  each, 5 

For  every  loose  animal  of  the  horse  or  cattle  kind, 15 

Sec.  6.— The  aforesaid  Selectmen  may  accept  the  said  road  when  made  reason- 
ably passable,  and  give  a  reasonable  time  for  its  completion  as  to  width,  as  con- 
templated in  the  third  section  of  this  act;  and  when  so  accepted,  toil  may  be  taken 
at  the  rates  as  specified  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.— At  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  term  of  twenty  years,  said  road  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  good  condition  as  shall  be  accepted 
by  the  Selectmen  of  Utah  and  Wasatch  counties.

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CHAPTER    C  XXXIII. 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  Irrigation  Companies. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enactt-d  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That,  upon  the  mojority  of  the  citizens  of  any  county  or  part  thereof 
representing  that  more  water  is  necessary  and  that  there  are  streams  unclaimed 
which,  if  brought  out  of  their  natural  channels  and  thrown  upon  tracts  of  land  under 
cultivation  or  to  be  putunder  cultivation,  can  be  of  value  to  the  interests  of  agricul- 
ture, the  County  Court  having  jurisdiction  may  proceed  to  organize  the  county  or 
part  thereof  into  an  irrigation  district;  and  thereafter  the  landholders  of  such  dis- 
trict shall  be  equally  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  water  in  or  to  be  brought  into  such 
district,  according  to  their  several  needs. 

Sec.  2— TJie  citizens  of  an  irrigation  district,  when  so  organized  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  may  in  mass  meeting,  after  a  general  notice 
thereof  has  been  given,  proceed  to  the  formation  of  a  Company  by  electing,  viva 
voce,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  thirteen  Trustees,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer, 
and  decide  whether  the  tax  to  be  levied  shall  be  on  all  taxable  property  or  upon  the 
lands  to  be  benefitted. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  th&  Trustees  so  elected  to  locate  the  proposed 
canal  or  ditch ,  determiii  e  the  amount  and  quality  of  the  land  to  be  benefitted  thereby, 
to  estimate  the  cost,  including  dams,  flumes,  locks,  waste  weirs,and  all  the  appurten- 
ances belonging  thereto,  the  amount  per  acre  or  the  percentage  on  taxable  property 
which  will  be  necessary  to  construct  the  same,  less  the  valueof  the  possession  of  any 
unoccupied  lands  on  the  line  of  such  canal  or  ditch,  and  make  a  report  including 
these  items  to  the  County  Court:  Provided,  that  if  the  tax  to  be  levied  is  a  property 
tax,  the  estimates  shall  be  made  from  the  latest  assessment  rolls  in  the  County 
Assessor's  office. 

Sec.  4. — It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Court,  after  at  least  six  days  public 
notice  shall  have  been  given  in  each  jirgcinct  in  the  said  irrigation  district,  to  hold  an 
election,  at  w^hich  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
shall  be  made  public;  and  the  electors  shall  vote  yes  or  no  upon  the  following  ques- 
tions: First,  do  you  mutually  agree  to  pay  "  per  cent,  property  tax  or 
per  acre  land  tax,  to  construct  the  i^ropcsed  ditch  or  canal?  Second,  do  you  approve 
the  action  of  the  mass  meeting  in  the  election  of  officers?  The  votes  shall  be  polled  and 
counted  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  "An  Act  regulating  elections;"  approved  January 
3,  1853:  Provided  the  meaning  of  the  word  electors  used  in  this  section  shall  only 
include  tax-payers,  if  a  property  ta^,  or  land-holders,  if  a  land  tax,  in  the  said 
district. 

Sec.  o.— If,  upon  counting  the  votes,  it  shall  appear  that  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
polled  have  been  answered  in  the  affirmative,  then'the  tax  so  levied  shall  be  a  law  in 
the  said  irrigation  district,  and  may  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided 
for  Territorial  revenue,  and  be  paid  over  to  the  Treastirer  of  said  Company  on  his  order: 
Provided  that  not  exceechng  one-half  of  the  tax  so  levied  shall  be  collefcted  at  one  time; 
the  residue  to  be  collected  as  the  work  progresses. 

Sec.  6.— If  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  polled  are  answered  in  the  affirmative, 
then  all  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  be  null  and  of  no  efiect:  Provided  that  if  there 
are  objectio7is  to  the  officers  so  elected  by  the  mass 'meeting,  the  electors  may  write 
other  names  on  their  tickets;  the  persons  having  the  most  votes  to  be  declared 
elected. 

Sec.  7.— The  officers  so  elected  shall  file  bonds  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several^  duties;  the 
amount  of  such  bonds  to  be  declared  by  the  County  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  8.— The  term  of  office  of  the  'first  Trustees,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
till  the  next  general  election;  and  thereafter  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
jclected  and  file  bonds. 

Sec.  9.— The  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  shall  give  notice  of  and  prescribe  tlie 
manner  of  conducting  all  subsequent  elections  for  Company  officers;  and  if  it  should 
be  found  necessary  to  increase  the  tax  already  levied,  such  increase  may  be  submitted 
to  the  people,  upon  representation  of  the  Trustees,  at  any  subsequent  regular  election 
for  Territorial,  County  or  Company  officers;  and  if  voted  for  as  previously  jirovided, 
shall  be  a  law  and  bo  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  fillh  section 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.— The  Trustees  at  their  first  meeting  shali  elect  one  of  their  number  Presi- 
dent; and  it  shall  bo  their  duty  and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  which 
may  occur  in  the  Board  by  death,  change  of  residence  or  otherwise;  the  jKn'sons,  chosen 
to  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election,  to  meet  at  sucli  times  and  places  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  to  make  all  bye-laws,  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  carry 
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into  effect  the  objects  of  the  people;  to  appoint  agents,  subordinates  and  officers  and 
employ  such  workmen  as  may  be  requisite;  to  appoint  Assessors  and  Collectors  or 
make  agreement  with  the  County  Assessor  and  Collector  to  assess  and  collect  the  tax; 
and  notify  Collectors  when  additional  instalments  of  the  tax  will  be  needed  to  con- 
struct and  complete  said  canal  or  ditch  with  all  necessary  appurtenances  thereto;  to 
cause  to  be  kept  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  to  make  an 
annual  report  of  all  proceedings  under  this  act,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
to  the  Legislative  Assembly;  to  complete  the  said  canal  or  ditch  and  settle  all  accounts 
of  the  same;  and  file  all  books,  papers  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court,  subject  to  future  reference;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  regard  to  such  ditch  or 
canal. 

Sec.  11. — The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im.- 
pleaded,  to  have  and  to  hold  all  such  real  estate  and  personal  property  as  may  be 
necessary  to  construct  the  contemplated  ditch  or  canal,  including  all  appurtenances 
belonging  thereto. 

Sec.  12. — If  any  part  of  the  lands  to  be  benefitted  by  the  proposed  ditch  or  canal 
are  not  legally  claimed,  then  such  lands  may  be  appraised  by  the  Trustees,  and  shall 
be  held  and  the  possession  of  them  sold  by  the  Trustees,  as  opportunity  may  offer;  and. 
the  estimated  amount  of  funds  necessary  to  complete  such  canal  or  ditch  shall  be  de- 
creased by  the  estimated  value  of  such  lands,  previous  to  the  levy  and  assessment  of 
any  tax. 

Sec.  13. — Where  the  streams  to  be  taken  out  for  irrigation  purposes  come  from 
counties  other  than  the  one  in  which  the  district  is  situated,  but  where  there  are  no 
existing  claims  to  the  water  and  where  no  individual  or  settlement  will  be  injured 
thereby,  then  the  power  of  said  irrigation  district  is  hereby  extended  to  said  other 
county,  insomuch  as  said  extension  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  dams  to 
turn  the  waters  and  ditches  or  canals  with  all  necessary  appurtenances,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  convey  the  same  to  where  it  is  to  be  used. 

Sec.  14. — Where  lakes  or  ponds  in  natural  basins  have  outlets,  or  where  such  can 
be  made  by  dams  across  hollows,  such  lakes  or  ponds  maybe  used  as  reservoirs  to  store 
water  for  lands  lyipg  on  lower  levels;  and  the  i^eople  of  any  irrigation  district  may, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  construct  such  artificial  or  use  such  natural  basins  for 
irrigation  purposes;  Provided,  the  waters  of  such  lakes  or  ponds  are  in  no  case  to  be 
raised,  by  danis  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  interfere  with  or  damage  settlers  upon  the  mar- 
gin thereof. 

Sec.  15. — Upon  the  completion  of  any  canal,  ditch  or  reservoir  contemplated  in. 
this  act,  they  shall  become  the  property  of  thg  irrigation  district;  and  thereafter  all 
funds  necessary  for  repairs  upon  said  canal,  ditch  or  reservoir,  and  for  keeping  the 
same  in  order,  or  for  altering  or  enlarging  the  same  may  be  levied  by  a  tax  upon  the 
lands  benefitted,  the  landholders  in  the  district  to  vote  upon  the  same  in  the  manner 
heretofore  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Sec.  16. — All  property  or  money  belonging  to  any  irrigation  district,  in  the  hands 
of  Trustees  to  be  expended  ',by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  hereby  ex- 
empted from  all  City,  County  and  Territorial  taxes. 

Sec.  17. — After  any  canal  or  ditch  shall  have  been  laid  out  under  this  act,  or  under 
any  special  charter  where  other  provision  has  not  been  made,  the  Trustees  or  Com- 
pany may  agree  with  the  owners, of  land  through  which  it  will  pass  for  the  purchase 
of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  making  of  the  canal  or  ditch  and  the 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging. 

Sec.  18. — In  every  case  where  the  owner  of  the  land  so  required  shall  be  absent 
from  the  County,  or  shall  not  from  any  case  be  capable  in  law  so  to  agree,  or  shall 
refuse  to  agree,  or  ask  an  exorbitant  price,  the  value  of  such  land  and  the  damages  to 
the  owner  thereof  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  following  manner:  First,  the  occupant 
of  or  claimant  to  such  land  and  the  Trustees  may  each  select  referees,  and  in  case  of 
disagreement  they  two  may  select  a  third,  and  these  referees  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine the  value  of  the  land  under  controversy  and  assess  the  amount  of  damages,  if 
any,  which  each  owner  of  lands  or  improvements  has  sustained  or  will  sustain  in  con- 
•  sequence  thereof.  Second:  The  appraisal  with  a  description  of  the  land  so  appraised 
shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  referees  signing  it  before  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court 
in  which  the  lands  are  situated;  and,  when  so  acknowledged,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
County  Clerk's  office,  v/ithin  ten  days  after  it  shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  19. — The  Trustees,  upon  payment  to  the  rightful  claimant  of  the  several  sums 
assessed  in  the  appraisal  so  made,  or  ujjon  making  a  tender  thereof  when  the  same 
shall  be  refused,  shall  be  entitled  to  enter  upon  the  lands  described  in  the  appraisal, and 
have  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  irrigation  district  for  ever. 

See.  20. — If  on  any  parcel  of  the  lands  so  described  there  shall  be  no  person  then 
living,  authorized  to  receive  payment  for  the  damages  assessed  for  such  parcel,  and 
such  damages  shall  not  have  been  lawfully  demanded  within  ten  days  after  the  filing 
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of  such  appraisal,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  enter  thereon  without  payment  or  ten- 
der of  such  damages,  but  subject  to  such  payment  whenever  the  same  shall  be  there- 
after lawfully  required. 

Sec.  21. — If  any  person  shall  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  bank,  dam,  flume, 
waste-weir,  lock  or  gate  on  said  canal  or  ditch,  or  any  of  the  appurtenances  befonging 
thereto  or  in  use  upon  the  same,  or  take  water  from  the  said  canal  or  ditch,  except  by 
direction  of  proper  officers,  such  person  so  offending  shall  f'>r  every  such  offence  be 
liable  to  a  civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages,  to  be  prosecuted  for,  before  any  Court 
having  jurisdiction,  by  any  tax-payer  in  the  irrigation  district;  and  shall  also  be  sub- 
ject to  indictment  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  22. — All  Companies  or  Districts  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  which  may  occur  by  the  breakage  of  any  canal  or 
ditch,  which  damages  may  be  appraised  and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  tha 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  23. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  interfere  with  the  right 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  repeal,  alter  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure.

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CHAPTER    CXXXIV. 

An  AOTto  Incorporate  the  Ogden  Gailon  Road  Oompany. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Lorin  Farr,  Chauncey  W.  West,  sen.,  Isaac  N.  Goodale,  Lester  1. 
Herrick,  Aaron  F,  Farr,  Erastus  Brigham;  sen..  Green  Taylor,  and  their  associates 
and  successors  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  to  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Ogden  Cailon  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  wagoa 
road  from  the  mouth  of  Ogden  River  Cailon,  to  Ogden  Valley;  and  by  said  name 
and  style  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  power,  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued  in  all  actions  of  law  or  equity  in  any  Court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  and 
to  do  and  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  in  their  corporate  name  that  any  individual 
can  have  or  has  a  lawful  right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure;  and  to  do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  exercise  of  the 
powers  and  privileges  conferred  and  granted  in  this  act. 

Sec  2.— The  aforesaid  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  conferred,  to  build  a  good  wagon  road  up  the  aforesaid  Oailon  from 
its  mouth  to  Ogden  Valley,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  County  Court  of  Weber  county, 
and  take  toll  thereo*  at  the  following  rates: 

For,  every  vehicle  drawn  by  two  animals,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

For  every  two  additional  animals,  fifty  cents. 

For  every  horse  or  mule  rode  or  led,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  all  loose  animals  of  horse,  mule  or  cattle  kind,  ten  cents  each. 

For  sheep,  goats  and  swine,  five  cents  each. 

Sec.  3.— Any  person  paying  into  said  Company  twenty-five  dollars  may  become 
an  Associate  and  Shareholder;  and  each  Shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for 
each  share  he  may  hold  in  said  Company.  .  . ,     /. 

Sec.  4.— The  officers  of  said  Company  shall  consist  of  a  President,  vice-President 
and  five  Directors  who  shall  constitute  a  Board,  a  majority  of  whom  Bhall  form  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in 
the  Board  by  death  or  otherwise;  said  Board,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of^the^r 
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office,  shall  give  bond  with  approved  security  to  the  acceptance  ot  tne  rrooaie  juuge 
of  Weber  county,  and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk.  The  Board  of 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Superintendent  or 
Roads  aiad  all  other  officers  that  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  require  them  to 
give  bonds  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  shall  have 
power  to  ordain  and  make  all  necessary  bye-laws  and  regulations  for  the  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  building,  protecting  and  keeping  in 
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repair  said  road,  for  the  preservation  of  the  timber  in  the  Caiion  and  its  tributaries, 
and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  interest  of  said  Company: 
Provided,  they  make"  no  lav/s  conflicting  with  the  Constitution  and  lavv's  of  the 
United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  5.— On  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1S65,  and  annually  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  an  election  held  in  Ogden  City,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  President,  viee- 
President  and  five  Directors  for  said  Company;  and  for  the  first  election  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  the  President  of  the  present  Ogden  Canon  Road  Company  shall 
notify  the  Shareholders  of  said  Company,  by  posting  up  notices  of  said  election  in 
six  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  County,  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereunto. 
Said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  for  in  the  bye-laws  of 
the  present  Ogden  Caiion  Road  Company;  and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  Board  acting  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  6. — Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulent! 3'  passing  any  toil  gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  offense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for,  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  by  any  officer,  agent; 
servant  or  Stockholder,  in  the  name  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  7. — If  any  person  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the 
road  of  said  Company,  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  same, 
the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  civil 
suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages  by  said  Company,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to 
indictment  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 

Sec.  8. — Each  Toll  Gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  President  and  Directors  of 
said  Company,  may  <]etain  and  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  person 
riding,  leading  or  driving  animals  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle  until  he  has 
received  the  tolls  authorized  by  this  act. 

Sec.  9. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  deprive  the  present 
Ogden  Oafion  Road  Company  of  any  power  or  privilege  conferred  upon  them  by  the 
grant  of  the  County  Court  of  Weber  County,  incorporating  said  Company;  but  said 
Company  may  possess,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  heretofore  conferred 
upon  them,  until  the  officers  of  said  Company  are  superseded  by  the  election  and 
qualification  of  their  successors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  10. — Nothing  shall  be  so  construed  in  this  act  as  to  i>revent  the  Legislature 
from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Approved  January  20,  1865. 
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CHAPTER  CXXXV." 

An  ACT  granting  to  the   Overland  Mail  Company  the  right  to   construct  a  "graded 
road  across  Durjiuaif  Mountain  and  to  collect  Toll  for  the  use  of  the  same. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  the  Overland  Mail  Company,  through  its  Directors,  Agents  or 
Representatives,  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a  graded  road,  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  County  Court  of  Tooele  County,  across  what  is  termed  the  Dugway  Mountain, 
situated  near  the  Mail  station  of  that  name,  and  distant,  westerly  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
one  hundred  and  five  miles;  and  to  have  the  privilege  of  erecting  one  toll  gate  at 
such  point,  at  or  near  the  eastern  base  of  said  Mountain,  as  may  be  deemed  most  ad- 
vantageous, and  to  collect  toll  for  the  use  of  said  road  for  the  period  of  ten  years;  the 
rate  of  toll  to  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  County  Court  of  Tooele  County. 

Sec.  2.— The  said  Overland  Mail  Company  is  hereby  required  to  make  an 
annual  report,  during  the  first  week  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  on  said  road,  and  to  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  Common  Schools,  five  per  cent,  of  all  tolls  collected  thereon.  And  it  is 
further  required  to  keep  said  graded  road  in  good  repair  and  to  apply  all  its  revenue, 
over  and  above  necessary  expenditures  for  making  and  keeping  it  in  repair  and  for 
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the  payment  of  the  assessment  heretofore  named,  to  the  general  improvement  of  the 
public  road  now  used  by  said  Company  within  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  especially 
that  portion  lying  between  Black  Kock  and  Caiion  stations. 

Sec.  3.— The  said  Overland  Mail  Company  shall  give  bonds  to  the  people  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  their 
faithful  compliance  vath  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  and  to  secure  all  persons  for 
any  damage  that  may  accrue  through  their  neglect,  which  bonds  shall  be  accepted 
by  and  lilec^  with  the  Probate  Court  of  Tooele  County. 

Sec.  4.— The  Legislature  reserve  the  right  to  repeal,  alter  or  amend  all  the  priv- 
ileges granted  in  this  charter. 
Approved  January  20,  1865. 
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CHAPTER    CXXXVI. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Uintah  Boacl  Corn^xinij. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  William  H.  Hooper,  Ben.  Plolladay  and  W.  L.  Halsoy  and  their  asso- 
ciates assigns  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with 
succession  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  stj-le  of  the 
"Uinta  Road  Company,"  by  which  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, contract  and  be  contracted  with;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  and 
shall  have  power  to  hold  and  acquire  real  estate  whereon  to  erect  toll  gates,  houses, 
stations  and  bridges,  and  to  disjiose  of  and  convey  the  same  when  no  longer  required 
for  said  puriDoses;  and  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  its 
atfairs  and  the  number  and  appointment  of  its  oiHcers  and  workmen,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary;  and  the  said  Comj^any  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  which  may  he  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  purpose  and  object  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  2. — The  said  Company  arc  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  a  wagon 
road  from  Utah  Lake  eastward  through  Uinta  Valley  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  this 
Tcrrritory,  there  to  connect  with  the  road  running  westward  from  Denver  through 
Colorado  Territory;  and  also  the  exclusive  right  to  erect  bridges  over  the  streams  tra- 
versed by  said  road  and  one  mile  above  and  below  the  crossing  of  said  road;  to  erect 
toll  gates  on  said  road,  not  to  exceed  one  to  every  twenty  miles  of  road;  and  to  erect 
toll  gates  on  each  of  said  bridges  wherever  the  streams  over  which  said  bridges  are 
erected  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in  width;  and  to  demand  and  collect  at  each  of  said 
gates  upon  said  road,  for  each  wagon  or  vehicle  passing  over  said  road  drawn  by  one 
pair  of  horses,  mules  or  cattle,  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  each  additional  pair,  ten  (10)* 
cents:  for  each  riding  horse  or  mule,  five  (5)  cents;  for  horses,  mules,  cattle  or  other 
animals  driven  loose,  five  (5)  cenjs  per  head;  and  to  demand  and  to  collect  l»he  follow- 
ing rates  of  toll  at  each  said  bridges,  to  wit: 

For  a  wagon  drawn  by  two  animals,  one  dollar. 
For  each  additional  animal,  twenty-five  cents, 
For  vehicles  drawn  by  one  animal,  fifty  cents. 
For  each  horse  or  mule  and  rider,  ten  cents: 
Provided,  if  the  said  Com])any  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  ferry  over  (Jreen  River 
at  the  crossing  of  said  road,  they  may  cliarge  for  ferriage  the  same  rates  of  toll  as  are 
allowed  for  pas.sint>:  over  one  of  the  Company's  bridges:    And  further  ])rovided,  that 
five  per  cent,  of  all  'tolls  collected  on  the  said  road  and  liridges,  within  this  Territory, 
.shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer  for  tlie  use  aiid  licnetit  of  common 
s  .'hools. 

Sec.  3.— Any  jierson  passing  over  said  road,  who  shall  refuSo  to  pay  the  toll  herein 
required,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  Company,  for  each  and  every  such  ofience,  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dcjllars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  I)y  said  Corporation. 

Sec.  4.— Upon  coiajilaint  l)eing  made  to  any  Justice  of  the  Pe:ice  in  any  county 
throuLTh  which  saiil  road  is  located,  that  any  portion  ofsaid  road  orany  ofsMul  bridges 
are  not  in  reasonably  good  condition  for  wagons  or  vehicles  to  ]>ass,  the  said  Justice 
may  sunimou  the  gatekeeper  nearest  to  the  defective  bridge  or  jiortion  of  the  road  to 
appear  before  him  on  a  certain  day,  not  more  than  five  (•'5)  from  the  day  of  complaint; 
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and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Justice  that  the  complaint  is  true,  judgment  shall  be  ren- 
dered against  the  Corporation  as  defendant  for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings;  and  there- 
after no  tolls  shall  be  collected  by  said  gate  keeper,  until  the  said  road  or  bridge  is 
repaired:  Provided,  that  if  by  reason  of  snow  or  high  water  it  shall  not  be  possible  for 
any  person  with  reasonable  expense  to  repair  said  road  or  bridge,  a  reasonable  time 
shall  be  allowed  for  repairing  the  same,  before  any  judgments  of  costs  shall  be 
rendered. 

Sec.  5.— No  toll  shall  be  levied  upon  the  citizens  of  Utah  Territory  for  travel  on 
said  road  for  local  purposes,  for  the  distance  intervening  between  the  point  where  the 
road  begins  in  Utah  County  and  the  summit  of  the  dividing  ridge  between  the  waters 
of  the  Great  Basin  and  the  Colorado. 

Sec.  6.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Uinta  Road  Company  to  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  its  session;  said  report  to  be  to 
the  thirty- first  of  the  next  preceding  October,  and  to  show  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures on  said  road  and  from  what  source  and  for  what  purpose. 

Sec.  7. — Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  jKevent  the  Legislature 
from  amending,  altering  or  repealing  the  same  when  they  think  the  public  good 
requires  it.

CHAPTER    CXXXVII. 

An  ACT  for  the  organization  of  the  Militia  of  the  Territofy  of  Utah. 

gee.  1. — Beit  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  the  present  acting  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Nauvoo  Legion, 
aided  by  six  or  more  commissioned  officers  of  the  line  or  staff,  to  be  selected  by  him, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  draft  and  adopt  asystem  of  laws  and  regula- 
tions for  the  militia  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  create  and  fill  such  offiees  as  are 
or  may  be  necessary  for  its  organization;  which  system  of  regulations  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  revision  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  when  in  session,  and  shall  be  in 
force  from  and  after  their  publication,  unless  annulled  by  legislative  enactments. 

Sec.  2. — That  the  Lieutenant  General  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  people, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  3. — All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed: 
Provided,  that  th-e  present  laws  shall  continue  in  force  until  superseded  as  herein 
provided  for.

CHAPTER    CXXXVIII. 

Organization  of  the  Militia  of  Utah. 

Agreebly  to  the  provisions  of  "An  act  for  the  organization  of  the  Militia  of  the 
Territory  of'Utali,"  approved  January  15th,  1857,  tbe  Board  of  Officers  appointed  by 
and  asj^ociated  with  the  Lieuteuauti  General,  for  that  purpose,  have  adopted  the 
following: — 

SYSTEM   OF  BEGULATIONS   FOR  THE  PRESENT  ORGANIZATION  AND  GOVERNMENT  OP 

THE   MII.ITIA   OF   THE  TERRITORY   OP   UTAH.   . 

Sec.  1.— The  Militia  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  under  the  Governor  of  the  Terri- 
tory as  Commander-in-Chief,,  shnll   be  commanded  by  a  Lieutenant  General  and 
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formed  into  an  independent  military  body  called  the  Nauvoo  Legion,  and  shall  be 
organized  into  PJatoctus,  Companies,  Battalions,  Kegimentiji,  Brigades,  Divisionsaud 
Departments,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  2. — All  able-bodied  white  male  persons,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five  years,  resident  in  the  Territory,  are  liabe  to  niilitary  duty,  except  such  as 
are  or  may  be  exempt  by  law.  Commanders  of  districts  will  be  held  responsible  for 
the  enrolment  of  all  persons  in  their  districts  liable  to  military  duty.  All  persons 
voluntarily^  enrolling  in  any  corps,  though  under  the  age  of  eighteen  or  over  the  age 
of  forty-five  years,  shall  be  equally  subject  to  military  duty  with  those  enrolled  by 
virtue  of  the  foregoing  regulation:  Provided,  That  such  per.-^ons  may  on  applicatioa 
be  discharged  by  a  published  order  from  the  Commanders  of  their  resjDective  districts. 
Sec.  3. — A  Division  shall  consist  of  two  Brigades,  and  be  commanded  by  a  Major 
General. 

A  Brigade  shall  consist  of  one  thousand  rank  and  file,  and  be  commanded  by  a 
Brigadier  General. 

A  Regiment  shall  consist  of  five  Battalions,  five  hundred  rank  and  file  and  be 
commanded  by  a  Colonel. 

A  Battalion  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  rank  and  file,  two  Companies,  and  be 
commanded  by  a  Major. 

A  Company  shall  consist  of  fifty  rank  and  file,  five  Platoons,  and  be  commanded 
by  a  Captain. 

A  Platoon  shall  consist  of  ten  }33en,  commanded  by  a  Second  Lieutenant  who, 
with  one  Sergeant,  shallbe  elected  by  the  platoon  and  of  their  number,  and  shall  be 
included  in  the  rank  and  file. 

See.  4. — The  Lieutenant  General  may,  at  his  discretion,  organize  one  or  more 
Bands  of  Music,  to  be  proportioned  with  officers  as  auy  Other  corp-<  of  the  Leyion, 
and  assign  them  for  duty  where  necessary.  Bauds  of  Divisions,  Biigatles,  llvgi- 
ments  or  independent  Battalions  shall  be  composed  of  the  Company  music  of  such 
commands. 

Sec.  5. — The  stafi'of  the  Lieutenant  General  shall  consist  of  an  Adjutant  General 
with  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General  of  Light  Artillery;  one  Aide-de  Camp  with  the 
rank  of  Brigadier  General  of  Cavalry;  a  Quartermaster  General  with  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  General  of  Heavy  Artillery;  a  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  with 
the  rank  of  Brigadier  General  of  Infantry;  a  Chief  of  Toi)ographical  Engineers  with 
the  rank  of  Colonel;  a  Chief  of  Ordnance  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Light 
Artillery;  one  Aide-de-Camp  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Cavalry;  a  Paymaster 
Generaf  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Cavalry;  a  Judge  Advocate  with  the  rank  of 
Colonel  of  Heavy  Artillery;  one  Aide-de-Camp  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Jnfantry; 
two  Chaplains  with  the  rank  of  Colonels  of  Infantry;  a  Surgeon  General  with  the 
rank  of  C-olonel  of  Infantry;  a  Chief  of  INIusic  with  the  rank  of  Colonel  cf  Infantry; 
a  Military  Secretary  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  Infantry;  one  Color 
Bearer  General  with  the  rank  of  Major  of  Cavalry;  one  Color  Bearer  General  with 
the  rank  of  Captain  of  Cavalry;  and  such  assistants  in  the  various  departments  as 
the  good  of  the  service  may  require,  with  the  ranks  corresponding,  to  be  designated 
by  the  Lieutenant  General. 

Sec.  6. — The  Staff  of  a  Major  General  shall  consist  of  a  Division  Adjutant  with 
the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Light  Artillery;  a  Division  Commissary,  who  also  shall  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  Division  Q,uartermasiter,  witli  the  rank  of  Colonel  of  Heavy 
Artillery;  a  Surgeon  of  Division  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  Infantrj'; 
a  Chaplain  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenat  Colonel  of  Infantry;  and  two  Aides-de-Camp 
with  the  rank  of  Majors  of  Infantry. 

feec.  7.— The  Statrof  a  lirigadier  General  shall  consistof  a  Brigade  Adjutant  with 
the  rank  of  LieutenantColoiiel  of  Light  Artillery;  a  Briga<ic  Quartermaster,  who 
shall  also  discharge  the  duties  of  Brigade  Commissary,  with  the  lauk  of  Lieuieiuiut 
Colonel  of  Infantry,  and  a  Surgeon  of  Brigade  with  the  rank  of  Major  of  Infantry, 
f^ec.  8.— The  StafFof  a  CNdonel  sliall  consist  of  an  Adjutant  with  the  rank  of 
Major,  who  shall  command  the  regiment  in  the  absence  of  the  Colonel;  a  Surgeon 
with  the  rank  of  Captain;  and  a  principal  Musician  with  the  rank  of  Second  I^ieu- 
tenant. 

Seo.  9. — The  StafTof  a  IMajor,  commanding  a  separate  Battalion,  shall  consist  of 
an  Adjutant  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  command  the  batlai. 
ion  in  the  absence  of  the  Mnjor. 

Sec.  10 —To  each  Com|.:iny  there  shall  be  a  Company  Ailjulant  with  the  rank 
of  a  First  Lieutenant  and  two  Musieian^. 

mec.  II. — Staff  otlicers  shall  be  appointed  by  their  respective  con)n)andan(s  from 
wiihin  the  limits  of  their  comntanils. 

,S,>c.  12.— Stalfoflicers  shall  take  prenedenci"  according  lo  the  rank  ludd  by  virtue 
of  their  s'afrappointni'iit.  When  a  vacaTu-y  oeenrs  ii-  any  eotnniand  in  Ilie  line, 
the  Lieutenant  General  may  appoint  a  staH'ollicer,  holdiiig  suitable  rank,  to  fill  such 
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vacancy,  ui) til  superseded* in  regular  course  of  elecfcioti  or  the  return  of  the  absent 
officer:  Provided,  That  the  officer  next  in  rank,  present  at  the  time  the  vacancy 
occurs,  may  assume  command,  until  the  action  of  the  Lieutenant  General  on  the 
subject. 

Sec.  13. — All  officers  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  when  the  commands 
to  which  they  are  elected  are  filled. 

Sec.  14. —Precedence  of  corps  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:— 1st  Light  artillery;  2nd 
Cavalry;  3d  Heavy  Artillery;  4th  Infantry.  Platoons  in  Companies;  Companies  in 
Battalions;  Battalions  in  Regiments;  Brigades  or  Districts;  and  Regiments  in  Brig- 
ades or  Districts;  of  one  corps,  shall  take  precedence  from  right  to  left,  unless  tem- 
porarily changed  for  manoeuvring.  This  arrangement  shall  be  Cdiiductedunder  the 
supervision  of  their  immediae  commanders.  The  numbers  and  titles  of  Divisions, 
Brigades,  Regiments  and  independent  Battalions  shall  be  given  by  the  Lieutenant 
General.  Precedence  of  officers  shall  be: — First,  according  to  the  corps  named  in 
their  commission,  when  of  the  same  grade  and  corps,  according  to  the  date  of  com- 
mission; and  when  of  the  same  grade,  corps  and  date  of  commission,  reference  shall 
be  had  to  the  rank  of  the  Platoon,  Company,  Battalion,  Regiment,  Brigade,  Division, 
District,  Department  or  Staff  in  which  such  officers  serve,  and  the  rank  decided 
accordingly.  Staffs  shall  take  precedence  accordingto  the  rank  of  their  commanding 
officers,  Departments  according  to  the  rank  of  their  respective  chiefs,  as  designated 
in  the  Stafl'of  the  Lieutenant  General. 

Sec.  15. — The  Lieutenant  General  shall  orgfTnize  Military  Districts  at  his  discre- 
tion, appoint  the  times  of  District  Musters,  and  create  and  fill,  by  apiDointment,  any 
Staff  offices  not  herein  provided  for,  that  he  may  deem  necessary. 

See.  16. — Subordinate  Commanders  in  districts  are  required  to  famish  the  rank- 
ing officer  of  each  district  with  correct  returns  and  muster  rolls  of  district  musters 
and  courts  martial,  with  a  full  account  of  the  arms,  ammunition,  equipage,  &c.,  on 
hand,  who  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  Adjutant  General  within  twenty  days  after 
each  muster  and  court  martial.  Each  commanding  officer,  from  the  Lieutenant  of  a 
l^ilatoon  to  the  General  of  a  Division,  shall  keep  constantly  on  hand  a  correct  record 
of  the  strength,  condition  and  doings  of  his  command. 

Sec.  17. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  of  each  platoon  to  inspect  his 
platoon  once  a  month,  for  thepurpose  of  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  arms,  am- 
munition and  equipage  of  his  platoon. 

Voluntary  Company,  Battalion  or  RegimntaT  musters  and  drills  may  he  held  at 
the  discretion  of  the  several  corps,  and  tlie  fines  lor  such  controlled  by  tlieai  for  their 
benefit. 

Sec.  18.— On  the  publication  of  orders  for  musters,  the  Lieutenant  of  each  platoon 
shall  proceed  at  once  to  notify  his  men. 

Sec.  19. — Fines  for  neglecting  to  appear  at  district  musters  shall  be  assessed  by 
courts  martial,  composed  of  not  exceeding  five  commissioned  officers  to  each,  de- 
tailed by  District  Cominandei-s,  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  uon-com- 
missioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  and  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  com- 
missioned officers.  District  Commanders  shall  be  neld  responsible,  and  demand 
from  subordinate  Commanders  a  similar  responsibility  to  them,  that  such  fines  are 
collected  and  paid  into  the  Territorial  Treasury. 

Sec.  20. — Any  person  enrolled  and  failing  to  provide  arms,  accoutrements  and 
ammunition  suitable  to  his  corps,  where  lie  has  had  an  opportunity  of  so  doing, 
shall  be  fined  as  a  delinquent  for  non-attendance.  Any  person  having  disposed  of 
his  arms,  accoutrements  or  ammunition,  so  as  to  leave  himself  unprovided,  shall, 
upon  conviction  before  a  court  martial,  be  fined  in  twice  the  amount  of  the  value  of 
such,  which  amount  shall  be  paid  into  the  Territorial  Treasury. 

See.  21. — Courts  Martial,  detailed  by  district  Commanders,  shall  take  cognizance 
of  and  punish  by  fine  all  breaches  of  good  dicipline  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  22. — Commissioned  officers  shall  not  be  dismissed  the  service,  except  by 
the  sentence  of  a  General  Court  Martial,  but  may  be  suspended  by  their  commanding 
officers  until  the  decision  of  a  General  Court  Martial,  of  release  from  such  suspen- 
sion by  the  Lieutenant  General.  Disrespect  to  a  superior  officer,  immoral  conduct, 
neglect  of  duty  and  incompetency  are  each  sufficient  cause  for  the  dismissal  of  an 
officer. 

Sec.  23. — General  Courts  Martial  shall  be  detailed  by  the  Lieutenant  General; 
and  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  military  laws  of  the  Terri- 
tory, and  to  try  any  officer  when  the  President  of  the  Court  ranks  the  officer  on 
trial. 

Sec.  24. — Resignation  of  officers  shall  be  forwarded  through  the  Commander-  of 
the  District  to  the  Lieutenant  General,  but  no  officer  shall  be  permitted  to  vacate 
his  office  until  his  resignation  is  accepted.  All  vacancies,  hosowever  they  may  occur, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  and  the  filliug  of  such  vacancies 
determined  by  the  Lieutenant  General. 
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Sec.  25.— Courts  Martial  are  hereby  empowered  to  make  provisions  for  enforcing 
their  decisions  in  the  collection  of  tines.  Commanding  ofiicers,  ordering  Courts 
Martial,  shall  have  power  to  mitiijate  or  repeal  their  decisions.  Such  mitigation  or 
repeal  must  be  through  a  published  order  as^igniug  the  reason. 

Sec.  23.— Elections  for  all  commissioned  officers  shall  be  as  ordered  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant General. 

Sec.  27.— All  military  orders  shall  be  numbered,  to  commence  and  terminate 
with  the  Year  or  with  the  compaign.  Those  issued  by  the  Lieutenant  General  shall 
be  in  two  series,  general  and  special.  General  orders  are  such  as  pertain  to  the  Le- 
gion generally;  special  orders  pertain  to  particular  corps,  districts,  departments  or 
individuals,  and  may  be  addressed  to  such  by  the  Lieutenant  direct.  Orders  issued 
from  the  Head  Quarters  of  Divi>i(.ns,  Brigades,  Regiments,  separate  Battalions  or 
Districts  shall  be  simply  styled  "Orders,"  copies  of  which  shall  be  filed  iu  the  Adju- 
tant General's  office. 

Sec.  28.— The  publication  of  orders  from  the  Lieutenant  General,  in  any  public 
<Iiewspaper  of  the  Territory,  shall  be  a  lawful  notice. 

Sec.  29. — An  Ordnance  department  is  hereby  created,  under  the  charge  of  the 
Chief  of  Ordnance.  It  shall  consist  of  one  Lieutenant  Colonel,  one  Major,  three 
Captains  and  five  First  Lieutenants. 

Sec.  30.— The  corps  of  Topographical  Engineers,  under  the  charge  of  the  Chief  of 
the  corps,  shall  consist  of  two  Lientenant  Colonels,  three  Majors,  five  Captains,  five 
First  Lieutenants  and  five  Second  Lieutenants. 

Sec.  31. — The  Lieutenant  General  shall  appoint  the  officers  who  shall  constitute 
the  Ordnance  and  Topographical  corps,  and  may  increase  or  lessen  the  number  of 
either  at  discretion. 

Sec.  32.— The  Adjutant  General  shall  keep  his  offices  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City, 
until  otherwise  directed  by  the  Lieutenant  General,  and  shall  preserve  therein  reports 
of  the  doings  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Legion,  and  may  call  on  the  proper 
officers  for  their  reports,  when  necessary.  He  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Governor  a 
report  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  the  forces  of  the  Territory,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Sec.  33. — The  Lieutenant  General  is  authorized  to  adopt,  through  general  orders, 
any  regulations  not  contravening  any  provision  herein  contained,  that  he  may  deem 
essential  to  the  good  of  the  service.

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CHAPTER    CXL. 

An  ACT  defining  the  Judicial  Districts  for  the  Territory  of  Utah,  prescribing  the  times 
o.nd  places  of  holding  the  Supreme  and  District  Courts  and  assigning  the 
Chief  Justice  and  the  two  Associate  Justices. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  Millard,  Piute,  Sevier,  Sanpete,  Juab,  Utah  and  Wasatch 
Counties  are  the  First  Judicial  District;  that  Kane,  Washington;  Iron  and  Beaver 
Counties  are  the  Second  Judicial  District;  and  that  Great  Salt  Lake,  Tooele,  Summit, 
Green  River,  Davis,  Morgan,  Weber,  Box  Elder,  Cache  and  Richland  Counties  are 
the  Third  Judicial  District. 

Sec.  2.-That  a  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  each  year  be  held  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
City,  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  commencing  on  the  second  Monday  in  November,  at 
ten  o'clock  a.  m.;  that  a  term  of.  the  District  Covirt  in  the  First  Judicial  District 
.shall  each  year  be  held  in  Manti,  Sanpete  County,  commencing  on  the  third  Monday 
in  October;  that  a  term  of  the  District  Court  in  the  Second  Judicial  District  shall 
each  year  be  held  in  St.  George,  Washington  County,  commencing  on  the  first 
Monday  of  February;  and  that  a  term  of  the  District  Court  in  the  Third  Judicial 
District  shall  each  year  be  held  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  Great  Salt  Lake  County, 
commencing  on  the  second  Monday  in  March. 

Sec.  3. — That  Chief  Justice  John  Titus  is  herebj^  assigned  to  the  Third  Judicial 
District;  that  Associate  Justice  Thomas  J.  Drake  is  hereby  assigned  to  the  First 
Judicial  District;  and  that  Associate  Justice  Solomon  P.  McOurdy  is  hereby  assigned 
to  the  Second  Judicial  District. 

Sec.  4. — All  matters  and  proceedings  now  pending  in  the  District  Courts  of  the 
^irst  and  Second  Judiciar Districts  shall  be  deemed  pending  in  said  Courts  at 
the  times  and  places  herein  specified.  ,

CHAPTER    CXLI. 

An  ACT  to  'Incorporate  the  Lehi  Library  Association.  . 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:— That  Israel  Evans,  William  H.  Winn,  Canute  Peterson,  James  Tay- 
lor and  William  S.  S.  Willis  and  their  associates  and  successors  in  office  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  corporate,  to  be  knov/n  and  styled  Lehi  Library  Association;  and 
shall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  property  real  and  personal;  tosueand 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  law  and 
equity;  and  to  do  all  or  any  thing  that  may  be  proper  to  carry  into  eifect  the  objects 
of  the  Association,  by  establishing  a  library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific 
instruments,  connecting  therewith  a  reading  room  and  lectures,  ^^d  the  above 
named  persons  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  until 
superseded  as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A  Board  of  five  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  annually 
thereafter  on  said  day,  who  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  one  year  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  President,  Secretary, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  and  define  their  duties;  and  also 
to  enact  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  do  all  business  of  the  Association.  A 
majority  may  form  a  quorum  to  do  business  and  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Board,  until 
the  next  regular  election. 

Sec.  3. — This  Association  may  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  by  contribu- 
tions and  donations  for  the  purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts.  &c.,  and  for  leasing  or 
erecting  suitable  buildings  for  the  library,  reading  room  and  lectures. 

Sec.  4. — Conditions  of  membership,  admission  to  the  library,  reading  room  and 
lectures  and  the  loaning  of  books  or  other  property  shall  be  as  provided  by  the  bye- 
laws  of  said  Association.

CHAPTER    CXLII. 

Ail  ACT  to  incorporate  Logan  C'dy. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries  in 
Cache  County,  to  wit:  commencing  at  the  south  bank  of  Logan  River,  at  the  mouth 
of  Logan^  Cahon,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the  base  of  the  mountains 
three  miles;  thence  west  to  the  west  bank  of  little  Bear  river;  thence  south  along 
said  bank  to  the  mouth  of  Logan  river;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the 
bank  of  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning;  shall  be  known  and  designated  under 
the  name  and  style  of  Logan  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  heiieby  constituted 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid;  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  sty Te  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  bo  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive'  hold, 
sell,  lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  benefit  of  said 
city,  both  within  and  v\athout  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  such 
property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation   thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  8. — The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City 
Council,  to  be  composed  of  a  Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  ward,  and  five 
Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  tiie  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.— An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  and 
everj'  two  years  thereafter,  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected,  one  Mayor, 
three  Aldermen  and  five  Councilors  and  two  J ustices  of  the  Peace;  and  the  persons 
respectively  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  said  officers, 
shall  be  declared  elected.'  When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number 
of  votes  for  the  same  ofilce,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.— The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  he  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  orficers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Cache  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  day  of  election.  Said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation 
before  the  County  Court  for  the  faithful  performance" of  said  duties.  The  poll  shall 
be  open  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  shall  close  at  6  o'clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the 
election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors 
and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days  from  the  time  of  holding  such  election,  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County 
Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and 
furnish  within  five  days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his- election.  In  case  of  a  tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  G— All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  bo  held,  conducted, 
and  returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualiiieatious,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  (luorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  thei'r  own  proceedings,  aud  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  present,  and  have  . 
a  casting  vote;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Alderman  present  may  be  appoint- 
ed to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8.— The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings,  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor,  or  any  two  Aldermen  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  council,  served  per.sonally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode. 

Sec.  9.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  public  accounts,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  streets.  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a  Sexton,  a  Sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  an<l  all  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary;  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  ofii(!e  at  pleasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  city  ollicers. 

Sec.  10.— All  otticers  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  ofiice  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City 
Council,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges,  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
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heard  in  their  defeuse,  aud  the  council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses,  ami  the  production  of  papers  when  necessary. 

Sec  11. — When  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  th^  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council,  aud  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  olSce  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmsition  that  be  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  the  ordinances 
of  the  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability;  aud  he  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  city  ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
Eecorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  wards,  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  when  necessary  create  additional  wards,  and 
add  to  tlae  number  of  Aldermen  aud  Councilors,  aud  proportion  them  among  the 
several  wards  as  "jaay  bejust  aud  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13. — The  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  aud  shall  give  bonds  aud  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  aud  when  so  qualified  shall  posses  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  com- 
missioned as  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city,  by  the  Governor.  They  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Terr itoi-y  into  the  county  treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  had  from 
any  decision  or  judgment  of  a  Justice's  court  in  the  same  manner  as  are  or 
may  be  provided  by  statute  for  appeals  from  Justice's  courts,  and  they  shall 
account  for,  and  pay  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  within  three  months  all  fines  and 
forfeitures  received  by  them,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  and  they  shall  keep  a 
docket,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  City  Council  and  all  other 
parties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  process  issued  by  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  directed  to 
the  Marshal,  or  other  legal  officer,  and  in  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by 
such  rules  and  regulation  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council,  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
the  city, 'and  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  all  accounts  of  said  incorporation. 
He  shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgements  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments 
of  writing,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by   city

Sec.  16.— The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner 
as  the  City  Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hand, 
by  virtue  of  his  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and 
shall  rs-port  to  the  City  Council  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as 
they  mav  "require.  .,,■,. 

gp(3.  17.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  within  the  city,  by  ordinance  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  properly  in  the  city  made 
taxabieby  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  th«  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not 
to  exceed'five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on 
the  dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City 
Council  is  further  empowered  to  divi<le  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the 
election  of  Trustees,  appoint  a  Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect 
and  expend  the  necessary  tax  for  school  purposes  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with 
water  for  irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  aud  control  the  same;  and 
furthermore,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto. 

Sec.  18.— The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the

Sec.  10.— To  require  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  able-bodied  male 
resident  of  the  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor 
not  to  exceed  two  davs  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his 
option  pay  two  dollars  for  th*-  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be 
paid  within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor. 
In  default  of  i  aymeiit  as  aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec  20.— Tlie  Council  shall  have  power  to  bcn-row  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one- fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from  taxes 
of  the  previous  year.  ,  -,.  .  i   ^     au     ^ 

Sec.  21.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate  the  form 
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of  the  assessment  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  June  in  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thert^to  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  tlie  return  thereof,  the 
City  Council  shall  fix  a  day  for  heariuj^  objections  thereto;  and  any  person  feelingr 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  his  property  may  appear  at  the  time  speeififd  and 
make  his  objections,  which  snallJie  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council, 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise  correct  and 
revise  said  assessment  roll. 

Sec.  22.— The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assess- 
ment rolls  are  corrected,  with  a  list  of  taxes  to  be  collected;  and  if  not  paid  when 
demanded,  the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost 
by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  assessment 
roll  shall  in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  23. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  tlie  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  24. — To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws,  and  enforce  the  same  w'ithin  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  25. — To  examine,  license  and  regulate  the  j^ractice  of  Surgeons  and  Physi- 
cians; to  prohibit,  prevent  and  punish,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  the  imposition 
of  quacks  and  other  medical  pretenders;  to  establish  hospitals  and  infirmaries,  and 
make  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same;  to  make  regulations  to  secure  the 
general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances,  and  prevent 
and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  26. — To  provide  the  city  w-ith  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes, 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants.  *     ' 

Sec.  27. — To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  28. — ')'o  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  sidewalks  or  crosswalks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate 
streets  and  alleys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the 
incumberintr  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  i^rotect  tlie  same  from  any  encroach- 
ment and  injury. 

Sec.  29. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  cstalilish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  30. — To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  u.^e  of  the 
city,  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  CI. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualling  or  cotree  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  32.— To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  groceries, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brwkers,  i:)awnbrokers,  and  money  chat)gers. 

See,  33. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop, 
store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by 
persons  or  at  places  duly'licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent 
spirits  or  otbej-  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the 
consentof  his  or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec:  34.— To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their 
license  for  malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain 
the  sale  of  fresh  meat  and  vegetaV)les  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35.— To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alloys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  and  all  kinds  of  gamliliim;  to  prevent 
any  riot,  noise,  disturbance  or  (lisorderly  assemblages;  and  to  restrain  and  i)unish 
vagrants,  mendicants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  31).— To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  coinmou 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainnieni>',  exhibitions 
of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  ciE(Mises,  theatrical  performances,  hall 
rooniH  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amu'^enients. 

Sec.  37.— To  license,  tax  and  re.-ulale  hacking,  carriages,  w:>gons,  carts  and 
drays  and  iix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  i»ersons  imd  for  wagouage, 
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cartage  and  draj'^age  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  38. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes,  and  to  organize  and  estab- 
lish fire  companies. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  43. — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  whisky  and  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the  city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

Sec.  46. — To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city;  to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to 
direct  the  returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality  and  to  impose  penalties  on 
physicians,  sextons,  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  47. — To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse 
of  animals,  to  provide  for  the  putting  up  of  posts  in  front  of  city  lots  to  fasten 
horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaining  in  thel^reets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks,  lanes,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other 
animals,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs, 
adobies  or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same,  when  at  large 
contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  50. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chan- 
dler shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, barn, privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  health,  conafort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 
^  Sec.  51. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate"  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain 
or  prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments  and  all  estab- 
lishments or  places  where  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  car- 
ried on. 

Sec.  52. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  causfed  to 
be  placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and,  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  sameby  auyofiicer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  53. — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
city.  »- 

Sec.  54. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  city. 

Sec.  55. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  description,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  which  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those 
established  by  law. 

Sec.  57. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  reso- 
lutions, not  contrary  to  tho  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws 
of  the  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers 
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vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  iu  pursuance  of  this  act  by  penalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months  or 
both.  ' 

Sec.  oS,— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinances;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures 
and  the  enforcement  of  such  penalties,  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and 
execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into 
effect  and  execution  the  powers  specified  iu  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order, 
regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property 
therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and 
happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  59.— To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  laboron  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  in  all  cases  where  such  offenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  60. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city. 

See.  61. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  ot  the  Corporation, 
and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all 
Courts  or  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  62. — When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening, 
widening  or  altering  any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall 
make  a  just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if 
the  amoufft  of  such  comiiensation  eannot  be  agreed  upon,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be 
inhabitantsof  the  city. 

Sec.  63. — All  jurors  empanneled  to  enquire  into  the  amount  of  benefit  or 
damage  that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken  shall 
first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  er  presiding  officer  of  the 
City  Council,  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  64. — All  officers  of  the  city,  created  conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act,  shall 
have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  jirocess,  ail  persons  who 
shall  break  the  peace;  commit  for  examination,  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such  persons 
in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place;  and  shall  have  and  * 
exercise  such  other  powers,  as  conservators  of  the  peace,  as  the  City  Council  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  65. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  Logan  city  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  onorbefoi-e  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  city  revenue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  and  for  what  disbursed.

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CHAPTER    CXLIII. 

An  ACT'  to  incorporate  the  Cit/j  of   Wdhvillc. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  tlie  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  tliat  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries  iu 
Cache  County,  to  wi(:  Commencing  at  the  mouth  of  Wellsville  Cily  ('arion,  tlieuce 
in  a  northerly  direction  along  tlie  Ijaso  of  tiio  inountaiuH  to  a  parulici  lino  running 
through  Clayton's  Spring,  tlience  east  on  said  lyie  four  niilcs,  thence  south  four 
miles,  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  ])IaL-e  of  beginning,  shall  l)e  known  and 
designated  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  City  of  Wellsville,  and  the  inhabitants 
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thereof  "are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid, 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend' and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  In  all  actions  whatsoever;  ,to  purchase,  receive,  hold, 
all  property  for  Cemeteries,  Public  Squares,  City  buildings.  Water  Works,  Canals, 
streams  of  water  and  for  all  other  purposes  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  said  city,  both 
within  and  without  its  corporate  boundaries,  to  improve  and  protect  such  property, 
and  do  all  other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — The  Municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City  Council, 
to  be  compo-sed  of  a  Mayor,  six  Councilors,  who  shall  have  the  qualifications'of  electors 
in  said  city,  and  shall  hold  their  oflSce  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4. — An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  and  every  two 
two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor,  six  Coun- 
cilors and  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  said  city;  and  the  persons  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  for  said  offices  shall  be  declared  elected. 
When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office, 
the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  6. — The  first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
manner,  to  wit:  The  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time 
and  place,  and  the  number>nd  kind  of  officers  to  be  elected,  to  be  posted  up  in  four 
public  places  in  said  city,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Cache  county,  at  least  one  week  previous  to 
the  daj'.  of  election;  said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks;  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall' take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  be- 
fore the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  duties. 
The  polls  shall  be  open  at  eight  a.  m.,  and  close  at  six  p.  m.  Atthe  elotie  of  said 
election  the  Judges  shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors, 
and  transmit  the  same,  within  two  days  from  the  time  of  holding  suc'h^lection  to 
the  County  Clerk  of  Cache  county.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received  the 
County  Clerk,  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them, 
and  furnish,  within  five  days,  to  each  persoryhaving  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a 
certificate  of  his  election.  In  ca?e  of  a  tie,  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the 
County  Clerk  in  the  presence  of  the  Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  6. — All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  act  shall  .be  held,  conducted 
and  r/8turns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  their  own  members;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  ft)rm  a  quorum  to  do 
business,  shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  direct;  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  present,  and  have 
a  casting  vote;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Councillor  present  may  be 
appointed  to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings;  and  special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Councilors,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of 
said  Council,  served  personally  or  left  at  their  usual  places  of  abode. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  powt^r  to  appoint  a  Marshal,  Recorder, 
(who  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accoiants,)  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
Supervisor  of  Streets,  Surveyor  and  Attorney,  a  Sexton,  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  and  all  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  define  their  duties,  remove 
them  from  office  at  pleasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  city  officers. 

Sec.  iO. — All  officers  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council, 
and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  their 
defense;  and  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  papers,  v>^hen  necessary. 

Sec^  11. — When  a  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of 
any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  every  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  "upon  the 
duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  'oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of 
the  city,  and  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability;  and  shall  be  requir-d  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  city  ordinances,  which  oath  and  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  City 
-Recorder. 

Sec.  12.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof;  ^nd,  when  necessary,  create  additional  Wards  and 
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add  to  the  number  of  Councilora  and  proportion  them  among  the  several  Wards, 
as  inny  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

Sec.  13.— The  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace  within  the  ■ 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualiiy  as  other  .Justices  of  the  Peace;  and, 
when  so  qualified,  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  maybe  commissioned  as 
Justices  of  the  Peace'ln  and  for  said  city  by  the  Governor.  They  shal'J  account  for  and 
pay  over  all  fines  and  Ibriieitures  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city  into  the  City 
Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Tc Jtitory  into  the 
County 'Treasury,  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  clfect 
all  ordinances  of  said  city. 

See.  14.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  ordinances  made  by  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  corporate 
capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  tli9 
city  and  all  other  parties  interested,  and  audit  ail  accounts  of  said  Incorporation.  He 
shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city;  and  ho  is  hereby  authorized 
to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instruments  of  wiiting,  and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15.— The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner  as 
the  Citv  Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  all  fund^  tliat  may  come  to  hand  1)y  virtue 
of  his  office  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  shall  report 
to  the  City  Council  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as  they  may 
require. 

Sec.  16.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  within  the  city,  by  ordinance,  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not  to 
exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the 
dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City  Council 
is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provjde  for  the  election 
of  Trustees,  appoint  a  board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect  and 
expend  the  necessary  tax  for  school  purposes,  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with  water 
for  irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  and  control  the  same;  and  furthermore, 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  control  the  water  courses  leading  thereto. 

Sec.  17.— The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  the  finances 
and  property  of  said  city.  •  i     j. 

Sec.^18.— To  require,and  itisherebvmadethe  duty  of  every  able-bodied  rnalercsident 
of  the  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  Ir.bor  not  to 
exceed  two  days  in  each  yea'r  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option, 
pay  two  dollars  for  the  day  \\e  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor:  Provided  it  be  jiaid 
within  five  days  from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor.  In  delault 
of  payment  as'aforesaid,  the  same  maj'  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  19.— The  Council  shall  have  poAver  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes,  the 
interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  Irom  taxes  of 
the  previous  year.  ,  x     ^i,     ^ 

Sec.  20.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  regulate  the  lorm 
of  the  assessment  roll's.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  tlie  first  Monday  of  June  in  each  year,  but  the  time  nn<y  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.     On  the  return  thereof,  the  C  ity

See.  24.— To  cxaininn  licences  and  regulate  tli<>  ])nH-tire  of  Surg<'nn_-  an<l  Uiysi- 
Cians;  to  prohibit,  prevent  and  punisli,  by  fine  «nd  imprisonment.  tb<>  imposition  oi 
quacks  and  otlier  m'Mlieal  pretenders;  (o  establisli  hospitals  iuu\  inlirm.iries.  ana 
make  reirnlHiions  for  the  government  of  tlie  fame;  to  make  regnl.Mtmns  t<i  >eeure  liie 
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general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances  and  prevent  and 
remove  the  same. 

Sec.  23. — To  provide  the  city  vi'ith  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  pump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  convenience 
of  the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  26. — To  direct  or  jDrohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpbwder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  or  otlier  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

Sec.  27.-^u'o  exclusively  Control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the 
streets,  alley^grj  bridges,  side-walks  or  cross-walks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or 
vacate  streets  and  alleys  and  put  drains  or  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent 
the  incumbering  of  the  streets  in  any  manner  and  protect  the  same  from  any  incroach- 
ment  or  injury. 

Sec.  28. — To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;  to 
erect  market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the 
government  and  regulation  thereof. 

Sec.  29. — To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
city  and  for  inclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  30. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling  shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons,  or  other  houses 
or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent, 
vinous  or  fermented. 

Sec.  31.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  grocers, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  money  changers. 

Sec.  32. — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other  in- 
toxicating liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop,  store, 
grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by  persons  or 
at  places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent  of  his 
or  her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  33. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their  license 
for  malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade;  and  to  regulate,  license  or  restrain  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  34. — To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and  groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  all  instruments 
and  devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming;  to  prevent  any  riot,  noise,  disturbance 
or  disorderly  assemblage;  and  to  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendicants,  street 
beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  35. — To  regulate,  license,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common 
showmen,  shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibi- 
tions of  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances, 
ball  rooms  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  3G. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts,  and 
drays,  and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carrying  of  persons  and  for  wagonage, 
cartage  and  drayage  of  property  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  porters  and  fix  the 
rates  of  porterage. 

Sec.  37. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  the  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and 
establish  fire  companies. 

Sec.  38. — To  regulate  and  order  parapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  39. — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  tg  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  40. — To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  measuring  "of  lumber  and  other 
building  materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  41.  To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

vSec.  42. — To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal;  also  beer,  whiskey,  brandy  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors. 

Sec.  43. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
City. 

Sec.  44.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keejaing  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

Sec.  45. — To  provide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city, 
to  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the 
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returning  and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality;  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians, 
sextons  and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  46. — To  ^'prevent  horse  racing  and  immoderate  riding  and  driving  in  the 
streets,  and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the 
abuse  of  animals;  to  comiDel  jDersons  to  put  up  posts  in-^ront  of  their  lots  to  fasten 
their  horses  and  other  animals;  to  compel  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or  other 
animals  attached  to  vehicles,  whilst  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  47. — To  prevent  encumbering  the  streets  or  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other  animals,  sleds, 
wheel-barrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs,  adobies  or  any 
material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  48. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  autljorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  49. — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chandler 
shop,  soa})  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  oft  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Sec.  50. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain  or 
prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments,  and  all  establish- 
ments or  places  where  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be  carried  on. 

Sec.  51. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  'within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removal  or  the  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  j^laced  or  caused 
to  be  placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such 
substance,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind; 
and  on  his  default  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  same%>y  any  officer 
of  said  city. 

Sec.  52.— To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  of  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds,  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  th« 
city. 

Sec.  53. — To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crj'ing  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  54. — To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  55. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise  or 
property  of  every  description  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
M-eights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  inspec- 
tion, the  standard  of  which  weights  and  measures  shall  be  conformable  to  those  estab- 
lished by  law. 

Sec.  56.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of 
the  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into  cfi'ect  the  powers 
vested  in  thcj  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  act,  and  enforce  obser- 
vance of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  ])enalties 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  mouths,  or 
both. 

Sec.  57.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures  and 
the  enforcement  of  such  penalties:  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and  execute  all 
such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  elleet  and 
execution  the  powers  specified  in  this  act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order,  regulation, 
convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  ])roi)erty  therein  Iroiu 
destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  tlie  health,  safety  and  happiness  of  the  inhab- 
itants thereof. 

Sec.  58.— To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  ofTenders  and  vagrants  by  inii)nsou- 
ment  in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  l)y  compelling  tliem  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  l/e  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  where  such  oUbnders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  lines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  59.— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  niontli  alter 
they  shall  have  l)een  passed,  be  i)ul)lished  in  some  newspajxT  i)rinled  in  said  city,  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  uj)  in  three  of  the  most  pultlic  places  in  the  city. 
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Sec.  60. — All  ordiiiauces  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published  by 
the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  e.vidence  in  all  Courts 
or  places,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  61.— When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening,  widen- 
ing, or  altering  auy,public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporatiou  shall  make  a 
just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the  amount 
of  such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be  inhabit- 
ants of  the  city. 

Sec.  62. — All  jurors,  empanneled  to  inquire  into  the  amounts  of  benefits  or  dama- 
ges that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be 
sworn  to  that  efifect;  and  shall  reti^i-n  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City 
CounciJ  their  inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  63. — All  officers  of  the  cit>,  created  Cuuservators  of  the  peace  by  this  act, 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such 
persons  in  custody  forty-eight  hours  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe  place,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  such  other  powers,  as  Conservators  of  the  Peace,  as  the  City 
Council  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  64. — The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed 
in  thecity  of  Wellsville,  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  December  in  each  year,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  city  revenue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  and  for  what  disbursed.

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CHAPTER   CXLIV. 

An  ACT  fo  iiiGorporatG  the  City  of  Aforoni,  in  Sanjoete  County, 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
oflTtah:  That  ail  that  portion  of  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  the  north  end  of  the  bridge  South  of  Moroai  crossing  Sanpitch 
river,  running  west  two  miles  from  said  bridge,  thence  north  four  miles,  thence  east 
four  miles,  thence  south  four  miles,  thence  west  two  miles  to  Sanpitch  bridge,  the 
place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  Moroni  City,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  aforesaid;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change 
and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive 
and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  laold  real 
property  beyond  the  city  for  burying  gi'ounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all 
other  things  in  relation  thereto,  as  natural  persons. 

See.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  Mayor  and  five  Coun- 
cilors, Avho  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a 
majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such 
penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance;  there  shall  also  be  elected  in  like  man- 
ner tv/o  Justices  of  the  Peace  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters,  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor  and  have  jurisdiction  in  all  eases  arising  under  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
offices,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirntation  that  they  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  find  that  they 
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will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  aud 
abilities. 

Sec.  5.— One  Mayor  and  five  Councilors  shall  bo  elected  biennially  and  the 
first  election  under  this  act  shall  be  at  such  time  in  said  city  as  the  Probate  ' 
Judge  of  Sanpete  County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  shall  be  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial 
officers;  and,  at  the  said  first  eleetiou,  all  free  Wihite  male  residents,  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  within  said  city  limits,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

See.  6._— The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  daj-s  after  the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  daj's  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  dei^osited  with 
the  Eecorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted,  and  returns  thereof 
made,  as  may  be  ijrovided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  aud  personal,  w'ithin  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  tbe  asse&sed  value  tbereof- 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  to  be  provided  for  by  ordinance,  not 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  to  tlie  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  ai^poinc  a  Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define 
the'  duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec."  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  bonds  with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid, to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish aud  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace, benefit, 
gooil  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  protection 
of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  Itealth  and 
happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  of  the 
Sautpitch  river:  Provided  that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  tbe  injury  of 
any  rights  already  acquired  by  actual  settlers  thereon,  and  shall  have  control  of 
the  water  courses  aud  mill  privileges  M'ithin  said  city,  but  in  no  case  siiall  they 
interfere  with  the  natural  rights  of  others  heretofore  acquired  in  relation  to  water. 
They  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal  of  any  of  the  officers  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees 
of  the  officers  of  sail  corporation.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the 
city  into  Wards  and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordinances  i^assed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  fen  days 
after  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified'copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the 
city.    They  shall  not  be  in  force  until  thus  published  or  iwsted  up. 

Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  corjioration 
affixed  thereto:  and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purj)oiting 
to  be  printed  or  pul)lished  by  the  authority  of  the  corporation,  the  same  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  13. — The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  city  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  other 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory.  They  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  lawa, 
give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of  tlie  Peace.  They  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporjition, 
and  shall  issue  sucir  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  such  ordinance  into  execu- 
tion. Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Justices  arising 
under  the  ordinaiH-es  of  said  City,  or  laws  of  the  Territory,  to  the  Probate  Court  of 
Baid  Sanpete  County,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  from  other 
Justices  of  the  Peaee. 

Sec.  14. — The  Mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  oHicer  of  sai(l  Corporation,  be 
shall  preside  in  the  City  C<)Uncil,  and  shall  liave  powi-r  to  veto  any  ordinance 
when  not  passed  by  four-fifths  majority,  and  it  shall  be  liis  duty  to  sign  all  city 
ordinances. 

Sec.  15.— This  act  shall  bo  in  forcft  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  February,  186G, 
and  may  1)e  ameiHlcd  or  repealed  at  the  jilcasure  of  the  TiCgislative  Assembly.

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CHAPTER    CXLV. 

An  A  CT  creating  the  office  of  Selectmen  and  prescribing  their  duties,  also  the  duties  of 

the  County  Courts. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utali:  That  there  shall  be  three  Selectmen  in  each  organized  county  within  the 
Territory,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  And  at  the  organization  of  new 
counties  there  shall  be  elected,  at  the  first  general  election,  three  Selectmen,  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  The  senior  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two  years 
and  the  junior  for  one  year;  and  thereafter  one  shall  be  elected  each  year,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied: Provided  that  in  each  county  now  oi-ganized  the  Selectmen  shall  be  elected  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  for  the  continuation  of  the  election  of  Seldctmen  in  new 
counties. 

Sec.  2. — Said  Selectmen  shall  be  sworn  before  the  Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  and 
give  such  bonds  as  the  Clerk  shall  approve,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the  Clerk's 
oflQce,  w^ho  shall  give  them  a  certificate  of  office  under  the  seal  of  the  Probate 
Court. 

Sec.  3. — The  Probate  Judge  in  connection  with  the  Selectmen  shall  be  known  as 
the  County  Court,  any  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  they 
are  invested  with  such  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  are  or  may  be  conferred  by  law.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  this  Court,  shall  keep  his  office*at  the 
County  Seat  and  shall  attend  himself  or  by  deputj'^  all  sessions  of  the  Court,  and  keep 
the  records,  papers  and  seal  of  the  Court.  The  office  of  the  County  Clerk  is  to  be  kept 
open  during  usual  business  hours.  , 

Sec.  4. — This  Court  is  authorized  and  required  to  take  the  management  of  all 
County  business  and  the  care  and  custody  of  all  the  County  property,  except  such  as 
is  by  it  placed  in  the  custody  of  another;  and  shall  have  the  control  of  ail  books, 
papers  and  instruments  pertaining  to  their  office.  Said  Court  shall  audit  all  claims 
against  the  county,  and  cause  the  county  seal  to  be  affixed  to  all  warrants  or  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  treasury:  shall  audit  and  settle 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  those  of  any  other  oflicer  or  receiver  of  County 
revenue,  taxes  or  other  dues  payable  into  tbe  County  treasury,  and  those  of  any  person 
entrusted  to  expend  any  money  of-  the  county,  and  to  require  them  to  render  their  • 
accounts  as  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  5. — Said  Court  shall  keep  a  book  to  be  known  as  the  County  Book,  in  which 
shall  be  recorded  all  orders  and  decisions  made  by  them,  except  those  relating  to  roads 
and  Probate  aflTairs.  Orders  for  the  allowance  of  money  from  the  County  Treasury 
shall  state  on  what  account  and  to  whom  the  allowance  is  made,  dating  and  number- 
ing the  draMdng  on  the  Treasury  each  order;  and  said  Court  are  to  superintend  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  county  and  secure  their  management  in  the  best  jjossible 
manner. 

Sec.  6. — The  County  Court  shall  also  keep  a  separate  book  for  the  entries  of  all 
proceedings  and  adjudications  relating  to  the  establishment,  change  or  discontinuance 
of  roads;  and  also  separate  books  for  probate  business.  They  shall  keep  an  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  county  and  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June, 
cause  a  minute  statement  of  them  for  the  preceding  year  to  be  made,  with  an  account 
of  all  debts  payable  to  and  by  the  county  and  the  assets  of  the  county;  have  a  copy  of 
the  same  posted  up,  one  at  the  County  Seat,  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  Courts,  and 
at  each  of  two  other  public  places  in  the  county,  or  published  in  some  newspaper 
having  general  circulation  in  the  county,  and  shall  cause  the  original  to  be  filed  in 
their  office. 

Sec.  7. — The  County  Courts  shall  district  their  respective  counties  into  road  dis- 
tricts, i^recincts,  school  districts  or  such  other  subdivisions  as  may  become  necessary  or 
proper;  locate  sites  for  public  buildings  and  erect  the  same;  have  the  control  of  all 
timber,  w^ater  jDrivileges  or  any  watercourse  or  creek;  to  grant  mill  sites  and  exercise 
such  powers  as  in  their  judgment  shall  best  preserve  the  timber  and  subserve  the 
interest  of  the  settlements  in  the  distribution  of  water  for  irrigation  or  other  purposes. 
Grants  or  rights  held  under  Legislative  authority  shall  not  be  interfered  with. 

Sec.  8. — It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  said  Courts  to  oversee  the  poor  and  provide 
for  their  maintenance;  to  take  care,  custody  and  management  of  insane  persons,  who 
are  incapable  of  conducting  their  own  affiiirs,  and  of  their  estate  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, and  to  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such  insane  persons,  their  maintenance 
and  the  maintenance  of  their  families  and  the  education  of  their  children. 

Sec.  9. — The  Selectmen  may  transact  business  separately,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  County  Courts,  relating  to  tlie  poor,  insane  persons,  orphans  and  minors;  and 
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may  have  authority  to  biud  out  vicious,  idle  or  vagrant  children  or  orphans  and 
minors,  until  they  shall  attain  the  age  of  legal  majority.  They  shall  also  have  power 
to  appoint  guardians  for  minors  who  are  orphans,  for  the  persons  and  property  of  the 
insane,  where  they  shall  be  found  incapable  of  managing  their  own  affairs,  and  gene- 
rally to  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  i^ertaining  to  their  office,  as  shall  be  required 
by  law  or  by  the  Probate  Court  in  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  10. — tSaid  Selectmen  shall  make  a  report  of  all  their  proceedings  to  the  County 
Court  at  their  next  regular  session,  as  also  a  true  report  of  all  the  affairs  and  situation 
of  the  poor  or  destitute  and  insane  within  their  respective  counties,  and  make  such 
suggestions  and  recommci^dations  as  to  them  shall  appear  necessary  for  the  action  of 
the  Court. 

Sec.  11. — The  sessions  of  the  County  Courts  shall  be  held  quarterly  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  June,  Sei^tember  and  December  in  each  year,  and  o'ftener  if  they 
deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  12. — It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  Connty  officers  to  deliver  to  their  suc- 
cessors in  office  all  books,  papers,  seals,  or  other  public  property  in  their  possession. 

Sec.  13. — The  Countj^  Courts  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  appoint  all 
county  and  precinct  oflticers  not  made  elective  by  kuv,  and  to  fill  all  vacancies  of 
county  and  j)recinct  officers,  not  otherwise  provided  for, that  may  occur  betv.'een  elec- 
tions in  their  respective  counties;  and  any  i^erson,  so  elected  or  appointed,  failing  to 
qualify  v/ithin  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his  election,  unless  he  shall  previously 
notify  the  County  Clerk  that  he  does  not  accept  the  office,  or,  after  qualifying,  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  fulfil  the  duties  thereof,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  before  any  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

See.  14.— An  Act  entitled  "An  Act  creating  the  office  of  Selectmen  a.nd  prescribing 
their  duties,"  approved  February  5,  18-52,  and  sections  34  to  42,  inclusive,  of  "An  Act 
in  relation  to  the  Judiciary,"  approved  February  4,  18-52,  are  hereby  repealed.

4.— All  tliat  ])()rtion  of  the  Territory  1)ounded  south  by  Iron  County,  west  by 
Nevada,  north  by  a  lino  runnijig  due  east  and  west  tlirougli  a  point  two  miles  (hio 
south  from  the  soutli  side  of  Fort  Wilden  on  Cove  creek  and  east  by  t lie  range  of 
mountains  dividing  P>eaver  and  Pauvan  Valleys  from  the  Valley  of  the  Sevier  is 
hereby  made  and  named  lieaver  County,  with  (bounty  Seats  at  Heaver. 

Sec.  5.— All  that  portion  of  tlie  Territory  bounded  south  by  IniTi  Counly,  west 
by  Beaver  County,  north  by  an  east  and  west  line  crossing  the  road  on  (lie  siinnnit  of 
the  dividing  ridge  lietween  Mary's  Vale  and  Alma,  and  east  by  Colorado  Territory  is 
hereby  made  and  named  Piute  County,  with  County  Seat  at  Circleville.

Lake  County  for  election,  revenue  and  judicial  purposes;  and  judicial  jurisdiction  of 
all  acts  and  transactions  done  or  entered  into  on  the  waters  of  Great  Salt  Lake  and  on 
so  much  of  its  beach  as  is  not  included  in  any  county  is  hereby  given  to  Great 
Salt  Lake  County  and  the  Judicial  District  to  which  said  County  at  the  time 
belongs. 

Sec.  14.— All  that  portion  of  the  Territory  bounded  south  by  Great  Salt  Lake 
County,  west  by  the  eastern  shore  of  Great  Salt  Lake,  north  by  a  line  running  due 
east  from  a  point  on  said  shore  to  a  point  in  the  centre  of  the  channel  of  Weber  river 
due  north  from  the  northwest  corner  of  Kingston's  Fort,  thence  up  the  centre  of  said 
channel  to  a  point  opposite  the  summit  of  the  Wasatch  mountains,  and  east  by  the

Sec.  2o. — When  any  uncertainty  or  dispute  arises  as  to  what  county  an  act  or 
transaction  has  transpired  in,  either  of  the  counties  in  whicii  it  is  fairly  presumable 
such  act  or  transaction  has  occurred  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  jurisdiction  in  the 
case. 

Sec.  24.— All  laws  in  relation  to  the  boundaries  of  counties  and  locating  county 
seats,  conflicting  with  tiiis  Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER    CXLIX. 

in  A  CT  in  relation  to  Marks  and  Brands. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  a  general  offii-e  for  recording  marks  and  brands  shall  be  kept  at 
the  Seat  of  Government,  and  a  Recorder  for  the  same  shall  be  elected  by  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — There  shall  also  be  an  auxiliary  office  in  every  county  other  than  that 
in  which  the  general  office  is  located,  and  the  duties  thereof  are  hereby  devolved  on 
the  Clerks  of  the  County  Courts  respectively. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  any  per^on  wishes  to  obtain  a  recorded  mark  or  brand, 
application  therefor  may  be  made  to  t!ie  General  Rpoorder  direct  or.  through  the 
auxiliary  office  of  the  (tounty  in  which  the  applicant  resides;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  General  Recorder  to  designate  the  particular  mark  or  brand  to  be  used 
by  such  applicant  and  define  the  place  and  position  it  shall  occupy  on  the  animal, 
consulting  always  the  choice  or  convenience  of  applicants,  so  far  as  may  be  without 
interfering  with  previously  recorded  marks  or  brands:  Provided,  i fa  character  is 
wanted  for  which  there  is  no  type,  the  apulicant  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  thereof. 

Sec.  4. — The  General  Recorder  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  marks  aiid  brands,  with 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  owning  the  same,  in  a  book  suitable  for  the 
purpose,  which  shall  he  free  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interested;  and  lie  shall 
furnish  to  the  owners  certified  copies  of  all  marks  or  brands,  which  certificates  shall 
be  deemed  evidence  in  law. 

Sec.  5. — The  General  Recorder  shall  once  a  year,  or  as  often  as  he  may  deera 
expedient,  furnish  the  Public  Printer  a  list  of  all  recorded  marks  or  brands  which 
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have  not  been  previously  published,  and  cause  to  be  printer!,  at  the  public  expense, 
one  th(iu!?aud  copies,  eilher  in  pamphlet  or  otlier  coiivenienC  lorni,  for  reference 
and  preservation;  and  shall,  immediately  after  publication,  {gratuitously  distribute 
to  each  Auxiiary  Office  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  to  supply  the  County  Clerks, 
BherifFs,  Probate  Judges,  Selectmen,  City  Reeorders,  Ju>iices,  Constables,  and 
Poundkeeijers  in  tlieir  respective  counties;  and  one  copy  eacb  to  like  officers  in  his 
own  county,  and  the  residue  he  may  dispose  of  at  not  exceeding  twenty  five  cents 
a  copy.  He  may  also  charge  and  receive,  from  each  person  afiplyiug  for  a  mark  or 
brand,  the  fee  of  one  dollar  for  ea^ii  mark  or  brand  so  recorded. 

iSec.  6. — Clerks  of  Auxiiary  Offii-e  shall  receive  and  forward  to  the  General 
Recorder  all  applications  for  recording  marks  and  brands,  and  shall  furnish  each 
applit-'ant  the  Reconier's  certificate  of  the  niark  or  brand  designated  and  recorded 
for  iiim,  for  which  service  they  may  receive  titty  cents  each  in  addition  to  the  Re- 
corder's fee:  Provided,  that  they  shall  gratuitously  distrilaite  the  printed  copies  in 
their  respective  counties,  as  contemplated  in  the  fifth  section.  All  such  printed 
copies  shall  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  seveial  officers  respectively,  anal  shall 
be  delivered  by  them  to  their  successors  in  office. 

Sec.  7. — Any  person,  using  a  like  brand  in  the  position  and  place  recorded  to 
another,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  tine  in 
any  sum  no^  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  ottense. 

Sec.  8. — After  the  expiration  ofoneyear  frojn  the  publication  of  this  Act,  any 
stock,  over  eighteeu  months  obi,  running  at  large  without  a  recorded  mark  or  brand, 
ehall  be  deemed  estrays,  and  Uiay  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  Poundkeeper  and 
disposed  of  as  other  estrays. 

Sec.  9. — "An  Act  in  relation  to  marks  and  brands,"  "Approved  ISfarch  1,  1852," 
5s  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  th  it  nothing  iu  this  repeal  shall  be  construed  to  in- 
validate marks  and  brands  already  recorded.

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  Alvin  ISichols  and  William  S.  Go<lbe  are  hereby  authoiized  and 
required  to  erect,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  Act,  a  gooii  and  substan- 
tial t»rii)ge  across  Bear  river,  in  Box  EUler  County,  at  or  near  the  place  where  the

— After  the  completion  of  saiil  liriilge,  if  any  person  shall  tike  toll  upon 
any  bridge  or  ferry  wilhiu  one  and  a  half  miles  up  the  channel  of  said  river  or  within 
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six  miles  down  the  channel  from  the  location  of  Nichols  and  Godbe's  bridge,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  parties  injured  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  annually,  so 
long  as  said  bridge  or  ferry  shall  be  used. 

Sec.  3. — The  said  Nichols  and  Godbe,  before  receiving  toll  as  herein  provided, 
shall  execute  sufficient  bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Box  Elder 
County  and  filed  in  his  office,  in  the  sum  often  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
indemnifying  of  all  persons  against  losses  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the 
insufflciency  and  unsafe  condition  of  said  bridge  while  toll  is  being  received  thereon, 
to  be  recovered  as  in  action  of  debt  before  any  Court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  4.— As  there  are  new  settlements  being  formed  for  agricultural  and  herding' 
purposes  in  Box  Elder  County,  westerly  and  northerly  of  said  bridge,  therefore  the 
rates  of  toll  for  crossing  said  bridge,  by  persons  engaged  in  the  aforesaid  employ- 
ments, shall  be  established  by  the  County  Court  of  BoxElder  County. 

Sec.  5. — The  said  Nichols  and  Godbe,  at  the  expiration  of  eight  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  shall  transfer  said  bridj>e  in  good  condition  to  the  Territorial 
Road  Commissioner,  as  the  property  of  the  Territory. 

Sec.  6. — Said  Alvin  Nichols  and  William  S.  Godbe  are  hereby  required  to  make 
an  annual  report,  during  the  first  week  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  all  receipts  of 
toll  received  on  said  bridge,  and  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the  benefit  of 
common  schools,  five  per  cent,  of  all  toll  collected  thereon. 

Sec.  7. — Be  it  further  enacted  that  all  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  Joseph 
Young,  senior,  in  "An  Act  concerning  a  ferry  or  ferries  across  Bear  river  and  a 
bridge  across  the  Malad,"  "approved  January  22,  1864,"  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
said  Alvin  Nichols  and  William  S.  Godbe.

CHAPTER    CLI  . 

An  ACT  Begulating  Estray  Pounds  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 

-of  Utah:     That  the  County  Court  of  each  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 

to  provide  and  keep  in  constant  repair  a  good  and  substantial  pound  in  each  precinct, 

and  at  the  <Jounty  Seat  of  each  county,  and   furnish  suitable  blank  books  for  the 

use  of  the  Poundkeepers. 

Sec.  2.— There  shall  be  elected,  at  the  general  election,  a  County  Poundkeeper 
for  each  county ,  who  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  and  file  sufficient  bonds,  with  approved 
security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  thereof;  the  amount  of 
bond  and  approval  of  securities  shall  be  determined  by  the  CountyOourt,and  the  bond 
shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Clerk.  Said  Poundkeeper's  term  of  office  shall  be  for 
two  years,  anci  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  he  shall  also  be  a  resident 
of  the  County  Seat  and  shall  have  the  disposal  of  all  estrays  within  said  county,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

gee.  3.— There  shall  be  elected,  at  the  general  election  in  each  precinct,  a  Precinct 
Poundkeeper,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified;  he  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  and  give  bonds  as  provided  for  the 
County  Poundkeeper,  and  shall  take  charge  of  all  estrays  found  within  his  precinct 
and  forward  the  same,  if  unclaimed,  to  the  County  Poundkeeper:  Provided,  that 
the  County  Poundkeeper  shall  be  the  PrecinctPoundkeeper  for  the  precinct  in  which 
the  County  Pound  is  kept. 

Sec.  4.— Each  precinct  Poundkeeper  shall  receive  and  take  good  care  of  all  animals 
committed  to  his  charge,  and  use  due  diligence  to  find  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
by  record  of  brands  or  otherwise,  and  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books, 
papers  and  other  property  belonging  to  his  office. 

Sec.  5.— Any  animal  remaining  unclaimed  two  days  from  the  time  of  commit- 
ment shall  be  registered  in  the  Pound  Book,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  when 
received,  from  whom,  where  found,  amount  of  damage  done,  if  any,  kind  of  animal, 
approximate  age,  color,  stripes,  marks,  brands  and  such  other  description  as  may 
aid  the  owner  to  find  his  animal,  true  copies  of  w^hich  the  Precinct  Poundkeeper 
shall  post  up,  within  four  days  from  the  time  of  its  being  impounded,  in  three  ol  the 
most  conspicuous  places  in  his  precinct,  stating  that,  if  it  be  not  claimed  and  taken 
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away  within  ten  days  days  thereafter,  said  anmial  will  be  forwarded  to  the  County 
Poundkeeper. 

See.  6.— Each  Precinct  Pounkeeper  shall  receive  and  file  all  bills  of  damage  duly 
presented  and  enter  the  amounts  in  the  Pound  Book,  which  shall  be  ojjen  to  the 
inspection  of  the  public;  he  shall  not  deliver  any  animal  to  the  owner  until  all  cos':s 
and  damages  are  paid  or  satisfactorily  arranged  for;  he  shall  forward  to  the  County 
Poundkeeper  all  animals  remaining  unclaimed  or  not  taken  away  within  fourteen 
days  from  commitment,  with  the  bill  ©f  costs  and  damages  on  each  animal,  and  shall 
semi-annually  collect  and  forward  all  strays  within  his  precinct  to  the  County  Pound- 
keepers. 

Sec.  7.— The  County  poundkeeper  is  to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  animals  deliv- 
to  him  by  Precinct  Poundkeepers  or  other  persons,  to  enter  upon  his  registry  when 
said  animal  or  animals  were  received, from  what  pound  or  person, amount  of  damages 
and  costs,  together  with  a  full  and  complete  description  of  each  animal,  including 
approximate  age,  macks  and  brands. 

Sec.  S.— Each  County  Poundkeeper  shall  provide  forage  or  pasturage,  or  place 
said  animals  in  the  care  of  a  responsible  person,  and  forthwith  advertise  thena  for 
sale  in  three  consecutive  numbers  of  some  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation, 
which  advertisement  shall  be  posted  up  in  three  public  places  in  the  county,  and 
shall  contain  the  description  of  each  animal,  as  recorded  in  his  registry,  stating  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  and  that,  if  not  claimed  and  taken  away  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  advertisement,  he  will  expose  them  at  public  sale  and  sell  them  to 
the  highest  responsible  bidder;  the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  after  deducting  costs  and 
damage,  he  shall  pay  into  the  County  Treasury,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  owners 
of  said  animals,  if  applied  for  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  sale;  if  not  applied 
forby  the  owners  within  that  time,  the  Treasurer  shall  pass  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  Common  Schools  in  his  county,  to  be  drawn  and  applied  under  the  direction 
of  the  County  School  Superintendent. 

Sec.  9.— The  County  Poundkeeper  shall  register  i^he  disposal  of  all  animals  and 
the  amount  sold  for.  the  total  amount  of  cost  and  damage,  and  report  his  proceedings 
to  the  County  Court  semi-annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by  said  Court,  and  shall 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books,  papers  and  other  property  belonging  to 
his  office  and  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  County  Clerk, 

Sec.  10.— All  damages  done  by  any  animal  trespassing  shall  be  forthwitn 
appraised  by  any  disinterested  voter,  who  may  make  a  reasonable  charge  for  his 
services.  Said  appraisal  shall  set  forth,  in  writing,  the  time  and  place  of  the 
damage,  the  name  of  the  person  aggrieved  and,  if  known,  the  name  of  the  owner  ot 
the  animal,  and,  so  far  as  may  be,  the  kind  and  decription  of  the  animal,  which 
amount,  if  not  paid  or  satisfactorily  arranged  for  by  the  owner,  or  if,  the  owner  be 
not  known,  shall,  together  with  the  animal,  be  placed  in  the  charge  ol  the  Precinct 
Poundkeeper:  Provided,  that  the  owner,  if  he  deems  the  appraisal  too  high,  may 
choose  another  appraiser  who,  with  the  first,  may  make  a  new  appraisal;  or  when 
they  cannot  agree,  they  two  may  choose  a  third  appraiser,  and  an  appraisal  by  the 
two  or  by  the  three,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  11.— Any  animal  found  trespassing  may  be  taken  up  by  any  person,  and  it 
the  owner  cannot  be  found,  or,  if  found,  shall  refuse  to  pay  all  cost  and  damage, 
said  animal  shall  be  forthwith  taken  to  the  precinct  or  County  Pound  and  deliverea 
to  the  keeper  thereof.  .       ,        14.1 

See.  12.— Any  person,  other  than  a  Poundkeeper,  taking  up  an  animal  under  tne

CHAPTER    CLII. 

An  ACT  concerning  Notaries  Public. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
one  or  more  Notaries  Public  tor  each  organized  county,  whose  term  of  office  shall  bo 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualifled. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Notary  Public  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  official  duties,  take 
the  oath  of  office  and  give  a  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  Territory  of  Utah, 
in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundreil  dollars,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office;  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  the  county  in 
which  the  Notary  Public  resides: 

Sec.  3. — The  commission  and  oath  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Probate 
Judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  Notary  Public  resides;  and  such  bond  shall  be 
filed  in  said  office,  and  may  be  sued  on  by  any  person  injured  through  the  unfaithful 
performance  of  said  Notary's  duties:  Provided,  that  no  suit  shall  be  so  instituted 
after  three  years  from  the  time  the  cause  of  such  action  occurred. 

Sec.  4. — Notaries  Public  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  all  oaths  provided 
for  by  law;  to  acknowledge  powers  of  attorney  and  all  instruments  of  writing  con- 
veying or  effecting  property  in  any  part  of  this  Territory,  and  elsewhere  so  far  as 
may  be  lawful;  to  take  affidavits  and  depositions;  to  make  declarations  and  protests, 
and  to  do  all  other  acts  usually  done  by  Notaries  Public  in  other  States  and 
Territories. 

Sec.  5, — It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  a  Notary  Public,  whenever  any  instrument 
in  writing  is  by  him  protested  for  non-payment  or  non  acceptance,  to  give  writtea 
notice  thereof,  as  soou  as  practicable,  to  the  maker  and  each  endorser  or  security  of 
of  said  instrument;  and  to  personally  serve  such  notice,  when  the  person  protested 
against  resides  in  the  same  town  or  city  with  the  Notary,  otherwise  he  may  forward 
said  notice  by  mail  or  otiier  safe  conveynce. 

Sec.  6. — Each  Notary  Public  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  his  official  acts,  including 
such  notices,  the  time  and  manner  in  which  they  have  been  served  and  the  names 
of  all  the  parties  to  whom  they  were  directed,  and  the  description  and  amount  of  the 
instrument  protested,  which  record  shall  be  competent  evidence  to  legally  pi'ove  such 
notices;  and,  when  required  and  the  fees  are  paid,  he  shall  give  a  certified  copy  of 
any  official  record  or  paper  in  his  office. 

Sec.  7. — When  the  office  of  a  Notary  Public  becomes  vacant,  the  records  of  said 
Notary  and  all  the  papers  relating  to  his  office  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Probate  Court  iu  the  county  in  which  the  said  Notary  Public  resided;  and 
if  said  records  and  papers  are  not  >o  <lelivered  within  thirty  days  after  said  vacancy 
occurs,  said  Clerk  of  the  Probate  ('ourt  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  take  and 
deposit  them  as  aforesaid;  and  in  eith-u'  cise  said  Clerk  shall  safely  keep  the  said 
records  and  papers,  and,  when  requested  a?id  the  fees  are  paid,  shall  give  a  certified 
copy  of  any  porti<uj  thereof,  which  copy  is  hereby  made  as  valid  as  if  it  had  been  given 
by  the  aforesaid  Notary  Public. 

'  Sec.  8.— In  case  a  Notary  Public  uses  an  official  seal,  it  shall  contain  the  name 
of  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  and  he  shall  therewith  attest  all  his  official  acts. 

Sec.  9. — This  act  shall  be  in  for<;e  from  the  date  of  its  approval,  and  all  laws  and 
parts  of  la^s  conflicting  therewith  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER    CLIII. 

An  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Deserct  Clttj  Llhrarij  Association, 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  tbe  Governor  and  Le<?islative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  Thomas  Memm.ott,  John  Uowell,  Henry  Roper,  Isaac  W.  Pierce, 
Martin  Littlewood  and  their  associates  and  successors  are  liereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate,  to  be  known  and  styled  l>eseret  City  Library  Association,  and  shall  have 
power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  property  real  and  personal,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  of  law  and  equity,  and 
to  do  all  things  that  may  be  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Association, 
by  establishing  a  library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments,  connect- 
ing therewith  a  reading  room  and  lectures.  And  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby 
appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  until  superseded  as  provided  in 
the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A  Board  of  peven  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  As- 
sociation on  the  second  Monday  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  bi- 
ennially thereafter  on  said  day,  who  shall  hold  office  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  President,  Sec- 
retary, Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian  and  define  their  duties, 
and  also  to  enact  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  do  all  business  of  the  Associ- 
ation. A  majority  may  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  ia 
the  Board,  until  the  next  regular  election. 

Sec.  3. — This  Association  may  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  by  contribu- 
tion and  donation,  for  the  purchse  of  books,  maps,  charts,  &c.,  and  for  leasing  or 
erecting  suitable  buildings  for  the  library,  reading  rooms  and  lectures. 

Sec.  4. — Conditions  of  membership,  admission  to  the  library,  reading  rooms  and 
lectures  and  the  loaning  of  books  or  other  property  shall  be  as  provided  by  the  bye- 
laws  of  said  Association. 
Approved  Jan.  17,  1866.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah:  That  persons  who  have  constructed  canals,  ditches,  or  .dams,  and  taken  out 
water  for  irrigation  purposes  before  tlie  i)assage  of  the  Act  to  which  this  Act  is 
amendatory,  are  hereby  authorized  to  organize  under  the  Drovisiotis  of  salt!  Act, 
and  to  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and  }>rivileges  guaranteed  therein:  Provided, 
they  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  organization  of  new 
companies.

CHAPTER   CLV. 

An  ACT  amending  ''An  ACT  to  prmwk  for  th".  appoiidMont  of  a  Territorial  Trcmurer,  and 

Auditor  of  Fiihlic  Accounts." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor    and   Legislative    Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah:     That  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Territorial  Treasurer  and 
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Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,"  approved  January  20,  1852,  is  hereby  amended  as 
follows:  In  section  four,  for  "on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,"  read,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December;  and  change  tbe  seventh  section  so  as  to  read:  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Territorial  officers  handling  public  funds,  either  in  collecting 
or  disbursing  the  same,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  law,  to  make  a  report  to 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in 
each  year.

CHAPTER  CLVI. 

An  ACT  authorizing  the  Attorney  General  and  the  District  and  Prosecuting  Attornet/s 

to  appoint  Deputies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Liegislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 
That  the  Attorney  General  and  District  and  County  Attorneys  are  hereby  authorized 
to  appoint  Deputies,  to  revoke  such  appointments,  and  to  perform  their  official  duties 
either  by  or  with  said  Deputies.

CHAPTER    CLVII. 

An  ACT  to  amend  '■'■An  Act  concerning  costs  and  fees  of  Courts,  and  for  other 

purposes, ^^  Approved  January  21,  1859. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  "An  Act  concerning  costs  and  fees  of  courts,  and  for  other  purposes," 
"Approved  January  21,  1859,"  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  In  the  third  section  all 
the  fees  shall  be  increased  one  hundred  per  cent.,  except  those  for  collecting  and  pay- 
ing over  monies.  In  the  eighth  section  all  the  fees  shall  be  increased  one  hundred 
per  cent.,  except  the  jjer  cent,  on  sums  collected  and  paid  over  on  executions.  In  the 
ninth  section  the  fees  shall  be  increased  one  hundred  per  cent.;  and  in  the  sixteenth 
section  the  fees  shall  be  increased  one  hundred  per  cent. 

Sec.  2, — This  Act  shall  continue  in  force  but  one  year  from  and  after  February  1, 
1866;  and  sections  three,  eight,  nine  and  sixteen  of  said  Act  are  hereby  made  inopera- 
tive until  the  amendments  made  in  this  Act  shall  expire  by  limitation,  after  which 
time  they  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

Approved  January  19,  1866. 


CHAPTER    C1.VIII.

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20,  I860,"  be  amended  as  follows:  In  the  first  section,  in  lieu  of  William  H.  Hooper, 
Horace  S.  Eldredge  and  Ben  Holladay,  of  'New  York,"  read  John  W.  Hess  and 
Christopher  Layton.  In  the  third  section,  first  line,  before  "any,"  read.  The  capital 
stock  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and."  In  the  fifth  section,  fifth  line,  in  lieu  of 
"by  the  Company,"  read,  by  this  act.  And  in  the  ninth  section,  fifth  line,  in  lieu 
of  "ten,"  read,  five.

CHAPTER    CLIX. 

An  ACT  amending  '"''An  Act  x>^'^scribing  fJie  rnovner  of  assessing  and  coJlccting  Terntorial 
and  County  Taxes,  aiid  for  other pui'j^oics,"  ^'appivted  Januari/  20,  18G5.'' 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Utah:  That  "An  Act  prescribing  the  manner  of  assessing  and  collecting 
Territorial  and  County  taxes,  and  for  other  purposes,"  "approved  January  20,  1865," 
be  amended  as  follov/s:  In  the  first  section  strike  out  the  first  proviso,  and  the  word 
"further"  in  the  second  proviso. 

Sec.  2. — The  second  section  of  said  Act  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following 
substituted  in  its  place  as  Section  2:  An  annual  assessment  shall  be  made  on  all 
taxable  property  in  the  several  Counties  of  the  Territory,  between  the  first  day  of 
January  and  the  first  Monday  in  June.  Property  shall  be  assessed  at  a  fair  cash 
value,  and  such  assessment,  when  so  made,  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  property 
assessed,  until  such  tax  is  paid,  or  remitted  by  the  County  Court:  Provided,  That 
the  Assessor  and  Collector  shall  assess  and  collect  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property 
brought  into  this  Territory  and  offered  for  sale  after  the  assessment  list  is  completed, 
at  the  rates  of  the  regular  assessment  for  the  current  year.  And  further  provided: 
That  where  money  may  have  been  assessed  and  afterwards  sent  outside  the  Terri- 
tory for  the  purchase  of  merchandize  or  any  articles  whatever,  then  the  assessment 
on  the  cash  value  of  such  merchandize  or  articles  shall  be  decreased  by  the  amount 
of  such  purchase  money. 

Sec.  3. — The  sixth  section  of  said  Act,  fifth  line,  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  "finallj^;"  and  in  the  eight  section,  third  line,  strikeout  the  words,  "the  same" 
after  the  word  "requiring;"  and  append  to  the  end  of  the  section  the  words,  the 
proceeds  of  such  fines  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  Territorial  and  County 
Treasuries. 

Sec.  4. — In  section  fourteen  of  said  Act,  fourteenth  line,  for  "thirty  first  day  of 
October"  read,  thirtieth  day  of  November;  and  at  the  end  of  the  section  strike  out 
the  words  "not  beyond  the  thirty-first  day  of  December;"  and  in  section  fifteen, 
seventh  line,  for  "thirty-first  day  of  October,"  read,  thirtieth  day  of  November;  and 
at  the  end  of  the  section  strike  out  the  words  "in  accordance  with  said  notice,  or 
sooner  if  required  by  the  Collector." 

Sec.  5. — Section  eighteen  of  said  Act  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  provisions  for 
taxation  in  the  several  city  charters  are  revived  and  declared  to  be  in  full  force.

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CHAPTER    CLX. 

An  ACT clianging  the  boundaries  of  Manti  City,  in  Sanpete  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  boundaries  of  Manti  City  Incorporation  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
extended  as  follows,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  the  mouth  of  Six  Mile  Creek  Caiioti, 
thence  west  along  the  south  bank  of  said  creek  to  the  base  of  mountain  at  its  mouth, 
thence  north  along  the  base  of  West  Mountain  to  Ax-helve  Canon,  thence  ou  an  east- 
erly line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Mauti  meadow,  connecting  with  the  southeast 
corner  of  Ephraim  meadow,  thence  continuing  on  an  easterly  line  to  where  the  county 
road  leading  from  Manti  to  Ephraim  crosses  Willow  creek,  thence  along  the  centre 
of  the  channel  of  said  creek  to  the  mouth  of  the  canon,  giving  one-half  of  the  waters 
of  said  creek  to  Manti  City  and  the  other  half  to  the  settlement  of  Fort  Ephraim, 
thence  due  south  to  a  parallel  line  due  east  of  the  aforesaid  mouth  of  Six  Mile  Creek 
Canon,  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  be  known  as  the  boundaries  of  Manti  City.

CHAPTERCLXI. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Logan  Canon  Road  Compaiiy. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  William  Hyde,  Thomas  E.  Ricks,  William  Budge,  George  L.  Farrel 
and  Thomas  Tarbitt  with  their  associates  and  assigns  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
rate in  law,  with  succession  for  fourteen  years,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Logan  Caiion  Road  Company;  which  Company  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be 
Bued  and  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  Courts  having  jurisdiction;  to  receive  by 
gift  or  purchase  and  to  hold  so  much  real  estate  and  personal  property  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  to  pass,  by  vote  of  the 
stockholders,  all  needful  bye-laws  for  the  government  of  said  Company;  aud  the 
Company  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  which  shares  shall  be  assignable  and  transferable 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  bye-laws  of  said  Company;  and  any  of  the 
aforementioned  persons  are  hereby  authorized,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  same,  until  the  Company  shall  be 
organized. 

Sec.  3.— Within  thirty  days  next  after  the  publication  of  this  Act,  the  Stock- 
holders shall  meet  and  proceed  to  organize  the  Company  by  electing  the  following 
officers:  a  President,  five  Directors,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  form  a  Board  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Company;  aud  they  shall  hold  their 
office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall 
give  bonds  to  the  acceptance  of  the  County  Court  of  Cache  County,  to  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  County  Clerk,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several 
duties.  Subsequent  meetings  for  the  election  of  officers  may  be  provided  for  ir^  the 
bye-laws  of  said  Company;  and  at  every  election  for  Company  officers,  each  Stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  capital  stock  he  holds,  and  may 
vote  in  person  or  by  proxey. 

See.  4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  said  Company  to 
keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  in  good  repair  the  road  specified  in  this  Act;  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur,  in  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  until  the  next  election  of  officers;  and  to  appoint  such  assistants  as  they  may 
need;  to  decide  the  time,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  payments  shall  be  made 
on  shares;  and  to  declare  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  Company  the  share  or  shares  of 
any  person  who  shall  fail  to  make  any  payment  so  required  to  be  paid,  after  not  less 
than  ^rty  days  notice  shall  have  been  given;  and  they  shall  cause  to  be  issued  to  each

Stockholder  a  certificate  of  the  number  of  shares  he  holds,  signed  by  the  President, 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  sealed  witii  the  seal  of  said  Company;  and  no 
transfer  of  stock  will  be  valid,  until  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Company  to  locate  and  cojistruct  a  good 
wagon  road,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Counry  Court  of  Cache  County,  within  two  years 
from  the  publication  of  this  Act,  commencing  at  the  present  location  of  William 
Hyde's  carding  machine  in  Logan  City,  thence  up  the  Logan  Cafion  to  the  summit  of 
the  range  of  mountains  dividing  Cache  and  Richland  Counties;  and  upo-n  tlie  completion 
of  six  miles  of  said  road  from  the  place  of  beginning,  the  Company  are  hei'eby  autho- 
rized and  empowered  to  erect  a  toll  gate  and  take  toll  thereon,  the  rates  to  be  specified 
and  regulated  by  the  Cousity  Court  of  Cache  County. 

Sec.  6. — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  transactions  of  all  business,  and 
also  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Company,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Stockholders.  The  President  and  Board  of 
Directors  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  County  Court  of  Cache  County,  at  its 
December  term,  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Sec.  7.— The  Company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
which  may  occur  through  negligence  or  failure  on  their  part  to  comply  with  tlie  con- 
ditions and  specifications  of  this  Act,  Provided,  That,  in  case  of  floods  or  severe 
storms,  the  Company  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  to  repair  damages  to  the 
road. 

Sec.  8.— Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  passing  the  toll  gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  ofTense,  be  liable  to  a  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  by  any  olflcer,  agent,  ser- 
vant or  Stockholder,  in  the  name  of  said  <  'ompany. 

Sec.  9.— If  any  person  shall  obstruct,  break,  injtxre  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  road 
of  said  Company,  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  same,  the  per- 
son so  ofTending  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  civil  suit  for  the  recovery 
of  damages  by  said  Company;  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment,  aud,  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  10.— The  toll  gatherer  duly  aurhorized  by  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
Company,  may  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  person  riding,  leading  or 
driving  animals,  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicles,  until  he  has  received  the  tolls 
authorized  by  the  County  Court. 

Sec.  11.— Nothing  shall  be  so  construed  in  this  Act  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature 
from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure.

— The  Trustees  now  in  ofQee,  or  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  shall 
qualify,  by  taking  an  oath  of  office  and  giving  bonds  to  the  County  Court  of  the 
county  where  they  reside,  in  such  sums  and  with  such  securities  as  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Court  may  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties; 
and  shall  continue  in  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  6. — The  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters,  residents  and  owners  of  tax- 
able property  in  their  respective  School  Districts.  For  the  election  of  Trustees  and 
for  the  vote  on  the  rate  per  cent,  on  the  taxes  to  be  assessed,  notice  shall  be  given,  at 
least  one  week  before  the  time  appointed,  by  notifying  each  tax-payer,  either  in 
person  or  by  leaving  a  written  notice  at  his  residence,  of  the  time,  place  and  object 
of  the  meeting;  said  notice  shall  be  given  by  at  least  five  permanent  residents  of  the 
District;  but  if  the  District  be  organized,  then  said  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
Trustees.  At  such  meeting  Trustees  may  be  elected  or  a  tax  levied  viva  voce,  or  by 
ballot,  as  the  meeting  may  determine. 

Sec.  7. — The  Trustees  shall  provide  a  suitable  school  house  or  school  houses  and 
keep  the  same  in  repair,  for  which  purpose  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  assess  and 
collect  annually  a  tax  on  all  taxable  property  within  their  District,  not  exceeding 
one-fourth  of  one  per  cent.;  should  more  than  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  be  needed 
per  annum  to  build  and  repair  school  houses,  or  for  other  school  purposes,  an  estimate 
of  the  approximate  cost  thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees,  and  the  rate  may  be 
increased  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  per  cent.,  as  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  tax  payers  voting  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  which  tax 
shall  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  District;  and  by  a  similar  vote  a  tax 
may  be  assessed  and  collected,  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  per  annum, 
to  pay  Teachers  and  furnish  fuel,  books,  maps  and  other  suitable  articles  for  school 
purposes.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  remit  taxes,  to  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  schools  shall  be  conducted,  to  establish  out-houses,  play  grounds  and  other 
appurtenances. 

Sec,  8. — The  Assessor  shall,  within  such  time  as  the  Trustees  may  direct,  make 
an  assessment  of  the  taxable  property  in  his  District  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Trustees,  and  when  appealed  to,  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  examine  said 
assessment  and,  if  necessary,  correct  the  same;  and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  9. — The  Collector  shall  pay  all  moneys  or  property,  received  on  taxes,  to  the 
Trustees  or  to  the  Treasurer,  as  the  Trustees  may  direct;  and  the  Assessor,  Collector 
and  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  respectively 
qualify  and  give  bonds,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  County  Court,  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Court. 

Sec.  10. — Whenever  taxes  shall  have  been  assessed  in  accordance  with  this  Act 
and  the  taxpayers  shall  have  been  duly  notified  of  the  amount  due,  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  any  one  of  its  members,  or  the  qualified  Collector,  shall  have  power  to 
commence  suits  at  law,  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction,  against  any  taxpayer 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  tax,  or  levy  upon  and  sell  his  property,  as 
upon  executions  at  law;  and  any  conveyance  of  such  property  made  by  the  Trustees 
shall  be  valid.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  any  judgment  rendered  as  prescribed 
in  this  section,  unless  the  amount  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  when  sued  in  the  Courts 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  fifty  dollars,  when  sued  in  the  Probate  or  District 
Courts. 

Sec.  11. — The  County  Court  of  each  County  shall  appoint,  in  their  respective 
counties,  where  not  already  done,  a  Board  of  Examination,  to  consist  of  three  com- 
petent persons,  who  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  School  Teachers  applying  for 
schools;  and  all  applicants  of  a  good  moral  character,  considered  competent,  shall 
receive  a  suitable  certificate  signed  by  the  Board. 

Sec  12. — The  Trustees  shall  visit,  officially,  each  school  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts at  least  once  during  each  term;  and,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber in  each  year,  take  a  census  of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen 
years,  residing  in  their  Districts;  and,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  shall  make  a  report 
to  the  County  Superintendent,  stating  the  condition  of  the  school  or  schools  under 
their  supervision,  and  particularly  the  items  contained  in  the  following  form:

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gee.  14. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  a  vote  of  the  LeRislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  a  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  for  said  Territory; 
and  said  Superintendent  shall  make  his  report  annually  to  the  Lej^^islative  Assembly, 
during  the  tirst  week  of  its  session;  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  liis  olliee,  he 
shall  qualify,  by  taking  and  subscribing-an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office.

cause  to  be  jDrinted  such  a  number  of  blanks,  after  the  forms  described  in  this  Act, 
as  will  be  necessary  for  distribution  to  the  Trustees  and  Teachers  throughout  the 
Territory,  ami  disiriOiite  the  same. 

Sec.  19.— The  Territorial  and  County  Superintendents  shall  decide  what  text 
books  shall  be  adopteii  in  the  schools;  and  the  County  Superintendents,  with  the 
Trustees  in  their  lespertive  Districts,  may  regulate  in  their  respective  counties  the 
school  terms,  allowing  such  holidays  and  vacations  as  may  be  advisable. 

Sec.  17. — At  the  general  election  held  on  the  first  MoiKJay  of  August,  each  county 
shall  elect,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  a  County  Sujierinteudent  of  Common  Schools, 
who  shall  hold  his  otlice  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;»aud  he  shall 
qualify,  by  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

gee.  18.— The  duties  of  the  Couuty  Superintendent  shall  be:  First,  to  take  the 
general  supervi^i(ln  ofsi-hoolsin  his  county,  and  visit  olficially,  at  least  once  in  each 
year,  the  schools  under  his  supervision,  and  see  that  the  School  Trustees  are  diligent 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties:  Second,  to  superintend,  in  the  manner  and  to  the 
extent  to  be  prescribed  by  law,  all  business  matters  connected  with  Public  School 
Domain  within  his  jurisdiction:  Third,  to  keep  a  correct  account,  with  the  County 
Tieasurer  and  with  the  Trustees  of  School  Districts,  of  all  fun(is  received  or  disbursed 
for  school  purposes,  arising  from  the  General  Government  or  by  Legislative  enact- 
ment of  the  Territory:  Fourth,  to  audit  all  school  accounts  against  the  Couuty 
Treasury,  and  deliver  his  warrants  lor  the  payment,  thereof:  Fifth,  to  make  au 
annual  report  t-j  the  Territorial  Superintendent  of  C<mimou  schools,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year,  and  said  report  shall  be  in  the  following 
form:

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Sec.  21.— The  Territorial  SuperinteDdent  of  Common  Schools  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  proceed  against  all  (ielinqueut  parties,  on  their  bojids,  who  fail 
to  pay  the  per  centaKe  to  commdu  schools  prescribed  by  their  grants  or  cbartert;;  and 
the  !-aid  Superintendent  shall  pay  all  moneys  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer,  and  annually  report  his  doings  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly. 

Sec.  22. — Kothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  interfere  with  any 
assessment  beretoforemade  or  contract  entered  into  by  parties  under  the  former  law, 
or  suits  pending  that  have  originated  under  any  former  Acts  of  this  Legislature. 

Sec.  23. — "An  Actauthorizing  theTenitorial  Snperintendentof  Comnion  Schools 
to  collect  certain  moneys,"  "approved  Dec.  20,  ]S()4,"  and  any  provision  in  "An  Act 
consolidating  and  amending  tiie  school  laws,"  "approved  Jan.  18,  1865,"  conflicting 
with  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  2. — The  said  road,  when  completed,  shall  be  twenty  feet  wide,  where 
practicable,  and  is  hereby  divided  into  four  Sectif^ns;  that  part  of  the  road  l.ving 
between  Charles  Decker's  residence  and  Hardy's  station  to  be  the  First  Section;  from 
Hardy's  station  to  the  crossing  of  East  Caiion  creek,  near  Ferguson's  settlement,  the 
Bacond  Setttion;  from  the  crossing  of  East  Caiion  creek  to  the  sun)mit  of  the  divide 
between  East  Caiion  and  Silver  creeks,  the  Third  Section;  and  from  the  divide  to 
"Wansliip,  Summit  County,  the  Fourth  Section. 

Sec.  3. — The  Territorial  Road  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  examine  the  route  herein  contemplated  and 
direct  the  expenditure  of  the  said  six  thousand  dollars;  and  ujtoji  the  completion  of 
said  road  or  any  Section  thereof,  he  is  further  authorized  and  emjiowered  to  erect  not 
exceeding  one  toll-gate  to  the  Section,  and  for  each  Sectioti  to  demand  and  receive 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates  of  toll;  F.or  any  vehicle  drawn  by  one  or  two 
animals,  twenty-five  cents;  for  each  additional  pair  of  animals,  tifteeu  cents;  for 
every  horse  or  mule  and  rider  or  led  horse  (^r  mule,  ten  cents;  for  every  score  of  meat 
cattle,  loose  horses  or  mules,  fifty  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  twenty-Hve  cents: 
Provider!,  that  persons  hauling  fuel  or  produce  from  within  sixty  miles  of  Great  Salt 
Lake  City  shall  pay  but  one  way,  being  entitled  to  a  return  ticket  free;  and  that  no 
traveler  sshall  be  crnnpelled  to  pay  toll  for  a  greater  distance  thau  one  Section  of  the 
road  at  any  one  toll-gate. 

Sec.  4. — The  said  Road  Commissioner  is  further  authorized  to  appoint  a  Superin- 
tendent for  said  mad  and  the  necessfiry  toll  gatherers,  for  whose  acts  he  shall  rerpiire 
eulficient  bonds  filed  with  the  Clerk  (.f  the  Probate  Court  of  GreatSalt  Lake  County, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performanee  <  f  the  duties  of  their  <dVnMs. 

Sec.  5.— The  said  Sui)erintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  by  liim  made,  an<l  report  tlie  same  through  the  Territorial  Road 
Commi.ssiouer,  to  the  Legi.-,lative  Assembly  aui-ualiy,  during  the  first  week  of  its 
session. 

Sec.  0.— The  toll  heroin  contemplated  shall  be  expended  by  .said  Superintendent, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Road  Commission'er,  in  making,  repairing,  and  other  inci- 
dental expenses  of  said  road. 

Sec.  7.— The  present  road  is  hereby  divided  info  four  sections,  in  the  same  nuinner 
a.s  provided  for  the  new  road  in  the  second  section  of  this  Act,  excci)t  that  for  the 
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"crossing  of  East  Canon  creek,  near  Ferguson's  settlement,"  in  the  second  and  third 
sections  of  the  road,  read  Ferguson's  settlement,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Terri- 


demand  and  collect  not  to  exceed  the  rates  of  toll  iDrescribed  in  the  third  section  of  this 

act. 

gee.  8.— The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  person  constantly  on  duty  at  each  toll- 
gate  between  the  hours  of  six  a.m.  and  nine  p.m.,  and  from  the  hours  of  nine  p.m.  to 
six  a.m.  travelers  shall  be  delayed  only  a  reasonable  time. 

gee.  9. — Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  passing  any  toll-gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for  in  any  Court  having  jurisdiction  by  any  officer  or  agent 
thereof  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  Territory. 

Sec.  10.— If  any  person  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  said 
road  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  same,  the  person  so  oflfend- 
iDo-  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Sec.  11.— Each  toll-gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  Road  Commissioner,  may 
detain  and  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving

Sec.  12.— Any  captain,  proprietor,  agent,  wagon-master  or  teamster  m  charge  ot 
any  train,  wagon  or  wagons  obstructing  the  common  travel  on  said  road  by  camping 
therein,  or  otherwise  unnecessarily  causing  delay,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  liable  for  all  damages  and  costs,  at  the  discretion  of
